Thirteen    Laborers    Brought    to    New

Washington,  Nov,  1.— Acting  .Secre- 
tary Murray  of  the  department  of 
commerce  and  labor  today  denied  the 
appeal  of  thirteen  Italian  laborers, 
who  arrived  in  New  York  on  Oct.  11, 
on  the  Bteamer  Buenos  Ayres,  from 
Naples.

Prosser,  Wash.,  Nov.  1.— Near 
Kennewick  yesterday,  six  burglars 
who  ha  robbed  two  stores  in  that 
town  Tuesday  night,  were  surprised 
by  officers  In  the  bush,  but  they  at 
once  commenced  firing. 

Marshal  Michael  Glover  of  Kenne- 
wick was  instantly  killed  and  Joseph 
Palsey,  his  deputy,  fatally  wounded, 
dying  later.  Sheriff  McNeil  was  shot 
twice,  but  not  dangerously  hurt.  Af- 
ter being  shot,  the  sheriff  emptied 
his  gun  at  the  robbers,  killing  one 
and    finally    capturing   another. 

The  gang  of  burglars  is  thought 
to  have  had  a  rendezvous  at  Kenne- 
wick for  the  purpose  of  holding  up 
a  Northern  Pacific  train.

BRYAN  MEN  DENOUNCE 
HEARST  AS  CHIEF  ADEPT 
IN  THE  ART  OF  BOLTING 


Paris,  Nov.  1.— A  violent  storm  that 
has  done  millions  of  dollars'  damage 
has  swept  over  the  south  of  France, 
accompanied  by  heavy  falls  of  snow 
on  the  coast  and  a  tidal  wave  at 
Toulon,  which  prevents  Admiral  Tou- 
chard's  squadron  coaling.  Many 
small  craft  were  torn  from  their  an- 
chorages and  wrecked,  and  the  quays 
were  tlooded. 

Nice  suffered  most  severely.  the  '  ™,'rado 'as  JacVbLake,  recently  a 
famous  Promenade  Des  Anglais  and  ,  desperado^  as^^  penitentiary  at  Walla 
the  neighboring  streets  being  under 
water  a  foot  deep.  The  shops  there 
were  so  badly  fiooded  that  the  con- 
tents of  some  of  them  were  de- 
stroyed. It  is  estimated  that  the 
damage    will    amount    to   an    enormous 

sum. 

At  St.  Raphael  the  storm  destroyed 
the  Jetties  and  carried  away  a  bridge, 
the  waves  breaking  abi>ut  100  yards 
inlpnd.  Three  small  steamers  and 
many  fishing  vessels  were  wrecked, 
but  there  was  no  loss  of  life.

Bills  of  Defunct  Bank 

Are  In  Circulation 

in  Duluth. 

Worthless  $10  l)ills  issued  by  the  Mer- 
chants and  Planters'  bank  of  Atlanta, 
which  later  failed,  are  in  circulation 
in  Duluth.  Cne  was  presented  at  the 
10  cent  store  ye.sterday  by  Mr.s.  L.  M. 
Johnson,  a  boarding  house  keeper  of 
1612  West  Superior  street.  Mrs.  John- 
son had  purchased  some  articles  and 
paid  for  them,  and  she  then  showed 
the  bill  to  the  clerk.  She  says  that  she 
did  not  attempt  to  pa.ss  it  or  have  it 
changed. 

Capt.  Resche  questioned  Mrs.  John- 
son and  took  the  worthless  money  to 
headquarters  where  it  will  be  destroy- 
ed. The  woman  was  not  arrested,  as 
the  officers  evidently  believed  her  story 
that  she  was  not  trying  to  pass  the 
money,  and  that  she  had  received  it 
from  one  of  her  boarders,  whose  pres- 
ent address  she  did  not  know. 


LONG  TRiPJOR  MOTOR. 

Boston  Man  and  Two  Women  Start  on 
Ride  to  Mexico. 

Boston,  Nov.  1.— Charles  J,  Glldden 
today  started  from  this  city  un  an 
automobile  tour,  with  Mexico  as  his 
objective  point.  Mr.  Glldden,  who 
has  traveled  In  all  parts  of  the  world 
in  his  motor  car.  was  accompanied  by 
his  wife  and  Miss  Waldron.  He  will 
carry  a  letter  of  greeting  from  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt  to  President  Diaz  of 
Mexico. 


Julius  H.  Barns  of  the  Ames-Brooks 
company  has  addressed  a  letter  to  the 
grain  trade,  in  which  he  discusses  the 
whe.at  situation  at  considerable  length 
and  in  a  very  iuleresiing  manner.  He 
says: 

"Conditions  surrounding  the  making  of 
the  wheat  price  have  shown  a  radical 
change  in  the  last  six  weeks.  At  that 
time  practically  everyone  in  the  grain 
trade  believed  that  we  had  secured  a 
large  Northwestern  crop  immediately  af- 
ter what  was  generally  acknowledge  to 
b'  a  large  winter  wlieat  crop,  ana  esti- 
mates Were  made  of  an  exixirtable  sur- 
plus to  press  irom  America,  which  in  the 
ii^nt  of  recent  developments  seem  to 
nave  been  far  too  sangume.  Day  after 
day  the  Northwestern  wheat  receipt.'*  at 
tile  primary  markeus  liave  been  disap- 
pointingly small,  and  week  after  week 
explanations  have  been  put  fortii  explain- 
ing tlie  lack  of  pressure  until  every  rea- 
son has  been  disproved  except  the  un- 
Ui^iibied  scarcity  uf  cars,  yet  this  is  a 
complaint  wiiicli  is  heard  every  year  in 
tile  Northwest  at  this  time,  and  consider- 
iiicj  that  the  total  volume  of  all  kinds  of 
giain  moving  into  Minneapolis  and  Du- 
luth has  been  about  the  same  as  a  year 
ago,  the  lailical  shortage  in  the  move- 
nn-nt  of  sprmg  wheat  can  be  explained 
only  in  two  ways,  one,  tliat  the  North- 
western crop  of  spring  wheat  is  materi- 
ally smaller,  or  else  that  tlie  grower  will 
not  part  with  it  on  the  price. 

"Whatever  the  rea.son  it  has  had  the 
effect  most  probable  under  tlie  circum- 
stances—viz: a  steady  advance  in  tlic 
price  of  spot  grain.  On  September  10, 
Duluth  spot  No.  1  nortiiern  wheat  sold 
at  70c.  and  on  the  same  day  the  bearish- 
ly  inclined  speculator  could  sell  for  May 
delivery  at  75c.  This  is  a  handicap  in  tne 
favor  of  the  short  seller,  which  he  is  al- 
way.s  glad  to  appreciate— viz:  that  with  a 
consuming  price  level  of  70C,  either  tlie 
whole  consuming  level  must  advance  by 
May  to  70c.  or  what  is  generally  more 
probable,  his  sales  for  May  delivery  will 
be  worth  only  70c  when  that  time  ma- 
tuies.  To  make  the  changed  ctniditions 
moie  striking,  compare  the  consumptive 
level  for  Duluth  No.  1  northern  Sept.  10 
al  70c  to  the  speculative  May  delivery 
in  Chicago  on  the  same  date  at  76c.  To- 
day we  are  exporting  and  milling  Duluth 
No.  1  northern  at  77^c.  while  C^hicago 
May  is  7.SV4C.  thai  is.  the  consumptive 
level  has  advanced  7VfeC.  while  the  specu- 
lative level  has  advanced  only  -V^c  and 
the  bear  operator  ha.s  lost  5c  of  his  rela- 
tive advantage.  This,  too,  in  the  face  of 
what  should  be  the  heaviest  season  for 
crop  movement  of  spring  wht-at.  Look 
also  at  durum  wheat,  which  on  Sept.  10 
sold  at  61V4C  and  today  is  finding  an  ex- 
port trade  at  C7Vic.  The  most  gratifying 
feature  of  the  durum  price  advance  is 
that  it  shows  a  steady  consuming  market 
foi  this  grain,  the  growing  of  which  has 
greatly  extended  in  our  section.  Tnis  is 
particularly  gratifying  to  Duluth  for 
without  the  durum  trade,  the  handling  of 
wlnat  in  Duluth  as  a  shipping  and  ex- 
piirting  market,  promised  to  distinctly  de- 
cline. 

"In  Minneapolis,  the  milling  center  of 
the  Northwest,  siwt  No.  1  northern  wheat 
is  worth  the  same  price  as  the  May  de- 
lievfry.  so  that  the  handicap  against  the 
believer  in  higiier  prices  has  entirely  dis- 
appeared. Some  of  the  Minneapolis  mills 
have  closed  down,  but  inasmuch  as  they 
have  ground  every  bushel  of  wheat  which 
has  arrived  th<  r>'  on  the  crop,  and  inas- 
nnicii  as  tht-ii-  pr<'sent  stocks  arc  as  small 
as  can  be  m.ade,  there  is  considerable 
doubt  whether  the  mills  closed  down  for 
lack  of  a  market  or  because  they  simply 
could   not   secure   the  raw   material. 

"As  to  the  export  trade  in  whe.it,  this 
h.as  been  Larger  than  generally  ad- 
mitted. America  is  furnishing  40  per 
cent  and  more  of  the  %vorld's  ship- 
ments each  week,  wheat  and  flour,  and 
the  foreign  markets  are  not  Independ- 
ent of  Amerknn  supplies  this  year  as 
they  have  been  for  the  past  three 
years.  Broadly  speaking.  America  is 
selling  them  wiieat  too  cheaply,  and 
would  sell  them  just  as  much  on  a 
higiier    priee    level    as    at     this. 

"Examining  the  situiitlon  in  det.ail.  It 
appears  quite  probable  that  the  amount 
of  spring  wheat  wiiieh  can  arrive  .it 
Duluth  and  Fort  William  for  shipment 
Kast  by  the  clo.se  of  iKnigation,  will 
'oe  inadequate  to  the  winter's  demands 
for  milling  and  exporting.  The  Kast- 
ern mills  have  not  as  yet  covered  any 
Cart  of  their  winter  requirements  and 
ave  been  working  from  hand-to- 
mouth  w.'iitlng  for  a  more  generous 
movement  of  wheat  from  the  farmerr;* 
hands  in  the  Northwest.  At  present 
prices  this  does  not  appear  to  be  prob- 
able. It  seems  to  bo  very  certain  also 
that  owing  to  the  poor  quality  of  wheat 
fnmi  other  countries,  the  consuming 
millers  of  the  LTnitod  Kingdom  and  the 
continent  will  desire  a  larger  propor- 
tion of  spring  wheat  than  ever  be- 
fore at  a  time  when  America  is.  per- 
haps,   less   able   to   furnish    this   quality. 

"Against  the  price,  there  is  a  very 
real  weight  of  legitimate  hedges  in  the 
Chicago  speculative  market.  hedges 
.against  actual  stocks  of  wheat  exist- 
ing in  the  winter  wheat  country  whicli 
will  not  be  disturbed  or  frightened  in- 
to covering  by  any  speculative  move- 
ment. There  Is  no  general  public  trade 
to  carry  this  weiglit  of  hedges  .and  un- 
less the  general  public  become  inter- 
ested in  the  market,  any  advance  that 
comes  must  be  very  interesting  to  see 
how  these  factors  will  work  onat,  but  it 
.appears  quite  certain  that  America  is 
sure  of  .a  better  price  for  Us  export- 
able surplus  than  was  anticipated  two 
months  ago. 

"The  export  trade  in  wheat  has  been, 
perh.ips.  more  severely  handicapped 
this  fall  than   ever   before  by   the   East-

Such  a  charge  by  a 
railroad  would  be  discrimination  .aad  a 
<harge  in  excess  of  its  tariff,  so  tliat 
tlipy  art  forced  to  adopt  the  policy  of 
refusing  to  book  or  contract  grain,  ex- 
cept a.s  they  are  able  to  move  it.  This 
has  made  times  this  fall  when  an  ex- 
porter of  grain  actually  had  no  route 
and  no  means  for  days  fO.  a  time  of 
getting  grain  from  FJufCalo  to  the  sea- 
board. What  would  have  been  the 
situation  had  we  had  a  really  large 
crop  pressing  and  moving  from  the 
Northwest  Is  better  left  to  the 
imagination. 

"In  flaxseed,  the  movement  has  been 
somewhat  restricted  also  by  the  car 
equipment  question  and  prices  have 
held  at  better  figures  than  generally 
anticipated.  Foreign  markets  are  ttik- 
ing  occasional  small  lots  of  American 
seed  and  the  crushing  trade  .seems  to 
be  in  a  fairly  healthy  condition. 

•'Barley  crops  are  bringing  excel- 
lent prices  both  for  domestic  and  for- 
eign  tonsumption. 

"Oats  were  badly  damaged  by  un- 
favorable weather  and  show  a  much 
poorer  quality  than  generally  expected.

MR.  TAWNErS  ARGUMENTS. 

Congressman  Tawney  of  Winona  addressed  the 
l^ncipal  Republican  meeting  in  Duluth  last  night,  the 
one  at  the  .Vrmory.  His  talk  was  an  old-fashioned  ap- 
peal to  "vote  'er  straight,"  the  kind  Washington  seems 
to  persist  in  sending  us,  regardless  of  the  fact  that  such 
appeals  nowadays  fall  upon  deaf  ears,  which  are  the 
kind  of  ears  they  should  fall  on.  It  is  difficult  to  under- 
•tand  why  the  folks  that  spend  most  of  the  year  at 
Washington  are  now  the  only  ones  left  that  dare  come 
out  and  make  the  antiquated  partisan  argument  for 
yotes. 

Two  poiTit5  in  Mr  Tawney's  speech  are  worth  men- 
tioning He  said,  in  contrasting  "Republican  prosper- 
ity" with  "Democratic  hard  times,"  that  while  he  was 
to  Nebraska  this  summer  a  farmer  came  into  a  store 
itad  bought  a  buggy  for  $62.  But  the  farmer  grumbled 
%  bit  because  he  had  bought  the  same  kind  of  a  buggy 
twelve  years  ago  for  $55,  or  $7  less.  He  wanted  to 
know  wliy  that  was. 

"You  did  buy  a  buggy  of  me  just  like  that  twelve 
years  ago  for  $55,  but  you  gave  me,  in  trade,  500  bushels 
df  corn  for  it  Now,  if  you  will  bring  me  in  500  bushels 
of  corn,  I'll  give  you  the  buggy,  a  self-binding  reaper, 
tnd  $13  in  cash." 

"And  that's  the  result  of  the  benevolent  Republican 
policy  '-if  i>rotection,"  said  Mr.  Tawney. 

Don't  you  think,  Mr.  Tawney,  tliat  thou;4h  the  audi- 
Vice  applauded  that  point  last  night,  it  would  have 
been  much  more  forcible  if  you  had  explained  how  on 
«arth  the  tariflF  can  have  anything  to  do  with  the  price 
of  corn,  a  product  native  to  our  soil,  exported  in  vast 
quantities  by  u-;,  though  we  do  not  import  a  bushel  and 
probably  never  shall? 

Don't  you  think,  too,  Mr.  Tawney,  that  it  would 
have  been  ever  so  much  more  telling  if  you  had  shown 
what  on  earth  the  price  of  corn  or  buggies  or  self-binding 
rtapcrs,  and  the  tariff,  have  to  do  with  the  election  of 
'a  chief  executive  to  take  charge  of  Minnesota's  busi- 
ness f 

Mr.  Tawney  also  said,  as  an  evidence  of  Democratic 
bad  faith,  that  though  the  Democratic  house  a  dozen 
years  ago  declared  that  the  only  way  to  get  after  the 
trusts  was  to  adopt  a  constitutional  amendment,  when 
the  Republican!  proposed  such  an  amendment  the  Demo- 
"erats  all  voted  against  it.

What  else  could  it  be  but  blind  partisanship,  the  very 
thing  you  camt;  to  Duluth  to  urge  upon  the  v*>ters?

The   Duluth   Rcai   Lstate    L.xchange,  after  thoroughly 
Investigating  the  plan  of  compelling  the  state  to  appor- 
tion the  gross  earnings  taxes  it  rectnco  from  railroads, 
"and  thus  give  rcliet  to  cuinniunitics  with  a  large  amount 
:>{  railruad  'y  that  pays  U'  lucal  tax,  h;i.s  decided 

that  nothing   cau  be  done  through  a  suit,  and  it  favors 
ippcaling   to  the  legislature  for  relief. 

Since  the  exchange  has  good  legal  opinion  to  back  up 
;hjs  c.i!ich;.'iion,  it  \m11  probably  be  accepted  as  final.  The 
:on8titution  clearly  says  that  !)-•  money  may  be  paid  out 
■^1  the  state  treasury  except  by  direct  appropriation 
'.hrough  legislative  action,  and  though  it  was  not  a  fair 
leal  for  the  state  to  swallow  all  of  the  gross  earnings 
axes,  the  only  v  ay  to  get  any  back  is  to  have  the  legis- 
ature  apportion  it. 

Now  experience  has  shown  the  futility  of  asking  the 
tgislature  to  give  the  cities  any  part  of  the  gross  earn- 
■^Bgs  tax  except  such  as  they  gain  in  common  with  the 
»untry  districts  through  a  reduction  in  the  state  tax. 
Iven  though  the  farmer  members  may  admit  that  the 
•Jties  are  being  unjustly  treated,  they  are  firmly  opposed 
©  changing  the  conditions  under  which  they  profit 
(qually  wath  the  cities,  while  paying  nothing  to  provide 
lie  railroads  with  police  and  fire  protection  and  to  im- 
->rove  thoroughfares  abutting  on  railroad  property. 

This 

i    that    the    legislature    submit    another    constitutional 

.mendment,  raising  the  gross  earnings  tax  to  6  per  cent,

ourse,  and  the  farmers  will  be  found  more  willing  to 

Tease  the  tax  than  they  are  to  distribute  any  of  it  to 

.  cities-     However,  it  is  quite  likely  that  they  can  be 

ide  to  see  the  need  of  giving  the  cities  some  relief. 

Aa  to  the  railroads,  they  must  be  aware  that  6  per 

nt  upon  their  gross  earnings  would  not  be  an  unjust 

-ax.     Last  March  The  Herald  on  this  page  showed  that 

bay  were  getting  off  very  easily  with  the  4  per  cent  to 

rhich  the  tax  has  lately  been  raised. 

If  a  man  owns  a  piece  of  city  property  worth  $10,000, 
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and  rented  for  $1,500  a  year,  or  a  gfrJss  revenue  of  15 
per  cent  upon  its  value,  it  will  be  assessed  for  purposes 
of  taxation  at  about  $5,000,  and  will  be  taxed  about  $150, 
or  3  per  cent  upon  the  assessed  valuation.  This  tax  of 
$150  is  10  per  cent  of  the  gross  earnings  of  that  property, 
and  if  the  property  owner  can  stand  10  per  cent — many 
of  them  stand  much  more — the  railroads  should  be  able 
to  exist  under  a  taxation  of  6  per  cent.

Haven't  you  heard  a 
good  deal  of  complaint  in  this  country  about  the  inter- 
ference of  corporations  in  politics?" 

Political  Worker:     "Yes,  I   have  heard  some." 

Plain  Citizen:  "That  is  putting  it  pretty  mildly.  I 
have  heard  a  lot  of  such  complaint.  Had  it  ever  occur- 
red to  you  that  it  was  marvelous  that  the  people  permit 
such  interference?  Had  you  ever  figured  out  why  and 
how  they  do  permit  it?" 

Political  Worker:    "No,  I  hadn't  thought  much  about 

that." 

Plain  Citizen:  "Well,  I'll  tell  you.  It  is  just  such 
people  as  you  are  that  give  them  the  chance." 

Political  Worker:  "What  do  you  mean?  I  am  not 
a  corporation  hireling;  I  owe  them  nothing,  and  they 
owe  me  nothing." 

Plain  Citizen:  "Yes,  they  do  owe  you  something,  and 
I  hope,  if  you  keep  on  working  for  them,  that  you  will 
collect  it.  You  have  to  admit  that  the  choice  of  the 
Republicans  of  this  state  was  Jacobson;  you  have  to 
admit  that  the  corporations  beat  him  and  nominated 
Cole;  and  yet  you  come  to  me  and  ask  me  to  vote  for 
the  man  that  profited  by  their  interference,  and  tell  me 
you  are  going  to  vote  for  that  man  yourself.

HOTEE  eOSSIP. 


THOSE  ABUSED  CLERKS. 

It  is  heartbreaking  work  to  read  the  appeals  of  Wash- 
ington newspapers  in  behalf  of  the  suffering  clerks  in 
the  government  employ.  It  wrings  the  hearts  of  all 
sympathetic  souls  to  hear  the  recital  of  their  wrongs. 
Tears  gush  in  irresistible  torrents.  Sobs  break  upon 
the  stillness  of  the  hour.  Anguish,  deep  and  elemental, 
shakes  the  reader's  form. 

The  Washington  Post  is  appealing  to  have  the  Satur- 
day half-holiday  continued  during  the  year  instead  of 
being  confined  to  the  summer  months.  "Such  a  con- 
cession," says  the  esteemed  Post,  "would  be  evidence 
of  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  government  to  deal  justly 
with  its  employes.  During  the  winter  season  these  em- 
ployes have  no  daylight  of  their  own,  under  existing 
conditions.  The  exaction  of  an  extra  half  hour  of  labor, 
making  the  closing  hour  4:30  p.  m.,  did  much  to  lower 
the  morale  of  the  government  service.  The  clerks  had 
reason  to  believe  that  they  were  unjustly  treated,  and 
experience  has  shown  that  the  government  was  not  the 
gainer   by  the  exaction." 

In  other  words,  the  government  clerks,  mad  because 
the  president  extended  their  working  day  half  an  hour, 
have  studiously  refrained  from  doing  any  more  work 
in  the  longer  day  than  they  did  in  the  shorter.  How- 
ever, lest  the  sympathy  of  the  people  for  these  abused 
clerks  should  prove  too  distressingly  keen,  let  it  be  said 
that  any  one  who  has  wandered  through  the  average 
bureau  in  Washington  will  marvel  at  the  possibility  that 
they  could  do  any  less  work  than  they  did. 

The  government  clerk  at  Washington  breaks  the  ice 
in  his  pitcher  for  his  morning  wash,  tosses  aboard  a 
hurried  breakfast,  and  straggles  down  to  the  office  at 
the  injuriously  early  hour  of  9.  He  quits  at  4:30,  after 
having  had  half  an  hour  for  lunch.  Figure  it  up.  Seven 
hours  of  work,  between  9  and  4-30.  Isn't  it  distressing? 
Think  of  how  little  daylight  they  get.  you  fortunate 
workers  in  private  employ  who  are  glad  to  have  your 
day's  labor  confined  within  nine  or  ten  hours. 

The  iniquitous  half  hour  complained  of  by  the  Post 
came  about  this  way.  The  hours  used  to  be  from  9  to  4. 
with  half  an  hour  for  lunch.  The  law  says  the  clerks 
shall  work  seven  hours  daily.  This  made  six  and  a  half 
hours.  President  Roosevelt  came  in,  and  said  that  the 
law  would  be  strictly  enforced.  He  extended  the  clos- 
ing hour  to  4:30,  making  seven  actual  working  hours. 
Immediately  Washington  was  in  a  tumult.  Execrations 
and  maledictions  hurtled  through  the  air.  All  Wash- 
ington solemnly  voted  it  to  be  an  outrage. 

And  now  the  Post,  because  of  this  deadly  assault 
upon  the  leisure  of  the  government  employes,  demands 
a    Saturday    half-holiday   to    compensate   them.

"Under  the  amended  law  no  railroad 
engaged  In  interstate  commene  will, 
after  May  1,  ba-ailowed  to  transport 
products  of  Its  own  to  the  general  mar- 
ket. This  meant  to  prevent  a  de- 
structive eompftitlon  with  other  pro- 
ducers by  means  of  discrimination  In 
the  cost  of  transportation,  and  the 
purpose  of  Incorporating  this  prohibi- 
tion in  the  law  was  to  divest  the  rail- 
roads of  the  ownership  or  control  of 
mines  and  other  nio.ins  and  sources  of 
production  by  which  they  make  a  pro- 
fit from  industrial  and  trade  operation, 
as  well  as   transportation. 

"The  manner  in  which  the  Great 
Northern  ore  lands  are  held,  and  the 
form  of  lease  by  which  they  are  turned 
over  to  the  Steel  company  for  oper 
ation,  appears  like  an  evasion  of  this 
purpose,  which  is  liable  to  be  imitated. 
It  was  assumed  in  the  passage  of  the 
amendment  of  the  law  that  consjress 
had  no  authority  to  restrict  a  railroad 
corporation  in  the  owner.ship  of  Us 
property  or  in  having  an  Interest  In 
such  ownership  In  any  state. 

"The  railroad  in  this  Great  North- 
ern case  may  continue  to  own  ore 
land  or  Iron  mines,  but  under  the  lease 
It  win  not  own  tlie  ore  that  is  taken 
out  and  carried  over  Its  lines.  There 
may  be  no  discrimination  In  charges 
for  transporting  ore,  and  yet  11  will 
have  all  the  advantages  of  large  pos- 
session In  the  natural  resources  of  the 
country  It  traverses,  and  in  the  pro- 
cess of  availing  of  those  resources  in 
Industry  and  trade.  How  far  thlj  de- 
vice of  retaining  ownership  and  deriv- 
ing the  profit  from  leases  may  bo  car- 
ried is  a  matter  of  future  develop- 
ment. 

"Under  the  new  system,  great  trans- 
portation'companies,  by  co-oper.iting 
with  producing  companies,  may  still  aid 
In  the  process  of  monopolizing  natural 
resourees  and  industrial  processes 
without  violating  a  law  which  relates 
only   to   transportation."

THE  WEATHER. 

Another  delicious  day,  one  of  a  string 
of  such  days  that  makes  one  forget  the 
beauties  of  other  seasons  and  swear  that 
autumn  is  the  best.  Yesterdays  highest 
temperature  was  40  degs.  and  last  night's 
lowest  was  28  degs.  The  weather  man 
says  it  will  be  warmer  toniglit,  and  that 
there  will  probably  be  rain  or  snow  with 
easterly  winds  tomorrow. 

A  year  ago  today  it  was  clear  and  cold 
after  a  snow  storm  in  the  night,  accom- 
panied by  a  temperature  of  13  degs. 

Says  Mr.  Richardson  of  conditions: 
"Barometric  pressures  continue  high  and 
the  weather  generally  clear  and  frosiy 
(except  in  Gulf  states)  from  the  Missis- 
sippi valley  eastward  to  the  Atlantic 
coast.  Some  rain  or  snow  fell  during 
Wednesday  or  last  night  along  the  North 
Atlantic  coast.  In  the  West  there  are 
areas  of  low  pressure  central  this  morn- 
ing over  Alberta  and  the  lower  Rocky 
mountains.  Tliese  disturbances  are  caus- 
ing higher  temperatures  in  those  districts 
and  the  eastern  slopes,  and  light  rain  or 
snow  over  Montana,  Southern  Alberta, 
Oregon  anj  Utah.  A  small  area  of  high 
pres.sure  extends  from  Nevada  to  British 
Columbia.  The  Infiuence  of  the  Western 
disturbance  will  doubtless  be  felt  in  thia 
locality  tonight  and  probably  rain  or 
snow  during  Friday.  '

In  regard  to  tlie  work  done  by  the 
Aiinneboia  surveyor  generals  office, 
CouuaiHsiontr    Richards    says: 

"No  co.-itracLs  lor  surveys  were 
awarded  in  this  district,  and  only 
four  special  iiistructions  for  survey 
uf  islaiius,  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
;>lOi>.  Two  of  these  island  surveys 
are  reported  made,  but  returns  not 
yet  transmitted.  No  returns  were 
made  of   the  other   two. 

"There  are  several  outstanding  sur- 
veys, authorized  in  former  years,  of 
which  no  mention  is  made  in  the  re- 
port of  the  surveyor  general,  though 
he  states  that  nine  townships  in  an 
Indian  reservation,  and  that  1.032 
milts  of  line  were  surveyed,  the  re- 
turns of  which  he  has  examined  and 
approved;  also,  that  elghty-hve  plats 
and   diagrams  have   been   prepared. 

"Sections  2218-2221  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  provide  the  manner  in  whi'Ch 
surveyors  general's  ofhces  shall  be 
closed  upon  the  completion  of  the 
surveys  in  their  districts,  and  the 
surveying  archives  transferred  to  the 
custody    of    the    state    authorities. 

'•Section  2221  provides  that  these 
archives  shall  not  be  turned  over  to 
the  authorities  of  any  state  until 
such  state  shall  have  made  provision 
by    statute    for    their    reciisption      and 

care. 

"Irt  the  state  of  Minnesota  the 
surveyor-general  estimates  that  all 
.surveys  will  be  completed  and  re- 
turns thereof  admitted  by  Dec.  31, 
ia07. 

"In  the  state  of  North  Dakota  the 
only  lands  remaining  un.surveyed  are 
those  within  the  Standing  Rock  and 
Fort  Berthold  Indian  x-cservations; 
provision  for  the  .survey  of  the  for- 
mer reservation  was  made  by  the  act 
of  June  21,  1906,  (Pamphlet  Stats., 
361),  and  it  is  expected  that  all  work 
In  conection  therewith  will  be  com- 
pleted   by    June    30,     190S. 

"In  view  of  the  provl.sions  of  .sec- 
tion 2221,  .supra,  it  is  suggested  that 
the  attention  of  the  proper  officers 
of  the  states  of  Minnesota  and  North 
Dakota  be  invited  to  the  fact  that  the 
records  of  their  respective  surveyors- 
general  will  soon  be  ready  to  be 
turned  over  to  the  state  authorities, 
and  that  provision  is  necessary  for 
the  preservation  and  safekeeping  of 
.such  records.  Upon  the  receipt  of 
notice  from  the  state  authorities 
that  such  provisions  have  been  made, 
steps  can  then  be  taken  to  turn 
over  to  the  proper  stale  officer  the 
surveying   archives    without    delay. 

"The.s'j  records  are  being  constant- 
ly consulted  by  local  surveyors  and 
other  parties  in  Interest,  and  It  is 
deemed  essential  that  the  surveyors- 
general's  offices  be  kept  open  for 
such  i-urposes  until  the  state  author- 
ities shall  be  ready  to  receive  and 
care  for  the  archives  as  public  rec- 
ords and  provisions  made  for  free 
access     thereto." 

During  the  past  year  logging  oper- 
ations on  ceded  Chippewa  lands, 
Minnesota,  under  the  act  of  June  27, 
1902,  the  Morris  act,  was  in  pro- 
gress on  242  different  sections,  109 
more  than  the  previous  year.  The 
logging,  under  said  act,  has  now  been 
carried  on  for  three  years.

Ferguson.  N.  F.  Hugo,  County  Auditor 
Odin  Halden.  County  Clerk  John  P. 
Johnson,  J.  B.  Sutphin,  L.  A.  Barnes, 
W.  E.  Culkln,  Senator  T.  M.  Pugh  and 
Capt.  J.  R.  Randall.  Mr.  Millar  intro- 
duced Congressman  Tawney  in  a  very 
i  complimentary  manner,  speaking  of 
him  as  one  of  the  leaders  in  congress, 
and  the  next  speaker  of  the  house  of 
representatives.  The  congressman  was 
greeted    liy    the    usual    applause. 

Mr.  Tav.-ney  expressed  his  pleas- 
ure at  being  in  Duluth,  and  said  he 
had  brought  a  mfc.«saffe  from  South- 
ern Minnesota  to  Northern  Mlnn-- 
sota.  to  the  effect  that  the  First

Here  the  speaker  dwelt  upon 
paying  off  of  the  nati<mal  debt. 
Panama  canal  and  the  general  pros- 
perity of  the  country.  He  went  back 
for  a  period  of  forty  years  or  naore 
and  compared  the  prosperity  of  the 
country  under  Democratic  and  Re- 
publican rule,  attempting  to  show 
that  the  prosperity  was  much  more 
general  and  pronounced  when  the 
Republicans  were  in  power  than 
when  the  Democrats  held  the  reins 
of  government.

"The  Democrats  were  never  sufTl- 
clrntly  in  control  of  the  state  govern- 
mtnt  to  allow  them  to  change  its 
policy.

He 
cttuld  champion  that  sort  of  a  bill  with- 
out making  a  single  enemy.  Then  he 
would  sit  down,  get  a  lot  of  apnlause, 
and  feel  perfectly  satisfied  with  himself 
and   the  whole   world. 

"There  is  not  a  single  line  in  the 
staiute  books  to  show  that  Governor 
John.son  ever  introducid  a  bill  in  the 
IcKislature,  to  8;vj-  nothing  of  getting  it 
passed.  But  Governor  Johnson  does  not 
ask  for  your  votes  on  the  record  he  made 
in  the  legislature,  but  on  the  record  he 
has    made    sinc^   becoming   governor. 

••He  makes  certain  claims  as  to  things 
which  he  has  done  for  tlie  people  of  this 
state,  and  if  they  were  true,  he  cer- 
tainly would  hav>»  made  an  excellent  rec- 
ord and  sliould  be  re-elected.  But  I  am 
going  to  make  an  examination  and  see  if 
he  is  entitled  to  all  the  credit  he  claims. 

"One  of  the  most  important  point.s  he 
makes,  and  one  which  he  has  proclaimed 
to  all  tlie  people  of  the  state,  is  in  re- 
gard to  the  riductlon  of  rallro.id  freight 
rates  in  this  state.  Two  years  ago  the 
Republican  legislature  pjissed  four  laws 
in  regard  to  railroad  rates,  among  which 
was  one  instructing  the  railroad  and 
wart  house  commission  to  investigate  the 
matter  of  freight  rates,  and  if  they  found 
tliem  to<(  hlRh.  to  reduce  them  to  a  fair 
and  equitable  basis.

BETRAYED  BY 
FINGER  PRINTS 

United  States  Army  Sol- 
dier Proves  Escaped 
British  Convict.

BAD  BEEF 
ON  MA 

Vermont  Companies  and 

Ex-Officials  Put  Under 

IndictmenL 

One   Concern  is  Fined 

$3,000  by  the  Judge 

for  Contempt 


Burlington.  Vt.,  Nov.  1.— Ten  In- 
dictments were  returned  by  the  Chit- 
tenden county  grand  jury  yesterday 
on  cliarges  of  sales  of  diseased  cattle 
in  the  state  by  two  former  members 
of  the  state  cattle  commission  and 
others,  all  with  full  knowledge  that 
such   cattle   would   be   used   for   food. 

Four  of  the  indictments  ai-o  against 
the  Consolidated  Rendering  company. 
They  contain  400  counts.  Four  are 
against  L.  E.  Brigham.  manager  of 
the  Burlington  Rendering  company, 
controlled  by  the  Consolidated  com- 
pany. The  other  two  are  against  Dr. 
F,  A.  Rich,  a  veterinary  of  this  city, 
and  Victor  L.  Spear  of  Randolph, 
both  former  members  of  the  state 
cattle  commission,  and  the  former 
removed  from  the  commission  by 
Governor  Bell  just  before  tiie  latter 
retired    from   office. 

The  indictments  against  the  Con- 
solidated company  and  Brigham 
charge  the  sale  of  diseased  meat  in 
the  state,  and  also  the  shipment  of 
such  diseased  meat  out  of  the  state. 
Rich  and  Spear  are  charged  with 
selling  diseased  beef  which  they  had 
previously  condemned  to  the  Ren- 
dering company. 

Before  the  grand  jury  reported. 
Judge  Rowell  fined  the  Consolidated 
Rendering  company  i3,C!)0  far  failure 
to  produce  before  il.o  grand  Jury 
certjvln  papers  and  mirncran-la  which 
had  been  demanded.  The  defendant, 
in  contesting  the  charge  of  contempt, 
maintained  .hat  th>  papers  had  been 
destroyed   prior   to   the   luves-t'Sction. 

The  Vermo.Tt  law  piovldes  that  a 
company  found  guilly  of  the  charges 
pending  against  the  Consolidated 
company  may  be  permanently  pro- 
hibited from  doing  bualaess  la  the 
state.

Mr.  Herring  conducted  a  soup  kitchen 
in  Camden  town,  London,  built  and  en- 
dowed an  institution,  known  as  the 
Haven  of  Rest,  for  gentle  folk  brought 
to  poverty  through  misfortune,  and 
furnished  a  number  of  Salvation  Army 
shelters  for  the  homeless.

Instead  of  having  been  injured  in  an 
accident  at  the  Merrill  &  Ring  sawmill 
yesterday,  it  developed  today  that 
John  M.  St.  Antoine  was  struck  over 
the  head  with  the  back  of  a  heavy 
canthook  held  by  C.  L.  Brymer,  who,  it 
is  claimed,  sw^ung  the  pick  purposely 
so  that  it  would  strike  St.  Antoine.

IMPORTED 

Season  Closed  for  Lake 

Superior  Trout  and 

White  Fish. 


Poultry  Market   Unset- 
tled— Season  for  Con- 
cord Grapes  Over. 


Fresh  Lake  Superior  fish  are  now  out 
of  the  market  for  a  month. 

During  the  month  of  November  fishing 
In  Lake  Superior  is  prohibited  by  the 
state  lish  and  game  coninilsaloners.  as  it 
is  the  spawning  season,  and  the  spawn 
must  be  protected. 

During   November   the   only   flsh   which 

will    be   on    the   market    will   be   imported 

from   other  parts   of  the  country.     Fresh 

salmon,   halibut,  pike,  perch  and  pickerel 

are  on   the  market,   but  there  will  be  no 
white  lish  or  trout  until  aft«>r  Dec.  1. 

There  Is  more  or  less  agitation  for  a 
longer  period  of  protection  for  the  rtsh. 
It  is  claimed  by  th«'  ti.sh  dealers  that  the 
rtsh  are  being  j-apidly  exterminated  in 
Lake  Superior,  and  tliat  al  the  present 
rate  there  will  be  no  white  lish  in  two  or 
three  years.  It  is  claimed  that  the  sea- 
son should  close  on  Oct.  li  at  the  latest, 
as  the  lish  begin  spa .  .ilng  much  before 
Nov.  1.  and  that  ther<"  siiould  be  anotlier 
closed    sea.son    in    the    spring. 

The    matter    will    pmbably    be    brought 
before  the  next  legislature  in  some  way. 
«      «      * 

"The  game  commissioners  keep  stocK- 
ig  up  the  trout  streams,"  said  a  deal<  » 
today,  "but  little  or  no  attention  Is  paid 
to  tne  lake,  where  a  tioui  stream  L)«jnt;- 
fits  a  few  sportsmen,  the  lake  furnishes 
food  for  thousands  of  people.  It  is  high 
time  that  some  steps  were  taken  to  pro- 
tect wliat  fish  are  left  in  the  lake,  and  to 
provide  for  the  years  to  come.  In  many 
parts  of  Canada  they  have  four  closed 
seasons  of  a  month's  duration  each,  and 
the  lish  have  an  opportunity  to  spawn, 
and  the  young  ones  to  get  a  start.  The 
laws   licre  siiould   bo   more  stringent."

East  Sandy,  J^i^  Nov.  2.— A  vigi- 
lance committ^  consisting  of  four 
young  marric"^  women,  forceful  and 
determined,  /tirred  this  ordinarily 
quiet  village  by  correcting,  in  white- 
cap  style,  the  alleged  evil  conduct  of 
Mrs.   Hattie   Lowry.   a  neighbor.

Hattie  Lowry's  home,  in  open  day, 
and  announced  that  as  she  had  not 
heeded  th^ir  warnings  to  desist  from 
actions  that  they  believetl  had  brought 
disgrace  upon  the  community,  they 
had  decided  to  chastise  her  by  liu- 
millatlon.  They  tied  her  hands  be- 
hind her  back,  smeared  her  face  with, 
stovepolish  until  it  was  completely 
covered,  and  poured  thick  molasses 
upon  tlic  head  of  the  helpless  victim. 
They  then  emptied  the  contests  of  a 
feather  pillow  upon  the  molasses,  to 
which   the  feathers  stuck  in  a  mass.

The 
husbands  of  the  women  accompanied 
them  to  the  ot^f"  '•''  ^lierman  Hen- 
derson, where  they  pleaded  guilty  and 
were  fined  $it»  j.«i^  cu;»ls.  The  hus- 
bands settled. 


CHAMBERS  FREED  OF 

A  CHARGE  OF  MURDER. 


Guthrie  Center,  Iowa,  Nov.  2.— After 
lying  In  jail  for  the  laujt  two  weeks, 
charged  with  the  murder  of  Charles  Neal, 
I'd    Chamborg,    a    wealthy    farmer    living 

near  Bagley,  has  been  given  his  llbertj% 
the  grand  Jury  refusing  to  return  an  in- 
dictment.

GATHERING  FLOWERS 

BY  THE  CUBIC  FOOT. 


Burlington,  Iowa,  Nov.  2.— At  Bur- 
lington, imnunse  masses  of  rocks  have 
been  found  which  are  wholly  composed 
of  fossil  (lowers.  One  may  dig  them 
out  by  the  cubic  foot.  It  should  be  ex- 
plained, however,  that  they  are  not 
real  flowers,  but  ancient  animals, 
which,  like  the  modern  "sea  lilies," 
had,  when  they  were  alive,  the  ap- 
pearance of  many-colored  blossoms, 
making  beautiful  the  sea  floor  with 
their  variegated  parterres. 

It  was  ever  so  long  ago  that  these 
animal-flowers  bloomed,  of  course— way 
back  in  the  epoch  called  paleozoic. 
Gazing  upon  them  one  Is  overcome  by 
a  certain  sense  of  awe,  considering 
their  enormous  antiquity. 

They  were  dead  and  fossilized  long 
before  the  first  manials  appeared  upon 
the    earth — a    period    which    geologists 

fut  down  at  about  3.000,000  years  ago. 
n  advance  of  the  mammals  came  the 
great  reptiles  of  the  mesozoic— an  epoch 
that  la  supposed  to  have  lasted  some- 
what over  7,0«X),000  of  years.  But  the 
seaflowera  lived  and  died  long  before 
the   very  earliest  reptiles. 

Before  the  mesozoic  came  the  pale- 
ozoic, or  age  of  ancient  life,  to  which 
the  sea-flowers  in  question  belonged. 
It  must  have  been  a  queer  world  In 
those  days — mostly  water,  with  com- 
paratively little  dry  land.  No  mam- 
mals or  reptiles  In  existence,  nor  birds, 
nor  even  Insects. 

But     there     were     plenty     of     queer 


crustaceans,  such  as  the  trllobltes, 
which  were  the  forerunners  of  modern 
lobsters  and  crabs,  and  a  multitude  of 
other  marine  creatures,  including  a 
number  of  species  of  oysters,  long  ago 
extinct,  which  were  doubtless  excellent 
If  one  had  been  on  hand  to  eat  them. 
j  A  large  part  of  the  state  of  Texas 
was  covered  by  a  great  oyster  bed, 
[which  Is  drawn  upon  today  for  lime.

V»'ithin  the  ensuing  week  both  Mr.  Ga- 
ritison.  tho  host,  and  the  mayor  were 
dead,  the  flrst  through  shock  following  a 
surgical  operation  and  the  second  from 
diphtheria.  Both  were  la  the  prime  of 
young  manhood.

Utlca,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  2.— Using  the  name 
of  President  Roosevelt  and  speaking  as 
he  said  "with  his  authority,"  Secre- 
tary of  State  Root  denounced  W.  R. 
Hearst  last  night  as  a  dangerous  dema- 
gogue and  urged  the  people  of  the  state 
to  elect  C.  E.  Hughes  governor.  So 
great  was  the  desire  to  hear  him  that 
the  doors  of  the  Majestic  theater  were 
closed  shortly  after  7  o'clock,  and  a 
second  meeting  was  arranged  In  Maen- 
nercher   hall. 

Appealing  to  workingmen  "who  mav 
hear  or  read  my  words,"  Mr.  Root  said, 
amid  a  great  outburst  of  cheers  and 
applause:  "Do  you  believe  In  President 
Roosevelt?  Then  if  you  do,  give  your 
votes  as  he  wishe.s.  1  say  to  you  wita 
his  authority  tliat  he  greatly  desires 
the  election  of  Mr.  Hughes  as  governor 
of  New  York.  I  say  to  you  with  his  au- 
thority that  he  regards  Mr.  Hearst  as  a 
self  seeking  demagogue,  who  is  trying 
to  deceive  the  workingmen  of  New 
York  by  false  statements  and  false 
promises,  and  I  say  to  you  with  his  au- 
ihoriiy  that  he  considers  tliat  Mr. 
Hearst's  election  would  be  an  injury 
and  a  discredit  alike  to  honest  labor 
and  to  honest  capital  and  a  sirious  in- 
Jury  to  the  work  in  which  he  is  en- 
gaged in  enforcing  Just  and  equitable 
laws   against   corporate   wrongdoing."

New  York,  Nov.  2.— Last  night  Mr. 
Hearst  who  had  closed  his  three  weeks 
trip  upstate  at  Buffalo  the  night  before, 
began  a  round  of  speech-making  that 
brought  him  before  sixteen  different 
meetings.  He  was  hoarse  and  somewhat 
worn   from   continuous   traveling,   but   he 


went  through  the  night's  program  with- 
out difficulty.  He  reiterated  his  charges 
against  Senator  McCarren  of  Brooklyn  as 
"a  professional  handler  of  bribes  In  the 
service  of  the  Standard  Oil  trust,  the 
gas  trust  and  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Tran- 
sit," and  challenged  Mr.  Hughes  to  de- 
fend McCarren,  Belmont.  Ryan  and 
Rogers  and  Woodruff,  "instead  of  mak- 
ing vague  speeches  about  calumny."  He 
added:  "I  state  the  plain  fact  positively, 
not  In  the  way  of  calumny  at  all,  but  ad- 
solute  truth,  that  Mr.  McCarren  and  Mr. 
Woodruff  and  Mr.  Brady  of  the  Brook- 
lyn Rapid  Transit  and  Mr.  McKelway  of 
the  Brooklyn  Eagle  are  Interested  to- 
gether in  a  speculative  land  scheme:  that 
they  have  together  bought  marsh  lands, 
and  that  they  are  filling  in  these  marsh 
lands  with  ashes  and  debris  gathered  by 
the  Brooklyn  Rapid  i'ransit  company  and 
its  subsidiary  company  under  a  contract 
with   the  city," 

In  an  interview  published  in  the  Frcf^- 
man's  Journal  of  Dublin  yesterday,  Rich- 
ard Croker  admitted  that  the  elesction  In 
New  York  state  turned  largely  on  the 
•luestion  of  trusts,  but  expressed  the  be- 
lief that  if  William  R.  Hearst  won  and 
carried  out  his  program,  the  effect  would 
be  to  paralyze  capital  and  thereby  para- 
lyze lalior,  because  capitalists  would  be 
coinpelli  d  to  invest  in  government  bonds 
and  stocks.  This  would  be  a  great  In- 
Ju.'Jtice  to  labor,  because  labor  must  have 
capital  In   order  to  be   successful. 

Asked  how  he  accounted  for  Tammany 
Hall  supporting  Hearst,  Croker  replied: 
"I  think  it  was  a  most  astonishing  and 
unprincipled  performance  for  Tammany 
Hall  to  turn  its  delegation  over  for  Mr. 
Hearst,  when  he  accu.sed  them  all  of 
being  thieves  and  pictured  them  going  to 
state's  prison,  and  to  ignore  the  true 
Jeffersonian  Democrat,  William  Sulzer.  I 
cannot  understand  why  Charles  F.  Mur- 
phy would  allow  the  organization  to  de- 
part from  its  recognized  principle. 
Would  It  not  be  better  for  Tammany 
Hall  to  be  defeated  fighting  for  prin- 
ciple than  to  dishonor  itself  by  outraging 
the    principles    of    Jefferson?" 

Continuing,  Mr.  Croker  said  he  hoped 
that  the  workingmen's  organizations 
would  work  together  and  make  up  their 
minds  togetlur  before  giving  their  votes, 
and   not  be  misled  by  wild  talk. 

"If  they  stand  by  e.ach  other  in  their 
own  unions  in  every  trade,"  Mr.  Croker 
said  in  conclusion,  "there  is  no  fear."

Deibel  Is  grief-stricken  over  the  late  ot 
her  only  cliild.  The  sheriff  of  Summit 
county  is  the  authority  for  the  state- 
ment that  Mrs.  Deibel  will  move  to  Co- 
lumbus. 

Young  Deibel  has  attracted  a  great  deal 
of  attention  and  even  sympathy  at  the 
penitentiary,  and  the  officials  cannot  un- 
dei. stand  how  a  boy  of  his  manners  and 
habits  could  have  done  such  a  deed.

Lincoln,    Neb.,    Nov.    2.— Tourists   In    tho 

Black    Hills   this   fall   say   that    the  Sioux 

Indians  are  doing  a  good  business  In 
working  off  artificial  elk  teeth  upon  un- 
suspecting  visitors. 

The  Indians  take  small  pieces  of  bone, 
polish  them  and  fashion  them  into  the 
shape  of  the  real  elk  tooth.  A  squaw  or 
a  buck  will  dangle  one  of  these  at  the 
end  of  a  string  necklace  and  mingling 
with  a  crowd  of  tourists  will  easily  find 
a  purchaser.  They  usually  get  $5  for  one 
of  the  Imitations,  which  cannot  easily  be 
told  from  the  genuine.  They  carry  the 
fraud  to  the  point  of  even  browning  the 
end  of  the  tooth  to  Indicate  that  it  is 
of  considerable   age. 

Elk  teeth  have  been  the  principal  orna- 
ments of  the  Sioux.  Crows,  Crees.  Ban- 
nocks and  other  Northwestern  trltK'S  for 
centuries.  They  are  supposed  to  also 
have  value  In  warding  off  b.ad  luck,  and 
It  has  always  been  p.art  of  the  Indian 
creed  that  it  Is  necessary  to  bury  them 
with   the   dead   owner. 

The  principal  demand  for  the  teeth 
comes  from  members  of  the  Elks  and  has 
caused  a  big  increase  In  prices  In  the 
last    few    years.     Two    years    ago    a    well 


y\ 


marked  tooth  could  be  bought  for  il 
and  the  best  for  $15.  Nowadays  a  goc 
one  brings  $25. 

Most  of  the  real  elk  teeth  now  In  the 
market  came  from  the  graves  of  dead 
Indians.  From  the  grave  of  a  Sioux  chief 
at  Pine  Ridge,  S.  D.,  626  teeth  were 
taken.  This  chief,  according  to  legend, 
was  one  of  the  greatest  hunters  of  hl» 
time.  Many  of  the  teeth  were  btautifully 
colored  from  the  gay  shades  of  the  In- 
dian blanket  in  which  the  chief  h»d 
been  buried.  ^ 

E.  R.  Pelz,  a  wealthy  manufacturer  or 
San  Francisco,  is  reported  to  have  t^a 
largest  collection  of  teeth.  He  Is  said 
to  have  more  than  12,0tH)  pairs,  the  result 
of  nine  years  of  work.  He  says  that  all 
of  them  were  obtained  In  the  Northw^it 
from  Indians  who  dug  them  from  graVM

Provision  for  standard  form  of  forfei- 
ture agreement  In  case  of  default  on  pol- 
icy loans. 

Provision  that  lists  of  the  policyholders 
must  be  provided  any  policyholder  on  ap- 
plication. 

Recommending  a  law  compelling  annual 
dividend  distributions. 

Provisions  for  more  complete  reports  by 
Insurance  companies  to  the  department  of 
Insurance. 

Recommendations  for  legislation  to 
compel  the  ownership  of  the  general  sur- 
plus of  stock  companies  to  be  settled 
showing  definitely  whether  such  owner- 
ship lies  with  the  company  as  a  corpora- 
tion or  with  the  policyholders.

MOVES  HIS  PRECIOUS  BOOKS 

London.  Nov.  2.— John  Burns,  the 
Labor  cabinet  minister,  is  now  com- 
fortably settled  in  his  new  and 
larger  liome  in  Lavender  Gardens.  A 
great  deal  of  fuss  was  made  about 
his  personal  removal  of  his  house- 
hold goods  from  the  humble  home  in 
I>avender  Hill,  which  he  lias  occupied 
for  so  many  years,  but.  as  a  matter 
of  fact.  It  was  only  his  precious 
books    tiiat    ho    moved    personally. 

Mr.  Burns'  books  are  his  greatest 
treasures.  Since  his  very  early  days 
ho  has  collected  books  which  related 
to  the  history  of  England,  books  of 
travel  and  volumes  of  vital  statistics. 
To  this  day  he  can  be  seen  diving 
into  the  three-penny  boxes  of  second- 
hand   book   sellers. 

His  collection  of  "blue  books,"  all 
carefully  bound,  is  unrivaled.  Mr. 
Burns  did  not  even  occupy  the  whole 
house  on  Lavender  Hill.  For  some 
years  the  top  floor  was  tenanted  by 
the  widow  of  a  chimney  sweep.

ALL  PARTY 
LJNESpOWN 

Political   Navigators  in 

the  East  Far  Out  of 

Reckoning. 

Men  in  Many  States  In- 
clined to  Vote  as 
They  Please. 


Washington,  Nov.  2.— The  leaders  of 
the  Republican  party  are  uneasy  over 
the  election  outlook.  They  frankly  ad- 
mit that  the  situation  presents  some 
bad  spots.  "We  are  not  sure  what  will 
happen,"  la  the  substance  of  many  mes- 
sages that  have  reached  the  national 
capital  the  last  week.  These  messages 
have  come  from  live  or  six  states  that 
have  heretofore  been  reliably  Repub- 
lican. Unusual  conuitlons  prevail  In 
several  states.  So  many  breaks  In 
party  lines  wtjre  never  before  known. 
It  is  the  testimony  of  the  speakers  who 
come  here  to  consult  the  president  that 
appeals  to  party  loyalty  are  no  longer 
effective.  Voters  everywhere  are  dis- 
posed to  follow  their  own  Incimations 
regardless  of  what  their  party  affilia- 
tions may  have  been  In  the  past.  Il  is 
this  abnormal  condition  that  makes 
the  party  leaders  uneasy.  Heretofore 
they  have  been  able  to  see  a  party  line- 
up in  every  Republican  state.  Today, 
they  confess  the  Republicans  are  with- 
out a  militant  organization  in  many 
states  that  have  in  the  past  been  loyal 
to  the  Republican  call  to  arms.  It  may 
not  mean  anything,  say  the  leaders;  It 
m.'iy  mean  much. 

It  Is  slgniflcant  that  the  Republicans 
of  the  three  greatest  Eastern  states- 
Pennsylvania,  New  York  and  Massa- 
chusetts—are alarmed.  They  believe 
they  will  carry  these  states,  but  there 
Is  no  attempt  to  conceal  the  fact  that 
the  situation  in  each  of  these  states  is 
that  men  who  have  heretofore  been  Re- 
publicans are  refusing  to  be  "regular" 
this  vear.  E.ich  of  these  state  contests 
Is  a  "local  affair— the  revolt  Is  against 
conditions  within  the  state— but  poli- 
ticians realize  that  national  politics  is 
involved.  If  the  three  states  should 
turn  up  with  Democratic  pluralities  on 
the  morning  of  the  7th  of  November 
there  would  have  to  be  many  readjust- 
ments In  the  political  world.  Suppose 
the  Fusionlsts  (the  Democrats  and  the 
Republl'^ans)  elect  their  state  ticket 
and  capture  the  legislature  In  Penn- 
sylvania?   It  would  mean  a  reorganiza- 


tion of  the  Republican  party  in  the 
stale  between  now  and  the  next  presi- 
dential oan\palgii,  many  persons  say.  If 
Hearst  should  bo  elected  governor  of 
New  York  he  would,  as  everybody  well 
knows,  begin  at  once  his  campaign  for 
the  nomination  for  itie  presidency.  Un- 
less advices  that  appear  to  be  reliable 
are  misleading.  William  J.  Bryan  will 
step  aside  in  the  event  of  Hearst  s  elec- 
tion,  and  open  a  clear  path  for  the 
New  Yorker. 

One  hears  a  good  deal  of  talk  to  the  ef- 
fect that  if  Hughes  is  elected  he  will  de- 
velop into  a  candidate  for  the  Republican 
nomination  lor  president,  but  this  hardly 
seems  probable.  It  is  reasonably  sate  to 
predict  that  the  Republican  party  will  not 
take  its  next  candidate  tor  pr^-sident  from 
New  York  unless,  perchance.  Mr.  Roose- 
velt is  forced  lo  run  again.  Mr.  Roose- 
velt's term  will  close  with  three  members 
of  the  cabinet  from  New  York  state,  and 
It  is  very  clear  to  most  persons  that  the 
party  will  Insist  on  having  a  candidate 
from  some  other  slate.  Here  at  the 
capital  the  possibility  of  the  election  of 
Mr.  Moran  as  governor  of  Massachusetts 
Is  hardly  regarded  worthy  of  considera- 
tion and  yet  the  leaders  here  have  been 
receiving  advlcee  wuich  lead  them  to  be- 
lieve that  unless  the  Republicans  of  tnat 
state  take  care  the  much  nominated  can- 
didate may  win.  Possibly  the  eUi-cHon  of 
Moran  would  not  have  any  direct  eftect 
on  national  politics  other  than  to 
strengthen  iha  Hearst  movement.  If 
Hearst  and  Moran  should  both  be  elected 
the  Hearst  boom  for  the  presidency  would 
start  off   with  a  great  hurrah. 

The  movements  that  threaten  the  Ke- 
publican  party  here  and  there  are  not 
directed  at  the  president,  and.  evidently, 
not  directed  at  candidates  for  congress  111 
many  Instances.  If  tlie  information  that 
has  come  to  the  national  capital  (and  the 
administration  Is  in  close  /ouch  with 
every  chase  of  the  campaign)  is  reliable, 
the  people  everywhere  seem  to  be  anxious 
to  sustain  the  president.,  and  t^'-'V  realize 
that  the  way  to  eustain  hini  is  to  elect 
a  Repubhcan  house  of  representatives. 
Wh«-rever  there  is  a  revolt,  it  is  against 
s7ate  or  local  conditions.  In  i'^nn-Yl^'t"'^ 
It  13  against  boss  rule  by  the  Republicans 
and  alleged  mismanagement  ot  state  ana 
municipal  affairs.  In  New  York  he  bill 
of  grievances  contains  many  articles  In 
general  the  cry  is  down  with  boliUcal 
bosses  and  corporate  influence  in  the 
management  of  state  affairs  In  Massa- 
chusetts Moran' 3  campaign  is  a  sort  01 
echo  of  the  Hearst  cry;  li  is  based  on 
the  allegation  that  the  people  Ijave  not 
been  ruling  and  that  It  is  time  for  them 
to  come  into  their  rights. 

In  various  other  states  the  note  of  dia 
content  is  being  sounded,  but  nowhere  ia.s 
it  come  out  so  strong  as  in  these  tniea 
Ea^Um  stales.  In  far-off  Idaho  the  Re- 
Dublicans  are  threatened  with  disaster 
becaus^e  they  have  taken  a  stand  for  law 
and  order-because  they  have  demanded 
the  punishment  of  the  slayers  of  a  gov- 
ernor of  the  state.  The  call  for  help  so 
impressed  President  Roosevelt  that  he 
has  ordered  his  secretary  of  war  to  travel 
to  the  state  and  make  two  speeches  in 
support  of  the  stand  the  Republican  par- 
ty has  taken.  In  West  Virginia,  in  Mich- 
igan in  Wisconsin  and  in  a  few  other 
stales  the  unrest  among  the  people  is 
hnding  vent  in  a  threat  to  "vole  as  they 
plta&e"  this  year.  It  seems  to  l>e  the 
same  spirit  that  was  abroad  at  the  few 
elections  held  one  year  ago,  when  Ohio 
slipped  a  cog  and  tumbled  Into  the  Dem- 
ocratic column,  and  when  the  city  of 
Philadelphia  elected  a  reform  ticket  and 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania  elected  a  Dem- 
ocratic treasurer  of  state.    That  there  are 


to  be  some  upheavals  next  Tuesday  most 
of  the  public  men  who  have  been  In 
.speechmaking  tours  believe. 

The    campaign    is    unique    in    that    It    Is 
being  conducted  without  the  as.sistance  of 
Uie  corporations.  This  does  not  mean  that 
coiporatnons  here  and  there  have  not  con- 
ti'buted   to   local   committees,   but   it  does 
mean    that    for    the    first    time    in    many 
years    there    has    not    been    a    systematlo 
hold-up    of    the    great       corporations    for 
campaign   money.

!  respected.      Mr.    Roosevelt's    party    came 
nejr  getting  deep  in  the  mire  as  a  result 
of  accepting  corporation  money  two  years 
ago.      Tne    insurance    re\elations    taught 
the  party  a  lesson,  and  It  also  Impressed 
a    lesson    on    the    corporations.      Whether 
the    large    corporations    that    have    In    the 
1  past   "come  down"   so   handsomely  would 
I  have    contributed    this    year    if    they    had 
j  been  approached  is  a  question.    Doubtless 
i  most  of  them   would   have  refused   either 
I  because    they    are    "sore,"    or    because    of 
1  the  criticism  that  resulted  from  the  show- 
I  ing    before    the    Insurance    committee     In 
New   York   last   year.     At  any    rate   both 
the     national     Republican     congressional 
campaign   committee   and   the    Republican 
state    committee    of    New    York    publicly 
announced    that    they    would    not    accept 
evidence   that   they   are   not   keeping   that 
promise.

SOUTHWEST 

Dwight  E.   Woodbridge 

is  Back  From  Cananea 

and  BIsbee. 

Copper  Stocks  Not  Active 
— Superior  &  Pitts- 
burg at  $28. 


Dwight  E.  "Woodbridge  has  returned 
from  the  Southwest  copper  camps, 
where  he  went  two  weeks  ago  with  F. 
E.  House  and  his  party.  Mr.  Wood- 
bridge  says  the  mining  outlook  at  both 
BIsbee   and    Cananea   is   good. 

"On  the  1,000  foot  level  in  the  Hoat- 
son  shaft  at  Superior  &  Pittsburg,  a 
block  several  hundred  feet  each  way, 
and  all  ore  has  been  cut  out.  Some 
mighty  good  ore  is  being  shown  up 
there."  said  Mr.  Woodbridge. 

"They  are  going  to  drive  under  it 
and  work  the  same  body  from  the  1,100 
foot  level.  This  work  will  begin  in  about 
four  months.  This  is  the  first  real 
mining  to  be  done  on  Calumet  &  Pitts- 
burg property. 

"Work  is  being  done  on  the  1,450 
foot  level  on  Pittsburg  &  Dululh  prop- 
erty and  some  high  grade  sulphlue  ore 
is  being  shown  up  there. 

"At  Calumet  &  Arizona,  a  large  mine 
is  being  developed  on  Buckeye  ground 
and  work  is  being  resumed  at  the  Irish 
Mag.  I  understand  that  Powell  has 
made  a  new  low  record  for  the  cost  of 
making  copper.  The  production  at 
Calumet  &  Arizona  is  increasing  all 
the  time. 

"At  Cananea,  Greene  Consolidated 
is  not  making  as  much  ore  as  it  was 
six  months  ago.  They  explain  U 
down  there  by  saying  that  with  the 
high  price  of  copper  they  can  make 
more  money  by  mining  the  lower 
grade  of  ore.  Thirty  tons  of  Cananea 
Central  ore  is  smellered  every  day 
at   Greene. 

"Survey  for  a  railroad  through  that 
valley  is  now  under  way.  It  will  run 
right  past  Cananea  Central.  The 
Southern  Pacific  is  doing  some  great 
work  down  in  that  country.  To  my 
notion  it  is  the  most  important  rail- 
road building  that  has  been  done  for 
some  time.  The  country  is  rough,  and 
road  building  is  very  expensive,  but 
when  the  new  lines  have  been  com- 
pleted, Frisco  will  have  a  direct  line 
to  Mexico  City,  and  so  will  Bisbee 
and  Cananea.  Another  line  will  link 
the  coal  and  iron  fields  of  Colorado 
with  the  capital  of  Mexico,  going 
through   Globe. 

"Work  is  just  starting  at  Calumet 
&   Sonora.     It   is  still  a   prospect."

PROBING  BEGINS 
ON  MITILATION 

New     York     Elections 

Board  President  Tries 

to  Blame  League. 

New  York,  Nov.  2.— The  four  members 
of  the  board  of  elections  appeared  be- 
fore Magistrate  Whitman  today  in  re- 
sponse to  a  summons  Issued  on  the  re- 
quest of  Attorney  Dewltt  for  the  Inde- 
pendence league,  in  connection  with 
charges  that  nomination  petitions  filed 
with  the  board  by  the  league  were  mutil- 
ated and  rendered  void. 

District  Attorney  Jerome  opened  the 
proceedings  bv  stating  that  complaint  had 
been  made  to  him  In  the  form  of  deposi-  ] 
tions  by  certain  candidates  for  election, 
that  their  petitions,  properly  filed,  had 
been  mutilated  while  in  the  custody  ol 
the  board. 

President  Voorhis.  who  was  called  as 
the  first  witness,  said  that  most  of  the 
Independent  nominations  were  filed  on 
the  last  day  of  the  time  allowed  by  law 
—Oct.  17.  As  there  was  some  confusion 
at  the  bureau  of  elections  that  evening, 
the  petitions  were  placed  in  a  fire-proof 
vault  for  safe-keeping.  The  confusion 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  in  some  ca.se3 
duplicate  and  triplicate  petitions  had  been 
filed  by  the  Independence  league  for 
candidates   running  in   the  same   district.

If  there  was  any  doubt  iiuw  Duluth  icds  toward  John 
A.  Johnson,  governor  of  Minnesota  and  candidate  for 
re-election,  it   \\.i>  .iissipated  last  night. 

In  one  great  meeting  more  people  turned  out  to 
hear  him  speak  than  the  Armory  has  held  during  the 
entire  campaign  previous  to  last  night.  In  other  words, 
if  all  the  prc\i>>ns  meetings  of  the  campaign  had  been 
put  t.jgethcr,  the  ahuvving  w  uld  be  le.->s  than  that  of 
last   evening. 

And  it  was  not  only  the  fact  that  tliere  was  a  great 
crowd  tliere  that  was  notable.  Ii  \.  .i-^  n<jt  only  that 
every  seat  was  filled,  that  the  standing  room  was  packed 
front  and  back  and  on  the  sides.  It  was  the  manner  of 
the  reception  given  the  governor  by  those  who  gathered 
to  receive  him  that  was  significant.  When  he  arose  to 
speak,  it  was  several  minutes  before  he  could  do  more 
than  smile  his  acknowledgement  of  the  manner  with 
which  he  was  being  greeted. 

And  those  who  heard  him  last  night  will  no  longer 
wonder  that  he  has  been  taking  the  state  by  storm  in 
this  cumpaign.  Tired  out,  ill,  witli  his  voice  almost 
gone,  the  thrill  of  his  eloquence  and  the  conviction  that 
his  arguments  carry  were  still  there.  The  audience  had 
been  waiting  for  some  time.  The  room  was  hot  and 
close.  Half  the  crowd  had  to  stand,  a  tiresome  task. 
Yet  not  a  man  moved  while  the  governor  was  speak- 
ing, and  when  he  was  forced  to  conclude  his  remarks 
the  crowd  hail  forgotten  its  own  discomforts,  and  would 
have  willingly  listened  to  him  for  hours  more. 

It  is  not  tlie  charm  of  his  personality  nor  the  clear- 
ness of  his  thought  nor  the  aptness  of  his  phrase-turning 
alone  that  make  John  A.  Johnson  an  interesting  talker. 
He  has  something  to  say,  and  he  knows  how  to  say  it. 
He  has  given  the  state,  in  the  two  j'ears  of  his  first  ad- 
miiii-itratii  >n,  an  c.\i:inplification  of  the  high  ideals  of 
government  that  he  holds,  ideals  that  have  placed  him 
among  the  front  rank  of  the  governors  of  the  states 
and  that  have  made  him  a  national  figure.  He  stands  for 
the  law  and  the  people — for  forcible  and  fearless  en- 
forcement of  the  law  for  the  benefit  of  the  people;  for 
a  readjustment  of  the  balance  between  the  people  on  one 
iide  and  the  great  interests  on  the  other;  for  the  square 
deal  in  government  and  ir  the  administration  of  public 
business  as  well  as  in  the  conduct  of  the  great  indus- 
tries 'ji  the  state. 

It  is  for  tluse  reasons  that  John  A.  Johnson  wins  his 
audiences.  He  is  eloquent,  but  greater  than  that  he  is 
earnest;  he  has  the  gift  of  pleasing  phrase,  but  greater 
than  that  he  is  moved  by  high  ideals  and  strong  convic- 
tions; he  is  a  pleasing  personality,  but  greater  than  that 
he  is  a  positively  constructive  statesman,  with  high  aims 
for  the  good  of  the  state  and  its  people,  and  the  will, 
courage  and  energy  to  carry   them   out. 


shows  that  Northern  Minnesota  has  had  42.8  per  cent  of 
the  total  gain  in  population  since  1900.  It  shows  that 
Northern  Minnesota,  outside  of  Duluth,  gained  97,720  in 
population  inside  of  five  years.  Yet  Mr.  Cole  is  telling 
his  audiences  that  seven  people  are  going  away  for  every 
one  that  is  coming  in. 

The  state  census  for  1905  shows  that  in  Cass  county, 
where  Mr.  Cole  lives,  there  were  2,235  people  that  had 
been  there  a  year  or  less,  and  4,144  that  had  been  there 
from  one  year  to  five  years. 

It  shows  that  in  Mr.  Cole's  neighboring  county  of 
Itasca  there  were  3,642  people  that  had  been  there  a 
year  or  less,  and  5.342  that  had  been  there  from  a  year 
to  five  years,   making  8,984  new  residents  in  five  years. 

Next  on  the  west  is  Beltrami  county,  with  3,827 
people  that  had  been  there  a  year  and  6,982  that  had 
been  there  from  one  to  five  years,  making  a  gain  of 
9,809  new  residents  in  five  years.  These  three  counties 
showed  25,172  new  comers  in  five  years.  Yet  Mr.  Cole 
say.s  that  these  counties  are  losing  seven  times  as  many 
persons  as  they  are  gaining. 

Twenty-four  counties  of  Northern  Minnesota,  accord- 
ing to  the  census  report,  had  163,706  people  that  had 
come  within  five  years,  and  of  this  total  100,956  had  come 
within  the  year.  Does  this  look  as  though  Minnesota 
was  losing  seven  times  as  many  people  as  she  is  gaining? 

Is  Candidate  Cole  likely  to  boost  this  handsome  gain 
in  Northern  Minnesota  by  his  speeches,  or  is  it  more 
probable  that  those  on  the  outside  who  hear  his  claims 
will  conclude  that  something  must  be  the  matter  with  a 
state  that  is  going  back,  and  conclude  to  go  elsewhere?

THE  PULLMAN  HOTEL. 

The  railroad  rate  regulation  bill  that  congress  passed 
last  winter  included  the  sleeping  and  dining  car  concerns 
among  the  transportation  industries  that  are  to  be  regu- 
lated by  the  interstate   commerce  commission. 

The  Pulhnan  company,  which  operates  dining  and 
sleeping  and  cliair  cars  on  many  railioads,  has  paid  no 
attention   to  the   law.   though    it   is   specifically  included. 

It  is  announced  that  the  company  takes  the  position 
that  it  is  doing  a  hotel  business,  not  a  transportation 
business,  and   therefore  it   is  n(*t  a  common  carrier. 

It  is  probable  that  the  courts  will  make  short  work  of 
that  proposition. 

The  attorneys  of  the  Pullman  company  may  see 
enough  in  it  to  warrant  making  a  fight,  but  it  does  not 
appeal  to  the  .ji-intercsted  as  beum    i  very  strong  point. 

It  is  true  that  the  charges  of  the  Pullman  cars  are 
ma<le  independent  of  transportation,  and  are  based  on 
time  rather  than  distance.  Yet.  in  the  case  of  a  railroad 
trip,  time  and  distance  are  >o  closely  associated  that  it 
will  take  pretty  fine  surgical  work  t«)  separate  them. 

However,  the  important  point  about  the  little  contro- 
versy that  is  going  to  take  place  on  this  issue  between 
the  government  and  the  Pullman  company  is  that  it  will 
leai!  a  lot  of  people  to  wonder,  as  some  have  already 
wondered,  why  the  railroads  cannot  uc  made  to  furnish 
this  service  ui.^tead  of  farming  it  out  to  corporations 
that  are  in  a  ;>osition  to  declare  themselves  independent 
of  regulatory    lau'S. 

Many  railroads  already  furnish  their  own  sleeping 
car  and  dining  service.  Several  of  the  roads  running  into 
Duluth  have  their  own  special  cars,  while  others  still 
patronize  the  Pullman  outfit. 

If  some  of  the  roads  can  do  this,  why  not  all? 

And  if  the  Pullman  company  is  upheld  in  its  con- 
tention that  it  is  in  the  hotel  business,  and  not  in  the 
transportation  business,  it  will  make  a  strong  argument 
in  favor  of  compelling  all  of  the  railroads  to  furnish 
sleeping  accommodations  for  their  passengers. 

As  a  correlative  proposition,  why  couldn't  a  company 
owning  cattle  cars  claim  that  it  was  not  a  common  car- 
rier, but  a  livery  stable? 

And  why  can't  a  company  owning  refrigerator  cars 
that  carry  meat  claim  that  it  is  a  butcher,  not  a  com- 
mon carrier?

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

The  Georgian  bay  canal  is  the  sub- 
ject of  a  letter  recently  addressed  to 
your  paper  by  H.  C.  Spaldine,  a  New 
York  engineer,  which  fairly  glitters 
with  picturesque  misinformation.  Thus 
he  claims  that  to  overcome  a  total  lift 
of  712  feet,  there  will  be  required  forty 
locks  which,  at  $5,000,000  each,  will  cost 
$200,000,000, 

The  total  rise  and  fall  from  Montreal 
harbor  to  Georgian  bay  is  696  feet.  Al- 
j  lowing  for  au  average  fall  of  one  fool 
'in  every  ten  miles  of  open  river  over 
'a  distance  of  380  miles,  and  the  actual 
1  lockage  will  be  reduced  to  658  feet.  As 
'there  is  nothing  in  the  law  of  the  land 
'or  the  practice  of  engineering  to  limit 
the  rise  of  a  lock  to  eighteen  feet,  and    the  route  aggregating  about   1,250,000 


periences  of  some  of  the  most  suc- 
cessful contractors  in  Canada  and 
the  United  States.  The  total  dis- 
tance from  Georgian  bay  to  Mon- 
treal by  the  route  is  425  miles,  of 
which  four  miles  are  taken  up  with 
locks,  forty  miles  of  canal  section, 
22  feet  deep  with  a  bottom  width  o£ 
100  feet,  seventy-four  miles  of  im- 
proved river  channel  with  a  bottom 
width  of  300  feet,  and  307  miles 
of  open  lake  and  river,  suitable  for 
twenty-foot  navigation,  without  fur- 
ther improvement.  The  cost  to  con- 
struct the  waterway  from  Georgian 
bay  to  Ste.  Anne's  on  the  St.  Law- 
rence river  has  been  estimated  at 
$69,500,000,  and  from  St.  Anne's  to 
Montreal  at  $10,500,000,  making  a  total 
of     $80,000,000." 

H.  A.  F.  McLeod,  who  made  the 
report  for  the  Canadian  government 
already  referred  to,  says:  "I  have 
examined  the  estimate  under  the  su- 
pervision of  Mr.  Wisner,  which  ex- 
ceeds my  estimate  by  $7,000,000, 
caused  principally  by  widening  the 
base  of  excavation  to  300  feet  In 
certain  places,  to  the  substitution  of 
steel  for  wooden  lock-gates,  and  the 
additional  provisions  made  for  regu- 
lating flood  waters.  From  my 
knowledge  of  the  difficulties  to  be 
overcome  and  knowing  that  there 
are  long  distances  of  sufficiently  deep 
water,  besides  the  additional  depth 
to  be  gained  by  raising  the  waters 
as  proposed,  I  consider  that  Mr. 
Wi-sner's    estimate    is    sufficient." 

During  the  past  two  years  the 
Canadian  government  has  expended 
$500,000  in  securing  additional  sur- 
veys, as  a  result  of  which  It  is 
likely  more  attention  will  be  de- 
voted to  the  regulation  of  flood 
water,  the  prism  of  the  canal  in- 
creased, and  more  expensive  perman- 
ent works  adopted  thereby  Increasing 
the  cost  somewhat  beyond  the  esti- 
mate   of    Mr.    Wi-sner.

j  eighteen   feet,   and   its  cost  was  excep- 
tionally   high    Up    to    its    opening     for 
'tralTic  in  1S95  It  cost,  along     with     1^4 
'miles  of   canal,   $3,258,025.    As  the   ves- 
sels   to   use   a   20-foot     waterway     will 
probably  never  much  exceed  500  feet  in 
length,    the    locks    should    not    requir? 
to   be  over  600  feet  long.    At   this   rate 
$2,000,000  each  should  be  ample  to  cover 
!cost    of    their    construction,    especially 
as    concrete    work    will    no    doubt    be 
largely    employed.      This     reduces     Mr. 
Spalding's    estimate   of    $200,000,000     for 
locks  to   $70,000,000. 

1     Then  the  writer  creates  an  imaginary 
!  cutting    "through    fifty    miles    of    very

{lakes,    the   prevailingr  dtpths    of   which 
are  from  30  to  150  feet  or  more.      Over 
'considerable   of    the     remainder     forty 
ifeet  of  water  can  be  had,  if  necessary, 
simply  by  raising  existing  water  levels. 
Mr.    Spalding   opines    that     this     mon- 
strous   cutting    may      cost      $1.'jO, 000,000. 
!Will  he   be  surprised   to  learn  that  an 
official    report    of    government    surveys 
of   this   very   section    was  published   in 
ithe  annual  report  of  the  Dominion  de- 
'  partment    of    railways    and    canals    in 
1902.    and    that    the    estimated    cost    of 
excavation    on    this    entire    section    to 
give  a  22-foot   channel  was  about   $10,- 
'500,000?     Which    eftectually    knocks    the 
i  wind    of    this    "gentle    knock"    at      the 
Georgian   bay   canal. 

It  may  interest  your  readers  also  to 
know  that  this  work  has  not  only  had 


horse  power,  worth  at  current  rates, 
say  $12,500,000  to  $15,000,000  per 
annum.  This  fact  alone  sufficiently 
disposes  of  Mr.  Spalding's  imaginary 
financial  difficulties  in  the  way  of  the 
undertaking.  Any  observer  of  tho 
vast  commerce  of  the  lakes  and  the 
possibilities  of  the  surrounding  coun- 
try, needs  no  fine-drawn  reasoning 
to  show  the  value  of  a  deep  water- 
way between  the  Great  Lakes  and 
the  Atlantic.  What  the  Suez  canal 
has  been  and  what  the  Panama 
canal  will  be  to  interoceanlc  traffic, 
the  Georgian  bay  canal  will  be  to 
the  commerce  of  the  northern  two- 
thirds    of    this    continent.

And  doubtless,  in  his  own  time  there 
were  many  to  accuse  him  of  ingrati- 
tude and  selfishness. 

But  Washington's  was  the  calm, 
wise,  far-seeing  eye  of  the  Cool  and 
dauntless  statesman   that  he  was. 

And  when  Monroe  confirmed  this 
neutrality  proclamation  and  added 
thereto  that  foreign  banners  must  not 
be  set  on  free  American  soil,  save  at 
the  risk  of  American  displeasure,  he 
I  perpetuated  to  posterity  the  policy  of 
too    Washington. 

It  Is  not  mere  tradition  or  sentiment 
that  makes  the  Monroe  doctrine  sacred 
to  Americans.  It  was  not  formulated 
by  cheap  politicians  seeking  their  per- 
sonal Interests— back  of  whose  low 
brows  lay  no  power  of  deeper,  farther 
vision— but  by  men  whose  thought  was 
not  for  their  day  alone,  but  for  poster- 
ity. 

The  United  States  will  never  become 
so  Inflated  with  the  Idea  of  her  own 
greatness,  however  prosperous  she  may 
be— that  she  will  not  reverently  bor- 
row from  the  wisdom  of  the  past. 

And  for  centuries  to  come  will  her 
constitution  and  policy  remain  Intrinsi- 
cally unchanged,  even  If  some  little 
wi»e  man  does  occasionally  lose  his 
head    while   hobnobbing    with     royalty.

music  for  the  occasion.  The  fife  and 
drum  corps  met  the  Two  Harbors  dele- 
gation at  the  depot.

publicans  and  Democrats,  but  be- 
tween a  political  machine  and  the 
people.  It  is  a  great  war,  and  the 
Lord  has  given  us  few  leaders  in  the 
cause  of  right  of  the  ability  of  Gov- 
ernor Johnson.

When  the  governor  rose  to  speak. 
a  great  cheer  went  up  from  the  audi- 
ence. Several  others  followed  in  rapid 
succession,  and  the  applause  fairly 
shook  the  building.  He  stood  smil- 
ing in  the  center  of  the  platform, 
waiting  for  a  chance  to  speak,  and 
when  finally  an  opening  came,  he 
uttered  a  few  words  and  the  applause 
and  cheers  broke  forth  again.  The 
demonstration  continued  for  about 
two  minutes. 

When  the  governor  began  to  talk 
his  voice  showed  the  effects  of  a 
long  and  hard  campaign.  It  was 
husky,  and  he  seemed  to  speak  with 
an  effort.  Thus,  laboring  under  a 
manifest  disadvantage,  his  remarks 
did  not  flow  as  easily  as  usual,  and 
there  was  not  so  much  of  his  quaint 
humor  mixed  in  the  address  as  ordin-  I 
aiily.  Notwithstanding  this  fact,  he 
made  a  remarkably  fine  and  effective 
speech,  which  evidently  created  the 
best  possible  kind  of  an  impression. 
Sincerity  of  thought  and  purpose 
was  stamped  upon  every  feature,  and 
every  word  carried  with  it  the  ocn- 
vlctlon  of  an  honest  purpose.  The 
governor   said:

"The  time  was  when  candidates  for 
office  and  their  advocaU  s  fell  it  incurr- 
btnt  on  themselves  to  abust  everything 
and  everybody  that  was  not  affiliated 
with  them.  I  believe  the  time  has  corne 
when  a  man  who  stands  before  the  pub- 
lic must  understand  his  subject  thorough- 
ly aiul  m\isi  appval  to  ihe  reason  and  not 
to  the  baser  passions. 

'•You  have  a  right  to  exercise  you'- 
political  conscience.  The  sovenign  right 
of  man  to  act  in  favor  of  his  belief  by 
ballot  was  established  long  ago  at  Le.v- 
Ington,  bunker  Hill,  and  it  was  again 
establish!  d  at  Chiekamauga  and  at 
otlu'r  grtat  struggles  during  the  Civil 
war,  so  that  every  man  has  a  right,  in 
my  judgnunt,  to  exercise  his  civil  and 
IKjlitical  freedom.  You  have  a  right  to 
vour  own  Judgment,  but  I  am  not  here 
to  admit  that  I  am  more  liable  to  be 
wrong   than   you  are. 

"This  is  almost  the  close  of  the  mcst 
ptciUiar  cnnipalyn  that  has  ever  taken 
place  In  Mlnnvsoia.  It  has  been  peculiar 
becau.se  of  the  apathy  of  the  people  on 
the  tiuestion  of  issues.  There  have  been 
no  discussions  ovtr  great  political  ques- 
tion.". We  have  heard  little  or  nothing 
about  national  issues;  they  have  not  been 
germane  to  this  campaign.  It  Is  not 
the  tariff  (|Uestion,  the  foreign  policy, 
that  has  been  of  chief  Interest  to  the 
people  of  this  state,  but  whether  the 
bu.siness  of  the  stale  .shall  be  (.onduet<d 
in  an  honest  and  <  ffiei*  nt  manner  by 
honest  officials  and  for  the  benefit  of  tha 
people." 

Governor  Johnson  mentioned  the  three 
branches  of  the  government,  the  legis- 
lative. Judicial  and  executive,  and  ex- 
plained briefly  the  function  of  each,  and 
said: 

"I   Imagien  that   fo  far  as  we  are  con- 
cerned   it    is    agreed    that    we    want    the 
highes^t     and    best     form    of    government 
possible,   because    we   are   paying  a   high 
'  price  for  it. 

1     "There    are    many    features    about    our 
I  administration    for    the    past    two    years 
in   which  I   have  a   sense  of  pride.     I   be- 
lieve that  such  pride   Is  pardonable.     One 
I  of    them    is    the    fact    that    we    have    lis- 
!  tened     to    one    voice,    the    voice    of    the 
people,  ns  expressed  by   their  representa- 
:  lives,     and     enforced     the     laws     on     the 
i  statutes  as  laid  down  for  all  the  people." 

Governor  Johnson  referred  to  the  wave 

of    reformation    that    has    been    sweeping 

over    the   country,    whose   objective   issue 

I  has   been   the   more  rigid  enforcement  of 

the  laws.     He  urged  that  the  repeal   of  a 

;  bad    law    is    a    much    better    way    to    get 

rid    of    It    thn     to    follow    the    policy    of 

I  non-enforcement,   if  it   is  on  the  statutes. 

"This  was  the  Issue  two  years  ago." 
I  the  governor  continued.  "You  remember, 
doubtless,  that  it  wa.*?  charged  l>v  the 
public  examiner  then  in  office,  a  Jlepub- 
lican  official,  that  during  previous  admin- 
istrations there  had  been  a  violation  of 
certain  laws  by  reason  of  which  the 
state  had  been  defrauded  out  of  vast 
sums  of  money  In  illegal  settlements  with 
tlmb»  r   men. 

"Much  of  the  money  has  been  recov- 
ered, and  suits  have  been  In.stltuted  to 
recover  a  great  deal  more.  Two  year^! 
ago  I  promised,  if  elected,  to  do  what  I 
could  to  get  that  money  back.  There 
'  can  be  no  question  but  that  thousands 
of  dollars  have  been  collected  and  that 
suits  have  been  started  to  collect  the 
remainder.  Was  the  Van  Sant  adminis- 
tration   entitled    to   any    credit? 

"A  report  was  made  by  the  public  ex- 
aminer to  the  governor  in  1004.  which 
stated  that  the  state  had  been  defraud- 
ed of  vast  sums  of  money.  This  report 
was  never  presented  to  the  attorney  gen- 
eral for  action.  It  was  given  to  the  news- 
papers as  a  news  item,  but  no  action 
was  started. 

"In  February,  1905,  seven  months  later, 
1  .lemanded  that  the  public  examiner  fur- 
nish me  copies  of  that  report  and  that 
the  attorney  general  begin  Immediate 
prosecutions  to  recover  the  money  to 
which   the  state   was   entitled.     I  have   a 


copy  of  his  \fttA.  in  which  the  attorney 
general  sai<l  Ihal  he  had  so  much  work 
on  hand  th.tt*  l^j  would  need  assistance. 
A  special  niu48^|e  to  the  legislature  se- 
cured the  a^^^fcice,  and  an  appropria- 
tion was  made  at  my  request  to  carry  on 
the  prosecutrnns.- 

"I  look  inti  iji*tter  up  with  the  state 
timber  board^ail4*  the  board  directed  that 
the  suits  should  Iwin.  When  notices  of  the 
suit  were  served-^on  the  lumbermen,  some 
of  them  came  In  and  settled.  Others 
thought  they  could  avoid  settlements  by 
fighting  It  out  in  the  courts  and  they 
decided  to  fight.  You  will  recollect  that 
one  of  the  cases  was  tried  in  the  district 
court  of  this  county  and  Hiat  the  court 
hi  Id  the  law  constitutional.  They  ap- 
pealed, and  the  stale  supreme  court  af- 
firmed the  decision  of  the  district  court 
and  held  that  the  lumbermen  must  pay 
the  full  amount-s  demanded  by  the  state." 

At  t'  .  point  Governor  Johnson  quoted 
at  so  lie  length  from  the  hndiiigs  of  the 
court  In  which  it  is  stated  that  the  state 
had  been  defrauded  out  of  a  great  deal 
of  money  through  wrongful  and  illegal 
settlements  with  the  stale  officials  and 
the  lumbermen.  The  governor  named 
several  of  the  corporations  and  individu- 
als who  were  charged  with  timber  tres- 
pass and  stated  the  amounts  for  which 
each  had  been  sued.  These  amounts 
ranged  from  a  little  over  $15,000  to  over 
lloM.tiOO.  These  sums  together  with  a  num- 
ber of  other  minor  sums  aggregate,  the 
governor  claimed,  $4:fi!.5<.»t). 

"This  sum,"  said  the  governor,"  Is  as 
certainly  on  its  way  into  the  state  treas- 
ury for  the  benefit  "of  the  school  fund  as 
it  Is  that  you  and  I  are  here  tonight. 
(.Applause.)  Who  is  entitled  to  the  credit 
lor  it.  Some  people  have  been  going 
about  the  state  saying  that  I  claim  I  am 
entitled  to  all  the  credit.  If  you  will  read 
my  keynote  speech  in  this  campaign  you 
will  notice  that  I  took  particular  pains  to 
accord  to  the  other  members  of  the  state 
limber  board  the  credit  due  them  lor 
tl  eir  co-operation  and  especially  to  the 
attorney  general  for  his  efforts  to  force 
the   collections. 

"That  was  an  appalling  condition  of  af- 
fairs. The  state  was  being  robbed  and 
cheated  out  of  vast  sums  of  money.  Miit 
th.at  was  not  all.  When  we  made  an  ex- 
amination of  the  physical  condition  of  the 
state  lands  We  found  that  thousands  of 
acres  of  siat»-  lands  had  been  cut  over 
and  that  the  state  had  not  been  paid  for 
the  timber.  In  Hibbard  county  alone  we 
found  six  sections  had  been  cut  over  and 
the  state  had  been  defrauded  out  of  $50,- 
000. 

"We  have  stopped  timber  stealing  in 
Northern  Minn<-sota  and  have  taught  the 
lumbermen  that  it  Is  not  cheaper  to  steal 
timber  from  state  lands  than  to  buy  it 
in    the    regular   way."      (Applause.) 

His  difficulty  in  speaking  was  very  ap- 
parent. He  remarked:  "I  have  been  out 
in  all  conditions  of  weather,  and  there 
Is  a  limit  to  physical  endurance.  I 
ftel  that  I  will  soon  have  to  stop,  much 
ns  I  would  like  to  continue."  Cries  of 
"Go  on,"  "Don't  stop,"  came  from  all 
parts  of  the  houge.  and  Governor  John- 
son, smiling  assent,  said  that  if  he  con- 
tinued, his  audience  might  feel  like  the 
man  who  woke  up  during  the  middle  of 
the  sermon.    The  story  follows: 

"The  preacher  was  discussing  the 
prophets  and  had  passed  safely  through 
the  major  and  then  the  minor  prophets 
and.  when  it  was  supposed  he  was  round- 
ing out  his  discourse,  he  started  off  anew, 
saying,  "What  about  Jeremiah?  What 
place  has  he?"  A  man  In  the  back  end 
of  the  church  rose  and  said:  "I  don't 
know,  mister,  but  he  can  have  my  place. 
I  am  going  home."    (Laughter.) 

"I  would  like  to  discuss  the  railroad 
question,  "  said  Governor  Johnson.  "It 
Is  a  matter  that  is  uppermost  In  the 
minds  of  the  people.  Last  evening  a  few 
gentlemen  tried  to  tell  you  that  we  are 
not  entitled  to  any  credit  for  what  has 
already  been  done  in  this  state  in  regard 
to  the  reduction  of  railroad  transportation 
rales,  'fjiey  s^y  that  what  has  been  done 
was  done  by  a  Republican  legislature  and 
wa§  put  into  effect  by  a  Republican 
wareiiouse  commission  and  that  Governor 
Johnson  has  a  lot  of  gall  to  claim  any 
the  credit. 

"I  wis  hto  say  that  the  record  Is  the 
best  proof,  and  thai  these  gentlemen  have 
been  particularly  careful  in  their  state- 
ments not  to  quote  from  that  record. 

"We  made  some  recommendations  about 
transportation  rales  in  our  inaugural  ad- 
dress. I  told  the  legislature  that  the 
transportation  tariff  question  was  an  im- 
portant one. 

At  this  point  Governor  Johnson  pro- 
duced a  copy  of  his  message  to  the  legis- 
lature and  read  at  some  length  a  por- 
tion In  which  he  called  attention  lo  the 
high  transportation  rates  that  were  in 
existence  and  urged  that  some  action  be 
taken  to   bring  about  a  reduction. 

"Acting  on  that  suggestion,  the  legis- 
lature appointed  a  committee  to  investi- 
gate the  matter.  There  was  a  hearing 
started  on  railroad  rales  that  extended 
over  a  period  of  two  or  three  months. 
The  legislature  adopted  a  joint  resolu- 
tion directing  the  board  of  warehouse 
commissioners  to  establisil  a  maximum 
rate    of    transportation.  »     .v.   ♦    , 

•Mr.  Jacobson  says  I  assert  that  1 
wrote  a  letter  to  th>;  railroad  and  ware- 
house commissioners  that  saved  the  state 
$5,tw,000,  and  aeks  why  I  did  not,  then, 
write  ten  letters  and  save  the  state  $oO,- 
OiAtOiiO.  That  is  pretty  nice  sarcasm  and 
pretty  fair  mathemuiics,  even  lor  a  poli- 
liciun.  (Laughter.) 

"The    commission    asked    for    a    confer 


a  would  be  before  the  commission  would 
undertake  to  bring  about  relief.  He  said 
ii  would  take  two  or  three  years.  I  ex- 
pr..-sed  surprise,  and  he  said  that  while 
it  was  untortunate  that  nothing  could  be 
done  sooner,  that  was  the  situation.  Ihe 
itornJv  general  joined  wlih  me  m  urg- 
ing that  some  steps  be  taken  to  secure 
relief  in  the  matter  of  railroad  transpor- 
'ation  ratel  right  away  The  next  day 
he  hearing  was  started,  and  within  a 
•fw  davs  the  railroads  had  voluntarily 
•i-'Teed  'to  a  reduction  of  their  carrying 
rates  of  10  per  cent  on  grain,  15  per  cent 
o.i  coal  and  i:o  per  cent  on  merchandise^ 

"I  leave  you  to  judge  whether  an> 
credit  is  due  the  executive  for  bringing 
this  about. 

"I  want  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that  there  are  only  two  instances 
i\  the  historv  of  Minnesota  when  there 
have  been  geh'Tal  reductions  of  the  rail- 
road transportation  rales.  One  of  these 
occurred  during  the  administration  of 
Governor  John  Lind  and  the  oilier  during 
my   own   administration."    (Applause.) 

Governor  Johnson  then  gave  a  lltUe  at- 
tention to  the  insurance  question. 

"There  are."  said  he,  "385,000  people  In 
th**  stale  of  Minnesota  who  are  paying  for 
msurance.  They  are  paying  510-^^.t<>0  an- 
nuallv  for  life  insurance  and  $lo,000,0(JO 
for  fire  insurance.  The  state  has  provid- 
ed a  special  department  to  supervise  the 
ii  surance  matters  with  a  view  of  sale- 
euarding  the  people  who  take  out  policies 
ip  Ihe  various  insurance  companies. 

"Six  months  before  I  came  into  office, 
the  insurance  commissioner  had  made  a 
renort  concerning  the  Northwestern 
Mutual  of  Minneapolis,  In  which  he  de- 
il'ired  that  it  w:is  a  safe  and  solvent 
concern  and  that  he  could  recommend  It. 
I  was  not  satisfied  with  the  report  /ind 
made  an  investigtalon.  We  found  it  was 
not  safe  and  that  the  conditions  were 
bid  While  the  company  had  $3,000,000  in 
assets  the  money  was  all  deposited  In 
Iowa  "to  protect  the  Iowa  policyholders 
and  there  was  not  a  dollar  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  Minnesota  policyholders. 
They  paid  out  money  to  corrupt  legis- 
lators built  an  opera  house  in  Minne- 
apolis! We  found  that  as  fast  as  the 
money  came  in  it  went  out  to  the  pockets 
of  a   favored  few. 

"We  called  the  officers  of  the  company 
to  a  conference  and  confronted  them 
with  the  chsrge.a.  They  practically  ad- 
mitted the  truth.  I  told  them  there 
was  only  one  thing  for  them  to  do;  that 
they  miist  resign  before  leaving  the  of- 
fice or.  at  least,  tender  their  resJKnatlons 
b.^fore  the  next  afternoon.  They  prom- 
ised to  do  so.  and  all  of  that  crowd  went 
our  for  a  while,  at  least,  to  earn  an  hon- 
est living.     (Laughter  and  applause.)

"The  Minneapolis  Tribune  censured  me. 
claiming  that  I  was  attacking  a  big  finan- 
cial institution  and  seekinK  to  drive  it 
out  of  the  state.  We  Invited  the  lead- 
ing bankers  of  Minneapolis  to  investigate. 
They  did  so,  and  when  they  found  the 
true  condition,  thanked  us  for  saving 
Minneapolis  from  another  Guaranty  Loan 
scandal.  What  was  the  result  of  our 
action?  We  put  In  prison  some  of  the  offt- 
cers  of  that  institution  and  saved  the  city 
of  Minneapolis  a  big  insurance  scandal.  In 
lix  months  every  one  of  the  former  of- 
ficers of  that  company  was  indicted.  O.ne 
man  has  bet  n  convicted  and  I  believe

•'The  state  Insurance  department  has 
been  put  on  a  business  basis.  Last  year 
It  paid  a  revenue  to  the  state  of  $3o,000 
and  next  year  Is  Is  likely  to  pay  a  reve- 
nue of   about   $50,000."     (.\pplause.) 

Governor  Johnson  referred  to  the  ex- 
oerience  had  with  some  other  insurance 
companies.  He  spoke  of  the  insurance 
scandals  that  developed  in  other  states, 
particularly  New  York,  and  told  how  he 
sent  Insurance  Commissioner  O'Brien 
there  to  make  a  full  investigation,  with  a 
view  of  determining  on  some  course  of 
action   to   check   the   evil. 

The  governor  referred  to  the  visit  that 
Mr.  O'Brien  made  to  President  Roosevelt, 
and  the  result;  how  President  Roosevelt 
called  a  convention  of  the  executives 
and  other  state  offic-rs  from  forty-two  of 
the  states  to  formulate  some  plan  of 
fighting  the  Insurance  evil.  He  told  how 
th"  report  of  the  convention  found  such 
favor  in  the  eyes  of  th>-  president  that  he 
sent  it  to  congress,  with  the  recommend- 
ation that  a  law  be  passed  embodying  the 
features  of  the  report.  Governor  Joh.son 
also  called  attention  to  the  fact  th.at 
President  Roosevelt  even  went  out  of  his 
way  to  notify  congress  that  the  report 
was    due    to    the   agitation    or    movement 


flnst  started  by  Minnesota's  executive 
and  insurance  commissioner. 

'J'he  governor  said  he  wi.«lied  he  ha  1  the 
time  and  felt  able  to  take  up  the  m.ttor 
of  thri  mine  valu.itions  in  St.  Louis  coun- 
tv.  He  touched  briefly  on  the  subject, 
mentioning  the  fact  that  the  state  board 
of  equalization  had  raised  the  valuation 
of  the  mines  to  such  a  figure  that  the 
mining  companies  will  pay  $10,000,000  more 
in  taxes  than  they  have  ever  paid  be- 
fore. 

"There  are  those,"-  said  Governor  John- 
.son, "wlio  appeal  to  the  partisan  preju- 
dices of  the  people.  Two  year.s  ago  the 
pfcople  of  this  Slate  di-parted  from  their 
partisan  prejudices  and  elected  a  gov- 
ernor of  the  Democratic  faith.  There 
have  been  no  attacks  on  the  work  of  that 
executive  nor  on  his  character,  nor  ques- 
tions raised  as  to  the  honesty  of  his 
motives. 

"1  do  not  come  to  you  begging  votes. 
I  bflieve  that  the  time  has  come  when  the 
citizens  will  go  to  the  polls  and  exercise 
their   sovereign    right   for   what   they    be- 


lieve will  be  to  the  best  Interests  of  all 
the  people.  I  ask  you  to  go  to  the  polls 
on  elfction  day  and  do  what  you  think  is 
best  for  yourselves,  for  your  homes  and 
for  your  nation.  If  you  do  that,  I  have 
no   doubt    whatever   of   the   outcome. 

"It  may  be  that  I  will  not  be  chosen. 
If  so,  let  It  be.  I  shall  yield  because  I 
recognize  the  fact  that  the  majority  must 
rule.  Because  I  know  that,  I  have  a 
lingering  hope  that  when  the  day  breaks 
after  ek*ction,  and  the  sun  sheds  it» 
golden  light  on  our  beautiful  Minnesota, 
the  majority  will  be  found  to  be  for 
Johnson." 

Great  applause  followed  the  conclusion 
I  of  the  speech.  For  about  a  half  hour 
}  Governor  Johnson  held  a  reception,  meet- 
I  Ing  hundreds  who  crowded  forward  to 
i  shake  his  hand.

London,  Nov.  2— The  abolition  of  the 
export  duty  on  coal,  which  became  ef- 
fwtlve  at  midnight,  was  the  signal  for 
the  sailing  this  morning  of  hundreds 
of  coal  laden  vessels  Ixiund  for  foreign 
port-s.

Long  cherished  visiaons  of  new  hats, 
of  gloves  and  many  other  of  thoso 
furbelows  that  are  dear  to  the  femi- 
nine heart,  as  well  as  spending  money 
for  Christmas,  have  been  dispelled 
from  the  minds  of  the  women  clerks 
at  the  courthouse.  The  dire  necessi- 
ties of  the  Republican  campaign  fund 
have  been  quietly  but  firmly  Im- 
pressed upon  them  In  the  nature  of 
billet  doux.  which  "invites"  them.  In 
street  vernacular,  "to  dig  up"  for  tho 
good  of  the  cause— the  Republican 
cause.

It  Is  said,  contain  the  least  Intima- 
tion of  vchat  will,  or  might  happen, 
if  the  clerks'  "mite"  be  not  forth- 
coming, but  there  are  various  con- 
jectures on  the  subject,  and  It  Is 
understood  that  most  of  the  women 
will  pay  up  for  fear  that  some  in- 
Muence  will  be  brought  to  bear  to 
have  them  lose  their  positions.  Th© 
element  of  politics  enters,  to  a  certain 
extent,  even  the  clerical  appoint- 
ments in  the  county  offlces,  and  the 
women  are  said  to  feel  that  the 
gentle  hint  from  the  campaign  com- 
mittee is  not  to  be  passed  over  un- 
heeded. 

It  Is  rumored  that  the  male  clerks 
in  the  various  offices  have  been  In- 
vited to  step  up  to  the  contribution 
box  handled  by  the  campaign  com- 
mittee, but  no  definite  knowledge  Is 
forthcoming  on  that  subject,  as  the 
men  generally  expect  something  of 
that  sort,  and  they  have  learned  from 
experience  that  It  Is  wise  to  pay  up 
and    say   nothing.

Swiss  Would  Build  Rail- 
road to  Summit  of

examined  and  studied  every  yard  of  the 
route,  and  have  taken  every  precaution 
in  preparing  the  estimates.  In  several 
places  it  will  pass  over  blue  ice  crev- 
as.ses,  giving  the  passenger  the  sensa- 
tion   of    riding    over    blue    water.

The  coaches  will  be  specially  construct- 
ed   to    with.stand   the    great    changes   of 

cold  and  heat.  ..   ,       ., 

The  engineers  are  very  hopeful  of 
the  success  of  the  project,  but  they 
recognize  that  the  nearer  the  line  ap- 
proaclies  the  summit  the  more  difficult 
will  be  the  work  of  construction  owing 
to  tho  difricultles  of  the  glaciers  and 
the  deep  snow  and  the  dangers  or 
avalanches.  In  the  known  tracks  of 
the  avalanches  tunnels  will  be  con- 
structed to  avoid  all  danger,  but  four- 
nfths  of  the  line  will  be  In  the  open 
air. 


BUILDING  SHIP  CANAL 
FROM  BERLIN  TO  STETTIN. 

Berlin,  Nov.  2.— The  construction  of 
the  .qtilp  canal  between  Berlin  and  Stet- 
tin has  already  been  commenced. 

The  German  government  has  grant- 
ed $11,000,000  for  the  making  of  the 
canal,  which  Is  part  of  the  scheme  for 
the  construction  of  several  new  water- 
ways, which  will  be  of  considerable 
strategic,  commercial  and  political  Im- 
portance. 

One  of  the  main  objects  of  the  sys- 
tem of  canals  is  to  find  the  means  for 
transporting  troops  and  war  material 
Independently  of  railways  and  roads. 


Mont  Blanc. 


Geneva,  Nov.  2.— A  serious  scheme  to 
build  a  railway  almost  to  the  summit 
of  the  Mount  Blanc  range  has  been  pre- 
pared by  a  Swiss  syndicate,  and  has  re- 
ceived the  approval  of  the  French  gov- 
ernment. The  projected  railway  will 
provide  "the  greatest  thrill  on  earth, 
taking  passengers   to  the  roof   of  Eur- 

Tlie  syndicate  which  has  obtained  the 
concession  is  at  present  completing  an 
aerial  line  to  the  summit  of  the  Wet- 
terhorn.  It  now  proposes  to  build  a 
similar  line  from  the  valley  of  Cham- 
onix  to  the  summit  of  the  Aiguille  du 
Midi,  a  peak  nearly  12,000  feet  high.  In 
the  center  of  the  Mount  Blanc  range. 

According  to  the  contract,  an  ordi- 
nary funicular  railway  will  Join  the 
existing  system  at  Chamonlx.  The 
double  aerial  cables  will  begin  at  the 
first  Alpine  station  near  the  Glacier  des 
Bopsons  at  a  height   of   over  8.000  feet. 

The  cost  is  estimated  at  about  51.000.- 
ono,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  project 
will  take  four  years  to  carry  out.  The 
first  and  easiest  half  wlH  take  only  a 
year,  and  tourists  may  be  able  to  as- 
cend to  the  Glacier  des  Bossons  at  the 
end  of  next  summer. 

The  line  will  skirt  a  score  of  gla- 
ciers, dozens  of  crevasses  and  unfath- 
omable precipices,  and  will  give  those 
who  do  not  care  for  climbing  the  Alps 
on  foot  an  Idea  of  the  dangers  and  the 
pleasures   of   mountaineering.

SMART  OUTLAW  NERVY. 

Gets  Price  Set  on  His  Own  Head  by 
Shrewd  TricK. 

It  requires  an  unusual  amount  of  nerve 
to  plan  the  dt-ath  of  a  man  who  re- 
■emblts  you,  have  his  body  idt  ntUied.  and 
collect  a  reward  of  Jl.yOO  for  the  body. 
Yet  IhM  la  exactly  what  Cornelio  Foll- 
«ardo,  the  notorious  outlaw  of  Cavile  pro- 
vince, who  was  killed  roct-nily,  did.  says 
a  Manila.  V.  I.,  corrospondtnt  of  the 
Chfcagu   Intcr-Ocean. 

The  true  facts  surrounding  the  death 
of  the  rttni-c  »de  are  just  curuing  to  light, 
and  go  to  make  one  of  the  most  grewsome 
tall  .s  evtr  p«nn'  d. 

Bev*  ral  months  ago  the  constabulary 
reported  that  they  had  succeeded  In  pur- 
sutag  Felizardo  so  closely  that  he 
Jumped  over  a  high  cliff  to  escape  cap- 
ture, and  that  the  body,  when  taken  to 
Bacoor,  his  home,  hJMl  bten  positively 
Idenllfifd  us  tliat  of  the  bandit  by  his 
mother  and  most  intimate  friends. 

According  to  a  report,  it  transpir.s  that 
the  man  did  not  jumy  over  tlie  cliff  at  all. 
He  was  murdered  by  order  of  the  real 
FeUzardo.  who  had  ihe  body  placed  under 
the  cllflt  and  th<  «i  caused  it  to  bu  found 
and   ldentiti<d    as    his   own. 

A  reward  of  $1,000  was  paid  for  this 
bogus  body,  and  it  has  now  come  to  light 
that  a  goodly  share  of  this  small  fortune 
found  Its  way  into  the  coffeis  of  th« 
man  who  for  ten  years  terrorized  the 
provinces  of  Cavitc  and   Batangas. 

Recently  the  newspapers  have  told  how 
the  bandit  was  killed  by  two  scouts, 
whom  FeUzardo  supposed  to  bo  deserters, 
but  it  has  not  been  told  that  one  of  the 
men  was  his  own  cousin,  the  son  of  his 
mother's  brother. 

This  man  was  Bernardino  Carplo.  His 
companion  wa.^  Gregorlo  Buendla.  These 
men  Joined  FeUzardo.  They  claimed  to 
bo  desertf  rs  from  the  constabulary,  and 
so  carefully  had  they  concealed  their  real 
reason  for  leaving  their  camp  that  even 
the  foxy  FeUzardo  was  fooUd  and  fell 
Into   the   trap. 

A  few  days  ago  they  persuaded  Fell- 
sardo  to  attack  C'amp  Hayson,  and  ex- 
plained to  him  that  It  would  be  easy  for 
nlm  to  get  the  men  of  that  garrison  and 
all   their  guns. 

FeUzardo  fell  In  with  the  plan,  and 
with  Buendla  and  Carpio.  started  out  to 
explore  the  position.  FeUzardo  did  not 
approve  of  tlie  two  men  taking  guns,  but 
they  explalnetl  to  him  tlie  danger,  and  ho 
finally  ac<iuiesc»d.  Me  did  not  take  with 
him  any  of  his  faithful  followers,  but 
went  alone  with  the  luo  {'letters  to  his 
death. 

The  three  men  went  within  2,o«x»  meters 
of  Camp  Hay.son.  when  Filizardo  stopped 
for  a  moment  under  a  mango  tree  to  rest, 
and  as  h*^  squatted  down  on  the  ground, 
both  soldiers,  as  if  impelled  by  a  singlo 
thought,  aimed  tlielr  guns  at  him  and 
pulled  the  trlggrrs.  But  Felizardo's  time 
to  die  had  not  nuite  come,  and  the  cart- 
ridges   both   failed   to   explode. 

In  this  act  the  t»rril>lc  tragedy  began. 
The  man  who  }i.id  tt  rrr.rlzcd  Cavite  and 
BatariZii.>*  \'"r  y'.ns.  who  had  di  Hid  the 
tJnUid  Statf.c,  \v!io  had  snapped  his 
fingers  at  all  law,  realized  for  the  first 
time  that  he  was  in  the  hands  of  traitors, 
men  who  were  with  him  for  but  one  pur- 
pose—to kill  him.  It  flashed  through  Ids 
frenzied  V>raln  that  one  of  tliese  men  was 
his  own  cousin,  a  inir^'  yiiulli,  whom  he 
had  watched  grow  up  from  inlaney, 
whose  face  was  grim  with  determination. 
He  sprang  to  his  fen  an<l  grabbed  at 
the  gun  which  Buendia  held  near  his 
head. 

The    two    m -n    realized    that    they    must 


act  quickly.  They  threw  down  their 
guns.  Like  a  bloodthirsty  beast  of  prey 
Bui-ndla  sprang  on  the  neck  of  FeUzardo. 
while  Carpio  snatched  the  outlaw's  bolo. 
which  hung  at  his  side,  and  thrust  it  Into 
his  stomach  three  times.  He  did  not  use 
great  force,  for  fear  the  blade  would 
penetrate  the  body  and  wound  his  com- 
panion who  was  struggling  with  the  man 
whose  life  he  sought. 

But  FeUzardo  did  not  sell  his  life  cheap- 
ly. He  fought  like  a  lion  at  bay.  For 
ten  minutes  he  waged  the  struggle 
against  such  odds,  with  his  life's  blood 
spurting  In  jets  from  the  wounds  In  his 
stomach. 

His  foot  slipped  and  he  fell  to  the 
ground.  At  tnat  moment  Carpio  struck 
him  a  blow  that  all  but  severed  his 
head  from  the  body.  Ho  died  immediate- 
ly. 

The  rest  of  the  story,  of  how  the  body 
was  brought  to  Maidla  and  placed  in  an 
undertaker's  establishment,  and  of  the 
tlnal  identification  by  liis  aged  mother  and 
brutlier,   has  been  told. 


TO  CANDY  EATERS. 
The  articles  of  food  which  go  to  mak^* 
up  the  ordinary  diet  of  mankind,  says  the 
Yt  ulh's  Companion,  are  of  two  classes— 
these  which  go  to  form  the  framework 
of  the  body,  the  bone  and  the  muscle,  and 
these  which  supply  the  fuel  by  which  the 
machine  Is  run.  These  are,  roughly  speak- 
nlg,  tiie  meats  and  the  sweets.  There  is 
still  another  class,  allied  to  the  sweets, 
namely,  the  fats;  but  these  need  not  be 
considered  here.  They  constitute  a  very 
useful  ingredient  In  the  diet,  and  are  sel- 
dom taken  In  excess,  except  perhaps  by 
persons  who  are  themselves  too  fai;  but 
by  the  majority  of  mankind  they  are 
taken  In  too  small  rather  In  too  great 
amount.  It  Is  in  regard  to  the  eating  of 
ciiiidy  that  a  word  of  caution  is  neces- 
sary. 

If  we  lived  only  on  meat,  eggs  and  the 
non-starchy  vegetables,  such  as  peas, 
beans,  spinach  and  cabbage,  the  adclltion 
of  cundy  and  sweets  would  be  most  com- 
mendable. The  body  must  have  sugar  In 
some  form  In  order  to  enable  It  to  do  the 
work;  but  It  should  be  remembered  that 
sugar  is  the  coal  of  the  human  machine, 
and  every  engineer  knows  that  too  much 
coal  will  Impair  the  efficiency  of  his  boil- 
er. If  the  engine  Is  working  to  Its  ut- 
most capacity  and  the  draughts  are  all 
I  open,  almost  any  amount  of  fuel  will  be 
;  consumed,  and  will  give  out  energy;  but 
I  if  only  a  little  work  is  required,  and  If 
th''  damper  Is  closed,  the  addition  of  coal 
beyond  the  normal  recjulrem*  nts  is  not 
only  of  no  service,  but  Is  an  evU. 

It  is  the  same  with  the  human  mechan- 
ism.     An   active   boy   or  man    engaged   in 
hard   work  can  take  an  almost  unlimited 
n mount    of    sweets    and   starchy    foods    so 
long  as  he  does  not  restrict  the  amount  of 
\  proteld  food  (meats  and  leguminous  vege- 
I  tables).        Women    and    men    engagi-d    In 
I  sedentary    pursuits   will    eat   much    candy 
at  their  peril. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  too  much  of  It 
is  eaten.  It  Is  taken  at  the  end  of  a 
dinner  composed  largely  of  potatoes,  rice, 
bread  and  other  starchy  foods  which  the 
digestive  Juices  turn  into  sugar,  or  nib- 
bl<  (I  between"  meals,  and  In  this  way  al- 
together too  much  sugar  is  taken  for  the 
needs  of  the  body.  Tiie  result  is  a 
clogged  liver,  resulting  in  biliousness  and 
gall  stones,  in  gouty  symptoms,  and  even 
in  diabetes;  digestion  is  Impaired,  and 
the  nitrogenous  el<ments  are  not  assimi- 
Isiled,   .HO  that   waste  is  not  repaired. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  the  cere- 
als are  composed  almost  entirely  of 
starch,  which  is  transformed  In  the  body 
into  sugar,  and  that  those  who  live  on 
them,  under  the  mistaken  notion  that 
meat  is  harmful,  cannot  eat  candy  as 
\\'-\\  without  serious  risk. 


iS  STILL  IN 
PROGRESS 

Hearing   of   Appraisers 
Will  Continue  for  Sev- 
eral Days. 

To  Consider  Question  of 

Damages  on  Account 

of  Tunnel. 


The  board  of  appraisers  In  the  Wis- 
consin Central  Railway  company's  con- 
demnation proceedings,  listened  today 
to  testimony  relative  to  the  value  of  a 
lea.se  held  by  a  merchant  named  Fox, 
on  what  is  known  as  the  Green  building 
on  the  third  lot  from  the  corner  of 
Seventh  avenue  west  and  Superior  and 
Michigan  streets.  The  fee  and  the 
building   Is  owned   by   the   North   Star 

Realty  company,  and  Mr.  Fox  claims 
damages  under  a  ten-year  lease,  which 
he  is  said  to  hold  on  the  premises.  His 
testimony  related  mostly  to  the  rentals 
he  gets  by  subleasing  rooms  and  a 
portion  of  the  building,  as  well  as  the 
barn  on  the  premises. 

Next  week,  probably  beginning  Mon- 
day morning,  the  appraisers  will  take 
up  the  matter  of  damages  claimed  by 
abutting  property  owners  on  Michi- 
gan street,  between  Eight  and  Twelfth 
avenue  west,  on  account  of  the  tunnel 
which  the  Wisconsin  Central  Railway 
company  proposes  to  run  under  the 
street.  It  is  claimed  that  the  railway 
company  ha.s  secured  a  release  from 
the  Eastern  Railway  Company  of  Min- 
nesota, which  owns  practically  all  tlie 
property  on  the  lower  side  of  the  street, 
so  that  the  appraisers  will  have  to 
consider  only  the  claims  of  those  on 
the  upper  side  of  the  street.  Some  of 
the  property  at  the  present  time  com- 
I)rises  an  abrupt  rocky  wall  on  which 
there  is  very  little,  if  any  improvement. 

Since  the  hearing  by  the  appraisers 
has  started,  the  railway  company  has 
been  making  settlements  right  along 
with  persons  owning  property  along  the 
right  of  way  proposed,  and  scarcelj'  a 
day  passes,  it  is  claimed,  but  that 
the  company  clears  up  its  title  to  one 
or  more  pieces  of  property. 

Within  the  past  few  days  a  settle- 
ment has  been  effectt?d.  whereby  the 
Wisconsin  Central  Railway  company 
has  acquired  all  claim  to  what  Is  known 
as  the  old  News  building,  or  the  Hart- 
ley property,  on  the  southwest  corner 
of  Sixth  avenue  west  and  Superior 
street,  and  it  is  understood  that  ne- 
gotiations are  practically  closed,  where- 
by a  settlement  will  be  effected  for  the 
Metropolitan  Opera  House  property. 
The  figures  on  which  the  settlements 
are  made  have  not  been  made  public.

Isaphoena  didn't  come  to  luncheon 
yesterday  and  as  woman  cannot  live  by 
books  alone,  be  they  never  so  rare  first 
editions  extra  Illustrated  and  auto- 
graphed, I.  who  am  an  officious  Martha 
to  Isophoena's  Mary  of  the  Bookshop, 
was  troubled.

The  great  Vedder,  who 
lives  In  Italy  now,  and  knows  what  it  is 
to  be  famous,  was  then  a  stripling. 

We  listened  till  our  time  for  going 
pressed.  1  revid  aloud  to  her  William  Win- 
ter's tribute  to  her  husband,  that  week 
printed  in  one  of  the  New  York  papers. 
William  Winter,  with  the  snows  of  many 
years  crowning  his  head  with  honor,  was 
one,  too,  who  had  listened  with  them 
wlii-n  l)oth  were  j-oung  to  "Tho  Bird  of 
Life    That    Sang    Upon    the    Bough."

THE   FIRST   PEANUTS. 

Milwaukee  Sentinel:  "Few  people 
who  buy  a  bag  of  peanuts  on  the 
street  for  5  cents  realize  the  extent  of 
the  peanut  industry,"  said  A.  P.  Bryan 
of  Norfolk,  Va.  "It  Is  a  fact  that  the 
total  sales  of  peanuts  amount  annu- 
ally to  between  $8,000,000  and  $10,- 
000,000  and  some  salesmen  sell  as 
high  as  1,000.000  bushels  each  year. 

"The  seeds  of  the  peanut  are  plant- 
ed like  beans,  and  when  the  vines  have 
come  up  and  the  nuts  are  ready  for 
harvesting  the  farmer  takes  a  culti- 
vator especially  made  for  that  pur- 
pose and  starts  down  the  long  rows. 
On  either  side  of  this  cultivator  are 
two  long  knives  which  sink  into  the 
ground  sufficiently  to  cut  the  tap  root 
of  the  vine.  The  same  process  is 
gone   through    with   on   the   other  side 


of  the  vine.  The  main  root  being  thua 
severed  and  the  ground  loosened,  the 
vines  are  lifted  into  shocks  like  corn. 
They  are  cured  by  allowing  them  to 
stand  in  the  sun  for  about  10  days, 
when  colored  women  and  children  are 
sent  Into  the  field  to  pick  the  nuts 
from  the  vines.  An  average  picker 
will  pick  about  five  bushels  a  day,  for 
which  he  is  paid  at  the  rate  of  10 
cents  a   bushel. 

"It  is  not  known  how  peanuts  first 
came  to  this  country.  Both  Africa 
and  A.^ia  claim  the  distinction  of  be- 
ing the  home  of  this  vegetable.  Its 
first  record  In  the  United  States  dates 
back  to  1850.  In  1S61  the  crop 
amounted  to  about  50,000  bushels, 
but  It  was  the  circus  that  really  made 
the  peanut  a  valuable  article  of  com- 
merce. At  the  present  time  the  crop 
amounts  to  about  11,000,000  bushels 
annually.  Virginia  and  North  Caro- 
lina still  maintain  their  lead,  but  Ten- 
nessee now  raises  about  800,000  bush- 
els, though  of  an  Inferior  quality.  Of 
the  ordinary  variety  about  22  pounds 
make    a   bushel." 
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E  have  reached  that 
W^  point  in  our  business

PASTOR  ORDERED 
TO  LEAVE  CITY 

He  Calls  for  Lid  and 

"Business  Interests 

Protest. 

Mason  City,  Iowa.  Nov.  2.— Rev.  S.  M. 
Johnson,  formerly  pastor  of  the  Christian 
church  of  this  city  and  well  known  over 
Iowa,  but  now  pastor  of  the  Christian 
ehurch  at  Litchfield.  111.,  has  been  or- 
dered out  of  the  city  by  the  element 
he  has  been  opposing  in  his  crusado 
against  vice.  Mr.  Johnson  has  been  car- 
rying on  a  series  of  meetings  in  whiclx 
certain  things  have  been  spoken  against. 
I'he  letter  was  as  follows; 
Rev.  S.   M.  Johnson: 

Dear  Sir:  You  had  better  quit  preach- 
ing against  certain  business  interests  of 
this  city.  You  are  hurting  business.  The 
quicker  you  get  out  or  the  place  the 
better,  and  we  will  give  you  until  Jan.  1 
to  find  another  place.

Petersburg.  Wednesday.  and  pre- 
sented a  formal  order  for  the  delivery 
of  575  pounds  of  pyroxylin  and  150 
pounds  of  smokeless  powder.  The 
material  was  delivered,  and  the  men 
loaded  It  on  their  wagon  and  drove 
away.  They  have  not  been  cap- 
tured. The  powder  stores,  which  are 
the  largest  In  the  country,  are  guard- 
ed by  an  entire  regiment  of  infantry. 
During  the  banquet  of  the  St. 
Petersburg  Law  school,  in  honor  of 
its  i>rofessor3  and  graduates,  M.  Sab- 
urotT  paid  a  tribute  to  Trofos-sors 
Mouromtseff  and  Kareieff,  members 
of  the  defunct  parliament.  Shouting 
from  the  assembled  graduates  com- 
pletely drowned  his  words.  Then  the 
men  rushed  on  M.  Saburoff,  tore  the 
law  school  badges  from  his  breast, 
and,  after  kicking  him  and  beating 
him  with  their  fists,  dragged  him 
from  the  hall.  The  law  school  stu- 
dents are  men  from  high  circles,  and 
nearly  half  the  members  of  the  pres- 
ent coun:^ll  of  the  empire  are  its 
graduates. 

tUn.  Kaulbar.s.  governor  general  of 
Odessa,  has  lieen  in.structed  by  the 
senate  to  put  the  entire  local  mu- 
nicipality on  trial,  en  the  charge  of 
having  established  a  committee  of 
public  .safety  during  the  anti-Jewish 
attacks  of  last  year.  The  effect  of 
this  will  be  to  exclude  the  opposi- 
tion members  of  the  municipality 
from  voting  for  members  of  parlia- 
ment. 

Preparations  for  the  parliamentary 
elections  ar«^  rapidly  advancing.  The 
reglstrative  li.'^ls  are  much  shorter  than 
those  of  the  last  election,  owing  to  the 
exclusion  of  thousands  of  voters  under 
the  senate  ruling  of  Oct.  20.

000  more  than  Count  Witte,  when  pre- 
mier spent. 

Work  was  suspended  today  at  the  wo- 
man's university  and  academies,  as  a 
mark  of  sympathy  with  two  students, 
Anastasle  Mameiva  and  Ana  Benedic- 
tova.  who  were  executed  Tuesday  at 
Cronstadt  for  complicity  in  the  con- 
spiracy. Oct.  IS.  to  blow  up  the  building 
where  the  court  martial  trying  the 
mutiny  cases  was  sitting,  in  revenge 
for  the  execution  of  mutineers.  Both 
were  young  and  engaged  in  their  first 
terroristic  attempt. 

The  supreme  military  court  has  con- 
firmed the  sentence  of  Capt.  Bolgahoff 
to  three  and  a  half  years  imprisonment 
In  a  fortress,  for  engaging  In  revolu- 
tionary agitation  among  the  Russian 
prisoners  in  Japan.  He  was  one  of  the 
defenders  of  Port  Arthur  and  was 
decorated  with  the  St.  George's  Cross 
and  presented  with  a  golden  sword  for 
bravery.

I'p  to  noon  today  the 
Municipal  Reformers  had  won  610 
seats,  the  Progressives  222  and  the 
Labor  and  Independent  candidates  77, 
out   of  a   total   of   1.362. 

The  provincial  municipal  elections 
plso  have  resulted  in  a  rout  for  the 
Liberals.  The  campaigns  in  the  prov- 
inces were  mostly  conducted  on  po- 
litical party  lines.  Incomplete  re- 
.-^ults  show  that  the  Liberals  have 
sustai.ied  a  net  loss  of  thirty-three 
representatives,  and  that  the  Con- 
servatives have  a  net  gain  of  fifty- 
nine.  The  Labor  party  has  a  net 
gain  of  nine.

Ho  denied  that  he  wijj  Lwj- 
pold.  but  when  ttie  chief  of  police  threat- 
ened to  bring  his  relative.s  to  identify  , 
him,  he  said:  "I  am  Leopold  and  the 
man    they   are   looking   for." 

In  the  prisoner's  pockets  wore  $1.20  in 
cash,  an  Elks  lodge  pin.  a  railway  ticket 
from  Lake  Crystal  to  Mankato,  cigarette 
papers,  a  druggist's  knife,  a  scapula,  a 
fountain  pen,  a  bunch  of  keys  and  a 
notebook  with  .several  pages  torn  out.

"This  will  introduce  Mr.  Wrenn,  a  good 
friend  of  mine.

Important    Work   That 

Was  Done  by  the 

Grand  Lodge. 

Grand  Forks,  N.  D..  Nov.  2.— George  A. 
Bangs,  one  of  the  two  North  Dakota 
representatives  to  tlie  supreme  lodge, 
Knights  oi:  Pythias,  has  returned  from 
New  Orleans.  Speaking  of  tlie  insur- 
ance feature  of  the  work  of  the  su- 
preme   lodge,   Mr.    Bangs   says: 

"This  rank  has  Increased  In  import- 
ance until  it  niaj'  be  fairly  said  now  to 
overtop  any  otiier  single  subject.  It 
has  more  than  80,<W0  members,  with  ap- 
proximately ?125,0O'J.f>0y  of  benefits  out- 
standing. It  has  paid  since  its  organ- 
ization approximately  $25,00(),(W0  to  the 
widows  and  orphans  of  Knights  of 
Pythia.i.  Its  income  last  year  was  over 
fi.im.W),  and  the  death  losses  paid  were 
Jl.aJO.OtXJ. 

"Like  all  American  Insurance  com- 
panies it  had  neglected  the  lessons 
furnislied  by  the  English  societies.  It 
was  furnishing  but  little  better  than 
temporary  insurance  and  in  the  past 
there  have  been  necessary  readjust- 
ments and  Increases  of  rates  about  each 
six  years. 

"The  newly  adopted  plans  do  not  in 
any  way  disturb  tne  old  members;  their 
rates  are  neither  readjusted,  raised  nor 
in  any  way  altered.  There  is  a  large 
body  of  those  men  who  sincerely  be- 
lieve, or  at  least  claim  to  do  so.  that 
the  fraternal  society  should  glory  in 
its  defiance  of  the  natural  laws  of  busi- 
I  ne.ss  and  should  violate  the  plainest 
principles  of  fraternity.  Their  pres- 
ence must  be  recognized.  No  change 
has  been  made  in  their  plans  or  rates. 

"The  new  plan  is  the  application  of 
business  principles  to  fraternal  Insur- 
ance. It  recognizes  the  fact  that  a 
member  of  a  fraternal  insurance  con.- 
panv  lives  no  longer  than  a  policy- 
hold'er  in  an  old-line  company,  and  the 
death  losses  which  must  be  met  and 
paid  by  the  fraternal  are  just  as  great 
or  greater  than  that  of  the  old-line 
company.  It  is  in  the  items  of  expense 
that  the  fraternal  has  an  advantage  im- 
possible for  the  old-line  companies  to 
overcome.  .  ^    ,    . 

"The  average  cost  of  obtaining  new 
business  in  tiie  fraternal  societies  i.s 
from  $8  to  $10  per  member,  as  compared 
with  which,  in  1904,  as  disclosed  by  the 
report  of  the  Armstrong  commission 
(the  statement  being  made  by  the  com- 
panies themselves),  the  co.st  of  writing 
new  business  in  the  old-line  is  from 
$*W  to  $200  per  policy.  The  fraternals 
distribute  their  benefits  at  a  cost  of 
$60  per  1.000.  while  the  old-line  cona- 
pany    cost    runs    into    the    iiundreds    of 

dollars.  ,  , ,       ,      ..        *...„ 

"If  the  fraternals  would  adopt  rates 
which  would  insure  confidence  in  thejr 
performance,  their  growth  would  be 
greater  than  in  the  p.ast  and  in  their 
field  they  would  be  powerful  competit- 
ors to  the  old-line  companies. 

"The  rates  of  the  new  fifth  class  are 
based  upon  the  American  experience 
table  with  interest  at  3V4  per  cent. 
Commissioners  of  the  various  states  to 
whom  the  plan  was  submitted  imme- 
diately approved  it.  The  rates  adopted 
are  materially  less  than  the  raters  for 
similar   policies    issued   by    the   old-line 

'^^^'The'old  Idea  of  fratemallsm  required 


and  approved  the  confiscation  of  the 
accumulations  of  all  lapsed  or  retiring 
members.  The  new  fifth  plan  requires 
each  withdrawing  member  to  furnish 
a  new  one  to  take  his  place  in  order 
th.it  the  society  may  lie  perpetuated 
and  for  the  excess  of  his  amnimulatlons 
over  the  amount  required  to  obtain 
such  new  member,  there  is  granted 
him  at  his  option  either  paid  up  or  ex- 
tended Insurance. 

"Automatically  the  institution  grants 
In-surance  at  the  minimum  safe  cost, 
but  furnishes  no  insurance  at  less  than 
cost,  thus  perpetuating  the  order.  All 
funds  on  hand  are  to  be  held  in  trust 
for  the  benefit  of  the  present  member- 
ship. This  will  an.ount  on  Jan.  1,  1*)7, 
to  almost  $2,000,000  ;ind  will  be  used  in 
making  loans  for  the  payment  of  pre- 
miums or  assessments  of  any  of  the 
members  who  desire  to  transfer  to  the 
fifth  class  upon  adequate  rates.  In  any 
event  the  full  amount  on  hand  will  be 
used  to  reduce,  if  possible,  and  to  pre- 
vent additional  assessments  upon  the 
present  members. 

"Zeno  M  Host,  insurance  commission- 
er of  Wisconsin,  was  elected  a  member 
of  the  board  and  his  presence  guaran- 
tees   sound    business    principles. 

"The  old-line  societies  through  In- 
vestigating committees  have  had  tneir 
evfls  ruthlessly  exposed.  The  soclet  es 
ean  escape  a  similar  fate  only  by  appU- 
Ing   the   ren^edy   themselves. 

MlCnELETMADE 
SUPERINTENDENT 

At  White  Earth  Agency 
to  End  the  Long 
Fight. 

Washington,  Nov.  2.-Secretary 
Hitchcock  has  ordered  two  important 
changes  affecting  the  administration 
of  affairs  on  both  the  Indian  reser- 
vations in  Minnnesota.  At  White 
Earth  the  status  of  Simon  Michelet, 
the  agent,  is  changed  to  bonded  su- 
perintendent, and  at  Leech  Lake  the 
northern  part  of  the  reservation  Is 
taken  from  Agent  Prater's  Jurisdic- 
tion and  put  In  charge  of  Earl  W. 
Allen,  bonded  superintendent  of  the 
Red    Lake    school. 

The  change  at  White  Earth  has 
been  under  consideration  for  .some 
time.  For  the  past  year  there  has 
been     friction     between     Michelet    and 


the  superintendent  of  schools  at  that 
agency,  which  interfered  materially 
with  the  transaction  of  public  busi- 
ness. Two  plans  were  under  con- 
sideration—one  to  place  the  schools 
in  charge  of  the  superintendent,  with 
absolute  authority,  independent  of  the 
agent,  and  the  other  to  change  Mi- 
chelel's  rank  from  agent  to  bonded 
superintendent.  It  was  finally  decid- 
ed to  place  authority  over  the  agency 
and  schools  in  the  hands  of  one  man, 
and  Michelet  will  in  the  future  have 
entire  charge  of  everything  on  the 
reservation,  with  the  present  su- 
perintendent as  asisistant  of  schoola 
under  him. 

The  change  at  Leech  Lake  wa» 
brought  about  because  of  tlie  great 
distance  of  the  Red  Lake  reservation 
from  the  Leech  Lake  agency,  and  the 
dithculty  in  administrating  affairs  m 
that  part  of  the  Leech  Dake  reser- 
vation. Supt.  Allen  will  have  inde- 
pendent jurisdiction,  and  will  be  re- 
sponsible to  the  Indian  bureau,  and 
not  to  Agent  Frater. 

The  secretary's  action  in  regard  to 
Michelet  means  the  end  of  the  f^ght 
v/hich  has  been  made  on  that  offlclai 
for  about  two  years.

foreign  to  his  kind,  lie  never  showed  with 
brilliancy  as  a  snake  hunter,  save  upon 
one  occasion,  find  I  am  now  about  to  get 
to  that  «Kca.«k>n. 

■"As  I  said  before,  Romy  and  I  went 
quite  fietjuently  to  the  side  yard  to 
watch  the  poultry,  and  it  was  while  there 
one  afternoon  that  the  coon  had  a  chance 
to  bring  to  the  surface  what  was  really 
In   nim. 

•We  had  been  troubled  greatly  by 
pnakes  that  summer,  snakes  whieh  not 
only  ate  the  little  chickens,  but  went  so 
far  as  to  sometimes  sample  the  pullets, 
and  every  man  on  the  place'  who  killed 
one  of  the  things  would  receive  a  prize 
of  50  cents  from  father.  The  reptiles  that 
proved  such  a  bother  and  a  menace  were 
of  the  bla' k  snake  fam:ly.  long,  skinny 
<  r:twlers.  with  no  venom  in  their  fangs, 
i.ut  said  to  have  a  little  of  the  constrictor 
ill  Ihem  and  to  be  able  to  crush  any 
very  small  creature  in  their  folds.  All 
sorts  of  common  snakes  were  plentiful 
in  the  section,  but  the  black  snakes  were 
the  only  ones  which  invaded  the  poul- 
try yards  in  the  bn»fid  light  of  day  after 
piey,  and,  as  the  hands  were  quite  pro- 
Ilcient  In  killing  them,  father  paid  out 
<iuite  a  lew  dollars  that  season  in  i>rl2e 
mcmey. 

"On  several  occasions  when  the  hired 
men  had  killed  snakes  In  the  poultry  yard, 
Romy  and  1  had  had  seats  in  the  grand 
stand,  and  1  could  not  but  notice  that 
the  coon  watched  the  game  keenly, 
and  his  black  little  eyes  growing  larger 
and  his  whole  frame  shaking  witii  ex- 
citement. 

"We!.',  one  d.'.y,  just  after  the  noon 
lunch  hour.  1  was  perched  en  the  steps 
of  the  fx^rcli,  which  extended  along  the 
chicken  yard,  and  Romy  was  there, 
crouched  "on  all  fours,  at  my  side,  his 
funny  little  eyes  taking  in  every  detail 
of  the  prospect  before  us,  and  his  pointed  1  animal  s 
little  face  resting  on  liis  lorepaws.

Leioking  toward  the  yard,  I  saw  the  fowls 
running  in  my  dii<.(  tion  and  fiway  from 
llie:  ntighboriiood  of  the  chicictn  house; 
tht  mother  hens  had  their  wings  extended 
and  were  shoeing  their  downy-breasted 
progeny  before  them;  the  ro<isters,  with 
fluffed  feathers,  and 
m.'tnly  prerogative,  thJtt 
their  families,  with  rapid  slrlde.s  were 
leading  the  flight,  and  the  ducks  and 
geese  were  taking  to  the  waters  of  the 
pond  as  fast  as  Ibeir  waddling  legs  would 
carry   them. 

"Something  of  a  startling  character  had 
obtruded  itself  upon  the  peace  of  the 
liarnyard  tommflnlty,  of  that  there  could 
be  no  doubt,  but  for  a  few  moments  I  was 
unable  to  discover  just  what  that  some- 
thing was.  Finally,  however,  when  the 
stampede  had  become  general,  1  saw  the 
reason  for  the  turmoil,  and  sufficient  rea- 
son it  was,  I  assure  you.  Coming  from 
i  under  tht  chicken  house,  in  a  slow, 
(stealthy  glide,  was  a  black  snake,  one  of 
the  largest  1  had  ever  seen.  The  snake 
was  thin,  like  all  Its  species,  liardly  an 
inch  in  diameter,  and  at  tlie  distance  he 
appeared  a  little  thicker  than  a  clothes 
line.

cruel  black  beads. 

"The  snake  remained  inactive  for  only 
a  few  seconds,  and  then,  lowering  his 
he-ad  to  the  ground,  he  started  on  a 
sinuous  slide  across  the  yard,  in  the 
trail  taken  by  the  fugitives.  The  fowls 
by  this  time  were  scattered  In  all  direc- 
tions, and  the  snake  was  headeei  directly 
toward  the  st»ps,  at  the  foot  of  which  sat 
a  bewildered  hen.  with  her  trembling 
chicks  under  her  spread  wings. 

"NohcHiy  was  about,  all  the  hired  men 
being  in  tlie  field  and  the  family  and  the 
servants  occupied  in  some  other  eiuarter 
of  the  house.  I  sat  paralyzed  with  fenr, 
unable  to  do  anything,  and  when  the 
snake  had  reached  about  three  yards 
from  the  steps,  he  suddenly  stopped  and 
drew  himself  up  into  a  coil.  1  knew  what 
that  meant;  the  destroyer  was  f>reparlng 
for  a  spring  upon  the  defenseless  t)rood, 
but  as  the  terrible  head  swayed  slowly 
on  the  curved  neck  and  the  forkeel  tongue

FASHIONS  IN  HORSES. 
With  regard  to  itorses  used  for 
pleasure  and  sport  in  thia  country 
there  has  generally  been  a  fashion, 
says  the  London  Field.  Probably  at 
the  present  monvnt  breeders  of  hack- 
neys are  the  most  particular  with  re- 
gard to  color,  for  at  the  last  hackney 
show  it  was  gerierally  noticed  how 
,  greatly  chestnut,  horses  were  In  the 
^ascendant.  It  la-  P'>.''sibly  the  case, 
too,  that  a  majority  of  the  best  step- 
ping horses  one  sees  in  the  park  are 
In  these  days  chestnuts ;  m.any  hand- 
some bays  and  hrpwns  there  are,  too, 
but  the  chestnuts  '  are  now  almost 
strongest  numerically  of  thos.?  horses 
which  appear  to  be  of  purely  hack- 
ney blood. 

Of  course,  whdiii  one  ."Jee^  a  smart 
pair  go  quickly,  past,  which  one  is 
unable  to  identify,-  it  is  Impossible  to 
say  offhand  whether  they  are  true— 1. 
o..  stud  book— hackneys  or  not;  but 
tile  breed  has  made  such  enormous 
strides  In  recent  years  that  It  is  now 
possible  to  guess  with  a  fair  amount 
of  certainty  which  of  the  hor.ses  one 
s.-es  In  the  park  or  In  the  West  end 
streets  are  stud  book  hackney.s.  Not 
oiilv  have  the  numbers  increased,  but 
so  "also  ha.s  the  desire  to  be  possessed 
of  these  horses,  and  thus  the  har- 
nr«ss  horse  of  obvious  hackney  cut  is 
far  more  in  evidence  than  he  was  a 
few  years  ago.  As  the  light  built 
victoria  has  succeeded  the  heavy 
barouche,  so  has  the  lighter  made 
stepping  horse  succeeded  tiie  bigger 
and  strong-T  harness  horse  of  the 
Cleveland  bay  or  Yorkshire  coach 
hor.so  type;  and  whereas  a  generation 
ago  bay  v.-as  alnvist  certainly  the 
dominating  color  in  the  park,  it  now 
hardly  more  tlian  sharers  the  honors 
with   chestnut   and   brown. 

Bay   and   brown   arc,   it    need    hardly 

be       stated,      the     commonest       colors 

among  all   half  bred   horses,   and    thus 

'  the    ordinary    pair    of    general    utility 

I  carriage   horses,    possibly   good    enough 

I  and    honest    nags,    but    with    no    great 

pretensions   to   breeding  or   action,   are 

I  as    a    rule    either    bay    or    brown;    but 

if    one    Ignores    the    ordinary    harness 

horse,    and    only    takes    cognizance    of 

Ine    showv    trapper,    chestnut    will    be 

found  to  have  made  a  great  advance. 

This     coupled    with    the    fact    that    so 

many    of     the     Islington     winners    are 

chestnut.        certainly      suggests       that 

breeders   of   stud    book   hackneys   have 

deliberat.^ly     tried     to     produce     horses 

of  this  color. 

Tlie  evidence  J^it-o  fashion  in  the 
color  of  team.«j^f  not  very  pro- 
nounced, though  it  is  almost  certain 
that  every  fouMWiand  driver  has 
some  particular  •firfcy  in  thi.s  direc- 
tion In  the  hunllttg  field  fashion  in 
color  Is  not  mu<>h"«bserved.  but  It  !s 
pretty  cc-rtain  that-  there  are  noth- 
ing like  so  martX.  |ro»>d  gray  horses 
as  there  used  to  be  a  few  years  ago. 
It  ia  seldom  that  •^•■. skewbald  or  pie- 
tjald  horse  is  3e*n  in  the  hunting 
field.,  while  a  roan  ia  rare,  and  when 
he  Is  to  be  fogi^iia  more  often  a 
blue  roan  than  i-a  .strawberry  roan. 
As  for  the  declln^f  the  gray,  this 
IS  simply  due  t<<  flft  fact  that  there 
are  very  few  grJ?^  ,.{slres  in  the  coun- 
try. 


The  price  of  steam  coal  In  Duluth 
and  tributary  country  this  winter  will 
depend  upon  the  rail  rate  on  coal  from 
the  mines,  and  upon  the  cost  of  mining. 
The  cost  of  mining  probably  will  re- 
main the  same  during  the  winter  as 
in  the  past,  so  the  price  will  depend 
largely  upon  the  rail  rates,  for  there 
is  at  present  a  big  shortage  of  steam 
coal  on  the  Head  of  the  Lakes  docks, 
and    many    of    the    shipping    companies 

are  refusing  to  accept  ordera  for  It, 
and  are  doing  no  shipping  except  to 
such  concerns  as  already  have  con- 
tracts  for  the   fuel. 

The  supply  of  soft  coal  and  anthra- 
cite for  domestic  use  is  sufficient  to 
meet  all  demands.  It  is  only  in  the 
other  variety  taat  there  is  a  scarcity. 
Steam  coal  is  the  kind  used  by  rail- 
roads, mines  and  big  factories.  It  is 
very  unusual  that  orders  should  bo  re- 
fused at  this  season  of  the  year.  The 
fact  that  they  .are  refused  is  because 
the  demand  has  been  much  heavier  this 
year  than  generally  is  the  case,  and  be- 
cause of  the  shortage  of  cars  in  the 
mining  districts,  which  has  caused 
about  one-half  the  mines  to  cease  oper- 
ations altogether. 

The  movemeiU  of  coal  out  of  Duluth 
over  the  railroads  is  exceedingly  heavy 
Just  now.  Despite  the  limited  supply 
of  steam  coal  the  roads  are  unable  to 
come  smywhero  near  taking  care  of  the 
business  offered  by  the  coal  companies. 
There  is  a  siiortage  of  cars,  and  the 
yards  are  In  a  condition  that  may  well 
be  called  congested,  which  greatly  in- 
terferes with  tho  handling  of  the  com- 
modity. -     ,    ,  ,. 

The  recent  decrea.se  In  freight  rates 
on  coal  does  not  affect  Duluth  in  the 
least.  If  any  benefit  is  derived  it  will 
be  at  interior  points.  The  decrease 
amounted  to  from  10  cents  to  45  cents 
a  ton.  Thus  far  It  is  said  that  the  re- 
tail prices  at  interior  points  have  not 
dropped  as  a  result  of  the  reduction. 
While  the  rail  rate  west  of  here  has 
been  cut  there  has  been  a  recent  in- 
crease oi  10  or  15  cents  a  ton.  Ins, 
with  the  shortage  of  steam  coal.  Has 
brought  the  price  of  this  variety  about 
50  <ent3  a  ton  higher  than  it  was  at 
Uiis  time  last  year.  Prices  of  other 
grades  Is  .about  the  same  as  last  year. 

The  outlook  for  getting  more  steam 
coal  via  the  lakes  this  year  is  very 
blue  The  amount  being  sent  forward 
from  the  East  will  not  nearly  meet  the 
demands  of  the  W^est,  and  hardship  is 
likely  to  result  on  mose  w^ho  have  not 
.  ontracted  for  their  winter  coal,  and 
there  are  many  such.

The  average  temperature  for  Oc- 
tober was  42  deg.,  wlilch  ia  lowe* 
than  any  other  October  excepting 
those  of  1875.  1876.  1887  and  li»05,  all 
of  which  averaged  41  deg.  The  high- 
est teniperatrue  was  77  deg.,  on  tlie 
3rd,  while  the  lowest  was  on  the  30th, 
when   it   went   down   to   13   deg. 

There  was  a  total  precipitation  dur- 
ing the  month  of  2.34  inches  and  4.5 
inches  of  snow  fell.  The  average 
precipitation  for  October  for  the  last 
thirty-five  years  is  2.«)9  inches.  .The 
prevailing  winds  were  from  the  north- 
west, with  an  average  liourly  veloc-- 
ity  of  12.6  miles  per  hour.  The  maxi- 
mum velocity  was  fifty  miles,  from 
the  northwest,  on  Oct.  27.  October 
had  six  clear  days,  eleven  partly 
cloudy   and    fourteen    cloudy.

Nov.  3.— A  conference 
between  the  Indians  and  troops  today 
resulted  In  an  agreement  by  the  Utes 
to  return  with  Col.  Rogers  to  Fort 
Meade.  S.  D.,  to  be  taken  care  of  there 
by  the  government,  while  Chiefs  Red 
Cap  and  Black  Whiskers  go  to  Wash- 
ington to  ta;k  the  matter  over  with 
Pre.sldent  Roosevelt.  The  Utes  will 
go  overland  with  tj-oops  of  the  Sixth 
cavalry.  The  Indians  have  not  been 
disarmtd  and  v.ill  not  be,  as  long  as 
they  take  no  threatening  action.  They 
are  almost  lour  'hundred  strong  and 
have  1,100  ponies,  and  are  still  camped 
on  Little  Powder  ilver  in  Montana,  35 
miles   jiortheast    of    Mocrhead. 

The  surrender  of  the  Utes  came  as 
a  result  of  the  faiiure  of  their  emis- 
saries to  induce  the  Cheyennes  to 
join  them,  and  of  the  closing  In 
about  thern  of  nearly  TOO  United 
States  cavalrymen,  und..>r  the  com-^ 
mand    of    Col.    J.    Angus. 

For  a  time  the  Indians  caused 
general  alarm  in  Ea.'^tern  Montana 
and  Western  Wyoming  and  many  of 
the  white  .settlers  sent  their  families 
to  places  of  safety  and  Ifirtihed  their 
ranch  houses  in  anticipation  of  at- 
tacks. Fortunately,  however,  the 
Utes   committed    no   hostile   acts. 

The  Utes,  including  about  £00  war- 
riors and  the  same  number  of  women 
and  children,  left  their  eld  reserva- 
tion in  Eastern  Utah,  about  three 
weeks  ago,  declaring  ttiat  they  were 
being  slowly  star\t.d  there,  because 
of  lack  of  gfrmo  and  their  inability 
to  -aisp  crops  on  their  barren  land. 
They  were  well  supplied  with  arms 
and  bought  much  prfiyteions  on  their 
way  north.  They  deoJared  that  they 
wanted  only  to  go  to  some  reserva- 
tion   where    they    could    get    fowl. 

Tho  Indians  wiil  jirobably  be  kept 
at  Fort  Mt'ade  this  winter  on  gov- 
ernment rations  aiid  may  be  assigned 
a    new    reservation    in   the   spring.

Virginia  and  the  Old  Dominion  steamer 

Monroe  In  from  New  York,  the  largest 

of  her  line,  were  In  collision  in  Hamp- 
ton Roada  today,  iht  Monroe  ramming 
the  battle.=;hip.  The  Virginia's  after 
port  guns  aiid  davits  were  damaged. 
Tht     Monroe's    prow    was    badly    bent. 

The  Virginia's  steering  gear  seemed 
to  become  deraiiged  and  she  sheared 
out  of  her  course.  The  Monroe  could 
not  stop,  nor  could  she  change  her 
course  in  time,  so  she  -  struck  th>.- 
battleship  on  the  after  part  of  her 
armor  belt  and  raked  her  starboard 
quarter.  One  set  of  the  battieshlp'n 
davits  were  turned  inboard,  while  two 
of  the  six-inch  and  one  of  the  ihree^- 
inch  afterguns  were  raked  and  ma- 
terially damaged. 

The  Monroe  sustained  a  bad  twist  of 
her  steel  prow,  and  the  damage  to 
her  may  prove  more  serious  than  la 
now  apparent.  A  survey  will  be  madv 
of    both    vessels. 

There  were  many  immigrants  aboard 
the  Monroe,  and  when  the  ships  crash- 
ed, the  women  set  up  a  loud  outcry. 
They  were  soon  c-almed.

Charles  Gasper  was  an  old  resident

New  Officers  Arc  Elected 

and  Resolutions  Are 

Adopted. 


The  last  session  of  the  sixth  annual 
meeting  of  the  Range  Teachers'  associa- 
tion was  held  this  morning  at  the  high 
school. 

A  .series  of  round  table  discussions  oc- 
cupied the  early  hours  of  the  morning 
and  a  general  session  was  held  at  10:30 
o'clock,    which   was  well   attended. 

The  principal  speaker  of  the  morning 
was  President  John  W.  Cook  of  the 
Northern  Illinois  State  Normal  school, 
who  delivered  a  forceful  and  helpful  ad- 
Qicss  on  "Tendencies  of  Modern  Educa- 
tion." In  his  address  Mr.  Cook  showed 
him.«elf  to  be  In  sympathy  with  the  mod- 
ern and  progressive  ideas  ot  education 
and  his  talk  was  iistened  to  with  much 
pkasure.    fie  .said  in  part: 

What  is  education?  We  are  working  just 
as  hard  today  for  a  detinition  of  educa- 
tion as  we  were  a  thou.sand  years  ago. 
When  we  lenve  a  normal  school,  there 
is  not  one  of  us  but  can  at  least  rtehne 
education  and  as  far  as  IMato  goes  with 
his  "symmetrical  development  ot  all  the 
powers'  an»i  so  on,  we  have  no  fault  to 
tind,  but  Willi  education,  all  embracing 
with  its  inrtnile  complexity  and  its  tre- 
mondi^us  power,  wlio  shall  encompass  in  a 
sentence,  a  paragraph  or  a  volume  a  com- 
plete dehnitiun   of   it? 

"Kducation  i.'i  tlie  process  of  civilization. 
Tell  me  what  the  education  of  a  nation 
is  and  I  will  tell  you  what  its  civilization 
is,  ami  by  Us  civilization  you  can  tell  its 
educational  j>togress.

The  ed- 
ciittoif.l  movement  is  spent  in  develop- 
ing piocessis  by  whiih  man  becomes  man 
In  the  highe.st  meaning  of  the  word.  It 
the  coming  generation  should  be  deprived 
of  education,  civilization  would  di.«*appear. 
Science  and  art.  would  be  things  un- 
known, for  all  civilization  is  in  the  minfls 
of  men  and  women.  When  the  teacher 
who  is  impres.sed  with  the  position  he 
occupies,  thinks  of  these  things,  he  can- 
not help  but  regard  highly  the  singular 
an   limomeiiioiis  vocation  that  is  his. 

"EducaUon  is  the  development  of  the 
human  conseiousness.  the  process  of 
awakening  th»*  human  soul  to  mean.s  of 
adjusting  Itself  to  its  environment.  The 
con.sciousness  coming  into  contact  with 
new  experiericen,  organizes  itself  to  meet 
those  experiences  until  the  process  be- 
comes a  habit.  New  co-ordinations  are 
established  lifting  it  from  plane  to  plane, 
and  new  deinaials  ai'e  con.stantly  lorced 
upon  it.  Tlif?  teacher  must  be  watchful 
that  new  co-ordinations  are  constantly 
.-fupplied,  f<ir  liabit  is  the  vanishing  point 
of  educatlvn." 

Mr.  Cook  traced  at  length  the  develop- 
ment of  educMiion  from  the  period  of 
revival  of  learning  when  bo<iks  an<l  Lattn 
boitk.s  Were  almost  the  only  tiling  held 
out  for  the  education  of  men,  when  chil- 
dren were  «»«>nrtidered  .^niall  adults,  when 
the  same  eonditiiuis  of  study  were  im- 
posed upon  th«?m  <'i|j*»'r}ng  9niy  in  lengtli, 
as  Would  be  civi'  '^iUv-n  by  rmn  of  mature 
age,  to  the  pre^.iif  idoa.s  of  i-ducation 
through  study  of  iibjective  oi>ject3,  the 
developing  of  the  powt^rs  of  Jnitiatttve  with 
less  of  a  slavish   devotion    to   books. 

J.  W.  Olson,  .state  wiperintendent  of 
public  instrudtion,  also  .sjxyke  briefly  of 
the  many-sided  demamls  and  opportuni- 
ties which  come  to  teaciiers  and  their 
resp<jnsibility  In  meeting  them.  "The 
schoolhou.ses  should  be  open  more  than 
they  are  to  classes  of  day  labor.Ts  for 
evening  lessons,"  he  .said.  "They  should 
stand  for  art.i  musical  and  literary  cen- 
ters, generailrtg  cold  indifTerence  into  en- 
ttiiisiasm  for  ri.ghteousness."

INTERVIEWING 
MML  GUILBERT 

Interviewer  Finds  Him- 
self the  One  to  be 
Questioned. 

Minneapolis,  Minn.,  Nov.  3,  1900. — 
One  of  the  most  interesting  exper- 
iences that  cati  be  granted  an  inter- 
viewer  is   to   interview      Mme.    Yvette 

Guilbert.  Why?  Because  Mme.  Gull- 
bert  always  succeeds  in  doing  the  in- 
terviewing. The  interviewer  exper- 
iences a  novel  sensation,  and  before 
he  knows  it  he  is  answering  Ques- 
tions and  acquiring  a  new  and  valu- 
able fund  of  information.  Mme.  Guil- 
bert, who  will  appear  in  Duluth  Mon- 
day evening  with  Albert  Chevalier,  ar- 
river  here  at  noon  yesterday,  giving 
no  physical  indcation  that  during  the 
last  tfiree  weeks  and  four  day.^  she 
has  appeared  in  no  less  than  twenty- 
two  different  cities,  all  the  way  from 
Quebec  to  New  Orleans;  that  during 
that  period  the  luxuay  of  a  bed  has 
been  foreign  to  her,  and  that  she  has 
encountered  all  varieties  of  fcod. 
weather  and  audiences,  French,  Eng- 
lish, American,  Southern,  Northern, 
Western  and  even   Indian.  , 

When  you  begin  interviewing  Mme. 
Guilbert  she  asks  you  all  about  the 
history  of  the  American  theater  and 
of  American  songs.  She  tells  you  that 
she  Is  eager  to  learn  the  names  and 
nature,  quality  and  age  of  the  earli- 
est American  songs,  that  she  is  study- 
ing the  folk-lore  of  the  United  States, 
as  she  is  that  of  her  native  France, 
and  she  adds  that  she  is  particularly 
anxious  to  secure  all  the  quaint,  pa- 
thetic and  comic  songs  with  which  the 
musical  literature  of  this  country  is 
sure  to  abound.  Would  the  inter- 
viewer be  so  good  a.s  to  write  out  a 
list  of  the  old  songs  he  knew  that 
she  might  secure  them.  She  continues: 
"You  know  in  my  beloved  Paris,  Mon- 
sieur, I  have  a  large  collection  of  old 
songs,  oh,  so  old,  and  oh,  so  large  a 
collection.  Not  less  than  40,000 
songs.  Yes.  I  will  give  them  to  the 
French  Museum  when  I  be    dead." 

The  supreme  modesty  of  this  great 
artist  is  then  made  manifest.  "Did  the 
interviewer  think  it  right  that  flow- 
ers should  be  passed  across  the  foot- 
lights to  popular  players?"  Mme. 
Guilbert  thought  It  was  all  wrong.  "In 
every  city  in  which  I  hav^.  had  th« 
honor  to  aopear.  people  have  been  oh. 
so  very  kind.  They  .send  me  flowers. 
Tliey  ask  the  usher  to  hand  them 
across  the  footlights.  But  the  usher 
is  told  never  to  do  it.  Th?  flowers 
must  be  sent  to  my  dressing  room, 
not  acro.ss  the  footlights.  Why?  Be- 
cause my  dear  Monsieur,  if  I  step  for- 
ward to  pick  up  the  flowers,  or  to 
take  them  from  the  usher,  I  must 
step  out  of  the  picture  which  my  art 
has  just  tried  to  create.  Shall  1  cre- 
ate a  .stage  picture,  an  art  ihusion. 
and  then  destroy  it  in  a  moment ".  No, 
Monsieur.  It  is  wrong  to  step  out 
of  the  picture,  and  it  is  also  wrong  for 
the  artist  to  be  Immodest  on  the 
stage,  and  to  step  from  the  picture. 
Monsieur.    Is   to   be   immodest." 

Still  another  question  .set  the  inter- 
viewer to  thinking.  Mme.  Guilbert 
asked  "Of  course  you  have  been  to 
Paris""  The  interviewer  had  not  had 
that  pleasure.  "No,  madame."  he  re- 
plied sadly,  "you  see,  I  have  never 
be-n  abroad.  I  have  never  been  in 
Europe."  Again  the  French  philoso- 
pher Mme.  Guilbert,  speaks:  \ou 
have  not  been  in  Europe?  Ah,  Mon- 
sieur, then  you  do  not  know  your  own 
country."  The  interviewer  had  to  ad- 
mit that  Mme.  Guilbert's  logic  was 
convincing  and  for  the  first  time  he 
realized  that  he  did  not  know  his  own 
country.

As  a  result  of  the  investigation  into 
the  drowning  of  a  boatman  at  St.  Paul, 
during  the  early  part  of  October,  Unit- 
ed .States  Marine  Inspectors  Monaghan 
and  Chalk  have  revoked  the  license  of 
the  captain  of  the  river  steamer.  Bun 
Hersey.  upon  which  the  accident  oc- 
curred. 

On  last  Oct.  10,  Capt.  Edwin  T.  Root 
was  steering  his  boat  near  St.  Paul, 
on  the  Mi.ssi.ssippi  river,  and  signaled 
to  his  engineer,  Gustave  Beyl.  to  re- 
verse the  engine.  As  there  was  no 
response  on  the  part  of  the  engineer, 
the  captain  finally  Investigated  and 
found  Beyl  missing.  He  could  not  be 
located  anywhere,  and  was  finally  given 
up  as  drowned.  It  was  thought  at 
the  time  that  the  engineer  in  leaning 
over  the  side  of  the  boat  for  a  pail  of 
water  had  fallen  over  and  been  carried 
away  by  the  current. 

In  the  report  of  th^^  investigation  by 
the  inspectors,  it  was  stated  that  Capt. 
Root  was  running  his  boat  at  the  time 
without  a  full  crew,  there  being  only 
himself  and  engineer  on  board.  This 
was  a  violation  of  the  law  and  for  this 
reason  the  captain's  license  was  re- 
voked, although  he  could  not  be  held 
directly  responsible  for  the  drowning. 
Beyl's'body  was  found  in  the  river 
some  distance  below  St.  Paul  last  Mon- 
day   morning.

Coach  Stagg  has  an- 
nounced a  geneinl  house-cleaning  and 
renovating  of  his  eleven,  with  especial 
attention  to  his  line,  and  It  is  be- 
lieved the  net  results  will  include  a 
change  in  the  appearance  of  the  Ma- 
roon forward  wall. 

One  or  two  of  the  linemen  are  "on 
probation,"  and  the  coach  will  de- 
mand a  better  showing  than  was 
made  in  the  early  games  if  they  are 
to   keep   their   places. 

Coach  Stagg  declared  last  evening, 
after  the  stiftest  scrimmage  of  the 
week,  that  he  was  dissatisfied  with 
his  line  and  would  give  it  a  general 
shaking  up  During  the  scrimmage 
the  regulars  were  scored  on  by  the 
freshmen  The  'varsity's  goal  line 
was  passed  for  the  first  time  this 
year,  a  fact  which  did  not  Improve 
Stagg's  opinion   of  his  defense. 

Just  what  the  changes  in  Chicago's 
team  will  be  is  as  yet  a  dark  secret 
with  the  coach.  There  are  several 
possibilities,  such  as  Parry  at  end 
instead  of  at  right  tackle;  Jones  at 
Parry's  present  position,  or  Harris 
at  center,  instead  of  Anderson.

Instead  of  placing  a  premium  on 
fr»  ak  football,  will  develop  far  more 
finesse  than  ever  before.  The  poor  use  of 
the  forward  pass  and  other  new  features 
so  far  he  lays  entirely  to  lack  of  train- 
ii.g.  The  opportunity  for  open  play  and 
brilliant  work,  he  declares,  overbalances 
the  trivial  defects,  which  will  be  straight- 
entd  out  bj'  the  end  of  the  season. 

In  the  main  the  games  were  satisfac- 
tory to  most  of  the  critics.  The  Infre- 
quent use  of  the  new  playa  was  a  disap- 
pointment which  will  be  cured  In  time. 
The  fact  that  teams  evenly  matched 
failed  to  make  ten  yards  in  three  downs 
lu  ot  little  Interest  If  Coach  Stagg's  pre- 
diction that  the  forward  pass  and  on- 
side  kick  will  ultimately  bo  worked  to 
perfection  by  well-trained  elevens  is  real- 
iz€d. 

■'The  belief  that  the  new  rules  are 
somewhat  of  a  frost  is  not  Justified  in  the 
least,"  said  Stagg.  "The  rules  were  not 
intended  to  make  a  hit-or-miss  game,  and 
they  will  not  do  so.  The  mistakes  so  far 
are  due  to  lack  of  experience  and  train- 
ing. Flukes  are  to  be  expected  when  the 
rules  are  not  more  than  half  digested  yet. 
The  game  will  be  much  different  next 
season. 

"When  the  ten-yard  rule  was  made  It 
was  offset  by  the  forward  pass  rule  and 
other  provisions  tending  to  make  up  the 
handicap  of  the  added  distance.  Just  be- 
cause these  tricks  are  not  perfected  is  no 
reason  why  thejr  cannot  be  learned  at  all. 
I  believe  the  good  t^ms  will  get  the  for- 
ward pass  and  onslclo  kick  down  pat  so 
that  there  will  bo  very  little  or  no  fluk- 
ing—no  more  than  before

This  country  is  diffl- 
cut  of  access,  but  when  reached,  is  said 
;to  be  less  dangerous  to  the  hunter  and 
more  likely  to  yield  a  deer  and  perhaps 
a  moose,  than  any  of  the  much  hunted 
district  between  Duluth  and  the  range 
towns.

Edmund  Vance  Cooke,  the  well  known 
poet,   on   Friday. 

Mr  Cooke,  who  came  here  to  speaK 
to  the  teachers'  convention,  consented 
to  deliver  several  of  his  own  poems 
to  the   pupils. 

He  said  that  the  man  who  is  most 
in  the  public  eye  just  now  is  not  the 
president  of  the  United  States,  nor 
the  head  of  the  teachers'  convention. 
but  the  man  who  can  buck  the^  line 
the  hardest.  The  first  thing  he  heard 
of  on  entering  town  was  the  football 
team.  .     .. 

Mr.  Cooke  then  gave  a  recitation 
on  a  football  game,  telling  how  all 
the  members  of  the  original  team 
were  laid  out,  one  by  one,  and  of 
the  sweet  girl  student,  who  condoles 
with  them  for  a  few  brief  seconds, 
as  they  are  being  carried  out,  and 
then  returns  to  her  frenzied  cheering 
for  the  rest  of  the  team.  The  man-, 
ner  in  which  it  was  told  by  Mr.  Cooke 
convulsed    the    pupils    with    laughter. 

The    next    poem    illustrated    the    feel-

Miss  Roberta  is  convincing  In  every 
phase  of  the  character  and  pl.»ys  it 
with  genius  and  without  rant.  Her 
I'auline  Darcy  is  natural  and  the  tor- 
tures which  the  young  girl  suffers  are 
depicteil  falllifiilly  and  with  a  force 
that    Is   compelling. 

The  company  is  one  capable  though 
not  especially  lirilliant  in  any  charac- 
ter. Thurslow  Bergen,  as  the  young 
man  whom  r'.iuline  loves  is  manly, 
clean  and  intelligent.

Intrepid  Explorer  Fails,

New  York.  Nov.  3. — Commander 
Robert  E.  Peary,  United  States  navy, 
has  not  reached  the  north  pole,  but 
he  has  brought  to  the  United  States 
the  record  for  "furthest  North,"  having

They  cannot  all  win  Somebody  must  lose.  And 
you  must  not  think  that  it  is  an  enviable  position 
to  occupy,  at  the  close  of  a  campaign,  when  the 
candidate,  worn  out  with  his  efforts,  awaits  the 
morrow  to  find  whether  his  labors  are  to  be  crown- 
ed with  victory  or  defeat. 

After  the  people  have  had  their  say.  and  the 
issue  of  the  campaign  is  determined,  one  side  has 
the  glory  of  victory,  but  the  other  has  the  gloom 
of  defeat.  Both  sides  approach  election  day  worn 
out  with  work  and  worry.  Those  who  heard  Gov- 
ernor Johnson  at  the  .\rmory  Thursday  night  must 
have  realized  that  lie  was  near  the  end  of  his  physi- 
cal resources.  He  had  made  ninety-seven  speeches 
in  as  many  communities.  Hi--  ■ 'i-poneiit  has  also 
made  many  speeches,  and  wliile  Ins  have  usually 
been  ten  to  twenty  minutes  long  instead  of  a 
couple  of  hours,  doubtless  he,  too,  is  tired  and 
worn.

The  other,  to  the  de- 
tpondency  of  physical  and  mental  weariness,  will 
have  added  the  bitterness  of  failure.  And  as  it  is 
with  these  two.  so  it  will  be  with  thousands  of 
other  opposing  candidates  for  various  honors  at 
the  hands  of  the  people. 

Yet.  while  there  are  hardships,  there  are  also 
compciKsatiuns.  tven  to  the  vanquished.  Rest  will 
restore  their  energies  and  their  cheerfulness,  time 
will  soften  the  sting  of  defeat,  and  even  those  who 
fail  will  have  the  pleasure  of  knowing  that  they 
have  had  warm  support,  and  that  they  have  made 
many  staunch  friends  that  they  did  not  have  before. 

But  the  work  is  so  hard,  the  worry  so  great,  and 
the  rewards  even  of  victory  so  meager,  that  all  of 
them  must  ponder  at  times  the  question  of  whether 
the  game  is  worth  the  candle. 

A  victory  in  a  political  tight,  won  at  a  great 
cost  of  energy  and  vitality,  means  to  an  honest 
official  only  the  beginning  of  more  hard  work.  If 
he  deserves  his  victory,  he  will  not  slumber  in

Judge  Gary  was  a  very  old  man,  and  few  reach 
his  years  while  continuing  in  active  life,  particu- 
larly in  so  important  a  place  as  his.  He  was  8s 
years  old  when  he  died,  and  he  had  been  a  lawyer 
for  sixty-two  years. 

He  was  known  in  Duluth.  where  he  has  visited 
on  several  occasions,  and  those  who  knew  him 
here  will  regret  I  is  death,  while  rejoicing  in  the 
honor  that  attended  his  long  and  arduous  service. 


STATE  DEVELOPMENT. 

The  morning  paper  affects  to  be  appalled  by  the 
fact  that  Governor  Johnson,  in  his  Duluth  speech 
Thursday  evening,  did  not  enlarge  upon  drainage, 
good  roads  and  immigration,  and  it  painfully 
argues  from  that  fact  that  he  promises  nothing  to 
Northern  Minnesota  along  these  lines.

ROORBACKS. 

Most  of  the  voters  of  today  are  too  wise  to  the 
cunning  of  the  professional  politicians  to  need  any 
warning  against  campaign  roorbacks.  They  are 
easily  recognized,  and  only  those  with  little  experi- 
ence in  campaigns  will  need  expert  help  in  spotting 
them, 

A  good  rule  for  the  voters  to  adopt  is  to  brand 
as  a  roorback  any  startling  tale  against  a  candidate 
sprung  by  the  opposing  side  in  the  last  days  of  a 
campaign,  when  it  is  too  late  to  give  the  denial 
wide  circulation. 

Authors  of  roorbacks  are  dishonest,  of  course, 
and  they  have  some  daring.  If  a  false  story  against 
a  candidate  is  sprung  too  early  in  the  campaign, 
the  roorback  turns  itself  quickly  into  a  boomerang, 
and  returns  to  smite  the  parties  that  sent  it  forth. 
But  they  keep  such  stories  until  so  late  in  the  day 
that  they  cannot  come  back,  trusting  that  enough 
people  will  believe  them  to  make  it  worth  while. 

Another  interesting  fact  about  roorbacks  is  that 
they  commonly  emanate  from  the  side  that  feels 
itself  to  be  beaten,  and  which  makes,  by  such 
means,  desperate  efforts  to  stem  the  tide  that  is 
setting  in  against  it. 

For  instance,  the  News  Tribune  has  just  sprung 
a  story  about  how  Governor  Johnson  voted  against 
a  bill  to  prohibit  the  desecration  of  Memorial  day 
when  he  was  in  the  state  senate. 

This  is  the  typical  roorback,  and  the  only 
trouble  with  it  is  that  it  proves  the  Cole  partisans 
to  be  a  little  hard  up  for  roorback  material,  be- 
cause this  lie  is  one  that  was  used  and  thoroughly 
exploded  in  the  campaign  two  years  ago. 

But  the  roorback  man  takes  chances  on  things 
like  this.  He  argues  that  it  may  catch  a  few  un- 
suspecting voters  and  turn  their  votes  away  from 
Johnson,  and  that  every  little  helps.  He  trusts  that 
the  memories  of  the  voters  will  be  short  enough 
to  let  them  forget  the  incident  of  two  years  ago 
when  this  pitiful  falsehood  was  sprung  in  a  last 
desperate  attempt  to  save  the  fortunes  of  the  Re- 
publican candidate.  It  made  votes  for  Johnson 
then,  and  it  will  make  votes  for  Johnson  now. 

If  you  have  the  slightest  inclination  to  believe 
this  absurd  story,  just  apply  this  test  to  it:  Look 
up  the  bitterest  enemy  of  John  A.  Johnson  you  can 
find  in  the  state,  and  ask  him  if  he  knows  of  any- 
thing in  the  life  or  history  of  Governor  Johnson  to 
make  it  even  probable  that  he  would  vote  against 
such  a  bill.  Ask  him  if  he  knows  a  single  utter- 
ance, public  or  private,  or  a  single  act  in  his  per- 
sonal or  official  career,  that  will  give  such  a  story 
the  appearance  of  probability.

JUDGE   GARY. 

The  sudden  death  Wednesday  of  Judge  Joseph 
E.  Gary  of  the  superior  court  of  Cook  county, 
Illinois,  removed  from  the  bench  one  of  the  most 
notable  jurists  in  this  country. 

Judge  Gary  was  popularly  known  largely  be- 
cause of  his  connection  with  the  famous  trials 
of  the  anarchists  that  participated  in  the  Hay- 
market  outrage  of  twenty  years  ago,  but  among 
lawyers  and  judges  he  was  noted  for  the  breadth 
and  depth  of  his  legal  knowledge  and  the  keen- 
ness of  his  insight  into  knotty  legal  propositions. 

He  presided  over  the  trials  following  the  Hay- 
market  bomb  throwing,  and  though  he  was  repeat- 
edly threatened  from  various  hidden  sources,  he 
paid  no  attention,  but  proceeded  calmly  with  his 
duties  as  a  judge.  His  rulings  were  fair,  and 
though  they  were  not  swayed  by  the  bitterness  of 
the  popular  feeling  toward  the  anarchists,  they 
resulted  in  strict  justice  being  meted  out  to  the 
misguided  rascals  that  were  on  trial,  and  it  was 
notable  that  upon  appeal  these  rulings  were  upheld 
by  the  supreme  court.  Judge  Gary  also  presided 
at  the  second  Luetgert  trial,  a  less  famous  though 
still  a  notable  case. 

Judge  Gary  had  presided  over  the  same  court 
for  forty-three  years,  ever  since  1863,  and  was  still 
in  the  harness  when  he  died,  holding  court  the 
day  before.     Not  long  ago  another  noted  Chicago

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Autumnal  Moods. 

sing    a    song    of    seasons. 
Something    bright    in    all! 

Flowers    in    the    summer, 
Fires  in  the  fall! 

Not  all  the  poets  have  sung  am 
blithely  of  autumn  as  did  Robert 
Louis  Stevenson  in  this  jocund  verse. 
The  great  gift  was  his  of  seeing  the 
best  in  every  human  being  who 
crossed  his  path,  and  of  making  the 
best  of  every  experience  that  befell 
him,  even  of  prolonged  invalidism. 
But  the  majority  of  tlie  bards  who 
have  taken  autumn  as  their  theme 
have  struck  a  serious  and  sometimes 
a  melanclioly  note.  There  is  some- 
thing Inherently  saddening  In  the 
thought  of  the  vanished  spring  and 
Buminer  in  the  siglil  of  lirown  fields, 
of  bare  trees  and  of  the  tlocks  of 
birds  rtying  to  a  warmer  atmosphere. 
The  sere  and  yellow  leaf^  the  short- 
ening days,  the  chilling  breezes  com- 
pel other  tlioughts  than  those  prompt- 
ed by  the  violets  of  April  and  tho 
rich  lush  foliage  of  July.  Today  the 
voic'-s  of  nature  are  chanting  to  us 
the  requiem  of  the  dying  year,  and 
we  think  regretfully  of  those  bright 
and  beautiful  aspects  of  the  world 
which  made  the  spring  and  summer 
so  joyous. 

Yet  a  bit  of  seriousness  and  even 
of  melancholy  may  not  be  a  bad 
thing  for  us  who  live  too  much  on 
the  surface  of  life's  llowing  stream. 
It  Is  well  that  wo  should  remember 
that  a  certain  cycle  is  ordained  for 
man,  that  it  includes  old  age  as  well 
as  youth  and  maturity,  tliat  all 
things  inevitably  hasten  on  to  their 
consununation.  and  that  as  nature 
prepares  in  various  ways  to  meet  the 
stress  and  strain  of  the  winter,  so 
we  should  make  ourselves  ready  for 
the  great  mysterious  future  which 
will  follow  the  interesting  and  often 
too-sufticlng  present  as  surely  as 
autumn    succeeds    summer. 

And  yet  such  solemn  thoughts  as 
these  should  not  exclusively  possess 
our  minds  these  autumn  days.  There 
is  much  to  beget  hope  and  gratitude 
in  the  topic  of  crl.sp  moniings  in 
the  threads  of  scarlet  and  gold  that 
embroider  the  hillsides  In  the  de- 
licious haze  of  Indian  summer  days 
in  the  rich  and  varied  fruitage  of  the 
year.  And  was  there  ever  a  year 
when  there  was  more  cause  for 
thanksgiving  than  this  year  of  grace. 
1906,  v.'hen  the  fields  have  yielded 
their  record  crops,  and  barns  and 
granaries  are  bulging  with  garnered 
grains  and  fruits?  Wo  ougiit  not  to 
wait  to  give  thanks  until  some  high 
oflicial  of  the  church  or  state  sum- 
mons us  so  to  do.  To  see  the  full 
corn  in  the  ear  Is  better  than  to  look 
upon  the  tender  blade.  To  realize 
that  we  have  enough  for  our  own 
oeople  and  a  pUnty  beside  to  send  to 
other  nations  ought  to  stir  the  foun- 
tains of  deep  and  unfeigned  grati- 
tude. 

We  ought  to  be  thankful,  too.  that 
the  lengthening  evenings  Invite  ua  to 
spend  more  time  with  our  households, 
and  furnish  opportunities  and  Incen- 
tives for  study,  reading  and  profitable 
converse,  and  for  social  service,  that 
the  summer,  with  Its  atmosphere  of 
ease    and    rest,    does    not    provide. 

There  is  another  autumnal  mood 
which  Is  worth  interpreting  to  our- 
selves and  others.  It  grows  out  of 
that  sense  of  satisfaction  In  a  round- 
ed out  process,  in  a  realization  of  the 
fact  that  life  is  meant  sooner  or 
later  to  reach  a  certain  completeness. 
Of  course  the  year's  autumn  only 
faintly  foreshadows  that  ripening  and 
mellowing  of  human  life,  which  comes 
when  men  grow  old  gracefully,  and 
face  the  world  to  come  courageously 
and  trustingly.  But  Is  there  any- 
thing finer  than  such  composure  of 
soul  and  such  confidence  that  some 
time  here  or  hereafter,  the  mysteries 
w^hic'h  surrounds  this  earthly  life  shall 
be   cleared    away? 

Blessed  be  autumn  if  It  helps  us 
not  to  be  exuberant,  as  we  were  In 
the  .spring,  but  quiet,  steady,  con- 
tented  THE    PARSON.

ed  upon  him.  He  fought  desperately 
with  an  ax.  killing  two,  splitting 
another's  head,  and  severely  wound- 
ing several  more.  But  their  numbers 
proved  too  much  for  him.  His  brother 
had  heard  his  cries  for  aid  and  rushed 
to  his  help,  but  was  too  late,  and  .so 
furious  were  the  dogs  that  he  dared  not 
face  them  alone,  but  had  to  wait  till 
his  comrades  gathered  to  recover  the 
sadly  mutilated  remains  from  the 
snarling  fangs.  Then  the  body  was 
brought  home  and  given  Christian 
burial.  ,  , 

The  other  case  was  that  of  four  per- 
sons named  Lane— an  old  man  of  60.  his 
wife,  daughter  and  grandchild,  who 
left  Ford  Harbor,  450  miles  further 
north,  on  March  8,  to  visit  the  Morav- 
ian mission  at  Naln.  Since  that  day 
nothing  has  ever  been  heard  of  them, 
but  the  dogs  returned  to  Ford  Harbor 
thirteen  days  later,  and  because  of 
fragments  of  human  garbs  adhering  to 
their  harness  and  the  sledge.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  they  devoured  the  four, 
none  of  whom  could  make  any  effective 
defense  against  the  brutes.  These 
Labrador  dogs  are  known  far  and  wide 
for  their  uncontrollable  savagery. 
There  is  a  large  admixture  of  wolfish 
blood  in  them,  many.  Indeed,  being  the 
direct  offspring  of  wolf  and  dog.  The 
wolves  of  Labrador  are  of  the  same 
species  and  quite  as  vicious  as  those  of 
Siberia. 

Another  time,  according  to  the  well- 
known  Dr.  Grenfell,  a  tragedy  almost 
occurred  at  his  hospital  at  Battle  Har- 
bor, with  its  matron  as  the  victim. 
He  writes:  "A  nasty  accident  with 
the  dogs  seemed  likely  to  prove  fatal 
in  late  December  to  Mrs.  WMlllams. 
She  happened  to  fall,  and  the  whole 
hungry  pack  attacked  her.  But  for  the 
fortunate  arrival  of  a  woman  with  an 
ax  it  might  have  proved  fatal.  When 
we  were  at  Hebron  last  summer  the 
settlers  told  me  that  the  dogs  had  re- 
cently killed  and  oaten  a  boy  of  13  years 
who  was  bringing  a  seal  from  his 
father's  boat  to  his  home." 

Yet  another  tragedy  caused  by  these 
animals  was  at  Holton,  where  they  set 
upon  and  killed  an  elderly  woman 
who  had  fallen  on  the  ice  in  crossing 
the  harbor  there;  at  Gradle  they  killed 
and  devoured  a  15-year-old  girl  while 
she  was  going  to  a  well;  at  Naln  they 
stole  the  baby  out  of  the  cradle  in  a 
settler's  hut  there,  and  when  the  horrl- 
rified  mother  sought  for  her  child  noth- 
ing remained  but  its  blood-bedraggled 
garments.

SPANISH  REDS  FEARED. 

Malaga   Takes    Extra    Precautions   to 
Guard  King  and  Queen. 

Malaga.  Spain,  Nov.  33. — The  l-,  ril 
police  have  been  advised  that  .-sus- 
pected anarchista  have  suddenly  dis- 
appeared from  Barcelona,  and  the 
most  rigorou.s  precautions  are  being 
taken  for  the  protection  of  King 
Alfon.«o  and  Queen  Victoria  during 
their  .-stay  here.  All  the  houses  in 
the  streets,  through  which  they  are 
to  puss  have   been  carefully  searched. 


An  Increase  of  2.212  In  the  number 
of  cars  handled  during  the  month  of 
October  is  shown  by  the  report  of  the 
Lake  Superior  Car  Service  association, 
as  compiled  by  Chairman  James  Kelly, 
when  compared  with  the  same  month 
of  last  year. 

The  total  for  October,  1905,  was  46.- 
013,  .uid  thf  total  for  last  month  was 
48,s:i5  cars.    Uf   this  amount  19.773  were 

coal  cars.  With  the  big  cars  now  In 
use,  as  much  freight  was  handled  dur- 
ing the  month  as  would  have  filled 
60, UW  or  more  of  the  smaller  cars  in 
use  a  few  years  ago,  so  the  Increase  is 
really  larger  than  it  appears  on  Its 
face.  Some  of  the  cars  in  use  today 
have  twice  the  capacity  of  those  In 
operation  tiw  or  six  years  ago.  and  all 
of  them  are  much  larger. 

The  reports  from  month  to  month 
during  the  present  year  all  have  shown 
an  increase  over  the  number  handled 
in  the  same  month  of  the  preceding 
year.  The  receipts  of  grain  last  month 
at  Superior  hardly  came  up  to  expec- 
tations, otherwise  the  last  report  would 
have  made  even  a  better  showing. 
Alo.st  of  the  increases  during  the  sea- 
son have  been  due  to  the  increase  in 
the  amount  of  building  material 
handled.  Much  more  building  than  us- 
ual has  been  done  in  Duluth  this  year, 
and  the  demand  for  building  material 
from    outside    points    has    been    heavy. 

<  (ctober  and  November  are  the  big- 
gest months  of  the  year  for  the  as.so- 
ciatlon,  on  account  of  the  grain  rush 
from  the  West.  Last  year  October 
was  a  bigger  month  than  Xovember. 
but  the  conditions  may  be  iev>  r.-Jed  this 
year.

ON  BOWERY 

Thomas  and  Peter 
Thought  They  Were  Gu- 
bernatorial Candidates. 


The   Administration    is 
Called  In  to  End  Spec- 
tacular Campaign. 


Peter  and  Tliomas  thought  they 
were  the  rival  candidates  for  the 
governor  of  New   York. 

They  got  together  in  a  West  Su- 
perior street  thirst  emporium,  last 
evening,  and  Peter  started  the  ball 
rolling  by  calling  Thomas  an  un- 
principled, self-seeking,  moral  degen- 
erate,   or    words    to    that    effect.

Peter's  head,  and  then  Peter  sum- 
.  moned  the  administration  to  his  aid. 
A  blue  coated  officer  appeard  on  the 
scene,  saying  that  he  had  authority 
to  speak  for  Chief  Trover,  and  that 
the  chief  was  of  the  opinion  that  both 
Peter  and  Thomas  should  be  arrested. 

In  court  this  morning  they  entered 
a  plea  of  guilty  to  a  charge  of 
drunkenness,  and  were  each  fined  $5 
and  crests,  thus  ending  one  of  the 
most  spectacular  and  singular  politi- 
cal campaigns  in  the  history  of  the 
Bowery.

The  1906  political  campaign  Is  rapidly 
nearlng  an  end.  Next  Tuesday.  Nov. 
6,  will  be  election  day.  With  the  event- 
ful date  so  close  at  hand,  one  would 
naturally  think  there  would  be  excite- 
ment manifested  about  town  over  poli- 
tics. None  is  in  evidence.  What  feel- 
ing there  is  Is  hardly  strong  enough 
to  be  called  Interest  with  the  average 
voter,  and  It  Is  only  among  the  party 
workers  that  Interest  In  the  superlative 
appears.

"Music  for  me  is  the  most  poetic  and 
perfect    expression    of    the    mind." 

This  is  the  dictum  of  RuKsiero  Leon- 
cavallo, composer,  poet  and  conductor, 
who  is  now  in  this  country  under  Cor; 
&  Kronberg's  management,  to  lead  the 
famous  operatic  orcliestra  of  La  Scala  in 
Milan. 

In  further  expressing  his  musical  ideals. 
Leoncavallo    says; 

•'I  believe  in  the  possibilities  of  a  new 
kind  of  poem— new  at  least  to  the  lyric 
stage.  I  mean  the  Epic.  Why  should 
not  music  have  its  Epic,  possessing  as  it 
does  the  language  most  fitted  to  it  and 
more  poetical  than  j>jelry  itself.  To  get 
the  necessary  inspiration,  X  want  livins 
subjects  with  flesh  and  bones,  like  my- 
sitT,  who  feel  and  think  like  men  and 
wuriien.  who  suffer  from  the  same  pas- 
sions that  sway  our  own  hearts  and 
senses.  To  bring  to  life  a  whole  epoch: 
To  multiply  the  miracle  of  Lazarus,  and 
command  the  tombs  to  give  up  their 
dead!  To  seek  from  the  philosophical 
link  subsisting  between  events  whicli 
seem  disconnected,  but  are,  in  reality, 
the  logical  productions  of  one  scheme 
of  life  and  politics.  All  this  tempt  some. 
and  I  say  to  myself.  'So  much  the  worse 
for  you.  if  the  burden  is  too  heavy  for 
your  back,   and   if   the  ruins   of   the   vast

Wood  floors — either  hard  or  soft- 
must  first  be  fchellacked,  whether 
they  are  to  be  subsequently  finished 
with  oil  or  wax,  otherwise  they  can- 
not be  kept  polished  or  serviceable 
for  dally  use.  For  without  this  sur- 
face covering  to  prevent  the  wood 
from  becoming  marred  and  full  of 
indentations,  the  boards  would  soon 
be  in  unsightly  condition  and  a  de- 
facement instead  of  an  addition  to 
the   finished    appearance   of    a   room. 

The  average  fioor  in  a  city  flat  or 
apartment  should  be  shellacked  at 
least  once  a  year  to  preserve  the 
wood  and  keep  it  in  good  condition, 
and  occasionally,  if  a  room  is  much 
used,  it  will  be  necessary  to  give  the 
boards  an  extra  coat  of  shellac  dur- 
ing the  Interim. 

Once  the  flooring  Is  properly  filled 
with  putty,  colored  with  ochre  to 
match  the  boards,  the  shellac  can  be 
applied.  If  the  filling  Is  to  be  done 
by  an  amateur,  the  greatest  care 
must  be  taken  to  putty  all  the  nail 
holes  and  the  cracks  between  the 
boards,  and  to  see  that  none  of  the 
substance  is  allowed  to  remain  on  the 
wood,  for  if  the  surface  is  not  per- 
fectly clean  and  smooth  when  the 
shellac  is  applied,  the  work  will  look 
botched  and  the  floors  rough  and  un- 
even. .  ^, 

Shellac,  a  combination  of  turpentine 
and  a  transparent  furniture  fluid,  can 
be  successfully  applied  by  any  house- 
wife who  will  take  particular  care 
to  lay  It  on  smoothly— a  rather  difl^l- 
cult  task,  as  the  liquid  is  thick  and 
sticky  and  the  operat.^r  must  work 
rapidly.  In  applying  it,  the  amateur 
should  work  with  the  gi-ain  of  the 
wood,  and  it  would  be  well  to  go  the 
entire  length  of  one  board  before 
starting  in  another. 

After  the  entire  floor  has  been  shel- 
lacked it  should  not  be  used  for  from 
three  to  five  days,  during  which  time 
the  finish  will  have  time  to  dry  and 
be  smooth  and  free  from  disfiguring 
marks. 

once  shellacked  the  floor  may  then 
be  either  waxed  or  oiied,  according  to 
taste.  In  the  ca.'se  of  a  soft  wood 
floor  no  extra  finish  is  needed  as  a 
rule,  thougli  crude  oil  keeps  it  in 
good  condition  When  oil  Is  used,  onca 
a  week  Is  often  enough  to  apply  it, 
and  a  soft  piece  of  flannel  is  the  best 
tor  the  purpose.  The  liquid  must  be 
sparingly  applied  and  rubbed  thor- 
oughly into  the  boards,  and  then 
polished  off  with  a  clean  piece  of 
flannel,  to  prevent  it  from  being 
sticky   aiad    collecting    dust. 


'  Hardwood  floors  treated  wltli  oil 
must  be  rubbed  and  polished  in  the 
same    way. 

If  the  floors  are  waxed  the  surface 
finish  should  be  applied  once  a  month 
unless  they  are  constantly  in  use; 
in  that  event  once  In  two  weeks  will 
be  none  too  often.  Floor  wax,  a  com- 
bination of  beeswax  and  turpentine 
made  into  a  paste,  is  put  on  with  a 
piece  of  cheese  cloth.  Care  should  be 
taken  not  to  get  it  on  too  thick  in 
one  place,  or  too  thin  on  another,  for 
in  that  event  the  surface  will  be  un- 
even and  the  polish  no  higher,  be- 
cause of  the  extra  amount  of  wax. 
After  applying  the  wax  and  rubbing 
it  into  the  boards,  with  the  grain.  It 
should  be  left  to  dry  for  at  least 
half  an  hour  before  a  brush  weighted 
and  made  especially  for  this  purpose 
of  v.ool  or  felt  is  used.  When  tho 
surface  has  been  brought  to  a  high 
polish,  a  piece  of  Brus.sels  carpet, 
placed  beneath  the  felt  brush,  will, 
when  rubbed  over  the  floor,  Insure  a 
more   brilliant   luster. 

Should  the  wax  wear  away  in  si>it3 
the  best  plan  is  in  sandpaper  the 
finish  down  to  the  shellac,  and  then 
apply  a  fiv^sh  finish  of  wax  and  treat 
it  as  Is  done  when  first  waxing  the 
boards. 

Quite  as  necessary  as  the  finish  Is 
the  daily  care  of  wood  floors.  They 
must  all  be  swept  with  a  hair  brush, 
or  wiped  up  with  a  bit  of  cheese- 
cloth every  day  to  remove  the  dust 
and  grit  that  would  otherwise  grind 
into    the   surface   and    spoil    the    finish. 

Water  should  never  be  used  on 
hardwood  floors,  for  wherever  it  is 
dropped  the  polish  turns  white,  unless 
It  is  immediately  wiped  up.  and,  of 
course,  any  stain,  whether  from  water 
or  grease.  Is  a  disfigurement,  and  to 
be  avoided  If  possible  by  careful 
housekeepers.

In  getting  r.  ady  for  tlio  wedding 
cake,  It  Is  caj>ier  to  prepare  the  fruit 
a  day  or  two  ahead  of  the  baking. 
Weigh  after  setniing  two  pounds  rais- 
ins; clean  two  pounds  <>f  currantd  by 
rubbhfig  In  flour;  shave  tine  a  pound 
and  a  half  citron,  keeping  it  separate 
from  the  other  fruit;  shred  two  ounces 
each  candled  orange  and  lemon  peel 
and  chop  fine  one  jMjund  sweet  almonds 
that  have  beeii  blanched  and  dried; 
mix  to»;ether  thoroughly,  excepting  the 
citron,  and  dredge  well  with  Hour,  using 
about  u  half  cup.  The  next  morning  yi>u 
can  finish  mixing  the  cake,  and  then  set 
away  over  ntght  in  a  cold  place  to 
ripen,  Qr  bake  the  same  day.  as  pre- 
ferred; A  celebrated  wedding  cake 
baker  In  B  >8ton  always  mixes  her 
cakes  ihe  day  before  baking;  and  Just 
here,  let  me  caution  you  about  the 
baking  It.^elf.  No  matter  how  rich 
tho  Ingredients  are,  and  how  carefully 
put  improper    baking    spoils 

ever:.  baked  tiM5  fa.st,  the  cake 

•will  be  ail  UKiy  brown.  Instead  of  black,  i  late  and 
Do  not  try  to  bake  a  fruit  cake  In  the  quarters 
oven  of  a  ga^*  range.  If  you  can  pos- 
sibly avoid  il:  the  heat  Is  too  intense. 
Five  hours  slow  baking  is  about  the 
time  required  for  proper  baking  of  a 
wedding  cake.  It  should  not  rise  quick- 
ly, like  a  cup  or  sponge  cake,  but  slowly 
swell  while  Hie  rich  fruit  juices  per- 
meate the  whole.  There  must  be  slow 
baking  to  iiave  the  cake  as  it  should 
be,  black,  moi.st  and  richly  fragrant. 
If  you  find  yourself  limited  to  the  g.is 
oven,  sleani  the  cake  in  a  .steamer  until 
three-fourths  done,  then  finish  in  the 
oven  with  ont-  burner  half  on. 

For  a  coal  tire,  bank  it  up  to  la.st 
:ix  hours  with  the  addition  from  time 
to  time  of  a  shovel  of  coal.  Do  not 
put  on  enough  to  reduce  the  oven  heat, 
which  should  be  slow  and  uniform.  If 
it  shows  -Signs  of  baking  too  fast,  cover 
with  paper  and  set  a  little  dish  of 
cold  vvatt-r  in  the  oven,  changing 
cold  again,  a.^  it  gets  hot. 

And  MOW  r*turn  to  the  mixing.  A:i  i 
first,   the  dry   ingredients. 

Into  one  pound  sifted  pastry  flour  mix 
thoroughly  two  teaspoonfuls  each  cin- 
namon and  mace,  one  teaspoonful  each 
nutmeg  and  allspice,  half  a  teaspoonful 
each  salt  and  cloves. 

Next  beat  to  a  very  light  creaTvi,  one 
pound  e;i.  li  l)utter  and  soft  coffee 
sugar.  Wluti  light,  add  twelve  eggs, 
one  at  the  time,  beating  hard  between 
each  addition.  It  will  be  much  easier 
to  do  this  beating  with  the  hand,  as 
confectioners  do.  Instead  of  with  a 
spoon.  Whtn  these  are  vvell  blended, 
add  the  ."^IftcJ  flour  mixture,  alternat- 
ing with  til.'  moisture,  which  should 
Include  two  tablespoonfuls  strained 
honey  or  molas.se.s,  as  preferred,  two 
ounces  each  i)randy  or  port  wine,  or 
the  rich  fruit  syrup  from  preserved 
cherrh*."!.  peaches  or  tutti  fruttl  and 
tho  Juice  of  one  orange  and  one  lemon. 
Mix  thoroughly  and  smoothly,  then  set 
away  .over  niglU  In  a  cold  place.  The 
when  ready  to  bake. 
.....  i.  .  .  pans  lined  with 
oiled  paper.  Do 
\'r  t!ir  e  inche.s  In  thick- 
batter   swells   in    the   slow 


baking.  The  citron  may  be  put  in  with 
the  other  fruit,  or  saved  out  and  put 
In  rows  across  the  width  of  the  pan  In 
the  batter.  If  preferred,  a  few  figs. 
candie<i  cherries  or  chopped  dates  may 
be  used  in  place  of  so  many  currants. 
Watch  the  cake  faithfully  all  during 
its  baking,  not  allowing  It  to  brown  too 
rai)idly.  The  oven  must  be  kept  at  a 
pnSper  heat  by  an  Intelligent  u.se  of  the 
stove  dampers.  If  it  seems  too  hot 
after  the  damp-.^rs  are  all  turned  off, 
set  a  pan  of  cold  water  In  the  oven, 
changing  It  for  fresh,  as  it  grows  hot. 
When  done,  take  from  the  oven  care- 
fully, set  out  of  a  draft  and  let  it 
stand  in  the  tin  until  quite  cold. 

The  rich  wedding  cake  Improve*  with 
age.  It  is  desirable  to  make  it  some- 
time In  advance  of  the  ceremony.  If 
for  any  rea.son.  however.  Its  baking  has 
been  delayed,  the  loaves  may  be  pierced 
with  a  skewer  or  knitting  needle  and 
a  little  brandy  poured  In  to  hasten  it» 
ripening.

"A  fourth  exercise  that  fits  in  with 
the  other  three,  and  makes  for  supple- 
ness and  grace.  Is  the  so-called  swim- 
ming exercise.  It  is  taken  by  first 
assuming  an  erect  pose  of  the  body, 
heels  together,  head  well  up,  with 
eyes  straight  to  the  front.  The 
hands  are  then  raised  to  the  chest 
line,  palms  down,  with  finger  tips 
touching. 

Count  one.  then  two,  at  the  same 
time  the  hands  must  be  stretched  out 
in  front  on  a  straight  line  from  the 
chest.  At  three  the  palms  are  thrown 
as  far  out  on  either  side  as  they  will 
stretch.  At  the  count  of  four,  the 
hands  must  be  in  the  original  pi^^l- 
tion,  ready  to  do  the  exercise  over 
again.  This  may  be  taken  six  or 
eight  times  after  the  first  trial,  and 
increased    as    the    muscles    develop. 

"For  small  children,  romper  suits, 
that  are  .so  much  worn  now.  will  be 
i  excellent  for  this  gymnasium  work, 
because  In  them  the  arms,  legs,  as 
well  as  the  muscles  in  cheat  and 
back,    are    given    free    play."

Russian  pony,  sea 
lion  and  such  are  offered  around  the  Hfty- 
dollar  mark,  and  are  really  a  good  In- 
vestment. The  fur-lined  coat.  too.  Is  both 
sk'htly  ""'1  comfortable,  and  makes  pos- 
sible the  wear  of  linen  and  wash  blouses 
the  winter  through,  since  stores  and  of- 
fleea  nre  u»ually  well  heated  and  sanl- 
larlly    ventilated. 

One  sartorial  sin  that  the  f lever  bnsl 
ness  woman  Is  never  guilty  of  Is  the 
wearing  of  cast  off  finery  for  business 
use.  To  see  a  silk  or  crepe  de  chine 
gowu  that  has  done  much  service  worn 
In  an  oflJce  Is  enough  to  call  forth  a 
smile  of  pity  for  the  Ignorance  of  the 
wearer.  Frills  and  furbelows  are  not  the 
perquisite  of  the  busluesa  woman  In  busi- 
ness hours.

Womankind  in  general  are  awakening 
to  the  fact  that  It  Is  the  dressing  of  the 
neck  that  renders  both  hat  aud  gowu 
beccmlng  or  tne   reverse.

Then,  Jf 
they  want  to  linger,  there  arc  the  cheese 
and  fruits  nnd  the  coffee,  which  make 
excase  enough.  That's  the  whole  secret 
of  being  a  successful  dlnDer-glvcr.  If 
you    want    to   know!" 

This  Is  the  leelpe  of  one  of  the  most 
succissful  of  Southern  hostes.-es,  a  wom- 
an who.sc  dinner  Invitation  Is  an  honor 
that  Is  uever  by  any  chance  declined.  The 
trouble  with  most  women  who  aspire  to 
give  successful  dinners  Is  that  they  have 
too  many  courses,  too  many  little  noth- 
ings, a  too  fussy  table,  and  too  slow  serv- 
ice to  please  their  men  guests.  Where 
the  unaltached  man -and  be  Is  always  • 
welcome  guest  at  the  dinner  tables  of  hU 
friends— Is  concerned,  the  gown  of  the 
hostess,  the  substantiality  of  the  dishes  — 
not  too  aggressively  substantial,  be  It  on 
derstood-aud  the  satisfaction  of  bis  ap- 
petite arc  what  make  for  a  suciessful 
dinni-r;  while  a  feast  of  reason  and  a  flow 
of  soul  cau  never  be  considered  an  ade- 
quate equivalent  for  untasled  dishes,  poor 
service  and  a  badly  selected   menu.

Not  at  all!  lint 
a  man  likes  his  oysters  well  chilied  nnd 
abundautly  seasoned;  a  clear  soup  served 
piping  hot  and  never  make  the  mistake 
of  inviting  a  man  to  take  either  bread 
or  crackers  with  his  so;:p:  either  Is  lu  poor 
form -some  fish  that  comes  to  table 
well  done  with  a  piquante  sauce;  then 
either  a  r<.ast  or  game;  a  good  salad;  des- 
sert of  simple  character;  cheese,  frulta 
aud  coffee. 

In  ICngland,  that  land  of  dlnuer-glv- 
ing.  bread  and  butter  are  never  served  at 
diuuer.  Into  each  serviette  there  la 
tucked  a  tiny,  bard-baked  roll,  this  In- 
tended to  do  duty  when  biokeu  as  a 
•push  piece"  In  conneition  with  fish  or 
salad,  for  which  courses  British  etiquette 
provides   no   knives. 

It  Is  loitl  of  a  prominent  American 
woman,  who  has  won  her  nay  well  Into 
the  best  of  Knglish  society,  that  on  tha 
occasion  of  her  first  imporuul  dinner  she 
and  her  guests  were  scaled  al  table  ere 
she  discovered  that  the  butterplaica  be- 
longing to  her  gold  table  service  were  uol 
on  duty.  In  quite  audible  tones  phe  ad- 
monished the  butier  us  lo  their  heed  at 
table.  The  man  pretended  not  to  hear, 
aud  Ihe  hostess  raised  her  voice  «  trifle. 
The  builer-  he  had  seen  service  wlih  roy- 
alty—merely informed  his  mistress  lu  a 
well  trained  whisper  that  "It  Is  nol  good 
form  to  serve  butler  at  dinner;  uo  lady 
should  need  10  be  Informed  of  Ihutl'  The 
story  was  too  good  to  keep,  and  next  day 
it  went  the  rouuds  of  London  that  Mrs. 
Soaud-So.  Ihe  wealthy  Americau,  ucarly 
had  a  fit  lust  night  w  heu  the  butterplaua 
were  missing  Irom  the  dinner  table. 

Some  hostesses  ser\e  cri.-p  celery  with 
the  cheese  aud  coffee,  and  another  Is 
famous  for  the  piping  hot  oatmeal  bau 
nocks  that  come  lo  table  with  the  cheese 
course.  Those  arc  as  thin  us  wafers,  crisp 
eiiougli  lo  crumble  liistanily  al  a  muiah.

The  melodramatic  element  in  the 
story  comes  out  clearly  enough  In  the 
present  performance.  There  is  a  vast 
deal  of  cutting,  but  most  of  it  few  will 
lament  and  many  applaud.  The  scenic 
mounting  is  admirably  simple  through- 
out, and  Sii>metin>es  really  beautiful. 
Aliss  Allen's  Imogen  lacks  subtlety  of 
texture  and  consistency  of  fiber.  The 
minor  lights  and  shadows  are  mostly 
blurred  and  it  is  without  saliency  in 
the  general  composition.  On  the  dead 
levels,  in  short— and  there  la  where  it 
mostly  is— it  is  particularly  dead  and 
particularly  level.  Its  best  quality  is  a 
sweet  if  rather  obvious  womanhood, 
and  In  occasional  moments  of  heighten- 
ed ft-ellng  this  rises  to  a  genuine  emo- 
'  tional   aiipeal. 

The  vital  defe^  t  of  the  performance  Js 
I  a  lack  of  effectiveness  in  the  lines. 
ThL-^  defect  has  been  almost  universally 
laid  at  the  door  of  Miss  Allen  and  her 
coniriany.  It  is  true  that  the  language 
of  ShakosjKare  seems  Jumlded  and 
intimbled.  But  in  many  cases  it  seems 
Jumbltd  because  It  Is  Jumbled.  Prof. 
Itarret  Wendell  cites  a  critic  who  re- 
marked that  it  r<ad8  as  if  Browning 
liad  writt.n  It.  That  is  going  a  Utile 
f.tr  afield,  for  though  it  often  seems 
unintelligible,  it  can  usually  be  de- 
tiplured  when  one  finds  thp  necessary 
r..c  Gre-n.  Ohio.  Her  suportlng  company 
crypiogrammatic  key.  No  power  on 
earth,  however,  could  make  it  uniform- 
ly lucid  on  the  stage. 

The  fault  of  Miss  Allen  and  her  com- 
pany  is  that  they  mumbled  what  was 
already  jumbled.  Long  stretches  of 
l>lank  verse  sounded  like  an  uncouth 
foreign  tongue.  Sad  enough  in  any 
<  asf,  when  it  was  a  f|uestlon  of  the 
ft-w  lines  of  consummate  beauty,  like 
laciilmo's  description  of  the  sleeping 
Imogen  and  the  requiem  which  the  sons 
of  Cymbeline  speak  over  her  supposed 
corpse,  such  mumbling  becomes  aji  ar- 
tistic crime.  Why  any  one  should  pro- 
vide scenery  and  costumes— but.  no; 
the  reason  is  plain.  The  revival  of  stu  h 
a  play  is  a  sup»'rstitioiis  rite,  and  this 
is  tlie  necessary  hocus-pocus,  the  ap- 
propriate mumbo-Jumbo.

"Never  before  in  the  history  of  the- 
atrical affairs  have  press  agents  received 
such  salaries,  '  said  a  manager  to  the 
New  York  Sun,  "and  yet  the  press  agents 
say  that  their  work  is  growing  harder 
every  year.  The  old  stories  that  did 
service  half  a  dozen  years  ago  can  no 
longer  be  utilized.  Something  new  must 
be  imagined  to  take  the  place  of  the  milk 
bath  and  the  rest. 

•'Press  agents  will  probably  always  be 
employed  to  a  certain  extent  by  theatrical 
managers  and  stars,  but  the  game  is  get- 
ting so  hard  and  good,  inveritive  press 
agents  are  so  scarce,  that  salaries  have 
been  boosted  away  up.  A  dozen  years 
ago  the  average  salary  of  a  press  agent 
for  a  theatrical  company  wag  J35  or  ?40 
a  week.  Now  there  re  half  a  dozen  or 
more  who  command  salaries  of  $lyU  a 
week,  While  there  are  any  number  who 
receive  JlOO  a  week. 

"The  best  press  agents  now  are  those 
who  kot-p  In  touch  with  current  events 
and  know  how  to  introduce  the  names  of 
their  stare  into  the  news  of  the  day. 
If  it  is  an  automobile  race,  the  press 
agent  asserts  that  his  star  is  an  auto- 
mobile fiend  and  wants  to  take  part 
the  race.  if  some  public  charily 
prominently  in  the  news,  he  can 
star  make  some  public 
a  charily  performance 
people  talk. 

"Just  at  this  particular  time  there  are 
over  250  tht-atrical  compvanies  on  tour, 
and  each  of  them  has  a  press  agent 
traveling  a  week  in  advance  of  the 
ganization.  New  companies  a 
leave  New   York  every  week. 

"1  know  of  one  instance  last  week  in 
which  a  pretty  fair  prtss  agent  had  five 
different  offers  from  as  many  managers, 
and  by  playing  one  against  the  other  he 
boosted  his  salary  up  $-0  over  what  It 
was  last  season.  The  manager  who  en- 
gaged him  .simjily  had  to  have  some  one, 
and  he  concluded  that  it  was  belter  to 
pay  more  money  than  to  give  an  incom- 
petent man  a  small  salary. 

"But  the  iiress  agents  have  to  make 
good  or  they  will  not  get  these  big  sal- 
aries much  longer.  The  current  paucity 
of  ideas  was  well  Illustrated  by  the  re- 
cent report  of  a  diamond  robbery  in 
which  an  actress  was  said  to  have  been 
robbed  of  $ri,(RXt  worth  of  diamonds.

Bale  disaster  as  that  which  wiped  out 
hundreds  of  French  miners  some 
months  earlier,  that  an  American  in 
Europe  can  hold  up  his  head  when  the 
accident  question  Is  made  the  topic  ot 
conversation.     In   the  main  the  figures

Answers  to  the  Inquiries  are  not 
hard  to  find.  First  of  all  pet»ple  do  not 
often  hurry  In  Europe  as  they  do  in  the 
United  States.  If  they  did  the  records 
might  l>e  different.  What  happens 
when   the  old  world  adopts  new  world 


mi^thods  of  hustling  was  shown  In  the 
Plymouth  r.aihoad  accident.  The  great 
ark-like  auto  buses,  which  now  rush 
through  the  street  of  London  at  great- 
er than  the  average  trolley  car  speed 
in  American  cities  and  have  already 
be«n  Introduced  in  Berlin.  Paris  and 
elsewhere,  are  beginning  to  claim  their 
victims  almost  daily,  and  unless  they 
are  withdrawn  or  modified  materially, 
the  new  world  Is  likely  to  lose  its  un- 
enviable distinction  as  to  street  ac- 
ckU-nts  at  least.  The  people  board  those 
buses  heedlessly.  In  both  London  and 
Berlin  women  jump  off  and  on  them 
when  moving  almost  at  full  speed,  as 
fret'ly  as  American  men  and  tK>ys  get 
on  and  off  our  trolley  cars. 

You  have  only  to  look  about  you  In 
any  Continental  railway  station  for 
half  an  hi>ur.  when  a  good  deal  of 
shifting  is  being  done  to  understand 
a  lot  about  Europe's  comparative  free- 
dom from  railway  accidents. 

You  are  in  the  station  at  Verona,  let 
us  -say.  where  the  line  which  traverse 
the  Tyrol  from  the  north  Joins  the  line 
running  east  and  west  that  furnishes 
communication  between  Paris  and  Ven- 
ice. Vienna.  Budapest  and  the  Orient. 
Heavy  trains  have  Just  come  In  from 
all  four  points  of  the  compass.  The 
f.ilrly  big  train  shed  is  crowded  with 
hurrying  passengers  in  the  act  of  trans- 
ferring themselves  from  one  train  to 
another.  i 

In  most  European  stations  there  are  ' 
barriers  to  prevent  the  people  from 
crossing  the  tracks,  as  there  are  now 
In  many  American  stations;  but  there 
are  none  at  Verona,  and  you  might 
suppose  that  a  cru.shed  tourist  or  two 
would  be  the  not  infrequent  result  of 
the  general  mlxup. 

This  seems  the  more  to  be  looked  for 
as  quite  a  proportion  of  the  passengers 
have  never  been  In  the  place  before, 
and  so  have  the  nervousness  of  the 
utter  stranger.  As  most  of  these  strang- 
ers nither  speak  nor  understand  the 
language,  they  can  have  no  notion 
whatever  as  to  the  meanings  of  the 
warning  and  directing  cries  which  are 
I  being  uttered  in  choice  Italian  all  about 

them. 

Well  In  hand  as  they  are  when  they 
know  their  surroundings,  the  German, 
American  and  English  tourists,  who  are 
searching  for  their  places  on  this  par- 
ticular morning  are  about  as  calm  as 
a  yard  full  of  frightened  chickens  and 
as  Intelligent  as  a  flock  of  sheep. 

But  bless  you,  the  only  way  one  of 
them  could  get  hurt  In  the  station  at 
Verona,  or  In  any  other  Continental 
railway  station  I  have  seen,  would  be 


to  fight  his  way  to  the  rails  and  lie 
down  upon  them  In  front  of  advancing 
wheels.  Not  only  do  the  switch  en- 
gine and  the  cars  they  are  shifting 
move  with  the  utmost  ueliberation— you 
might  almost  say  gentleness— but  they 
are  escorted  as  thoy  move  by  one  or 
more  railway  employes  on  the  waik, 
who  keep  a  little  to  the  front,  and  per- 
sonally shove  out  of  the  way  any  one 
who  may  seem  desirioua  of  being  killed 
or   mutilated. 

The  progress  of  a  switch  engine 
through  a  bewildered  crowd  of  tourists 
In  such  a  Continental  station  as  the 
one  at  Verona  Is  a  truly  interesting 
spectacle.  As  you  watch  Its  hesitant 
progress  your  ear  la  assailed  by  a 
sound  that  suggests  •"Uie  States"  most 
vividly;  a  sound  that  you  haven't  heard 
"since  you  left  home."  Surely  it  is  a 
locomotive  bell,  such  as  no  railroad 
engine  may  run  without  in  Uncle  Sam's 
land  or  Canada,  but  which  Is  never 
heard  In  Europe. 

You  rub  your  eyes  and  search  the 
top  of  the  switch  engine's  boiler.  But 
the  bell  Isn't  there.  The  familiar  ding 
dong,  ding  dor.g.  continues  and  so  does 
your  bewilderment,  until  you  take  par- 
ticular notice  of  the  man  who  Is  elbow- 
ing the  engine's  way  through  the 
crowd. 

Then    you   perceive    that   while  he  Is 
shoving   the   human   sheep    to   one   side 
with    his    left   hand   he   has   a    stick   in 
the  other— perhaps  it  Is  the  short  staff 
of  a  signal   flag   with  the  flag  wrapped 
about  It— and  that  he  is  tapping  one  of 
the  engine  bumpers  as  he  walks.     It  Is 
this   tapping   which    produces   the   bell- 
like sound   and   warns   the  people. 
Continental   Ituilroad  Trains. 
Now,    there  are   bumpers   and   bump- 
!ers.    Just  as  there  never  was  a  bumper 
;on   engine  or  car  In   Uncle  Sam's  land 
that  would  emit  a  musical   note  when 
[struck  by  a  signal   flag  staff,  so   there 
lean    probably    be   found    In   all    Europe 
few    bumpers    that    wouldn't. 

Besides  being  potentially  musical,  the 
European   railroad   bumper  Is  a 
graceful   looking  disc   of     steel, 
ten     or     twelve     Inches     In     diameter, 
fastened   to  one  end   of  a  slender  steel

"speisse-wagen,"  or  "dining  car,"  as 
the  trainmen  describe  it  to  Americans. 
These  cars  have  corridors,  of  cour.se, 
but  the  regular  first,  second  and  third- 
class  coaches  on  the  train  are  of  the 
outside  running  board  pattern,  and  the 
guards  sometimes  have  to  traverse  iis 
outside  length  several  times  a  trip, 
clinging  like  ants  to  the  handrails  as 
it  rushes  along,  not  infrequently  at  a 
flftv-mile   pace. 

Cheerless    "Coops"    for    the   Guards. 

I  have  never  read  of  any  accidents 
to  the  guards  on  this  train,  but  It  is 
said  here  that  they  are  not  unheard  of 
and  public  opinion  is  d.-manding  that 
corridor  cars  be  substituted  for  the 
old-fashioned  ones  as  rapidly  as  possi- 
jble.  All  the  same,  brand  new  cars 
without  any  means  of  inter-communl- 
1  cation  with  others  on  the  same  train 
are  to  be  seen  daily  on  the  Continental 
roads. 

On  some  of  the  trains  special  com- 
are  furnished  In  the  "lug- 
— "gepack  wagens"  in  Ger- 
thc  guards,  but  on  other 
trains  these  men  have  to  spend  their 
time  when  not  hanging  by  the  hand- 
rails outside  in  little  coops  at  the  ends 
of  the  cars.  These  are  reached  by 
steep,  narrow  ladders  that  are  little 
safer  to  climb  than  those  by  which 
trainmen  In  America  reach  the  tops  of 
freight  cars?.  More  cheerless,  more 
lonesome,  more  disheartening  places  in 
which  to  ride  in  than  these  guard 
"coops" — I    haven't    learned    their    offi-

call  coaches  and  freight 
land— they  are  "wagens" 
iOf  the  Continent— the  round  steel 
bumpers  clash  together  with  a  sound 
like  heavy  cymbals,  the  rods  sup- 
porting the  disks  sink  nearly  a  foot  Into 
their  splral-sprlnged  tubes,  and  the 
cars  are  coupled  without  more  than  a 
fraction  of  the  Jar  which  accompanies 
the  operation  in   America. 

The  bumpers  and  couplers  u.sed  here 
do  away  with  most  of  the  danger  of 
losing  hands  or  parts  of  them  In  coupl- 
ing operations.  This  Is  because  the 
bumper  rods  are  so  long  that  when 
two  "wagens"  or  an  engine  and  a 
"wagen"  come  together  the  distance 
between  the  two  vehicles  Is  so  great 
that  the  man  who  Is  between  them  to 
hook  up  the  couplings  and  adjust  the 
air  hose  cannot  very  well  be  hurt  by 
either  "wagen"  or  locomotive. 
nigabs?o  etaoln  taoln  taoin  taol  nolnol 
In  the  matter  of  coupling  cars.  then, 
the  European  switchman,  flagman  and 
trainman  are  much  better  oft  than 
their  brethren  of  the  United  States. 
In  certain  other  things,  however,  there 
Is  greater  safety  on  the  American  side 
of  the   Atlantic. 

Many  European  railroad  trains,  es- 
pecially those  on  the  trunk  routes,  pat- 
ronized by  rich  Continentals,  "crazy" 
Americans  and  the  complacent  E'lg- 
lish  are  now  composed  of  "corridor 
wagens"  Joined  by  vestibules  through 
which  both  employes  and  passengers 
may  walk  from  end  to  end  of  the 
trains,  the  same  as  In  America.  Most 
of  the  local  short  distance  trains,  how- 
ever, are  made  up  of  the  old-fashioned 
short  "wagens."  divided  into  compart- 
ments, which  can  be  entered  only 
through  side  doors,  so  that  the  em- 
ployes have  sometimes  to  traverse  the 
train   on   the  outside  of  the  cars. 

For  this  purpose  a  "running"  board 
and  hand  rail  are  provided  on  each  car, 
which  the  railroad  authorities  consider 
quite  satisfactory,  and  against  which. 
so  far  as  I  know,  the  railroad  employes 
do  not  protest  seriously. 

But  It  is  enough  to  make  you  shud- 
der to  see  a  "guard"  crawl  along  the 
side  of  rapidly  moving  Continental 
railroad  train.  Compared  to  the  run- 
ning boards  on  one  of  these  trains,  that 
of  the  American  open  trolley  car  Is -a 
broad  and  spacious  walk,  the  European 
board  being  ver>'  narrow  and  set  so 
far  under  the  body  of  the  car  that  the 
poor  devil  of  a  trainman  has  to  be 
mighty  sure-footed  and  of  a  firm  grip 
to  save  himself  from  being  dashed  to 
the  ground  as  the  train  lurches  along. 
This  is  particularly  true  on  the  night 
run  of  a  train  moving  as  rapidly  as 
forty  or  fiftv  miles  an  hour,  speeds 
which  are  not  Infrequent  here,  though 
above  the  average,  as  they  are  In 
America,  for  the  matter  of  that.  There 
Is  a  through  night  train  between 
Brussels,  in  Belgium,  and  Hamburg,  in

tween  and  extremely  well  guarded. 
The  stone  arches  over  which  the 
wagon  roads  cross  the  lines  of  steel 
are  prominent  features  in  every  land- 
scape across  which  railroads  run,  and 
an  immense  amount  has  been  spent 
in  building  them  and  creating  cross- 
ings below    the   level. 

Nearly  everywhere  it  Is  forbidden 
to  walk  on  'the  right  of  way."  and 
the  severe  penalties  provided  are 
rigidlv  enforced,  though  on  some 
local  lines  regular  pathways  alongside 
the  rails  have  been  made  by  pedes- 
trians, who  Insist  on  walking  along 
the  tracks.  On  some  of  the  Italian 
lines  regular  cart  roads  run  less  than 
ten  feet  from  the  rails,  and  with  no 
fence     between.       But     the     lines       are 


tlnulng:  "You  see.  we  Germans  are 
so  clumsy!  We  don't  know  how  to 
drive  as  the  English,  or  even  the 
Americans  do.  and.  in  spite  of  all  the 
rules,  many  people  are  hurt  In  our 
streets.  That  we  do  not  know  how 
to  climb  with  safety,  or  at  least  that 
the  kaiser  and  our  government  do 
not  think  %ve  do.  you  may  see  by  the 
staging.s— the  scaffoldings— of  the 
buildings    that    are    being    put    up." 

"Oh,  yes.  I  have  In  America  been; 
I  learned  English  there,  and  I  know 
that  our  heavy  stagings  would  make 
the  workmen  on  American  buildings 
laugh    themselves    almost    to    death."

cidents  are  not  confined  to  the  outdoors. 
Moving  machinery  of  every  kind  must 
be  protected  thoroughly  and  police 
regulations  on  this  point  are  volumin- 
ous. 

Printing  press  feeders,  for  instance — 
In  Germany  they  are  girls,  though  in- 
variably boys  or  men  in  Ameriea — must 
stand  as  they  work  in  little  inclosures 
of  wire  netting. 

Equally  s«3lieitlou.'!  is  the  government 
that  m>n  shall  not  diu  from  overex- 
posure to  heat  while  at  work.  To  that 
end  workmen  In  gas  houses  and  like 
establishments  where  the  temperature 
is  necessarily  high,  must  wear  asbes- 
tos protectors  in  some  form  or  another, 
the  requirements  varying  with  the  de- 
gree of  exposure.  The  use  of  protectors 
is  Imperative:  the  workman  refusing 
to  wear  them  would  not  only  be  for- 
bidden to  work,  but  he  would  be  haled 
to  court  and  punished. 

The  regulation  Includes  the  coal 
h-^avers  or  stokers  in  the  boiler  houses 
of  concerns  making  use  of  heavy 
steam  power.  Hands,  face  and  other 
parts  must  be  fully  protected.  Each 
member  of  the  city  fire  departments  in 
all  parts  of  the  empire  must  carry  a 
complete  Rf^d  Cross  outfit  for  the  dress- 
ing of  wounds. 

There  are  only  a  few  of  the  German 
precautions  against  accidents  that 
seem  much  more  rigid  than  any  similar 
rules  in  the  United  .States.  But  the 
most  extraordinary  thing  about  the 
German  rules,  is  the  fact  that  they 
ar.'  all  enforced.  The  various  cities 
and  states  in  the  United  States  have 
rules,  which,  enforced,  would  very 
largely  solve  the  accident  problem  In 
the  United  States,  as  the  German  rules 
have    .solved    It    In    Germany. 

But  it  Is  undeniably  true  that  while 
public  sentiment  has  had  a  good  deal 
to  do  with  It  in  Germany,  the  dominat- 
ing  influence  of  the  Kaiser  in  favor 
of  all  possible  precautions  has  been 
as  potent  as  everything  el.se  put  to- 
gether. No  man.  not  even  the  presi- 
dent, could  exercise  such  an  Influence 
In  favor  of  protective  measures  in  the 
United  .States. 

Germany  is  not  the  only  Continental 
country  which  succeeds  in  holding 
down  the  total  of  its  fatal  accidents, 
though  it  is  ahead  of  all  the  others. 
France   enforces   her   admirable   regu- 
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latlons  rigidly  and  her  accidents  are 
comparatively  few  in  number,  isolid 
building  staging,  of  the  same  type  as 
that  prescribed  in  (Germany,  is  in  uni- 
versal use  in  Denmark.  In  Italy  the 
staging  need  not  be  so  solid,  but  each 
scaffold  Is  furnished  with  reed  shades, 
tliat     the     workers    on    the    buildings 

I  mav   not   suiter   from    sunstroke. 

In  both  France  and  in  Italy,  where 
the  government  is  waking  up  rather 
slowly  as  to  accident  prevention,  there 
are  anti-accident  societies,  one  in  each 
country,  the  only  ones  of  exactly  their 

!  scope  in  existence.     They  have  insur- 

I  ance   features,    but  their   great  aim   Is 

j  prevention. 

Each    has    more    than    a    thousand 

1  employers  among  its  numbers  and 
their  employes  directly  affected  in  each 
case  number  hundreds  of  thousands. 
Both  the  Italian  and  French  govern- 
ments are  preparing  to  take  over 
much  of  the  work  ot  these  societies 
which  will  be  carried  on.  as  now.  by 
special  inspectors.  In  Germany  most 
of  the  detection  of  accident  regulation 
violations  and  the  punishment  therefor 
falls     on     the     police. 

fire  regulations  are  ex- 
If  a  fire  is  allowed  to 
apartment      or     house 
carelessness      and      It 
spreads    to    your    neI.!?hbor's   house    or 
ai)artment    you    are    held    responsible. 
Accordingly     you      naturally     become 
more  careful.        Also,     as     might     be 
imagined,  nobody  at  all  thinks  of  go- 
ing without  fire  insurance,   which  Is  a 
good  thing  all  around. 

So  thoroughly  Interested  In  the  pre- 
vention of  accidents  are  the  people 
of  Continental  Europe  that  museums 
showing  all  sorLs  of  preventive  appa- 
ratus, such  as  protection  to  the  moving 
parts  of  machlner>-.  have  been  estab- 
lished in  Amsterdam.  Munich.  Berlin, 
Paris  and  Vienna.  These  institutions 
are  partially  maintained  In  each  case 
at  the  expense  of  the  government, 
though  not  wholly.  They  have  no 
doubt  greatly  lessened  the  number  of 
fatal  accidents  In  all  Europe.  There 
is  now  a  movement  on  foot,  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Josiah  Strong,  presi- 
dent; Dr.  W.  H.  Tolman.  and  other 
officials  of  the  American  Institute  of 
Social  Service,  to  establish  a  similar 
Institution  in  the  United  States.

OLD  TIME  RAIN  GAUGES. 
Kansas  City  Times:  "This  thing  of 
having  a  government  rain  gauge  to  tell 
you  exactly  how  much  it  rains  spoils 
the  fun  of  a  shower,"  said  the  man, 
who  was  raised  in  the  country.  "When 
I  was  a  boy.  after  a  rain,  everybody 
gathered  down  at  the  post  office  to  talk 

it  over.  .  , 

"  'There  must  have  been  .somewhere 
about  two  Inches  and  a  half  of  moist- 
ure dropped,  'cause  my  wife  left  a 
washpan  out  and  It  was  rained  full. 
Of  course,  it  was  flaring  some  at  the 
edges,  which  might  make  It  look  like 
it  rained  more  'en  it  really  did,'  began 

one.  ^  . 

"Then  there  was  the  farmer,  whose 
way  of  judging  rainfall  was  by  a  two 
gallon  jar  that  sat  Just  a  few  feet  from 
the  corner  of  the  house.  He  always 
prefaced  his  figures.  'Of  course  yoti 
can't  exactly  always  tell  about  that 
jar  for  It  was  settln'  purty  close  to  the 
eaves  and  some  might  have  got  blow- 
ed   Into  It  from   the  r.x)f.' 

There  was  a  dairyman,  who  always 
tried  to  tell  how  much  water  fell  by 
milk  cans,  that  were  narrower  at  the 
mouth  than  any  place  else.  His  e.<;tl- 
mates  were  always  smaller  than  his 
neighbors,  and  the  only  way  he  could 
explain  the  discrepancy  was  by  the  fact 
that  the  cloud  seemed  to  break  when  it 
got  over  his  farm.  But  If  his  figures 
were  conservative,  there  was  an  old 
ranchman,  who  lived  up  on  Sand  Creek, 
about  three  miles  away,  that  made  up 
for  them.  He  never  got  down  to  the 
post  office  until  about  11  o'chxik. 

"It  was  the  'dadbobdest  rain  I  ever 
saw.'  he  always  began.  'Gully  wa.sher, 
goslin*  drownder,  toad  killer  of  a  rain.' 

"It  always  rained  more  up  on  his 
ranch  than  anywhere  el.se  In  the  whole 
country.  His  rain  gauge  was  a  tight 
bottomed  wagon  box  three  feet  wide 
and  twelve  feet  long.  After  a  thunder- 
storm that  lasted  about  two  hours, 
one  morning,  he  came  In  and  said  that 
wagon  box  was  rained  clean  full.  Four- 
teen Inches  In  two  hours.  That  estab- 
lished a  record  that  hasn't  been  beat 


New  York,  Nov.  3.— R.  C.  Dunn  & 
Co. '3  Weekly  Review  of  trade  says: 
"Colder  weather  has  removed  one  of 
the  drawbacks  to  seasonable  distribu- 
tion of  merchandise,  but  there  was  still 
much  complaint  of  traffic  conditions. 
Congestion  on  the  railways  was  In- 
creased by  the  destruction  of  vessels 
during  the  recent  gulf  storm  and  a 
much  heavier  tonnage  of  freight  is  de- 
layed than  usual. 

"Retail  trade  shows  improvement  in 
nearly  all  sections  and  mercantile  col- 
lections are  more  prompt.  Returns 
from  the  iron  and  steel  Industry  could 
not  be  brighter,  and  footwear  factories 
have  abundant  orders  on  hand.  After 
several  weeks  of  pressure  to  place  con- 
tracts for  cotton  goods,  there  la  a 
natural  season  of  quiet,  but  the  mills 
have  secured  sufficient  business  to  as- 
sure many  months  of  active  machinery. 
Eastern  wool  sales  have  attained 
record  proportions,  but  the  late  fall  has 
delayed  the  demand  for  woolens.  Prim- 
ary receipts  of  wheat  are  not  in  keep- 
ing   with    a    maxlum    crop    on    account 

of  freight  delay.s. 

"As  the  seasott  advances  with  In- 
creasing urgency  for  delivery  of  iron 
and  steel  regardless  of  further  ad- 
I  vances'  in  prices,  even  the  most  con- 
:  servative  purchasers  give  up  hope  of 
better  terms,  and  are  struggling  to 
place  contracts,  because  nothing  is  of- 
fered. Foreign  trade  in  this  industry  is 
large  despite  domestic  needs. 

"In  cotton  goods,  diminished  Interest 
and  the  lower  price  of  the  raw  ma- 
terial leaves  the  matter  of  market 
values  dependent  on  the  readiness 
with  which  jobbers  find  their  recent 
purchases  distributed.  New  England 
shoe  shops  receive  liberal  orders  for 
spring  goi:>ds  from  Eastern  wholesalers, 
but  it  is  still  too  early  to  expect  re- 
sults from  salesmen  at  the  West  and 
South.  Jobbers  are  seeking  many 
specialties,  notably  patent  leather,  calf 


and  kid  stock.    Prices  are  firmly  main- 
tained. 

"After  much  Irregularity,  the  wheat 
market  shows  a  substantial  advance 
for  the  week.  Flour  output  Increased 
somewhat,  but  It  Is  still  far  behind 
the  production  of  a  year  ago  and  mills 
find  profits  curtailed  by  the  firmness 
of  raw  materials.  Coarse  grains  ar« 
less  active."

The  work  on  the  foundations  is 
now  nearlng  completion.  It  has  been 
a  slow  Job,  on  account  of  the  amount 
of  rock  encountered,  but  the  founda- 
tions are  of  a  very  permanent  nat- 
ure. 

It  is  planned  to  begin  work  on  the 
superstructure    as    soon    as    possible. 

The  accompanying  picture  shows 
the  building  as  it  will  appear  from 
the    avenue    side.      It    covers    the    lot 


from  .Second  street  to  the  alley,  with 
a  frontage  of  10)  feet  on  Second 
street.  The  building  will  be  four 
stories  in  height,  with  a  full  base- 
ment. In  the  basement  will  be  lo- 
cated the  swimming  tank,  the  baths, 
dressing  rooms,  bowling  alleys  and 
locker  i-ooni.s.  On  the  first  floor  will 
be  the  office,  reading  rooms,  reception 
rooms  and  game  rooms. 

The  gymnasium  occupies  the  alley 
side  of  the  ground  floor  of  the  build- 
ing. There  Is  also  a  mezzanine  floor, 
which  Is  on  a  level  with  the  running 
track  of  the  gymnasium,  and  on  this 
will  be  located  the  Spa  or  lunch 
room. 

The  three  upper  flo<irs  of  the  bulld- 
uig  win  be  occupied  with  night 
school  rooms,  rooms  for  the  religious 
work,  an  assembly  hail,  a  large  din- 
ing room  and   dormitories. 
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As  a  labor  saving  device,  the  plant  is 
certainly  a  great   feature.

BIRDS  OF  PASSAGE 


The  annual  fall  migration  of  birds 
Is   nearly   ended. 

Weeks  ago  the  tiny  warblers  and 
their  kindred  paid  their  transitory  fall 
vl.sit  to  Duluth,  and  peered  aroung  in 
the  shrubbery,  hoping  to  find  and  an- 
nihilate any  descendants  of  the  bugs 
that  escaped  them  last  spring.  Only 
a  few  days  did  they  stay,  then  flitted 
away   southward. 

Soon  the  otlier  birds  began  to  gather. 
While  walking  along  the  street  in 
the  afternoon,  your  eyes  were  startled 
by  a  flash  of  blue  in  some  bush  or 
tree.  You  stopped  and  craned  your 
neck  to  get  another  glimpse  of  it— any- 
one who  thinks  a  bluebird  worth  looking 
at — and  were  rewarded  by  seeing  sev- 
eral of  them.  Reluctantly  you  left 
them,  but  probably  saw  more  in  the 
next  block,  and  the  story  kept  re- 
peating Itself  all  the  way  home.  Where 
did  so  many  bluebirds  come  from  so 
"all  of  a  sudden."  You  looked  for 
them  the  next  day,  but  perhaps,  saw 
only  one  or  two  dumpy  little  gray 
birds,  with  reddish  breasts  sitting  on 
tlie  edge  of  the  roof  or  on  a  telephone 
wire,  the  rear  guard  of  the  flock  you 
saw  the  day  before. 

Another  day  you  were  attracted  by 
a  flock  of  sparrows,  feeding  QuIetly 
and  peaceably,  and  thinking  a  peace- 
able lot  of  Elnglish  sparrows  worth 
studying,  you  stopped  to  watch  them. 
They  proved  to  be  white  throats  or 
vesper  sparrows,  who  were  moving 
along  in  the  great  procession,  stopping 
in  Duluth  a  day  or  two  to  feed  and 
Incidentally  show  the  young  ones 
where  their  father  and  mother  began 
their  courting   last   spring. 

During  all  this  time  the  robins  are 
gathering,  clan  after  clan,  tribe  upon 
tribe,  hundreds  and  thousands,  until 
the  city  is  alive  with  them.  This  fall 
they  seemed  more  numerous  than  ever 
before.  They  swarmed  In  the  moun- 
tain ash  trees  and  great  Jlocks  covered 
the  ground  in  vacant  lots  and  fleld«. 
There  is  not  much  poetry  or  sentiment 
about  them  this  time  of  year,  although 
I  did  hear  one  or  two  unseasonable 
young  males  singing  their  .^spring  song 
early  one  morning.  Such  Inconsistency 
was  promptly  checked  by  the  elders, 
it  seems,  who  had  more  respect  for 
old  traditions  than "  to  allow  such  a 
thing  to  continue.  Who  ever  heard  of 
having  the  spring  feelipg  in  the  fall? 

And  how  big  and  iat  the  robins  be- 
came, until  every  wicki^  little  epi- 
curean In  the  city  could  fairly  taste 
the  nice  juicy  meat.  He  had  been  in- 
tellectually regaled  in  the  nursery,  per- 
haps In  the  kindergarten,  with  "four 
and  twenty  blackbirds  baked  in  a  pie." 
Why  not  "four  and  twenty  robins?" 
Horrible  thought!  How  could  any  boy 
shoot  a  robin,  even  a  homely,  dull- 
colored,  greedy,  tantailzingly  fat  one? 
Some  day,  when  his  crude  blunt  con- 
science has  become  more  sensitive  and 
acute,  he  will  be  able  to  see  the  great 
difference  there  Is  between  shooting  a 
lean  lillle  snipe  and  a  big  fat  robin. 
But  the  strained  relations  between  the 
boy  and  the  humane  society  are  ended 
for  this  year,  and  the  birds  that  suc- 
ceeded In  getting  away  are  probably  In 
Missouri  by  this  time. 

Besides  these  big  common  birds, 
known  by  everyone,  and  whose  names 
get  into  the  newspaper.^,  there  are 
memb«-rs  of  little  known  species,  flit- 
ting through  to%vn  every  day,  who  are 
noticed  by  their  friends  only.  One 
frosty  morning  while  going  down 
P'ourth  avenue,  I  heard  above  me 
"honk,  honk,"  like  the  sound  of  a 
miniature  automobile.  Looking  up,  I 
discovered  an  old  acquaintance,  the 
Canadian  nuthatch,  a  cheerful  little 
short-tailed  bird,  with  reddish  breast. 
He  ignores  the  force  of  gravitation 
and  does  not  recognize  up  from  down, 
but,  more  reckbss  than  the  most  daring 
chauffeur,  he  sounds  his  tiny  horn  and 
plunges  head  foremost  down  the  tren 
trunk  or  takes  a  run  around  a  large 
limb. 

The  kinglets  are  not  afraid  of  pretty 
sharp  weather,  and  you  will  often  see 
flocks  of  them  after  other  birds  of  th-rMr 
size  have  gone.  One  cloudy  blue  after- 
noon. I  sfiw  about  a  dozen  of  them  In 
some  bushes  above  Cascade  park.  They 
were  surely  as  beautiful  specimens  of 
the  golden  crowned  kinglet  as  ever 
honored  Duluth  with  their  royal  pres- 
ence. Each  feather  In  tall  and  wings 
was  gilt  edged,  and  the  golden  crown 
fairly  sparkled,  it  was  so  bright.     Fear-

^t  farmers'  grain  elevator  In 
1,  -uis  county  was  erected  last  sum- 
mer on  the  Jean  DuLuth  stock  farm, 
a  few  miles  out  of  the  city,  on  the 
East  Duluth  and  Lester  river  road, 
owned  by  C.  P.  Craig  and  John  G. 
Williams,  of  this  city.  Lack  of  facili- 
ties for  storing  the  large  quantity  of 
gniin  that  the  Jean  DuLuth  company 
raised,   and    must   keep   until   ready   to 


use,  resulted 
built. 

Since  th^^  building  was  finished.  It  has 
been  looked  over  by  a  large  number  of 
visitors  to  the  farm  and  Messrs.  Craig 
and  Williams  have  been  complimented 
on  the  very  complete  plant  they  have 
Installed.  The  elevator  is  located  on 
the    east    branch   of    the    Lester    river. 


designed  by  Mr.  Craig  and  by  rea- 
son of  Its  peculiar  locatir»n.  Is  well 
adapted  to  the  gravity  system  of  hand- 
ling a  great  deal  of  the  grain,  which 
conies   into   the   structure. 

Built  of  lumber  sawed  by  the  com- 
pany's mill  from  timber  cut  on  the 
stock  farm,  the  building  is  40  by  30 
feet  in  ground  dimensions,  besides  a 
receiving  shed  16  by  40  feet  at  the  rear. 
It  Is  thirty-four  feet  high  to  the  eaves 
and  about  fifty  feet  to  the  top  of  the 
cupalo. 

The  elevator  contains  eight  large 
storage  bins,  each  with  a  capacity  for 
1,500  bushels  each  and  four  receiving 
bins,  each  with  a  capacity  of  3.000. 
This  gives  a  total  capacity  of  about 
l:4.'»0  bushels,  all  the  grain  that  the 
f:irm  expects  to  handle  In  Its  stock 
business. 

The  machinery  with  which  the  house 
Is  eiiuipped  came  out  of  the  old  Im- 
perial mill,  which  w.as  recently  dis- 
mantled, and  includes  a  conveyor,  end- 
less belts,  a  cleaner,  etc.  The  grinding 
machinery  now  in  commission  has  been 
found  inadequate  for  the  amount  of 
work  that  is  required  of  it,  and  It  is 
the  intention  of  the  proprietors  to  in- 
stall a  grinder  of  double  the  capacity. 

All  the  receiving  bins  have  concrete 
botlom.s.  and  the  storage  bins  are  of 
plank,  with  »h«et  tin  lined  bottoms. 
All  the  bins  empty  by  hopper. 

The  general  design  for  the  reception 
of  the  grain  to  the  grinding  machinery 
Is  such  that  from  time  the  grain  come 
Into  the  receiving  shed,  until  it  is  sack- 
ed ready  for  feeding  the  stock,  the 
elevator  is  operated  by  gravity  and 
machinery,  only  one  man  being  requir- 
ed  to   attend   to  all   the  work. 

The  steam  power  is  furnished  by 
steam  propeller,  placed  outside  the 
building  and  seen  in  the  picture 
to  the  river  bank.

A  greater 
number  of  men  are  employed  than  at  any 
previous  period.  Several  new  properties 
have  been  opened  within  the  past  year. 
Much  development  and  exploratory  work 
has  been  done,  and  If  the  demand  for 
the  quality  of  ores  produced  continues, 
and  labor  Is  available,  the  forces  em- 
ployed will  be  increased  considerably 
next  season.  The  coming  winter  will  bi? 
an  active  one  at  all  the  underground 
mines.  This,  too,  sums  up  the  condi- 
tions in  other  fields.

The  shaft  will  be  a  large 
one  and  will  be  sunk  to  a  depth  of  800 
or  900  feet  before  much  lateral  openlnK 
work  is  done.  At  the  same  company's 
Norway  mine,  while  the  mining  of  low 
grade  ore  has  been  suspended  for  the 
season,  with  a  total  output  of  about 
S0,(>iK)  tons,  the  mining  of  some  small 
bodies  of  higher  grade  ore  lying  near 
the  bottom  of  the  old  workings  will  bo 
continued  all  winter,  and  a  fair-sized 
stockpile  will  probably  be  the  result. 

Announcement  was  made  in  July  last 
that  the  Steel  corporation  had  secured 
an  option  upon  all  the  real  and  per- 
sonal property  of  the  Cedar  River  Land 
company  in  the  counties  of  Dickinson. 
Menominee  and  Delta.  This  big  deal  has 
now  been  closed,  and  it  Involves  a  cash 
consideration  materially  In  excess  of 
$51)0,000.  As  a  result  of  the  transaction, 
72,000  acres  of  land  have  chanpred  owner- 
ship, of  which  nearly  one-b.alf,  or  30.000 
acres,  are  located  in  Menominee  county. 
The  deal  also  includes  the  large  saw  mill 
of  the  Cedar  River  company  at  Spalding, 
many  dwelling  houses  and  other  build- 
ings. The  lands  are  thickly  timbered 
with  hemlock,  cedar,  basswood,  pine, 
hardwoods  and  other  woc^s,  in  the  ag- 
grogate  many  millions  of  feet.  It  is 
the  Intention  of  the  company  to  operate 
the  saw  mill  steadily  in  cutting  timber 
for  the  mines  of  the  Menominee  ranse 
exclusively,  and  is  estimated  there  is 
sufficient  supply  for  this  purpose  for 
nearly  thirty  years.  The  transaction 
makes  the  Steel  corporation  second  onl.v 
to  the  Cleveland-Cliffs  company  in  the 
number  of  acres  of  land  owned  in  Upper 
Michigan,  the  concern  having  recently 
acquired  large  tracts  ni  a  number  of 
other  counties,  among  them  Marquette 
and  oGgebic,  In  both  of  v.'hich  it  Is  con- 
ducting logging  operations.  Notwith- 
standing this  latest  extensive  purcha.se 
tlie  corporation  will  continue  to  buy  as 
many  logs  and  as  much  logging  from 
jobbers  and  homsteaders  as  possible. 
Huge  inroads  have  been  made  in  Lake 
Superior's  forests  during  the  many  years 
lumbering  lias  been  an  import.ant  Indus- 
try of  the  region,  and  tlie  mining  com- 
panies, who  annually  use  many  millions 
of  feet  of  timber,  have  for  some  time 
realized  the  necessity  of  husbandintr 
available  supplies  and  adding  to  theai 
where  possible.

State  of  Wisconsin  Shows 

Remarkable  Growtli 

in  Dairying. 


ern  portion  of  the  state  continues  to  cen- 
ter in  Richland  county,  where  it  has  been 
developing  for  years,  but  tho  success  there 
attaiend  has  led  to  the  extension  of  this 
Cheddar  cheese  section  into  Western 
Sauk,  Southern  Vernor  and  Northern 
Iowa  counties.  These  counties  stand  out 
prominently  as  a  dairy  area,  and  the 
growth  of  the  industry  is  emphasized  by 
a  comparison  with  surrounding  counties, 
like  Crawford,  Western  Vernon  and  Co- 
lumbia, In  which  no  apparent  facotry 
development  is  occurring. 

The  most  extensive  Cheddar  region  of 
the  state  consists  of  the  lake  shore  coun- 
ties, where  the  industry  was  originally 
established,  and  whore  the  extension  oC 
it  has  been  continuous.  Although  the 
distinctly  lake  shore  counties,  like  Ko- 
waunee,  Manitowoc  and  Sheboygan,  seena 
to  have  reached  their  maximum  factory 
development,  the  boundaries  of  this  cheese 
belt  are  being  steadily  pushed  toward 
the  interior,  especially  toward  the  more 
newly  settled  regions  northward.  It  la 
highly  probable  that  the  lake  shore  cheeso 
belt,  to  which  .should  now  be  added  Sha- 
wano county,  will  push  westward  and 
northward  into  Langlade,  Oconto  ana 
Marathon  coutnles.  Indeed,  in  Marathon 
county  already  cheese  interests  are  para- 
mount. 

Wisconsin  has  two  centers  in  which 
foreign  cheese  Is  extensively  made.  Be- 
side the  Green  county  district,  where 
Swiss  and  Limburger  are  manufactured, 
there  is  a  large  and  developing  area,  with 
Dodge  countv  as  its  center,  in  which 
brick  clieese  is  made  in  large  quantities. 
The  manufacture  of  this  peculiar  type 
of  cheese  began  in  Dodge  county,  but  la 
now  extending  northward  into  Fond  da 
Lac  and  eastward  into  Washington  coun- 
ties. The  rapid  growth  of  the  cheese  in- 
terests in  this  area  is  shown  by  the  fact 
that  the  cheese  factoreia  In  Dodge  coun- 
ty alone  have  inci'eaaed  In  the  last  five 
years  from  102  to  120.  This  district,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Swiss  cheese  sec- 
tion In  the  southern  part  of  the  state, 
makes  Wl.sconsin  the  foremost  state  of 
the  union  In  the  manufacture  of  foreign 
cheese.

Tlio  amount  of  butter  manufactured  in 
creameries  of  the  state  has  increased 
60  per  cent  in  the  past  five  years,  the 
figures  showing  &5.00(>,(hX)  pounds  for  190'J 
and  88,500.000  pounds  in  1905.  The  butter 
made  on  farms  has  grown  from  2j.000,0i)0 
pounds  In  1900  to  3'4,5O0,O00  pounds  in  190», 
an  increa.se  of  38  per  cent.  It  is  evident 
from  this  that  factory  dairying  Is  in- 
creasing relatively  faster  than  the  home 
production  of  the  farms.  The  bulletin 
shows  that  the  factory  growth  is  going 
on  rapidly  throughout  almost  all  regions 
of   the   slate. 

The  most  vigorous  -factory  development 
during  the  last  five  years  is  shown  to 
have  been  In  Centnil  Wisconsin.  In 
Sliawano,  Oconto.  Waupaca,  Portage, 
Wood,  Marathon,  Clark,  Eau  Claire, 
Chippewa  and  Barron  the  ten  counties  lo- 
cated in  the  central  part  of  the  state,  the 
number  of  cheese  factories  has  grown 
from  141  to  206,  an  Increase  of  65,  and 
tho  number  of  creameries  from  121  to  191, 
an  increase  of  70.  By  virtue  of  its  natur- 
al advantages,  this  new  dairy  portion  of 
Central  Wisconsin  is  peculiarly  adapted 
to  dairying.  Undoubtedly  a  prominent 
factor  of  the  development  of  this  region 
has  been  the  introduction  of  the  small 
landowner  generally  of  foreign  birth.  In 
developing  their  little  clearings  in  the 
cut-over  land,  there  farmers  have  taken 
up  dairying,  to  which  the  country  is 
well  adapted,  rather  than  the  raising  of 
erain  or  other  agricultural  products.  The 
most  phenomenal  growth  of  the  cheese 
industry  is  to  be  notec",  in  Shawano  coun- 
tv where  the  number  of  cheese  factories 
has  increased  from  14  in  1900  lo  56  in  1905, 
and  addition  of  42.  or  300  per  cent. 

The  most  distinctive  area,  because  ot 
its  rapid  growth  as  well  as  of  the 
character  of  Us  product,  is  the  region 
of  the  Swi-ss  cheese  industry  in  South- 
ern Wisconsin.  Centering  originally  in 
Green  county.  It  has  extended  rapidly  to 
Iowa  LaFayette,  Dane  and  Rock  coun- 
ties. The  most  remarkable  Increase  has 
been  In  these  surrounding  counties.  In 
which  the  factories  have  increased  in  tho 
last  five  years  from  183  lo  301.  while  the 
estimated  factory  output  of  Swiss  cheese 
approximates  15.o00.000  pounds.

Little  Biographies  of  Big  Men. 


In  the  Russian  village  of  VIchvatijnctz, 
on  the  Dniester,  near  the  frontier  of  the 
government  of  Podolsk  and  Bessarabia, 
Anton  Grlgorlevltcb  Rubinstein  was 
born  November  16,  1829.  In  his  auto- 
biography Rubinstein  tells  us  that  not 
till  ho  was  in  his  sixtieth  year  did  he 
know  the  exact  date  of  his  birth,  his  ig- 
norance on  the  subject  being  due  to  a 
lapse  of  memory  on  the  part  of  his 
mother.  It  was  only  after  careful  exam- 
ination Into  the  local  documents  bearing 
upon  such  events  in  the  town  of  Uubin- 
stein's  birth  that  the  16lh  of  Novem- 
ber was  fixed  upon  as  being,  without 
doubt,  the  correct  date  of  his  birth. 

But  Rubinstein,  having  celebrated  the 
IStb  of  November  as  his  birthday  for  so 
many  years,  decided  it  was  too  late  In 
his  life  io  change  the  "family  feteday," 
as  ho  was  pleased  to  call  it,  and  contin- 
ued to  observe  the  18tb  as  the  date  of  his 
nativity. 

Very  early  Rubinstein  ehowed  a  marked 
talent  for  music,  and  his  mother,  herself 
a  clever  musician,  spared  neither  time 
nor  pains  In  Instructing  him  on  the  piano. 
When  the  little  Anton  was  between  five 
and  six  he  would  sit  for  hours  on  the 
high  stool  in  front  of  tho  piano,  his 
mother  beside  him,  carefully  watching 
and  directing  the  use  of  the  small  nimble 
fingers  as  they  played  exercises  to  her 
"one,  two,  three,"  or  ran  without  tiring 
the  difficult  scales. 

While  Anton  was  still  very  young  his 
parents  removed  to  Moscow,  and  there 
the  child's  musical  education  began  In 
earnest.  His  mother's  enthusiasm  was 
roused  by  hearing  an  "infant-virtuosi" 
play  In  Moscow,  and  she  at  once  decided 
her  gifted  child  should  have  better  train- 
ing than  she  herself  could  give  him.  Alex- 
ander Villolng,  a  celebrated  music-teacher, 
was  sought  by  her,  the  honest  woman 
telling  him  that  her  means  were  .iautcd, 
and  that  she  could  not  afford  to  pay  a 
large    price   for   the   child's    lessons. 

"Let  us  hear  him  play,"  Villolng  said. 
Rubinstein  sat  down  at  the  piano  and  ran 
through  some  niuslc  the  master  placed 
on  the  rack  before  him.  "As  I  am  not 
pressed  for  money,"  the  good  Villolng 
said,  "I  shall  gladly  undertake  this  boy's 
musical    education    free   of    charge." 

And  from  that  day  tho  little  Rubinstein 
was  In  the  hands  of  his  master.  To  quote 
from   his  autobiography: 

"In  my  oignth  year  I  began  to  study 
with   Villolug,  and  in  my  thirteenth  year 


my  mirslcal  education  was  completed,  fof 
I  never  bad  another  music-teacher." 

At  10  years  of  age  Rubinstein  gave  hl« 
first  concert,  playing  In  Moscow.  At  11 
he  was  on  o  concert  tour  throughout 
Europe,  playing  before  the  most  enthn- 
slastlc  nudieneee,  the  crowned  beads 
showering  favors  upon  the  deserving  little 
genius.

Then  around  this 
spot  we  wou'd  strotcb- fiat  on  the 
ground— a  horsehair  rope,  for  the  Texans 
would  tell  you,  nnd  correct  they  were, 
too.  that  no  insect  or  snake  would  craw! 
over  a  rope  of  that  sort.  Thus  protected 
we  would  fall  asleep  with  only  the  starry 
heavens  over  us.  In  the  morning  we 
would  build  a  campfire  with  bits  of  brush 
we  had  gathered  from  chance  patches  of 
timber  on  our  way,  and  which  we  car- 
ried tied  on  the  back  of  our  wagon.  Wc 
also  carried  jugs  of  water,  for  we  found 
none  for  50  miles  at  a  stretch  sometimes. 

"After  a  breakfast  of  fried  bacon,  hard 
tack  and  coffee  we  broke  camp  and  pro- 
ceeded on  our  way. 

"In  San  Antonio  1  visited  the  old 
Alamo,  then  n  ruin  so  fresh  from  the  de- 
stroyers' hands  as  to  be  held  very  lightly, 
but  which  later  became  a  historical  place 
of  deep  interest  lo  not  only  the  Tcsans, 
but  to  the  people  of  the  entire  United 
States. 

"Well,  after  one  week  In  San  Antonio 
1  succeeded  in  getting  employment,  but  1 
confess  It  was  not  to  my  liking,  for  it 
was  carrying  the  mall  from  San  Antonio 
to  Austin,  a  distance  requiring  two  days' 
bard  ridiug  on  a  Texas  pony,  and  1  tell 
you  those  little  beasts  cau  travel,  too, 
like  the  wind.  But  it  was  not  the  hard- 
ship to  be  suffered  from  riding  so  long 
without  rest,  for  I  was  strong  aud  a 
splendid  horseman;  it  was  the  danger  of 
losing  my  scalp,  for  tho  country  still 
swarmed  with  baiids  of  Indian.s.  some  of 
them  very  hostile  toward  the  white 
stranger,  who  w.as  crowding  them  fur- 
ther  and  further  from  the  laiids  that  had 
been  their  own. 

"I  would  leave  San  Antonio  at  day- 
dawn,  stop  at  dark  at  a  lone  hut,  the 
habitation  of  a  Frenchman,  whose  object 
In  stopping  there  I  never  knew  (nor  have 
I  ever  seen  anyone  who  ever  knew  of  his 
coming  or  going  away),  and  pass  the 
night  under  his  hospitable  roof.  In  the 
morning  1  was  up  before  dawn  aud  on 
my  way,  carrying  across  the  pommel  of 
my  saddle  the  little  leather  mailbag  con- 
taining  the  United  States  mail.     Aud  all 


that  summer  I  stuck  to  my  Job,  though 
the  iieat  on  the  pr.airies  was  something  1 
cannot  explain.  When  the  cool  winds  of 
November  blew  across'  the  level  wastes  I 
was  through  with  my  contract  with  the 
government,  and  gladly  Joined  my  friend 
at  Galveston  once  more.  There  I  went 
to  clerking  for  him,  remaining  three 
years. 

"But  the  old  ties  of  home  had  not  been 
fully  severed,  and  a  longing  came  over 
mc  to  visit  the  old  scenes  again.  So, 
bidding  good-by  to  my  friend  and  em- 
ployer, I  set  sail  for  New  Orleans,  going 
toward  home.  En  route  to  my  uncle's 
house  I  sto[)pcd  at  the  place  where  I  bad 
found  friends  and  employment  the  win- 
ter before  going  to  Texas.  All  were  glad 
to  see  me  and  to  hear  of  the  son  and 
brother  who  was  doing  so  well  in  Gal- 
veston. I  renewed  my  vows  of  friend- 
ship and  went  on  to  my  uncle's,  to  liud 
awaiting  me  a  cordial  welcome  aud  a 
complclc  forgiveness  for  what  might  have 
been  called  my  waywardness,  but  which 
was  really  my  extreme  Beusltlveness  and 
pride. 

"But,  having  an  object  dear  to  my 
heart  In  mind  for  the  near  future,  1  let 
bygones  be  bygones,  nnd  settled  down  at 
my  uncle's  home  to  work  and  6,TVO 
money.  All  the  time  I  kept  up  a  corre- 
s|>ondence  with  the  young  Ia«ly  whom  I 
had  taken  such  n  fancy  to  duiiug  my 
term  of  wood-chopping  for  Ler  father."

It  will  be  my 
plan  to  build  factories  for  the  work- 
ingmen,  and  to  go  down  and  work 
with  them.  I  shall  do  away  with  the 
aristocratic  circle  that  has  grown  up 
in  Zion,  and  all  shall  be  of  equal 
standing."

FRENCH  SPIES

Woman  and  Artillery  Re- 
servist Found  With 
Army  Secrets. 

Paris,  Nov.  5. — A  woman  of  Toulon, 
suspected  of  being  a  spy  of  a  foreign 
power,  was  convicted  last  week  on 
the  testimony  of  a  sailor,  who  swore 
she  had  bribed  him  to  steal  plans  of 
certain  fortihcations  and  submarine 
vessels.

Gruesome  Discovery  of 

Skeleton  in  Deserted 

Logging  Camp. 

Menominee,  Mich.,  Nov.  5.— (Special  to 
Thf  Htrald. )— A  gruesome  discovery  of  a 
skeleton  of  a  man  Is  roporic-d  from  a  de- 
scried logging  camp  on  the  Wolverine 
branch  nurtli  of  Iron  Mountain.  A  wan- 
dering junk  buyer  hart  been  directed  l>y 
the  men  of  one  camp  in  a  spirit  of  fun  to 
the  dtsereld  camp,  whicli  had  been  used 
a.s  a  postliouse  during  a  smallpox  epl- 
riemic  four  years  before.  This  old  camp 
is  shunntd  by  all  the  woodsmen.  The 
Junkman,  howover,  went  in  and  look  hold 
of  a  rubber  thai  he  saw  sticking  out  of  a 
bunk.  To  his  surprise  and  terror  he 
found  in  it  ihe  bones  of  a  human  foot, 
and  upon  investigating  the  bunk  found 
id  it  the  skeleton  of  a  man.  The  junkman 
liod  in  a  panic  and  has  not  been  heard  of 
since.  It  Is  not  known  whose  skeleton 
was  lying  in  the  dLserted  camp.

which  woiK  ttctly,  and  the  coun- 

cil, on  the  siri  ny.n  of  this,  vuied  money 
to  construct  one  of  the  ejectors  in  the 
Lako  avenue  sewt  r,  which  has  been  a 
sleneli  in  the  nostrils  of  Duluth  people 
for  years. 

The  sewage  was  turned  into  the  ejector 
this  morning,  and  it  worked  porlectly. 
The  packing  in  the  cylinder  was  loose 
and  it  leaked  somewhat,  but  this  is  an 
easy  matter  to  remedy.  The  mtchan- 
Ism  worked  as  pt  rfectly  as  the  model 
had  done,  huvvuvtrr,  and  every  three  or 
lour  minutes  the  tank  was  automatical- 
ly dumped,  and  the  contents  iJiujeeud 
to  a  higher  level. 

The  machine  wUl  cost  the  city  about 
thirteen  cents  a  day  to  operate,  and 
is  about  an  average  cost,  for  an 
...lary  sewer.  It  will  take  the  place 
of  expensive  pumping  apparatus,  which 
requires  steam  power  to  operate,  and 
In  cities  which  have  Utile  or  no  draui- 
agt-,  It  will  [irove  an  invaluable  aid 
to   proper   onstruction. 

The  ejector  Is  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  the  sewage  t')  higher  levels, 
and  maintalng  a  good  tlow.  The  ejector 
Is  placed  at  the  level  of  the  outlet  of 
tlie  sewer.  The  sewage  flows  into  a 
lartre  circular  tank,  and  when  this  is 
1  the  contents  are  automatically 
t,  ed  to  a  level  live  or  six  feet  above 
the  level  at  which  they  entered  the  tank. 
Tht;  elevation  is  sutticient  to  carry  it 
two  or  three  blocks,  and  another  ejector 
can   then  be  Installed. 

The  power  la  .supplied  from  the  city 
water  mains.  The  m.iins  have  a  pres- 
sure of  ab'Hit  I'X)  [tuunds  to  the  siiuare 
liich  at  thi.-?  p"i;!t,  and  this  is  m<»rt! 
than  ample  t>  v\  >rk  the  piston  which 
t-njptiis  the  cylinder.  Only  three  g.al- 
lons  of  water  are  required  for  every 
300  gallons  of  sewage,  and  the  figures 
show  that  the  cost  of  operation  \\lll 
be  about  tli  cents  per  day.

and  undoubtedly  caused  the  stench  of 
which  the  people  on  Lako  avenue  have 
been  complaining  for  so  long. 

After  it  had  been  working  a  little 
while,  however,  and  maintaining  a 
good  current,  the  sewage  became  clear 
and  almost  colorless,  and  gave  evidence 
that  the  ejector  was  fulfilling  Its  task. 
The  trouble  with  the  Lake  avenue 
sewer  has  been  that  it  was  impossible 
to  get  any  elevation,  and  there  has 
been  little  or  no  flow  of  water  through 
It.  Only  the  'head"  kept  it  free  at  all, 
and  whenever  the  lake  was  high  the 
water  would  back  up  in  the  sewer.  It 
was  for  the  purpose  of  solving  this 
problem  that  the  plumbing  Inspector 
and  the  assistant  city  engineer  con- 
ducted their  experiments,  and  finally 
evolved  the  plan  which  they  have  put 
into   practical    use. 

I  The  inventors  have  secured  a  patent 
I  on  their  Invention,  but  have  donated 
ithe  use  of  it  to  the  city  for  all  time 
to  come,  free  of  cost.  If  It  continues  to 
jwork  as  it  did  this  morning.  It  will  be 
used  in  the  Park  Point  system,  and  will 
I  make  possible  a  sewer  system  on  the 
[loint,  without  the  nece.sslty  of  con- 
structing and  maintaining  an  expensive 
pumping  plant. 

The  test  this  morning  was  witnessed

Park  Point  Is  not  the  onlv  placa 
where  the  ejector  can  be  used'  as  It  Is 
well  adapted  for  the  needs  of  Rice's 
point  and  all  other  low  lying  districts 
of  the  city,  but  If  it  does  nothing  more 
than  remove  tho  Lake  avenue  nuisance 
It  will  bo  considered  a  blessing  by 
every  citizen  who  has  occasion  to  pass 
along  that  thoroughfare  during  the 
summer  months. 

To  tho.se  who  have  never  seen  the  ap- 
paratus It  might  appear  pos.slble  that 
the  sewage  could  In  some  way  con- 
amlnato  the  water.  This  is  plainly 
Impossible,  however,  for  ev^n  If  tha 
mains  h.ad  not  a  pressure  of  \oo  pound? 
to  the^  square  Inch  while  the  tank  has 
but  three  pounds,  there  would  be  no 
danger  of  this,  from  the  fact  that  the 
mams  are  not  directly  connected  with 
the  sewage  tank,  but  only  with  the 
cycUnder  that   works  the  piston.

Race  of  Big  Boats  on 

LaRes  Was  Warm 

One. 


The  race  between  the  steamers  James 
Laughlln  and  B.  F.  Jones  ended  yester- 
day morning,  when  the  I.aughlln  entered 
the  harbor  at  Duluth  with  flying  colors 
and  with  a  triumphant  whistle.  The 
steamers  In  the  port  saluted  the  winner 
with  sonorus  congratulations.  The  B.  F. 
Jones  arrived  at  noon,  three  hours  be- 
hind  the    I..aushlin. 

The  two  steamers  were  together  at  the 
Sault.  The  Jones  went  up  the  Canadian 
lock  while  the  I.aughlin  took  the  Anieri- 
can.  The  Laughlln  gained  an  advantage 
of  only  four  minutes  in  leaving  the  Sault, 
so  that  for  the  final  run  of  400  miles  to 
Duluth  the  boats  got  a  very  even  start. 

Some  dispute  had  arisen  between  the 
captains  of  the  two  boats.  George  Sims 
of  the  Lnughlin  and  Claude  Ennes  of  the 
,  Jones,  as  to  the  respective  speed  of  tho 
.  vessels,  and  when  they  left  Buffalo  to- 
gether they  raced  their  boats  to  Duluth. 
The  two  steamers  are  practically  identi- 
cal, having  been  built  on  the  same  plans 
and  by  the  same  yard. 

The  Laughlln  made  the  trip  from  the 
Sault  to  Duluth  in  2Si  hrs.  and  30  mln. 

The.se  two  boats  liav©  been  busy  during 
the  last  few  weeks  in  breaking  the 
grain  cargo  records.  On  their  last  de- 
parture from  Duluth  the  Jones  took  out 
a  record  cargo  of  wheat  of  3S0,CX»  bushels 
and  the  Laughlln  left  with  393.<)»»  bushels 
of  flux.  The  boats  are  630  feet  in  length 
56  feet  beam  and  31  feot  in  depth.

Mrs.  D.  S.  Forgj',  the  assistant  humane 
agent,  has  been  besieged  with  telephone 
calls  yesterday  and  today,  from  irate  peo- 
ple who  place  tho  blame  for  the  imagin- 
ary horror  on  her.  The  children's  home 
ha«  also  come  in  for  its  share  of  the 
stigma  and  several  business  men  were 
licard  to  say  this  morning  that  they 
would  cea.^e  their  subscriptions  to  the 
home  as  a  result  of  it. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  neither  the  Hu- 
mane society  nor  tht-  children's  home  had 
anything  whatever  to  do  with  the*  case, 
and  Mrs.  Foryy  ncied  only  as  an  adviser 
to  the  man  who  bought  a  home  lor  the 
child. 

"It  was  not  a  humane  case  at  all,  or  a 
children's  home  ca.'se,"  said  Mrs.  Forgy 
this  morning.  "The  man  simply  came  to 
me  when  the  child  had  been  in  the  hos- 
pital about  three  weeks,  and  asked  me 
where  he  could  find  a  home  lor  It.  1 
asked  him  if  ho  were  its  lather  and  ho 
said  he  was  not,  but  stated  tiiat  he-  and 
his  wife  were  deeply  interested  in  the 
woman,  and  being  ciiikiless,  iiuended  lo 
adopt  the  infant.  He  asked  me  to  recom- 
mend a  place  wliere  it  eouid  be  cared  for 
temporarily.  They  never  take  iniants 
under  three  months  at  the  children's 
home,  so  it  couldn't  go  there,  and  1  gave 
him   the   address  oi   Mrs.    Butler. 

•'Now,  Mrs.  Butier  Uoesn't  run  a  baby 
farm.  Shu  is  a  good  hearted,  widow  wo- 
man, who  takes  care  of  little  babies  of 
thus  kind,  and  she  is  just  as  careiul  and 
kind  as  one  could  wish  her  to  bo.  Miss 
\S  heeler  of  the  children's  home  went  to 
s',0  this  baby,  and  found  that  it  was  be- 
ing properly  cared  lor.  Mis.  Butler  kept 
it  Very  warmly  wrapjied  and  baihed  it  in 
sweet  oil,  which  was  the  oidy  treatment 
for  it.  She  did  everytning  in  her  power 
to  save  its  life,  but  it  la  very  seldom  that 
such  a  child  lives. 

"This  man  who  came  to  see  me  was  not 
a  handsome,  well  dre.ssed  young  man  with 
plenty  of  money.'  The  money  he  gave 
m<^  was  the  last  ho  had,  and  he  said  if  it 
was  not  enough  he  would  try  to  send 
some  more.  1  paid  the  *1S  to  Mrs.  Butler 
and  gave  him  a  receii>t  tor  the  Jlii  which 
was  to  go  toward  the  tuneral  expenses 
ur  to  Mib.  Butle-r  if  the  child  lived  more 
than  a  month.

Success  of  a  certain  sort  has 
doubtless  been  achl<?fred  as  a  result 
of  this  desire.  »*tut  it  is  the  sort 
of  success  that  .''pells  disillusionment, 
heartache  and  rgret.  ■  It  Is  the  repe- 
tition of  the  old  story  of  "paying 
too     much     for     the     wbLstle."  For 

to  achieve  that  meretricious  success 
one  must  sacrifloe  jthe  better  im- 
pul.ses  of  his  nature,  the  finer  in- 
stincts   and    the    loftier    motive. 

And  so  it  Is  after  all.  that  life 
Is  pretty  much  of  a  fancy  dress 
parade,  where  men  and  women  move 
about  in  alien  parts  and  behind 
ma.sks,  which  disclose  no  feature  of 
their  real  selves.  If  at  a  given 
signal,  these  masks  could  be  laid 
aside,  and  the  fancy  gowns  doffed, 
how  strange  and  unreal  would  seem 
the  figures  stalking  forth.  Doubt- 
less, it  is  as  often  as  otherwise  that 
the  better  self  Is  the  self  behind 
the  mask. 

Perhaps  oftener,  for  the  men  and 
women  who  really  do  live  up  to 
standard.^  whieh  they  have  erected 
for  their  own  lives  following,  are 
not  the  ones,  who  publicly  proclaim 
such  ideals. 

After  this  era  of  hurry  and  worry 
and  striving  and  contending  for  name 
and  fame  and  place  and  money.  It  Is 
probable  that  men  and  women  will 
cultivate  repose  and  a  certain  self- 
suthclency.  A  certain  amount  of  self- 
Bufl^ciency  is  requisite  to  every  one. 

Enough  so  that  the  praise  or  cen- 
sure of  others  will  affect  him  not  at 
all,  so  long  as  It  meets  no  echo  in 
himself.  Enough  so  that  he  read  that 
praise    or   blame   in    every    lifeless    ob- 


ject, in  every  strange  face  he  meets 
upon  the  highway.  If  It  comes  to  him 
from  within. 

For  a  life  without  ideals  la  a  worth- 
less thing.  It  Is  In  the  struggle  for 
the  unattainable  that  men  and  women 
have  worked  out  their  highest  de- 
velopment. 

Without  Ideals  there  Is  left  but  the 
material  "husks  and  stones"  for 
which  to  thrive.  No  one  can  better 
testify  to  the  inefflciency  of  the  purely 
material  search  for  happiness  than 
they  who  struggle  through  Its  restless 
current  for   what   they  know   not  of. 

For  accomplishing  anything  really 
worth  while  In  life  one  must  have 
definite  standards.  These  standards 
must  be  the  best  and  highest  expres- 
sion of  self.  For  whether  we  will  or 
no,  we  are  bound  to  express  our- 
selves. That  self  will  be  expressed  in 
as  many  ways  as  there  arc  individ- 
uals. In  one  It  will  be  one  instinct, 
in  another  a  different  talent,  if  it  is 
not  the  better  self  that  speaks,  it  will 
be  the  other,  lesser  self. 

But  the  repression  of  the  better 
self-expression  to  meet  the  seeming 
demands  of  the  times— the  stilling  of 
the  better  impulses,  is  what  causes 
men  and  women  to  don  the  masks 
of  parts  which  are  not  theirs,  and  to 
rattle  off  the  lines  which  are  not 
their  own.  but  express  what  they 
would  appear  to  be,  and  it  Is  always 
a  smaller  and  more  ignoble  part  than 
the  part  It  is  in  them  to  play. 

For  it  is  a  common  weakness  to 
play  to  the  tune  of  the  times.  And 
it  requires  often  great  disasters,  like 
the  San  Francisco  earthquake,  to 
show  up  how  much  real  good  there 
is  in  the  great  human  heart  that 
beats  behind  the  mask.  And  the  rare 
man  is  the  one  who.  in  the  face  of 
public  opinion,  dares  to  be  simply 
himself.

seekers,  and  it  is  made  in  the  name  of  Roosevelt,  who 
has  publicly  commended  Governor  Johnson,  though  he  is 
a  Democrat;  who  has  put  Oscar  Straus  in  his  cabinet 
because  he  is  fitted  for  it,  though  he  is  a  Democrat;  and 
who  has  added  to  his  council  Mr.  Bonapaarte  of  Balti- 
more, who  is  conspictious  the  country  over  for  his  dis- 
regard of  party  lines  when  manhood  and  the  common 
good  are  at  issue.

MORE  ROORBACKS. 

The  Cole  managers,  despairing  of  electing  their  can- 
didate by  fair  means,  and  realizing  that  he  cannot  suc- 
ceed upon  his  merits,  are  evidently  trying  to  win  defeat 
by  foul  means. 

After  the  absurd  story  that  Governor  Johnson  had 
voted  while  in  the  senate  against  a  bill  prohibiting  the 
desecration  of  Memorial  day  by  providing  that  the 
saloons  should  be  closed  on  that  day,  comes  another, 
just  as  preposterous  and  treacherous.  The  first  one  was 
designed  to  prejudice  the  veterans  of  the  Civil  war 
against  the  governor,  as  well  as  those  believing  in  the 
regulation  of  the  saloons.  This  one,  on  the  other  hand, 
is  designed  to  stir  up  the  saloon  interests  against  the 
governor. 

Thus,  by  opposing  and  inconsistent  stories,  they  evi- 
dently hope  to  deceive  as  many  interests  as  possible. 

The  new  effort  is  in  the  form  of  a  circular,  which 
has  been  circulated  among  saloon  keepers  throughout 
the  state,  giving  what  purports  to  be  a  fac  simile  of  a  let- 
ter written  by  Governor  Johnson  to  a  clergyman  in  his 
home  town  of  St.  Peter,  in  which  he  announces  himself 
on  a  local  contest  there  in  a  manner  which  the  circular 
construes  as  indicating  a  vicious  attitude  toward  the  sa- 
loon interests.     This  letter  is  claimed  to  be  a  forgery. 

in  Minneapolis,  according  to  the  Journal  of  that  city, 
on  the  other  hand  again,  they  are  trying  to  fool  the  tem- 
perance people  by  making  them  believe  that  Governor 
Johnson  has  agreed  to  veto  the  local  option  bill  if  it 
passes  the  legislature. 

Talking  to  temperance  people,  therefore,  the  Cole 
managers  tell  them  that  Governor  Johnson  is  a  friend  of 
the  saloon  interests,  that  he  voted  to  let  th«  saloons  re- 
main open  on  Memorial  day,  and  that  he  will  kill  the 
move  for  local  option  by  vetoing  the  bill  when  it  comes 
to  him. 

Talking  to  saloon«men.  these  same  Cole  managers  say 
that  Governor  Johnson  is  a  bitter  and  uncompromising 
enemy  of  the  saloons  and  sahjon  men,  and  that  there  is 
nothing  he  will  not  do  to  make  it  uncomfortable  for 
them. 

These  stories  can't  both  be  true,  Mr.  Voter.  And  as 
a  matter  of  fact  neither  is  true.  They  are  simply  frantic 
attempts  to  fool  the  voters,  and  gain  by  unfair  means 
that  which  is  impossible  by  fair  mcansthe  election  of 
Candidate  Cole. 

Two  years  ago  similar  attempts  to  beat  Governor 
Johnson  were  made,  and  they  resulted  in  winning  votes 
for  him.  The  attempts  this  time  arc  so  chihlish  and 
absurd  that  they  arc  certain  to  work  the  same  way. 


•^UNCLE  JOE'S"  PROFANITY. 

There  are  a  great  many  things  to  admire  about  Joseph 
G.  Cannon  of  Illinois,  otherwise  he  would  not  be  popu- 
larly known  as  "Uncle  Joe." 

But  there  is  one  thing  about  him  that  could  be  dis- 
pensed with  without  injury  to  him  or  his  reputation  and 
his  influence. 

That  is  the  fact  that  he  apparently  "thinks  it  smart" 
to  season  his  public  utterances  with  a  more  or  less  mild 
profanity.  It  has  been  said  of  him  that  he  is  the  only 
man  for  whom  the  newspapers  of  this  country  will  break 
the  rule  against  the  introduction  of  profanity,  even 
tempered  by  initial  letters  and  dashes. 

It  may  add  to  the  picturesqueness  of  his  remarks,  but 
if  anybody  thinks  it  adds  tone  to  his  reputation  they  are 
mistaken. 

There  are  lots  of  people  in  tiiis  country  that  do  not 
think  it  "smart"  at  all  to  use  profanity  as  an  aid  to  vigor- 
ousness  of  expression.  They  think  the  good  old  English 
language  is  adequate  enough  for  any  purpose,  no  matter 
how  strong  the  requirements  of  that  purpose  may  be. 
They  think,  furthermore,  that  he  who  uses  profanity 
argues  himself  a  pauper  in  language,  even  if  it  is  the 
speaker  of  the  house  of  representatives  himself  that  so 
offends. 

Again,  they  have  a  though  to  the  young  people.  They 
try  to  have  their  children  taught  to  express  themselves 
in  clean,  wholesome  Knglish.  That  is  what  they  send 
them  to  school  for.  They  try  to  teach  them  that  it  is 
neither  pretty,  effective  nor  convincing  to  use  profanity. 
They  try  to  make  them  believe  that  the  big,  big  D  is  a 
stain  upon  one's  eloquence,  and  not  a  grace. 

But  they  are  working  against  a  strong  handicap  when 
a  man  so  notable  as  Speaker  Cannon  offers  in  his  own 
example  what  seems  to  be  strong  proof  to  the  contrary. 

It  is  probably  too  late  to  teach  "Uncle  Joe"  any  new  I 
tricks.     But  if  it  were  not  for  that,  it  would  be  worth 
while  to  suggest  to  him  the  trick  of  using  words  fit  for 
decent  society  to  clothe  his  thoughts  in. 

It  would  be  worth  while  suggesting  to  him  the  trick 
of  bestowing  his  English  of  the  kind  that  is  barred  from  j 
parlors  upon  his  men  associates  only,  and  of  dealing  to  I 
his  audiences  only  language  that  will  not  bring  a  blush.  1 

It   would  be   worth   while   suggesting  to   him   that  a  ! 
man  in  his  position  owes  something  to  the  young,  and 
that   his  example   ought   to  be   one  every   father  would 
be  glad  to  commend  to  his  sons. 

But  Mr.  Cannon  is  a  standpatter,  and  probably  he 
will  choose  to  stand  pat  on  his  own  choice  of  language.

In  i..os  Angeles 
this  fact  is  Just  as  evident  as  anywliere 
else,  for  the  effect  of  labor's  stand  is  felt 
there.  Since  the  disa.ster  which  befell 
Frisco.  IMS  Angoles  Is  gaining  by  leaps 
and  bounds,  but  the  people  there  will  not 
tolerate  monopoly  by  cither  union  or 
non-union  men.  The  result  l.s  that  the 
erection  of  building  is  progres-sing  mure 
smoothly  than  othcrwis.j  would  be  the 
case.  It  is  tJie  fault  of  Frisco,  in  allow- 
ing such  a  monopoly  to  exist  within  her 
borders,  that  we  are  gaining  so  rapidly 
in  growth,  while  she  is  growing  so  slowly. 
It  is  a  costly  lessun  to  her,  but  ought  to 
be  a  lasting  one. 

"In  Frisco  the  carmen,  the  brlckmen. 
the  plumbers,  havo  all  hud  their  troubles 
to  air.  They  have  been  sending  up  wails 
for  higher  wages,  and  now  eome  the 
sailors  and  longshoremen,  affected  by 
the  general  atmosphere.  They,  too.  have 
Joined  the  union,  and,  in  emulation  of 
their  brethren,  liave  ti.-d  up  the  .sliipping 
In  a  cry  for  more  money.

"One  Sunday  a  game  warden  went 
through  the  lake  trout  fleet  with  a  magis- 
trate and  found  a  number  of  trout  un- 
dersized in  one  boat.  These  were  prompt- 
ly conllscated  and  the  magistrate  as 
promptly  fined  the  ei^latots  to  the  limit. 
The  lines  were  paid  on  the  spot.  The  men 
had  to  pay.  Public  sciuimeni  waa  against 
them,  and  there  was  not  a  person  in  the 
fifteen  or  twenty  boats  in  sight  who 
was  not  pleased.

residents  of  Duluth.  was  found  dead 
la  his  bed  at  the  Metropole  hotel  at 
6  o'clock  last  night  under  conditlona 
that    point    to   suicide.

Nov.  .5.— District  Attorney 
John  D.  Moran  sent  to  District  Attor- 
ney William  T.  Jerome,  of  New  York 
yesterday,    the    following    letter: 

"I  am  credibly  informed  by  one  A.  D. 
Hughes,  formerly  a  state  senator  of 
Michigan,  that  there  Is  In  the  posses- 
sion of  the  proprietors  of  Collier's 
Weekly,  evidence  In  the  form  of  the 
original  documents,  letters,  telegrams, 
secret  codes,  and,  the  translations 
thereof  some  copies  of  which  I  now 
have,  and  which  I  append  herewith, 
which  tend  to  show  an  organized,  sys- 
tematic and  general  method  of  legisla- 
tive corruption  practiced  by  the  so- 
called    tobacco    trust     throughout     the 

counti-y.  -     .. 

"1  am  Informed  that  some  of  the 
documents,  copies  of  which  I  do  not 
have,  tend  to  sliow  that  several  bills 
affecting  the  interest  of  the  said  tobac- 
co trust,  were  defeated  at  the  capital 
of  this  commonwealth  at  the  last  ses- 
sion of  our  general  court  (Massachus- 
etts legislature)  by  practices  which  are 
a  part  of  tiiis  systematic  scheme.  I 
am  informed  that  the  proprietors  of 
the  said  Colliers  Weekly  have  pur- 
chas<'d  the  evidence  for  a  largo  sum 
of  money  under  a  contract  to  publish 
the  same  not  later  than  ten  weeks  af- 
ter the  first  day  of  August;  that  the 
last  day  for  publishing  llxe  same  has 
expired;  and  that  the  said  Collier's 
Weekly  has  refused  to  publish  the 
same  according  to  contract. 

"I  am  further  informed  that  Collier's 
Weekly  Is  delaying  publication  of  this 
evidence  In  violation  of  its  contract, 
until  after  election  lest  It  should  have 
an  Injurious  effect  upon  Republican 
candidates  on  election  day.  Therefore 
I  respectfully  roKjuest  you  to  obtain  tho 
saipe  evidence  and  transmit  to  me 
forthwith,  in  order  that  I  may  begin 
an  immediate  Inquiry  to  such  acts  oc- 
curing  within  my  jurisdiction  as  may 
be  disclo.sed  by  an  examination  of  tho 
same  documents." 

Hughes  states  In  his  letter  that  ho 
endeavored  to  interest  President  Roose- 
velt and  Governor  Hanley  of  Indiana, 
but  was  unsuccessful.  He  then  .sold 
the  documents  to  Collier's  under  con- 
tract  to  be  published  Oct.   9.   last.

Women   Compose  Most 

of  Audience  at  the 

Lyceum  Meeting. 


"Christian  Science"  was  the  title  of 
the  lecture  given  at  the  Lyceum  theater 
yesterday  afternoon  by  Rev.  William 
P.  McKlnzie  of  Cambridge,  Mass.,  one 
of  the  regular  appointed  speakers  sent 
out  by  the  lecture  board  of  the  First 
Church  of  Christ,  Boston,  to  promul- 
gate its  doctrines. 

The  audience,  which  almost  filled  the 
theater,  was  composced  largely  of  wo- 
men, and  they  followed  the  speaker's 
every  word.  John  Coventry,  reader  of 
the  First  Church  of  Christ.  Scientist, 
of  Duluth,  presided  at  the  meet. 

Following  is  Rev.  Mr.  McKinzie's 
lecture    in    part: 

"Christian  Science  has  for  Its  text- 
book, or  Instruction  manual,  a  book 
first  published  in  1S75  by  Mary  Baker 
G.  Eddy,  and  entitled  "Science  and 
Health  with  Key  to  the  Scriptures." 
The  author  is  now  known  to  the  world 
as  the  woman  who  has  given  to  this 
age  the  true  Idea  of  God.  and  as  the 
philosopher  and  thinker  who  has  revo- 
lutionized the  .sense  of  Christianity 
from  theoretical  to  practical,  so  that 
the  medieval  belief  of  Christianity  as 
a  scheme  for  a  future  world  salvation 
is  changing  to  the  primitive  conception 
of  Christianity  as  a  means  for  reveal- 
ing to  men  on  earth  the  goodness  of 
God   in   healing   and   salvation. 

"The  question  presented  to  every  man 
is  really  this:  To  what  do  you  give 
power?  Evil  or  good?  Christian  Sci- 
entists, by  virtue  of  their  experience, 
are  confirmed  optimists.  They  have 
seen  healing  accomplished  where  hu- 
man love  and  human  skill  had  given 
up  hope.  They  have  seen  apparently 
Incurable  bad  habits  changed  with 
such  a  change  in  life  as  yearly  takes 
place  in  the  earth  when  the  barren 
cold  yields  to  the  beneficient  warmth 
of  spring.  They  have  seen  bitterness 
and  cynicism  and  cruelty  melt  away, 
and  kindness  and  joy  and  gentle  courte- 
sy take  Uieir  place.  They  find  that 
their  faithful  application  of  the  teach- 
ings of  Christian  Science  to  all  the 
problems  of  life  have  brought  so  many 
solutions  and  proofs  of  the  power  of 
good  to  overcome  evil,  that  they  can 
foresee  the  ultimate  triumph  of  good; 
and  -forgetting  the  things  that  are  be- 
hind.' they  press  forward  in  the  direc- 
tion of  that  goal. 

".Some  teachers  who  are  selfless  and 
sincere  argue  that  moral  evil  and 
physical  pain  are  not  only  realities,  but 
beneficent  realties.  Observing  how  a 
good  deed  shines  in  a  naughty  world, 
they  seem  to  think  that  the  good  deed 
owes  Its  lustre  to  the  surrounding 
wickedness.  They  infer  that  the  pa- 
tience of  the  bed-ridden  Invalid  is  the 
product  of  his  pain,  and  that  the  moral 
couiage  of  the  world's  reformers  is  due 
to  the  wickedness  they  opposed.  But 
It  Is  his  vision  of  God  that  inspires  the 
saint  to  be  meek  and  the  reformer  to 
be  fearless,  and  in  that  vision  physical 
pain  and  moral  evil  have  no  part. 

"The  beauty  of  the  vision  of  God  was 
given  to  us  in  Christ  Jesus,  who  said: 
'He  that  hath  seen  me  hath  seen  the 
Father.'  I  never  heard  it  argued  that 
his  goodness  and  power  to  bless  had 
any  other  source  than  the  Father-God 
with  whom  he  was  one.  He  was  rec- 
ognized as  the  expressed  Image  of  God's 
character,  but  who  would  say  that  the 
hypocrisy  of  the  Pharisees,  the  envy 
of  the  pViestG.  the  treachery  of  a  dis- 
ciple were  agencies  in  forming  the 
Christly  nature?  Why,  then,  will  men 
argue  for  the  beneficent  reality  of  evil. 
"If  evil  works  good,  then  its  agents 
are  our  benefactors;  and  why  should 
the  most  active  doers  of  evil  be 
restrained  from  their  beneficent  activ- 
ity by  our  prisons?

RECORD  OF  VOLUNTEERS 
OF  AMERICA  IN  YEAR. 


Chicago.  Nov.  5.— "The  past  year  has 
been  one  of  the  happiest  in  the  history 
of  our  organization."  declared  Gen. 
Balltngton  Booth,  head  of  the  Volun- 
teers of  America,  last  night  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  olflc^rs  of  the  or- 
ganization. 'During  the  year  we  have 
cared  for  3.935  women  In  our  homes  ot 
mercy.  Volunteer  officers  and  workers 
have  visited  and  aided  27.7l>7  families; 
2S0.812  per.sons  were  lodged  In  homes 
for  working  men  and  women,  not  In- 
cluding those  succored  during  strikes, 
4!)9,74!»  persons  were  fed  at  various  in- 
stitutions and  the  volunteer  prison 
league  has  cared   for  50,00()  persons."

Jesus  repi'escnts  the  Son  of 
God.  Judas  presents  the  reversal  of 
true  manhood  or  integrity,  and  In  that 
condition  of  mind  misrepresents  both 
man  and  God.

Some  teachers  claim  this  to  be  the 
great  activity  of  the  present  life,  and 
some  believe  its  disastrous  effects  to  be 
bunch  of  men  for  Calumet,  and  it  is  ig^prnal.  But  if  we  scientifically  examine

'Should  there  remain  any  miscon- 
ception regarding  the  possible  perma- 
nence of  sin  and  error,  consider  the 
petition  used  universally  by  Christ- 
ians to  express  their  desire  for 
divine  guidance.  The  Master  fram- 
ed it  first  for  the  disciple.s,  who  said 
to  him:  'Teach  us  to  pray.'  When 
communing  with  Spirit,  we  say  to 
the  Heavenly  Father,  'lead  us  not 
into  temptation  (.where  all  other 
leadership  than  Tnine  takes  us),  but 
deliver  us  from  evil.'  Some  com- 
mentators read  the  petition  as  if  they 
thought  it  customary  for  us  to  be 
scatlied  by  temptation  at  the  hands 
of  God,  and  this  were  a  prayer  for 
special  exemption  from  the  regular 
process.  But  there  is  good  sense  in 
the  words  of  James:  "Let  no  man 
say,  when  he  is  tempted,  I  am 
tempted  of  God,  for  God  cannot  be 
tempted  with  evil,  neither  tempteth 
he    any    man.' 

"If  God  were  tempted  with  evil  or 
knew  evil,  how  could  v/o  expect  from 
God  deliverance  from  it?  If  evil 
con-stituted  part  of  the  divine  knowl- 
edge, we  should  have  to  learn  evil 
in  knowing  God.  Jesus  taught  that 
to  know  the  true  God  was  life  and 
peace.  If  this  be  so,  and  we  may 
not  doubt  the  one  who  best  proved 
his    teachings,    then    we    are    delivered  _ 

from  evil  and  find  it  to  bo  neither  and  will 
actual  nor  real  in  proportion  as  we 
follow  the  guidance  of  Spirit.  This 
the  psalmist  understood  when  he 
said:  'Thou  art  my  God;  Thy  Spirit 
is  good;  lead  me  In  the  way  of  up- 
rightness.' Christian  .Scienc-i  teaches 
that  the  eternal  principle  underlying 
all  reality  is  good;  hence  all  forms  of 
evil  are  transient  and  false  concep- 
tions, existing  becau.se  of  recogni- 
tion,     yet      having      no      real      being. 

"The  effect  of  that  faith,  which  .says 
to  divine  Love,  "Lead  us,"  and  thereby 
finds  deliverance  from  evil,  must  ex- 
press its.?lf  in  peace  on  earth  and 
good-will  to  men.  The  universal  prac- 
tical effect  of  Christian  Science  is  to 
revive  the  faith  and  quicken  the  un- 
derstanding of  mankind;  but  it  goes 
further  in  also  quickening  that  kind 
of  love  whereby  man  expresses  to  his 
neighbor  the  likeness  of  God.  Since 
Christ  Jesus  healed  the  sich  and  cast 
out  evils,  so  of  his  followers  must  it 
be  said  that  the  works  he  did  they  do 
al.so  When  Mi-s.  Eddy  associated  her 
students  for  organized  eft'ort,  she  rec- 
ognized this  purpose  and  organized  a 
church    'designed    to   commemorate   the 


world  and  works  of  our  Master,  which 
should  reinstate  primitive  Christianity 
and  its  lost  element  of  healing.'  Her 
elucidation  of  good,  and  her  teaching, 
both  by  precept  and  example,  of  tho 
Science  whereby  evil  of  every  kind  is 
overcome  by  good,  place  the  Leader 
of  the  Christian  Science  movement  In 
the  forefront  of  Christian  teacher^. 
Her  selli.sh  consecration  enabled  her 
to  discover  divine  .Science,  and  her 
love  for  humanity  impelled  her  to 
demo.TStrate  it  in  healing  the  sick  and 
to   teach   it.

Albert  Craig  Talks  of  the 

Pennsylvania  Natural 

Gas  Supply. 

Spends  Several  Days  Here 

Visiting  His  Brother 

C  P.  Craig. 


"It  you  liai-l  our  gas  wells  here  you 
could  taslly  supply  Duluth  and  Su- 
perior with  natural  gas  at  a  rate  bo 
small  as  to  be  Insignificant,  and  there 
would  Htm  be  enough  giis  fuel  for 
about  every  Industry  that  the  city 
has,"  eays  ARhm  c'taiK  if  "  lit  envilie, 
Pa.,  who  has  been  a  gutst  of  his 
brother,  (.'.  F.  Craig,  and  family  for 
several  days. 

This  Is  Mr.  Craig's  first  visit  to 
Duluth  or  to  this  Northern  country, 
•iiiiioogh  *".  P.  Craig  has  bctn  here 
here  a  gnat  ■i..u\y  years.  He  has 
been  v«  ly  mucji  interested  in  the 
country,  ami  especially  the  Jean  Du 
Luth  stock  farm  that  C.  P.  Craig  and 
John   G.    Williams   own  Jointly. 

Greenville,  where  the  old  Craig 
homestead  is  located,  is  a  small  Penn- 
sylvania town  on  the  line  of  the  new 
four- track  r;iil«vay  system  thai  the 
Lake  Short  \-  Michigan  Southern 
rtailway  company  is  constructing  to 
give  it  ait  air  llnf  between  Chicago 
and  New  York.  I'p  to  the  present 
time  the  town  has  had  no  railroad, 
the  rteart  St  being  some  eight  miles 
away.  Its  growth  has  naturally  been 
retarded,  owing  to  the  lack  of  facili- 
ties for  ready  railroad  transportation 
of  pruduet.«  t"  tiu  markets.  Mr.  Craig 
believes  tliai  the  new  railroad,  on 
account  of  its  importance  as  the 
shorte.st  line  by  ever  2<»0  miles  be- 
tween the  two  great  cities  of  New 
York  and  Chicago,  will  bring  a  sub- 
stantial growth  to  his  town,  particu- 
larly so  as  It  is  to  be  made  one  of 
the  fi  u  -  '  i'i;i|L'  points  of  the  fast 
train.s,  ioug     stretch     of     the 

country. 

Gri^envillf  is  in  the  heart  of  the 
natural  gas  country.  When  the  peo- 
ple there  want  a  well  they  drive 
pipes  (iovvn  to  the  various  sands  that 
are  knovm  to  e»)ntaln  gas,  anu  a 
source  Is  tapped  that  supplies  cheap 
fuel    and     ii^ht    in    abundance. 

"Of  course,  '  says  Mr.  Craig,  "not 
all  the  ivtils  that  are  driven  will 
striki  Ka.-.  It  is  very  much  like  the 
propt»sitioii  of  driving  a  well  for 
water,  or  of  sinking  a  shaft  for  ore, 
If  you  strike  the  right  strata  you  will 
get    the  gas." 

Mr.  Craig  and  his  father  own  and 
operate  a  small  flouring  mill  at 
Greenville,  which  can  be  run  by 
wattr  i>o\ver  or  steam  power,  as  the 
owners  wish.  The  fuel  to  supply  the 
steam  po.vtr  Is  natural  gas.  For- 
merly tiu-  K'tJ^  was  supplied  by  a 
small  gas  will  that  was  owned  by  a 
stock  company  of  Greenville  citizens. 
The  well  supplied  gas  for  the  flour 
mill  and  for  the  residences  and  a 
few  (  thff  public  buildings,  the  pipes 
being  lun  above  ground  and  connec- 
tions I'eing  made  with  smal^r  pipes, 
or  fveii  with  garden  hose,  as  might 
be  dpsireii.  In  the  latter  instance  the 
people  having  the  garden  hose  con- 
nections could  carry  the  gas  to  any 
part  of  ihi  liuilding  desired,  or  they 
might  evin  attach  It  to  the  front 
porch  aiKl  have  a  flame  of  several 
feet  to  take  the  chill  off  the  air  when 
hrlet     desdy     etaoln     shrdlu     cmfwypg 


they  desired  to  sit  out  of  doors. 

Owing  to  the  presence  of  sand  in  the 
well,  the  flow  of  gas  became  some- 
what slack  and  the  stockholders  cut 
off  the  mill  from  Its  fuel  supply;  Mr. 
Craig  and  his  father  then  drove  a 
well  of  their  own,  back  of  the  mill 
and  struck  gas  at  a  few  hundred  feet. 
They  kept  on  Into  two  other  gas  bear- 
ing sand  stratas,  the  last  being  about 
3,000  feet  below  ground.  Feeding  from 
all  three  levels  the  gas  has  a  pressure 
at  the  top  of  900  pounds  to  the  square 
inch.  Each  pipe  is  provided  with  a 
shut  off  valve,  so  that  the  supply  can 
be  regulated  as  It  is  drawn  off  for 
consumption.  As  a  result  of  the  new 
well,  the  stockholders  of  the  old  well 
8e))d  out  their  Interests  to  the  Cralgs, 
so  that  the  latter  now  own  all  the 
natural  gas  supply  at  Greenville,  and 
are  taking  steps  to  have  the  sand 
cleaned  out  of  the  old  well. 

Mr.  Craig  says  that  the  gas  pipes 
freeze  up  in  cold  weather  only,  at 
those  points  where  they  are  burled  at 
a  slight  depth  In  crossing  a  road.  He 
says  that  where  the  pipes  are  exposed 
to  the  air  no  freezing  takes  place.  The 
system  thus  far  has  no  meters  on. 
The  people  of  Greenville  who  use  gas 
have  been  paying  from  75  cents  to  Jl 
a  month  for  all  the  gas  that  they  have 
wanted  to  use.  This  system  has  been 
so  wasteful,  even  If  the  supply  is 
abundant,  that  Mr.  Craig  expects  on 
his  return  to  put  in  the  meters  and 
regulate  the  consumption  with  tlie  Idea 
of  preventing  waste. 

A  double  safety  appliance  Is  used  to 
prevent  the  pressure  of  the  gas  at  the 
well  from  going  into  the  service  mains 
and  pipes.  By  means  of  this  appliance 
the  pressure  Is  reducwl  to  about  one 
pound,  or  a  pound  and  a  half,  per 
square  inch,  which  Is  very  much  low- 
er than  the  gsts  pressure  in  the 
vice  pipes  of  the  local  municipal 
tern. 

Mr.  Craig  Is  also  interested  In  the 
stock  raising  and  dairy  business. 
He  has  had  considerable  experi- 
ence along  both  lines  in  Pennsyl- 
vania and  has  been  making  an  Inves- 
tigation as  to  the  possibilities  of  this 
Northern  country  in  the  way  of  hog 
ral.*iing  and  dairy  herds.  He  does  not 
believe  in  the  "dual  purjiose"  cow, 
which  some  ot  the  prominent  dairymen 
are  advocating  at  the  present  time. 
Mr.  Craig  shvs  that  there  Is  only  one 
way  to  make  a  success  of  either  the 
stock  raising  business  or  the  dairy 
business,  either  raise  cattle  for  beef, 
or  raise  them  for  milk,  and  asserts 
that  It  is  not  practical  to  attempt  to 
combine  the  two  and  raise  cows  that 
are  first  class  for  both  the  block  and 
pall.  He  thinks  the  Poland  China  hogs 
are  best  adapted  for  this  country,  or 
any  country,  in  fact,  for  the  reason 
that  they  fatten  quicker  and  are  ready 
for  the  market  at  most  any  time,  where 
some  other  species  of  hogs  have  fij-st 
to  attain  their  growth  before  tliey  can 
be  filled  out  for  the  market.

Steel  Corporation  Said  to 

be  Meeting  With  Slight 

Success. 

The  High  Railroad  Rate 

is  Another  Drawback 

to  Activity, 


Since  Plckands,  Mather  &  Co.,  whose 
explorations  on  the  new  Cuyuna  range 
were  particularly  aggressive,  abandoned 
its  work  there  for  a  time,  reports  of 
any  activity  on  the  part  of  mining  com- 
(xuiies  in  the  vicinity  of  Brainerd  have 
not  been  plentiful,  but  it  Is  said  that 
exploratory    work    is    going   on   apace. 

And  the  only  thing  which  hinders  more 
extensive  opentiiuns,  it  Is  said.  Is  the 
undeniable  laclt  of  transportation  facili- 
ties. There  is  no  particular  incentive  for 
the  compjinies  to  go  ahead  very  speedily 
with  tlieir  work  because  all  of  them 
iiave  plenty  of  properties  yielding  uu 
good  returns  at  pnsent,  atid  tile  North- 
ern Paeille,  tlie  only  road  which  could 
be  used,  demands  an  So-cent  rate  to  the 
Head  of  the   Lakes. 

It  has  been  shown  that  there  Is  plenty 
of  ore  on  the  Cuyuna,  but  Its  quality  is 
not  great  enougli  to  permit  the  mining 
of  it  with  a  lailway  charge  of  !>0  cents 
overhanging.  Mining  men  say  that  even 
if  the  ore  were  oi  better  qualiiy,  the 
Ki-cent  rale  would  be  practically  pro- 
hibitive. 

While  not  abandoning  their  claims  for 
good.  Pickands.  Matlier  &  Co.  ceased 
explorations  on  the  Cuyuna  last  fall  and 
have  not  yet  resumed.  C.  H.  Munger. 
general  manager  of  the  company's  in- 
terests at  tlie  Head  of  the  L.akes.  said 
during  the  past  week  that  he  did  not 
know  when  they  would  be  resumed.  But 
other  big  interests  are  continuing  explor- 
ations. 

In  all,  twenty  drills  an'  said  to  be  in 
operation  on  the  Cuyuna  at  present.  Of 
the«e,  the  United  States  Steel  corpora- 
tion has  ten.  the  Cuyler-Adams  peopjo 
six   and  the   Chisholm   interests   three. 

The  Steel  corporation  is  said  to  have 
been  conducting  explorations  soutli^-ast 
of  Brainerd.  in  sections  5,  -\  31  and  32, 
below  the  Soutli  range,  but  the  work 
there  has  been  discouraging  and  tlie 
drills   are   to    be    withdrawn. 

In  fact,  the  Steel  corporation  is  said 
to  have  met  with  no  great  success  in 
any  of  its  recent  drilling  operations  on 
the  Cuyuna.  while  the  Cuylcr-Adams  peo- 
ple are  said  to  have  had  a  different  ex- 
peHence.  The-  Adams  people  are  under- 
stood to  be  increasing  their  holdings  and 
to  bo  preparing  to  carry  on  further  oper- 
ations. 

Water  has  been  encountered  in  great 
quantltits  almost  everywhere  on  the  new 
range,  and  this  has  been  discouraging  to 
some  of  the  operators.  Despite  the  draw- 
backs, however,  large  quantities  of  ore 
have  been  shown  up  on  the  r.inge,  and 
mining  men  arc  confident  that  it  will 
only  be  a  matter  of  a  /ew  v>ars  before 
ore  is  being  shipped  in  large  quantities 
to  the  Head  of  the  Lakes  from  the 
fields    near    Brainerd.

protected. 

What  will  happen  when  fire  at- 
tacks buildings  In  which  concrete 
columns  are  left  unprotected  from 
heat  is  yet  to  be  seeti.  There  is 
no  such  doubt  in  regard  to  buildings 
of  the  protected  steel  and  hollow 
tile    type.

CONCRETE  WILL  NOT 

TAKE  PLACE  OF  STEEL. 

New  York,  Nov.  6. — Buildings 
should  not  be  constructed  of  rein- 
forced concrete  throughout.  Sut  h 
is  the  verdict  of  a  well  known 
member  of  the  American  Society 
of  Civil  Engineers,  who  has  just 
published  a  book  dealing  with  the 
San  Francisco  fire.  The  writer  made 
a  thorough  Investigation  of  more 
than  eighty  buildings  In  the  burned 
district,  and  has  come  to  the  con- 
clu-'ilon  that  the  protected  steel  frame 
type  of  construction  Is  superior  to 
all  others  in  firc-reslsting  qualities. 
That  there  Is  great  doubt  about  the 
ability  of  reinforced  concrete  build- 
ings to  withstand  the  severe  heat 
of  a  conflagration  Is  shown  by  the 
following  paragraph  in  the  current 
Issue  of  a  leading  engineering      weekly; 

"Are  these  buildings  an  englneeririg 
mistake?  Are  the  engineers  and 
architects  and  contractors  who  are 
putting  them  up.  building  wisely  and 
safely  for  themselves  and  lor  the 
owners:  or  may  they  look  back  some 
day  and  be  filled  with  sorrow  and 
regret  because  of  the  destruction  of 
life    and    property?"

cars    they    will    need    in    the    future    to 

replace  the  old  wornout  ones. 

At   the  recent   convention   of  the   na- 
'tional   association   of   mail    clerks,    offl- 
.cially   known  as  the  Railway  Mail  as- 
■sociatlon,    a    resolution      was     adopted 
i  thanking  the  postofflce  department  for 
jlhe  interest  it  has  manifested  in  secur- 
ling    better    and    stronger   cars    for    the 
ipail    service.     At    the    same    time    they 
called  the  attention  of  the  department 
to  the  advisability  of  requiring  all  rail- 
roads   to    equip    their    mail    cars    with 
electric  light.     They  say  that  the  pres- 
ent tendency  among  railroads  Is  to  use 
Pintsch    gas    lor   lights,    and   that    yet 
this  gas  has  been  responsible  for  more 
dtstroyed    mail    and      more      cremated 
clerks  than  all  other  agencies  together.

ed States  told  him  it  was  true  that 
congress  had  passed  a  law  opening 
their  lands  to  the  white  man.

Chief 
Appah  and  the  Utes  gathered  in  the 
council  room,  Commis.sioner  Leupp 
talked.  When  he  concluded,  Appah 
talked.  He  talked  ur>  and  down,  de- 
nouncing the  advent  of  the  white  man, 
and  every  now  and  then  he  shook  his 
fist  under  Mr.  Leupp's  nose.  Mr. 
Leupp.  although  accompanied 

only  by  a  guide.  calmly  thrust  a 
lighted  cigar  In  his  mouth,  and  after 
Appah  had  singed  the  back  of  his 
hand,  he  became  more  careful.  The 
White  River  Utes  left  the  council. 
That  night  the  telephone  lines  con- 
necting the  aorency  with  Fort  Du- 
chesne were  cut,  and  the  situation 
looked  ugly.  Finally  the  break  was 
discovered  and  the  line  repaired.  Mr. 
Leupp  was  not  troubled  by  the  In- 
dian.s. 

This  summer  Appah  and  Red  Cap 
led  their  band  from  the  Uintah  reser- 
vation Into  Wyoming,  bound  for  the 
Rosebud  agency  in  Dakota,  where 
they  Intended  to  visit  the  Sioux.  They 
sold  ponies  and  furs,  and  purchased 
arms  and  ammunition.

New   French  Premier's 

Policy  Meets  Approval 

of  Deputies. 

Paris,  Nov.  5.— The  chamber  of  dep- 
uties was  crowded  when  the  cabinet 
ministers  entered  at  the  reassembling 
of  parliament,  and  all  eyes  were  on 
Premier  Clemenceau  and  War  Min- 
ister Plcquart,  but  there  was  no 
demonstration  of  an  extraordinary 
nature.  Tho  premier,  when  he  read 
the  ministerial  declaration  of  policy, 
was  followed  attentively,  and  evoked 
several  rounds  of  applause,  especially 
when  he  announced  that  the  law  sep- 
arating church  and  state,  as  applied, 
would  insure  full  exercise  of  liberty 
of  conscience.  A  motion  approving 
the  government's  program  was  con- 
curred In. 

Minister  of  Finance  Caileaux  re- 
ported to  the  chairman  of  the  budget 
committee  that  the  budget  for  1907 
shows  a  revenue  of  3,657,0ii0.000  francs, 
and  expenditures  of  3,S32.0f»0,000 
francs,  making  a  deficit  of  17o,000,000 
francs.  To  provide  for  this  30,000,000 
francs  have  been  added  through  in- 
creased taxation  on  absinthe,  matches 
and  medicinal  specialties,  and  the 
raising  of  the  postal  rates  on_  news- 
papers and  samples,  and  77,000,000 
franc.=,  through  the  reduction  of 
various  charges,  and  the  estimated 
Increase  In  receipts  from  other 
sources. 

TAX  ON  FOUR  MILLIONS. 

Pabst  Estate  Must  Pay  Inheritance  Tariff 
to  Vrisconsin. 

Milwaukee,  Nov.  5. — Judge  Car- 
penter, in  the  probate  court  today, 
decided  that  the  Pabst  estate  will  be 
obliged  to  pay  inheritance  tax  on 
$4,000,000  stock  in  the  Pabst  Brewing 
companv,  transferred  to  the  heirs  of 
Capt.  Fred  Pabst,  a  short  time  be- 
fore  his  death. 

It  was  held  by  the  state  that  the 
transfer  of  stock  made  by  Capt. 
Pabst  in  contemplation  of  death,  and 
was  therefore  taxable.  Judge  Car- 
penter upholds  this  contention,  qual- 
ifying his  decision,  however,  by  say- 
ing that  this  does  not  necessarily 
mean  that  the  transfer  was  made 
with  the  intention  of  evading  tho 
tax.

— Two 
men  were  fatally  wounded  and  more 
than  500  shots  were  lired  in  a  race 
riot  at  Wiggins,  Miss.,  thirty-five 
miles  south  of  here,  Sunday  afternoon 
and   night. 

William  Smith,  a  negro,  in  resist- 
ing arrest,  tired  on  Marshal  Quarrels 
and  Deputy  Mitchell,  the  latter  re- 
ceiving a  fatal  wound  in  the  head. 
Smith  escaped  to  his  home,  barri- 
caded tile  doors  and  windows,  and 
defied  capture,  until  a  mob  threat- 
ened to  burn  the  house.  After  sur- 
rendering, he  was  locked  in  the  vil- 
lage jail,  where,  late  last  night,  a 
mob  dynamited  the  structure,  fired 
eeveral  volleys  into  his  cell  and  left 
him    for   dead.

Halifax,  N.  S.,  Nov.  6.— At  least  nine 
lives  were  lost,  six  vessels  wrecked  and 
much  other  damage  done  by  a  fierce 
gale  that  swept  the  coasts  of  Nova 
Scotia,  Cape  Breton,  New  Brunswick 
and  Prince  Edward  Island,  last  week. 
The  storm  was  most  violent  in  North- 
umberland strait.

Americans  Experts  Go  Aboard  to  Try  to 
Placate  Exports. 

New  '^n-.k,  Nov.  6. — Dr.  S.  N.  D. 
North  of  the  census  bureau  and  James 
I.  Gerry,  chief  of  the  customs  divis- 
ion of  t'-o  treasury  department,  who 
with  N.  I.  Stone,  have  been  appointea 
by  President  Roosevelt  to  visit  Ger- 
many to  obtain  material  for  the  pos- 
sible modifications  of  American  tar- 
iff laws,  the  subject  of  much  complaint 
on  the  part  of  German  exporting  In- 
terests, sailed  for  Europe  on  the 
steamer  Kaiser  \A'Ilhelm  der  Grosse. 
They  will  consult  with  the  German 
customs  officials  and  the  German 
board  of  trade  concerning  the  matters

New  York,  Nov.  6. — The  intensity 
of  feeling  over  the  election  today 
was  shown  by  the  record-breaking 
numbers  of  arrests  for  illegal  voting 
and  registration  and  for  accepting 
money  for  votes,  made  in  all  parts 
of  Greater  New  York  early  today^ 
In  two  hours,  these  r.umbered  sixty—* 
the  greatest  number  In  so  short  a 
time  since  the  elections  bureau  was 
established.

tions new  records  for  the  early 
hours  were  made.  In  one  election 
district  in  the  Bronx  132  ballots  were 
deposited   in   the   finst   ninety   minutes. 

John  D.  Rockefeller  was  among 
the  early  voters.  He  reached  the 
polling  place  in  Sixth  avenue  at  8:20 
o'clock  and  deposited  his  ballot  two 
minutes  later. 

"What  do  you  think  of  the  elec- 
tion?" he  was  asked  as  he  was 
leaving    the    polling    place. 

"I  hope  for  the  best,"  he  replied 
as  he  stepped  into  his  automobile 
and   was   whirled   away. 

Charles  E.  Hughes.  Republican 
candidate  for  governor,  voted  shortly 
before  8  o'clock  in  an  Amsterdani 
avenue  barber  shop,  walking  from 
his  home  in  We.st  End  avenue.

Son  of  Aristocratic  Ger- 
man Family  Dies  in 
Wisconsin  Pcorhouse. 

— After  ter» 
year.s  in  v.hich  he  repeatedly  attemjjt- 
ed  to  kill  himself,  having  made  a  dec- 
laration he  would  die  by  his  own  hand, 
Henry  Basse,  who  had  resided  in  this 
city  for  eight  years,  at  least  accom- 
plished h:s  purpose. 

Although  he  had  two  daughters  in 
Berlin,  Germanv  thet  are  rated  at  $1,- 
000.000  in  American  money.  prid« 
kept  the  man  from  appealiiig  to  his 
relatives,  with  whom  he  quarreled  be- 
fore coming  to  this  country,  and  he 
died  a  pauper  at  the  Milwaukee  coun- 
ty  hospital. 

Basse  was  a  victim  of  drink.  He 
serve  J  honorably  in  the  German  army 
and  •.as  of  the  nobility.  He  married 
a  woman  of  wealth,  who  died  in  four 
years  worrvTng  over  his  vice,  after 
present in|^hini  with  two  daughters. 
In  her  \^1  she  left  a  large  estate  to 
her  daughters,  knowing  the  renegade 
probi^nsities  of  her  husband,  and  be- 
JiewTig  wealth  in  his  hands  would  only 
ag'giavate  the  vice. 

For  a  time  he  lived  with  a  sister- 
in-law,  who  consented  to  rear  his 
daughters.  But  the  melancholy  fol- 
lowing the  death  of  his  wife  drove 
him  to  deeper  degradation,  and  his 
relatives  finally  censured  him  severe- 
ly. Then  his  pride  spoke  and  he  came 
to  America  to  either  live  his  vic«» 
down  or  die  by  it  without  bringing 
disgrace   on   his   relatives. 

Hick  almost  unto  death.  Ba.sse  was 
at  last  taken  to  the  Outagamie  coun» 
ty  poorhouse,  where  he  told  his  story, 
but   was   nursed   back   to   health. 

But  his  master  vice  would  not  down. 
Then  an  unfortunate  love  affair  drove 
him  to  attem.pt  suicide  by  drowning. 
He  was  saved,  but  three  times  more 
he  strove  to  take  his  own  life. 

He  committed  suicide  at  Wauw»- 
tosa.    just    outside    of   Milwaukee.

The  "Ud"  may  be  put  on  Duluth. 

The  ministers  of  the  city  are  con- 
sidering the  advi.sability  of  aggressive 
action  looking  to  the  literal  enforce- 
ment of  the  laws  with  reference  to  the 
closing  of  saloons  at  nii;ht  and  on 
Sunday.  They  have  not  yet  deter- 
mined to  make  a  campaign,  but  at 
the  meeting  of  the  Ministerial  asso- 
ciation yesterday  that  was  the  subject 
of  the  discussion  and  the  general 
opinion  seemed  to  be  in  favor  of  mak- 
ing a  fight  for  tlie  application  of  the 
"lid." 

No  measures  for  the  prosecution  of 
the  campaign  were  adopted,  the  dis- 
cussion being  largely  as  to  existing 
conditions.  The  ministers  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  laws  are  not  enforced 
as  they  should  be,  and  that  a  change 
is  demanded. 

The  assertion  was  made  that  if  ag- 
gressive action  is  taken  Mayor  Cullum 
can  be  forced  to  cause  the  letter  of  the 
law  to  be  obeyed.  It  is  understood 
that  the  ministers  have  in  mind  the  St. 
Cloud  case.  There  the  prosecution  of 
the  mayor  was  demanded  by  a  minister 
and  when  the  county  attorney  did  not 
properly  push  the  case,  he  went  to  St. 
Paul  and  caused  the  attorney  general 
of  the  state  to  set  the  wheels  of  his 
office  in  motion  and  bring  an  action  de- 
signed to  oust  the  mayor  from  office 
for  failure  to  enforce  the  laws.  That 
case  is  still  pending  in  the  courts. 

Another  meeting  will  be  held  Monday 
and  then  matters  will  be  discussed  in 
more  definite  form  and  some  plan  of 
action  may  be  devised.

London  Daily  News:  In  view  of  Queen 
Alexandra's  pronouncement  again.st  tlio 
so-called  aigrette,  it  seemed  interesting 
to  ascertain  whether  aigrettes  were  reas- 
insr  to  aiipear  upon  the  hats  displayed 
in  milliners  windows.

Dispatches    from    cities    and    towns 


up  the  state  Indicate  that  a  large 
vote  is  being  polled.  Everywhere  the 
weather  is  favorable  and  the  country 
roads  are  in  fine  condition.  In  all 
the  industrial  centers  the  early  morn- 
ing   vote    was    unusually    heavy. 

As  the  forenoon  wore  on  ballot- 
ing throughout  the  city  continued 
with  unabated  strength.  This  was 
particularly  noticeable  in  the  so- 
called  "silk  stockings"  neighborhood. 
In  the  thirteenth  election  district  of 
the  Twenty-ninth  assembly  district, 
201  of  a  total  registration  of  547 
had  been  polled  up  to  9  o'clock, 
while  reports  from  fifteen  districts 
in  the  sixteenth,  eighteenth,  twenty- 
seventh  and  twenty-ninth  assembly 
districts,  covering  Park,  Madison, 
Fifth  and  Lexington  avenues  to  the 
east  and  south  of  Central  Park, 
showed  that  about  one-third  of  the 
total  vote  had  been  cast  before  that 
hour.  A  general  canvass  of  the 
twelfth  assembly  district — Charles  F. 
Murphy's — showed  that  nearly  one- 
half  the  total  registered  vote 
been    cast    at    the    hour    named. 

President  Roosevelt  arrived 
Ovster  Bay  at  9:11  a.  m.  and 
greeted  by  a  crowd  of  men,  women 
and  children.  After  shaking  hands 
with  most  of  those  present,  he  was 
driven  to  the  polling  place  of  the 
Fifth  district,  over  a  Chinese 
in  p:ast  Main  street.  After 
hands  with  each  of  the 
oflficers.  he  received  ballot 
and  soon  cast  it.  While  Secretary 
Loeb  was  voting,  the  president  chat- 
ted with  some  of  the  villagers.  He 
then  shook  hands  with  nearly  every 
one  present  and  was  taken  for  a 
drive  out  toward  Sagamore  Hill.  In 
Mrs.  J.  W*est  Roosevelt's  carriage. 
He  plans  to  return  to  Washington 
this  morning  and  receive  the  elec- 
tion  returns   there. 

Clarence  J.  Shearn,  In  charge  of 
the  watchers  for  the  Independence 
league,  said  that  he  had  received 
protests  from  his  agents,  shewing 
that  the  supply  of  ballots  hr.d  been 
mixed  in  forty-one  election  diotricts, 
the  officers  of  one  d. strict  lecciving 
the  ballots  printed  icr  another  dis- 
trict.

President  Voorhls  of  the  bureau  of 
elections,  said  that  in  the  majority  of 
cases  the  misdelivery  of  ballots  was 
only  between  different  districts  of  the 
same  assembly  district  and  that  the 
ballots    will    be   counted. 

Up  to  1  o'clock  200  arrests  on  charges 
of  illegal  registration  were  reported. 
In  almost  every  instance  the  voter  was 
vindicated. 
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who  went  to  their  homes  today  was 
smaller  than  for  a  decade,  the  ab- 
sence of  railroad  passes  and  the 
higher  voting  rate  on  the  roads  be- 
ing given  as  reasons.  New  York 
voters  resident  in  the  District  of 
Columbia,  however,  showed  a  greater 
interest  and  a  large  proportion  went 
to   their   homes.

In  Indianapolis,  Buffalo  and  several 
other  localities  voting  machines  are 
being  used  and,  as  these  make  auto- 
matic counts,  early  returns  are  ex- 
pected. In  New  York  city  and 
Chicago,  the  ballots  are  ponderous 
and  with  the  prospect  of  many 
scratches,  a  long  delay  in  arriving 
at  results  is  predicted.

Northwestern  May  Run 

Its  Through  Trains 

to  Calumet. 

Calumet— Now  comes  the  report  to 
Calumet  that  the  Chicago  &  Northwest- 
ern railroad  is  going  to  run  through 
trains  to  the  Copper  country  in  a  short 
time,  and  that  the  necessity  of  chang- 
ing cars  at   Negaunee   for   points   further 

south  will  be  eliminated.  No  official  state- 
ment of  this  has  been  made,  but  from 
other  sources  it  is  learned  that  the  plan 
Is  under  consideration  with  f.avora'ole 
action  quite  likely.  At  present  the  North- 
western line  runs  as  far  as  Negaunee 
from  Chicogo  and  other  points,  and  coach 
passengers  whose  destination  Is  the  Cop- 
per country  are  compelled  to  ch.ange  cars, 
except  those  in  the  sleeper.  All  baggage 
has  to  be  transferred  from  one  line  to 
the  other,  and  also  the  mall  and  express. 
The  same  conditions  exist  In  the  service 
from  Calumet  to  Chicago  with  the  change 
at  Negaunee. 

A  few  days  ago  a  party  of  ten  Calumet 
men,  all  experienced  miners,  left  here  for 
New  Jersey  to  take  positions  In  some 
mining  properties  in  that  state.

QUEER  PLANT  IS  RIVAL 
FOR  THE  WEATHER  MAN. 

Pacific  Grove,  Cal.,  Nov.  6.— Information 
I  has  been  received  here  of  the  intended 
;  establishment  of  a  rival  weather  bureau 
in  San  Francisco.  In  Cuba  and  Mexico 
there  has  been  found  a  "'weather  plant," 
said  to  have  extraordinary  powers  In 
forecasting  not  only  atmospheric  but  seis- 
mic disturbances.  Its  botanic  name  is 
abrus  precatorius  nobills.  Prof.  Josef 
Norvack,  an  eminent  Austrian,  recently 
arrived  in  England  with  twenty  cases  of 
these  remarkable  plants. 

They  have  been  found  peculiarly  sensi- 
tive to  magnetic  and  electric  influences. 
When  changes  in  these  occur,  its  twig» 
and  le-aves  perform  peculi.ar  and  abnor- 
mal movements,  each  of  these  having  its 
definite  significance..  By  Its  aid,  weather 
forecasts  can  be  made  from  two  to  seven 
days  ahead  of  rain  .or  fog,  and  earth- 
rjuake  forecasts  as  much  as  twenty-six 
days  In  advance  over  an  area  of  300 
squ.are  miles.  It  also  predicts  volcanic 
eruptions  and  .iccumulations  of  fire  damp 
in  mines.  Norvack  will  establish  bu- 
reaus in  San  Francisco  Bombay  and 
Tokio.

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THE  ELECTION. 

This  is  the  day  when  the  party  worker  begins  his 
rest,  and  sits  back  to  watch  the  political  prophet  get  in 
his  last  licks. 

The  work  is  all  done.  The  last  arguments  have  been 
made.  The  last  feeble  roorback  has  been  sent  upon  its 
devastating  career,  to  the  great  amusement  of  the  voters 
that  are  t  )o  old  to  be  caught  with  such  chaflF.  Some 
work  15  bcmg  done  today,  perhaps,  to  get  the  reluctant 
voters  out  to  the  polls,  but  attempts  to  change  votes  will 
DC  few,  because  the  supposition  is  warranted  that  those 
who  intend  to  vote  have  their  minds  made  up  whom 
they  are  going  to  vote  for. 

The  principal  interest  in  the  campaign  centers  first 
on  the  New  York  governorship  fight,  and  after  that  on 
the  governorship  fight  contests  in  Minnesota  and  Penn- 
•ylvania  and  on  the  outcome  of  the  congressional  con- 
tests. 

In  Xew  York,  while  the  betting  odds  have  favored 
Hughes  throughout,  Hearst  has  put  up  a  fierce  cam- 
paign, and  its  effectiveness  can  be  measured  only  by  the 
results  as  they  will  be  footed  up  tonight.  It  may  be 
close,  and  it  may  be  a  landslide  one  way  or  another. 
The  chances  seem  to  favor  Hughes,  but  nobody  but  a 
professional  political  prophet  would  hazard  a  confident 
guess  at  the  outcome. 

In  Pennsylvania  surprises  may  be  looked  for.  The 
old  Republican  machine  has  rallied  around  Former 
Mayor  Stuart  of  Philadelphia,  its  candidate  for  governor, 
while  the  ret  >rm  elements  and  the  Democrats  are  sup- 
porting Lewis  Emery,  Jr.  Pennsylvania  is  a  rockribbed 
Republican  state,  with  a  normal  Republican  majority  of 
a  quarter  of  a  million  or  more,  but  the  discovery  that 
It  has  C'>st  $0,000,000  to  furnish  a  $4,000,000  capitol 
building  is  handicapping  the  Republicans,  and  a  ma- 
jority against  their  candidate  equal  to  the  normal  Repub- 
lican majority  would  not  be  surprising. 

In  Minnesota  both  sides  are  claiming  the  election, 
but  the  Democrats  obviously  have  the  greater  confi- 
dence, and  their  figures  are  much  larger  and  more  defi- 
nite. While  Minnesota  is  as  certainly  a  Republican 
State  as  Pennsylvania,  on  state  issues  the  voters  have 
learned  to  vote  for  men  and  not  for  parties,  and  it  would 
be  surprisitig  indeed  if  Governor  Johnson  is  not  re- 
elected by  a  plurality  several  times  as  great  as  that 
given  him  two  years  ago. 

On  the  congressional  fight  it  is  conceded  that  the 
Democrats  will  make  marked  gains.  The  present  Re- 
publican majority  on  congress  of  114  is  abnormal,  and  is 
due  to  the  landslide  to  Roosevelt  two  years  ago.  The 
campaign  managers  are  only  claiming  a  majority  of 
go  or  60  for  the  Republicans  in  the  next  house,  while 
the  Democrats  are  claiming  that  the  election  will  give 
them  a  maj'Tity  of  twenty-two  Unless  there  is  an  un- 
expected landslide,  the  Republicans  arc  likely  to  have 
t  majority  of  thirty  or  forty  in  the  next  house. 


A  TRAGEDY. 

Those  who  have  not  known  what  it  is  to  want  can 
have  no  conception  of  the  bitter  struggles  that  charac- 
terize the  lives  of  those  who  have  not  sat  in  at  the  dis- 
tribution of  special  privileges,  and  who  ha\;e  met,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  common  necessity  of  working  constantly 
lor  a  living,  with  dire  misfortune. 

A  pathetic  story  is  reported  from  Massachusetts, 
which  shows  how  an  old  man  laid  down  his  life,  because 
of  the  pressure  of  poverty,  for  the  benefit  of  one  whom 
he  loved  more  than  he  did  himself. 

Samuel  .\.  Marshall,  of  a  smaller  t  >wn  near  Lowell, 
had  dud,  and  it  was  not  until  his  funeral  was  in  prog- 
ress that  a  suspicion  arose  that  he  had  come  to  his  death 
from  other  than  natural  causes.  He  was  70  years  old, 
and  poor,  and  the  investigation  that  wris  immediately 
begun  showed  that  he  had  died  that  hi.-,  wife  might  have 
the  benefit  of  his  insurance  money. 

Two  yean  ago  poverty  and  the  weight  of  many  years 
brought  tliis  aged  couple  to  the  necessity  of  separating, 
•ince  they  could  no  longer  support  themselves  alone. 
Mrs.  Marshall  went  to  Dedham  to  be  supported  by  her 
lister,  and  the  old  man  went  to  live  with  his  daughter 
and  son-i;v!av,'  in  Billerica.  The  couple  with  whom  he 
took  up  Ins  home  agreed  to  receive  him  only  on  condi- 
tion that  he  would  sign  over  his  life  insurance  to  them. 
He  did  so,  and  the  contract  provided  that  he  was  to  be 
clothed  and  fed,  and  that  if  he  died  within  two  years  $200 
of  the  money  was  to  be  paid  over  to  his  widow. 

The  two  years  was  up  Oct.  24.  Two  days  before, 
Marshall,  in  order  that  his  wife  might  get  the  $200  pro- 
vided for  in  the  event  of  his  death  within  two  years, 
took  a  dose  of  poison  and  died. 

That  is  tragedy,  pure  and  simple.  Few  people  in 
their  comfortable  homes  and  in  the  peace  and  security  of 
adequate  incomes  can  have  any  idea  of  the  stress  of 
need  that  could  bring  about  such  a  situation.  There  is 
nothing  more  pitiful  than  helpless,  dependent  old  age, 
unless  It  is  an  old  age  that  has  nobody  to  depend  upon. 


INDIAN  WARFARE. 

The  meek  surrender  of  the  obstreperois  band  of 
Utes  to  the  soldiers  se'ut  after  them  the  other  day  is 
significant.  There  was  a  strong  possibility  of  trouble 
in  the  situation.  Twenty  years  ago  trouble  would  have 
been  certain,  and  the  fr(jntier  would  have  recked  with 
harrowing  talcs  of  Indian  depredation.=5. 

But  the  days  of  Indian  warfare  have  ended.  The  In- 
dian has  learned  at  last  that  Uncle  Sam  is  too  strong  for 
him,  and  though  he  may  get  ugly  and  sulk  at  times,  as 
the  Utes  have  been  doing  lately,  he  is  not  likely  to  go 
upon  the  warpath  against  the  whites  again. 

This  is  well.  The  pages  of  .\merican  history  have 
been  stained  again  and  again  by  the  constant  warfare 
that  was  kept  up  by  various  bands  of  Indians  from  early 
colonial  times  down  to  the  Wounded  Knee  outbreak  of 
the  Sioux  sixteen  years  ago.     In  the  early  days  the  pio- 


neers who  pushed  their  way  farther  and  farther  away 
from  the  outskirts  of  civilization  had  to  be  constantly 
on  the  watch  for  hostile  reds,  and  though  they  daunt- 
lessly  pursued  their  taming  of  the  wilderness,  it  was 
a  bloody  pathway  along  which  they  marched. 

Later,  when  the  Indians  had  been  assigned  to  their 
reservations  and  placed  under  the  paternal  care  of  the 
government,  there  were  frequent  outbreaks,  and  the  sol- 
diers in  frontier  posts  could  count  upon  active  service  at 
frequent  intervals.  It  is  unpleasant  to  know  that  the 
fault  was  often  ours;  that  corrupt  Indian  agents  and  a 
blind  departmental  policy  often  produced  wrongs 
against  the  red  man  that  it  was  only  natural  for  him  to 
resent  by  spilling  the  blood  of  his  white  neighbors. 

The  last  great  uprising  was  that  which  resulted  in 
the  tragic  defeat  of  Custer  and  the  total  destruction  of 
several  companies  of  the  Seventh  cavalry  at  the  battle 
of  the  Little  Big  Horn  in  1876.  This  terrible  catastrophe 
resulted  in  sterner  measures,  and  the  year  1877  virtually 
marked  the  end  of  the  annual  campaigns.  There  were 
scattered  uprisings  among  the  Indians  in  the  next  few 
years,  one  among  the  same  tribe  of  Utes  that  has  just 
abandoned  its  enterprise  so  tamely.  Then  there  was 
a  long  interval  of  peace,  followed  by  the  ghost  dance 
troubles  among  the  Sioux  in  1890,  in  which  Sitting  Bull, 
the  great  Dakota  chieftain,  was  killed.  Since  then  the 
Indians  have  been  quiet  enough,  the  single  exception 
being  the  slight  outbreak  of  Pillager  Chippewas  at 
Cass   Lake  a   few  years  ago. 

The  surrender  of  the  Utes  after  an  aggressive  expe- 
dition that  looked  very  much  like  the  bloody  ones  of 
other  years  shows  that  the  Indians  have  learned  their 
lesson,  and  that  they  will  no  longer  take  refuge  against 
their  wrongs  in  warfare. 


THE  TRUSTS  VERSUS  THE  PEOPLE. 

Cheeriny    news   comes   from    Pennsylvania. 

John  Dalzell,  congressman  from  the  Thirteenth  dis- 
trict of  Pennsylvania,  is  in  danger,  and  when  the  votes 
are  counted  tonight  there  is  at  least  a  chance  that  he  will 
be  discovered  buried  beneath  an  avalanche  of  hostile 
votes. 

This  is  cheerful  news  because  Dalzell  is  the  con- 
gressman of  the  protected  steel  industry  and  of  the 
Pennsylvania  road.  He  is,  therefore,  one  of  the  pillars 
that  support  the  cause  of  iniquitous  tariff  schedules  in 
congress.  He  is  also  a  firm  buttress  that  resists  at- 
tempts to  regulate  the  railroads.  As  a  standpatter  he 
outranks  even  McCleary  of  Minnesota,  who  is  fighting 
for  his  life  down  in  the  Second  district  because  he  stands 
pat  while  his  constituents  want  to  go  forward. 

At  the  last  redistricting  a  new  congressional  dis- 
trict was  apportioned  oil  for  Dalzell.  He  represented 
part  of  Pittsburg  and  some  outside  towns  in  Allegheny 
county,  and  in  his  old  district  his  constituents  were  large- 
ly beneficiaries  of  the  prohibitive  tariff. 

In  his  new  district,  however,  he  has  25,000  mill  hands 
and  about  5,000  miners,  and  he  finds  that  it  makes  a 
difference. 

Before,  when  he  represented  the  beneficiaries  of  the 
tariff,  he  had  easy  going.  Two  j-cars  ago  he  got  I7,3-J- 
votes   against   only   3,330   for   his   Democratic   opponent. 

But  now  he  has  in  his  constituency  a  large  proportion 
of  the  victims  of  the  tariff,  out  of  whose  earnings  its 
beneficiaries  get  their  profits,  and  they  are  up  in  arms 
against  him. 

He  really  has  a  fight  on  his  hands,  but  he  will  prob- 
ably win  out.  In  the  past  few  weeks  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  dollars  have  been  poured  into  his  district  in  the 
effort  to  save  him. 

That  is  a  lot  of  money.  If  money  can  win  that  elec- 
tion it  is  going  to  do  it.  The  trusts  cannot  afford  to  do 
without  Dalzell,  and  though  the  people  could  get  along 
without  him  very  comfortably,  unfortunately  they  have 
not  put  up  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  to  beat  him, 
and  the  trusts  have  contributed  vast  sums  to  save  him. 

The  news  from  Dalzcll's  district  will  be  watched 
with  keen  interest  this  evening.  Perhaps  there  is  not 
another  district  in  the  country  where  the  fight  is  so 
clearly  one  of  the  people  against  the  trusts  as  it  is  in 
this  district,  unless  perchance  the  fight  in  McCleary*s 
district  ranks  with  it  in  that  respect.  But  Dalzell  is 
greater  than  McCleary,  in  the  eyes  of  the  trusts,  and 
they  have  probably  spent  more  money  in  his  behalf 
than  they  did  in  behalf  of  McCleary,  though  they  do 
say  that  if  McCleary  is  elected  it  will  have  cost  some- 
body a  pretty  penny. 


THE  MARINE  CORPS. 

The  marines  arc  reaping  joyful  bunches  of  bouquets 
for  their  promptness  and  efficiency  in  the  Cuban  affair. 
It  is  true  that  they  have  had  to  do  no  fighting,  but  they 
were  there  to  do  it  if  there  was  any  to  be  done,  and  they 
got  there  before  it  could  have  been  possible  to  land  any 
soldiers. 

The  marine  corps  has  come  to  be  a  most  important 
branch  of  the  service.  It  is  not  numerically  so  strong 
as  the  army  or  the  navy,  but  it  is  so  easily  handled,  and 
it  can  be  so  quickly  used  in  emergency,  and  it  has  done 
such  splendid  service  whenever  it  has  been  called  upon, 
that  it  is  receiving  praises  from  many  people  that  hardly 
knew,  a  few  years  ago,  that  there  was  such  a  thing  as  the 
marine  corps. 

At  one  time,  owing  to  the  prejudice  of  the  sailors  of 
the  navy,  the  marines  were  looked  upon  with  more  or 
less  contempt.  The  phrase  "Go  tell  that  to  the  marines" 
has  been  potent  in  creating  an  impression  that  the  ma- 
rines must  be  a  lot  of  gawks  that  will  swallow  almost 
anything  that  one  might  choose  to  tell  them. 

However,  they  are  soldiers,  of  just  as  good  quality 
as  any  in  the  employ  of  Uncle  Sam,  and  furthermore,  in 
the  history  of  the  marine  corps,  they  have  been  more  ac- 
tive than  any  other  branch  of  the  military  service,  evett 
counting  the  numerous  brushes  that  the  army  had  with 
the  Indians  in  the  earlier  days. 

The  activities  of  the  marines  are  often  much  less  con- 
spicuous than  those  of  the  army,  which  explains  why  the 
above  statement  will  be  new  to  many  people. 

The  marines  have  hundreds  of  interesting  little  forays 
that  the  people  of  this  country  never  hear  of.  Whenever 
there  is  trouble  in  a  foreign  land,  whenever  a  consulate  is 
threatened  by  a  native  disturbance,  if  there  is  a  warship 
close  by,  it  draws  near,  send  out  a  bunch  of  marines  in  a 
boat,  and  lands  them.  Then  the  small,  compact  body  ol 
smart  and  disciplined  soldiers  marches  up  to  the  scene  of 
trouble,  and  gives  every  evidence  of  being  ready  for 
business.  Usually  the  moral  effect  of  their  presence  is 
enough,  and  the  news  does  not  get  into  the  paper.  Some- 
times it  is  necessary  to  fire  a  few  shots,  and  then  we 
hear  about  it. 

But  the  marines  are  usually  first  upon  the  ground  at 
the  slightest  threat  of  trouble,  and  nearly  always  theii 
force  is  sufficient  to  settle  the  matter. 

If  a  young  man  entering  the  military  service  of  his 
country  wants  to  get  into  a  branch  that  will  assure  him 
active  service  if  there  is  ever  going  to  be  any  anywhere, 
he  should  pick  the  marine  corps.  If  he  wants  to  see  the 
world,  the  marine  corps  is  the  one  that  will  show  it  to 
him.

HOTEL  GOSSIP. 

"I  lielieve  thoro>'^  Ig.Jjniore  than  hot  air 
to  these  reports  tlait  tho  Republican  party 
Is  conducting  iti  present  campaign  all 
over  the  country  without  the  usual  as- 
sistance of  corpUfatlona.  and  I  boli*A'o 
this  Is  true  to  U^e  fame  extent  of  the 
Democratic  parlyj"  stld  F.  O.  Atkins  of 
Milwaukee,  Wla.,'^t  the  McKay.  "This 
does  not  mean  that  corporations  here  and 
th<'re  have  not  contributed  to  local  coni- 
niiiteee,  but  it  duc-s  mean  that  tor  the 
fir.st  time  In  many  years  there  has  not 
been  a  systematic  hold-up  of  the  great 
corporations  for  campaign   money. 

"The  Republican  party  came  near  get- 
ting deep  in  the  mire  as  the  result  of 
accepting  corporation  money  two  years 
ago.  The  Insurance  revelations  taught 
the  party  a  lesajn,  and  they  also  Im- 
pressed a  les.si)n  on  the  corporal  lon.s. 
Whether  the  large  corporations  whicu 
have  contributed  .so  liberally  in  tho  past 
would  have  done  the  same  this  year  if 
approached  is  a  question.  Probably  a 
good  many  of  thoin  would  have  refused, 
either  becau.se  they  are  'sore'  or  because 
of  the  criticism  that  rt;sulted  from  the 
showing  before  the  insurance  committee 
in   New   York   last   year. 

"At  any  rate,  both  the  national  Repub- 
llr.<in  congressional  campaign  committee 
and  the  Republican  state  committee  of 
New  York  announced  that  they  would  not 
accept  money  from  corporations,  and 
there  Is  no  evidence  that  they  are  not 
keeping  their  pruniise.  although,  from 
all  reports,  the  R(  publicans  in  New  York 
are  spending  a  big  pile  of  money,  but 
the  report  is  ttiat  they  have  hardly 
enough  on  hand  to  pay  running  expenses, 
and  that  might  easily  be  acquired  by  as- 
sessments on  oflice  holders,  which  Is  con- 
sidered a  legitimate  method  of  raising 
cash  in  all  parts  of  the  country."

Not  until  the  last  two  or  three  days 
has  any  great  interest  in  the  political 
cami)aign  been  manlft-sted  around  the 
local  hotels.  Yesterday  and  today,  ; 
however,  groups  of  men  were  to  be  | 
seen  in  the  lobbies  talking  over  the 
situation,  and  some  warm  arguments 
were  Indulged  in.  Cole  supporters  but- 
tonholed Johnson  backers,  and  John- 
son backers  buttonholed  t^ole  spport- 
ers,  in  their  anxb-ly  to  talk  over  tho 
campaign  issu<-s  and  to  start  au  Inter- 
esting line  of  talk. 

Shortly  after  G  o'clock  this  morning 
a  man  entered  the  lobby  of  the  .St.  Louis 
hotel  and  approached  the  desk.  He 
was  a  redhot  Cole  man.  He  immedi- 
ately launched  into  a  .talk  on  election, 
and  predicted  th-'  election  of  Cole  by 
a   rousing    majority. 

"I  have  just  returned  from  Minne- 
apolis," he  said.  "Down  there  the  bet- 
ting all  favors  the  Republican  nominee. 
There  is  no  Johnson  money  in  sight. 
As  fast  as  It  app.  ars,  it  is  snapped  up 
with  eagerness  by  the  Republicans. 
The  Democrats  are  frightened,  and  do 
not  care  to  risk  tueir  money,  13ut  what 
is  this  I  hear  about  the  odds  favoring 
Johnson    in   Duluth?"

"Once  In  a  while  a  moose  is  shot  a^\ong 
the  track,  and  engineers  on  the  line  occa- 
sionally report  seeing  one  ahead  of  the 
train.  Three  years  ago  a  younrf  friend  ot 
mine  had  great  Im  k  n<it  far  from  Hlack- 
duck.  He  was  out  with  a  party  that  was 
after  deer,  and  a  drive  was  under  way. 
John  was  one  of  the  men  seated  on  a  trail 
waiting  for  a  deer  to  be  driven  along. 
He  heard  a  cracking  in  the  bush  and  three 
moose  came  along,  a  bull,  a  cow  and  a 
calf.  He  hadn't  any  particular  knowle<lge 
of  the  game  laws,  and  probably  would 
have  forgotten  such  knowledge  in  tho 
excitement  of  the  monent,  anyway,  if  he 
had  any.

NINE  PERISH  IN  WRECKS

Ing  the  hull  of  the  bark  remained  on  a 
keel  and  it  was  thought  that  it  prob- 
ably would  hold  together.  Seven  men, 
including  Captain  Jensen,  remain  on 
the  vessel. 

The  schooner  Alexander,  Captain 
Herbert,  lumber  laden,  went  ashore 
near  the  Adeona,  but  the  crew  is  safe. 

The  Gaspe.  schooner  Torridon,  Cap- 
tain Landon,  coal  laden,  from  North 
Sydney,  for  Gaspe,  was  wrecked  on 
Melnier's  island,  Anticosti,  yesterday, 
and  four  of  the  crew  who  boarded  a 
hastily-constructed  raft,  are  missing. 
Captain  Landon  thinks  that  the  men 
perished  In  the  gale.  The  captain  and 
the  others  of  the  crew  were  rescued. 
The  vessel  is  a   total  loss. 

The  Windsor,  N.  S.,  schooner  Omega, 
lost  her  sails  off  Charlottetowm,  and  the 
seas  washing  over  her  carried  away  l^ier 
cabins  and  deckload.  She  drifted  for 
thirty  miles,  across  Northumberland 
strait  until  she  finally  brought  up  on 
the  rocks  at  Fox  Point,  on  the  northern 
coast  «f  Nova  Scotia.  Her  crew  of  four 
men  had  been  obliged  to  man  the 
pumps  with  practically  no  rest  since 
Wednesday,  and  during  all  of  that  time 
they  had  neither  food  nor  drink,  all 
their  supplies  having  been  swept  away. 
They  were  rescued,  almost  overcome  by 
exhaustion  and  exposure,  soon  after  the 
vessel  grounded. 

A  Newfoundland  schooner.  Identity 
unknown,  was  wrecked  at  Campbell's 
Cove,  at  the  eastern  end  of  Prince  Ed- 
ward's Island.  The  crew  succeeded  In 
getting  ashore  safely. 
The  l«376-tons  steamer  Turrett  Bell.

UNIQUE  ROBBERY 
OF  THE  MAILS 

Little  Gray  Squirrel  at 

Winona    Was   the 

Offender. 

Winona.  Minn.,  Nov.  6.— A  robbery  of 
the  United  States  malls,  perhaps  one  of 
th2  most  unique  in  the  history  of  the 
pofctoftice  department,  took  place  in  Wi- 
nona last  Thursday  morning,  about  10 
o'clock. 

Martin  Daszkowski,  the  veteran  mail 
carrier,  wa.s  made  the  victim  of  a  care- 
fully planned  rubbery  and  a  little  gray 
siiulrrel  was  the  offender.  The  stolen 
property  was  recovered  and  it  Is  likely 
that  the  little  affair  will  be  overlooked 
without  the  bijj  men  at  the  postal  head- 
quarters in  Wa.shin«ton  learning  any- 
thing about   the  (jueer  occurrence. 

The  story  of  the  robbeiT  reads  like  a 
fairy  tale  from  a  child's  picture  book,  but 
nevertheless  the  story  Is  true,  every  word 
of  it,  and  only  goes  to  show  that  the 
squirrels  are  really  becoming  quite  hu- 
man .since  they  took  up  their  residence 
in   Winona  a  couple   of  years  ago. 

Many  stories  have  bten  related  con- 
ctriilng  fcat.<5  of  the  little  squirrels,  but 
the  .siory  told  by  Mall  Carrier  Dasrkow- 
skl  off.>-ets  all  the  otliers. 

Saiurday  morning  Mr.  Daszkowski  was 
walking  east  on  Fourth  stn  et,  loaded 
down  with  mall  to  be  delivered  to  people 
rci'ding  In  the  ea.st  part  of  the  city.  In 
his  right  hand  he  had  a  large  pack  of 
letters,  while  under  his  left  arm  he  car- 
ried a  role  of  new.spaper.s  and  bundles. 

In  his  hand  with  the  letters  Mr.  Dasz- 
kowski carried  a  souvenir,  known  as  "St. 
Paul  in  a  nutshell,"  consi.sting  of  a  num- 
bei  of  small  views  of  buildings  in  tha 
capital  city,  enclosed  In  a  walnut  shell 
and  tied  up  with  a  .small  piece  of  ribbon. 
The  nutshell  was  attached  to  a  large 
sh'pping  lag  on  which  the  address  was 
written. 

This  tag  Mr.  Daszkowski  had  hidden  be- 
tween the  letters,  but  the  nut  shell  being 
rather  bulky,  was  allowed  to  hang  over 
the  edge  of  the  letters. 

There  is  a  portion  of  the  city  at  the 
louer  end  of  the  Third  ward  which  is  the 
home  of  many  of  tlie  squirrels,  and  when 
Mail  Carrier  Daszkowski  pa.ssed  through 
thi.s  pection  one  of  the  squirrels  noticed 
the  danciling  nut  shell  and  stealing  up 
behind  Mr.  Daszkowski  it  Jumped  up  onto 
hl.s  bark  and  took  a  view  of  things  m 
general  from  a  perch  on  his  shoulder. 

Like  a  shot  out  of  a  cannon  the  squirrel 
darted  down  the  mall  carrier's  arm  and 
grahlied  the  tag  from  between  the  letters 
ard  Jumped  to  the  ground  with  Its  prize, 
and  a  second  later  was  examining  the 
booty  on  a  limb  of  a  tall  tree  many  leet 
abcve   the  head   of  the  excited  mail  car- 

Mr.  D.iszkowski  never  had  anything  like 
this  occur  before  and  as  he  had  never 
faded  to  deliver  a  piece  of  mail  matter 
aftf-r  leaving  the  postoffice  with  it.  he 
was  very  anxious  not  to  spoil  his  record 
and  consequently  was  much  Interested  in 
knowing  what  Mr.  Squirrel  intended  to  do 
with  the  souvenir  which  was  addressed 
to  a  young  lady  in  the  East  end. 

The  onlv  thing  to  do  was  to  wait  and 
watch.  The  squirrel  thief  did  not  delay 
matters,  but  at  once  began  to  examine 
the  nut.  which  It,  of  course,  supposed 
to  contain  a  tine  meal.  The  little  ribljon 
which  held  the  two  halves  of  the  nut 
shell  together  was  soon  loosened  and  a 
hasty  examination  on  the  part  of  the 
thief  convinced  him  that  the  little  roll 
of  paper  in.side  of  the  shell  would  not 
make  verv  good  eating  and  accordingly 
dropped  the  shell  still  attached  to  the 
tPg.  much  to  the  delight  of  the  mail  car- 
rier, who  had  been  anxiou.sly  waiting  for 
the  return  of  the  property.  .^       ^   .. 

The  little  ribbons  attached  to  the  shell 
were  lied  and  the  souvenir  was  delivered 
a  few  blocks  further  down  the  street,

BY  LEADERS 

Hearst   Answers  Series 

of  Questions  as  to  His 

Purposes. 

Huglies  Declares  Bossism 

and  American  Flag  Are 

Issues. 


New  York.  Nov.  6. — In  making 
his  closing  speeches  of  the  campaign, 
W.  R.  Hearst  told  his  audiences  last 
night  that  he  was  confident  that  he 
would  receive  a  plurality  of  200.000 
In  Greater- New  York  and  be  elected 
by  about  the  same  figures.  His 
final  ta.ks  took  the  form  of  replies 
to  questions  which  he  said  had  been 
put  to  him  by  a  New  York  news- 
paper, as  follows: 

"In   your    estimation,    will    you    re- 
I  ceive    a     much     larger    vote     in     this 

city  than  you   did   last  year? 

"I  believe  I  will  receive  about 
double  the  vote  In  this  city  that  I 
did  last  year.  The  total  vute  of  the 
independence  league  and  Democrats 
last  year  was  over  450,000.  The 
Republican  vote  was  under  150,000. 
If  50,0o0  should  be  transferred  from 
the  combined  Independence  league 
and  Democratic  vote  to  the  Repub- 
licans wo  would  still  have  over 
200,000  plurality.  1  am  quite  con- 
fident, therefore,  that  we  will  have 
200,000  plurality  or  more  in  Greater 
New    Y'ork." 

"Will  that  vote,  together  with  the 
vote   you  will  get  upstate,   elect  you? 

"I  have  never  spoken  up  the  state  j 
In  any  place  where  Hughes  had  been,  ; 
that  we  did  not  have  froin  two  to  1 
ten  or  twelve  times  the  number  of  | 
people  that  he  had.  Our  audiences  \ 
were  not  only  much  larger,  but  much  | 
more  enthusiastic.  This  was  true 
even  In  the  most  rock-ribbed  Repub-  I 
lican     counties.  I     do     not     believe  | 

that  the  Republicans  will  carry  the  j 
upstate  counties  this  year,  and  I 
believe  that  we  will  be  elected  by 
the  plurality  that  we  receive  in 
Greater  New  York — by  200,000  or 
more. 

"You  have  challenged  attacks  upon 
your  sincerity.  Have  you  destroyed 
that  impression  if  it  ever  existed 
generally?" 

"I  do  not  see  why  any  one  should 
doubt  my  sincerity  and  do  not  be- 
lieve that  any  one  does.  There  is 
no  possible  reason  for  my  wanting 
to  be  governor,  except  one  and  that 
Is  to  accomplish  something  for  the 
benefit  of  my  fellow  citizens  and  to 
receive  their  approval  for  having 
accomplished  something.  I  have  but 
one  desire  and  that  is  to  be  known 
as  the  governor  who  actually  kept 
his  promises  and  who  actually  stop- 
ptd  the  trusts  from  rubbing 
people." 

"If  elected  governor,  will  you 
deavor  to  at  once  institute  the 
forms  and  principles  called  for 
your   platform?"

STUDY  AMERICAN  SCHOOLS. 

First  Party  of  British  Teachers  Expected 
About  Nov.  7. 

New    York.    Nov.    6— Of    the    hno    British 

school  teachers  who   are  to  come  to  this 

country  to  study  its  educational  methods 

I  the  first  detachment  of  thirty   will  arrive 

on  or  before  the  7th  of  this  month. 

J  These  teachers,  men  and  women,  are 
coming  at  their  own  expense,  but  Alt  red 
Mosely,  the  British  philanthropist,  who  is 
arranging  the  trips,  has  obtained  for  |  the 
them  a  rebate  on  the  cost  of  transporta- 
ilion  from  England  and  return.  The 
White  Star  and  other  steamships  lines 
have  agreed  to  make  the  round  trip 
fare  |25,  which  will  just  about  cover 
the  cost  of  the  food.  Some  of  the  visit- 
ors will  go  direct  to  Canada;  some  will 
at  Philadelphia;  others  at  Boston 
Baltimore.  But  most  of  them  will 
land  here.  President  Butler  of  Columbia 
university  has  arranged  with  the  educa- 
tional authorities  of  the  several  cities 
to  receive  the  teachers,  and  afford  them 
opportunities  for  observing  the  work  of 
the    schools. 

Dr.  Gustave  Strauhenmuller,  one  of  the 
assc'Ciate    school    superintendents    of    this  \ 
city,   has  the  task  of  provlnding  lodgings  i 
for  the  FInglish   men  and   women  in  New  | 
York   and  for  their   work  of  observation,  i 
He  is  preparing   a  circular   to   be  sent   to 
all  the  schools,  asking  teachers  who  have  , 
spare    ro<xims    to    entertain    one    or    more  | 
of    the    visitors.      They    are    not    asked   to  i 
take    them    without    compensation,    how- 
ever. 

Of  the  schools  selected  for  the  visitors 
ti)  study,  nearly  every  one  is  noted  for 
its    strength    in    some    particular    study.

La  Crosse,  Wis.,  Nov.  6.— Congressman 
John  J.  Esch  of  this  city,  coauthor  of 
the  Esch-Townsend  rate  bill,  will  lay 
before  President  Roosevelt  and  Andrew 
Carnegie,  who  Is  financing  the  spell- 
ing reform  movement,  a  system  ot 
scientific  phonetic  orthography  which 
the  Inventor  and  author.  I'hillip  B.  Leh- 
mann  of  La  Crosse,  claims  will  solve 
finally  the  spelling  reform  puzzle.  Lch- 
mann  is  a  one-time  school  teacher  and 
for  fifteen  years  w.is  a  telegraph  oper- 
ator, and  it  is  from  a  study  of  a  short- 
ened and  simplified  telegraphic  code 
that  tlie  system  sprung.  The  author 
has  devoted  all  his  spare  tinie  for  the 
last  fifteen  years  to  the  perfection  of 
the  systeuj,  and  claims  to  be  one  of  the 
pioneers  of  spelling  reform  in  the 
United  States. 

Tile  new  phonetic  system  of  English 
spelling.  It  IS  explained  by  the  autlior, 
lb  a  plan  of  having  the  written  lan- 
guage correspond  exactly  with  the 
spoken  languitge,  to  have  as  many 
characters  in  the  writing  as  there  are 
oral  elements,  which  means,  briefiy, 
only  one  letter  for  each  sound  and  only 
one  sound  for  each  letter. 

Lechmann's  system,  eliminates  all  silent 
letters,  except  "h"  in  some  of  the 
homophonous  words,  and  eliminates  all 
alphabe'ic  eciiiivalents  excepting  g" 
for  "j"  and  "y  "  for  'i'  in  both  sounds 
at  the  ends  of  words  only.  There  are 
also  used  "x"  for  "ks"'  and  "gs,"  and 
"c'"  instead  of  •kk."  The  system  in- 
creases the  old  alphabet  of  twenty-six 
letters  to  forty-three  letters,  of  which 
thirty-eight  letters  and  five  combina- 
tions, th.  sh.  ch,  wh,  and  ng.  constitute 
the  oral  elements  in  tlie  spoken  ian- 
guage. 

Mr.  Lehmann  terms  the  reformed 
spelling  of  the  Carnetrle  spelling  board 
as  iibsolut»ly  no  improvement  and  al- 
most worthless.  He  says  Mr.  Carnegie, 
whose  spelling  botird  compiled  300  pho- 
netic words  for  the  president,  is  fool- 
ishly wasting  his  tiiousands  along  lines 
which  are  incorrect  to  begin  with  and 
which  can  amount  to  notliing,  because, 
he  says.  It  is  Impossible  to  properly 
express  forty-three  or  more  sounds 
with  twenty-six  letters. 

By  the  new  system,  the  Inventor 
claims,  the  English  language  could  be 
Itarned  perfectly  In  a  short  course  of 
study,  whereas  It  is  now  seldom,  if 
ever,  learned  perfectly.  He  maintains 
that  by  mastering  his  new  alphabet  one 
may  correctly  write  any  word  from 
hearing  it  spoken,  as  the  spoken  and 
written  word  would  be  exactly  alike. 
Tlie  Inventor  says  that  by  his  new  sys- 
tem he  can  write  various  commonly 
used  languages,  though  he  cannot  speak 
a   word    of  any    e.xcepting   English.

Lehmann,    "'is    that    the   spelling    has    not 
been     changed    with    the      pronunciation.

For    in- 
I  stance,    thtre    are    six    styles    of    writing 
I  the  letter  "a,"'  each  Indicating  the  sound 
I  to    be   given    the    letter   as    it    appears   in 
word.      Throughout    the    new    fortv- 
three   letter  alphabet  a  vowel   which  rep- 
resents   more    than   one   sound   is   written 
In    as    many    different    ways    as    it    has 
sounds.      New    script    letters    have    been 
invented    by    the    author    to    accomplish 
this  without  the  use  of  diacritical  marks 
found    in    dictionary    explanations,    which, 
he    says,    would    confuse    the    reader    as 
well    as    the    writer.     These    new    charac- 
ters   in     the     written     types    are    merely 
variations    of    the    letters,    a    simple    curl 
or    twist     indicating    the    difference.      In 
the  printed  form  a  few  old  English  types 
are     used    on     second      and      subsequent 
sounds,    besides    diacritical    marks    where 
necessary. 

The  general  rules  of  t*»e  new  system 
advise  that  the  present  system  of  spell- 
ing be  entirely  dropped  from  the  mind 
when  the  new  svstem  is  used.  When  a 
word  Is  to  be  written  the  writer  is  di- 
rected to  note  exactly  the  sound  of  the 
word,  and  to  write  It  from  the  letters  of 
his  new  alphabet,  wherein  will  be  found 
every  sound  possible   in    the   language.

— After  bat- 
tling valiantly  for  three  hours  with 
four  burly  men,  Jake  Fox,  Oregon's

death,  Is  unwashed  no  longer.  To 
his  great  Indignation,  aged  ake  has 
been    forced     to    bathe. 

For  sixty  years  or  more,  Jake  Fox, 
erstwhile  trader,  trapper  and  wagon- 
maker,  dwelt  in  peace  on  the  sunny 
banks  of  the  Calapoeia  river  at  Al- 
ban.v,  Oregon.  Although  he  lived 
upon  the  very  bank  of  the  stream, 
Fox  had  no  use  for  the  contents  of 
the  brook,  and  declared  an  effectual 
boycott  on  aqua  pura,  both  as  to 
external     and     internal     application.

He  said  that  thi-  drainage  movement, 
ppiperly  carried  out,  would  be  a  work 
that  would  make  all  tho  ••.>«our"  land  of 
the  state  sweet  and  profitable,  al.so 
cliaiiging  the  wet  and  Inaccessible  wilder- 
ness of  Nortliern  Minnesota  into  one  of 
the  largest  dairy  farm  and  pasti.vse 
stretches  in   one  piece  in  the  world. 

One  subject  to  which  hi.'?  attention  ha.s 
been  called,  and  to  which  he  has  paid 
considerable  heed,  is  that  ot  emigration  to 
Canada.

He  estimates  the  damage  to  lot  1&2, 
on  account  of  a  tunnel,  to  be  55,000, 
and  the  damage  to  lot  154  to  be  $8,- 
000,  or  its  full  value.  His  testimony 
shcv.'ed  that  Mr.  Polinsky  gave  |4.- 
475  for  lot  112  three  years  ago  and 
gave  $1,900  for  lot  154  two  years  ago. 
He  stated  in  support  of  his  alleged  in- 
crea.sed  value  of  the  lots  that  Athol  M. 
Miller  offered  him  $7,500  for  lot  152 
a  few  months  after  he  purchased  it 
for  $4,475.  and  claimed  that  a  lot 
adjoining  was  held  at  the  same  .fig- 
ure. 

Mr  Polinsky. s  claims  of  damages 
were  based  on  about  the  same  grounds 
as  those  stated  by  Mr.  Hanford.

of  the  tunntl  will  be  at  least  twelve 
feet  below  the  surface  of  Michigan 
street,  and  that  because  of  the  depth 
of  the  tunnel  underground,  and  the 
fact  the  roadbed  will  be  on  solid 
rock,  there  will  be  no  appreciable 
amount  of  vibration  or  jar.  In  his 
judgment  the  property  abutting  on 
the  street  under  which  the  tunnel 
will  run  will  not  be  disturbed  in  any 
way,  either  by  the  blasting  for  the 
tunnel,  or  by  the  running  of  trains 
through  it  after  the  tracks  are  laid. 
Mr.  Kalk  claimed  that  the  nature  of 
the  ground  precludes  the  Idea  of  any 
vibration  or  jar,  such  as  might  take 
place  were  th>-  roadbed  on  soft  or 
mucky  ground,  instead  of  rock.  He 
.said  that  the  distance  of  the  tunnel 
below  the  surface  will  shut  off  the 
noise,  so  that  the  passage  of  trains 
will  scarcely  be  heard  in  the  street 
overhead.  The  company  in  planning 
the  tunnel  purposely  left  out  the  ven-

PRUNES    FOR    THE    MILLION.S. 

When  one  thinks  of  all  the  boardln^r 
house  breakfasts  in  the  country  It  is 
not  surprising  that  more  than  100,000,000 
pounds  of  prunes  are  eaten  yearly  In 
the  United  States. 

Prior  to  188C  the  supply  came  almost 
wholly  from  France  and  the  Danubian 
provinces  and  sold  under  the  designa- 
tio    nof    French    or    Turkish    prunes. 

In  that  year  prunes  of  American 
growth  appeared  on  the  market  and 
with  each  succeeding  year  the  supply 
has  increased,  until  the  importation  of 
foreign  truit  has  been  reduced  to  ex- 
tiemely   small    proportions. 

According  to  What-to-Eat  most  of 
our  prune  supply  is  from  the  southern 
part  of  ('ulifornia.  In  .Santa  Clara 
county  alono  toere  are  3,70ti,(;o0  trees 
growing  on  37,00<J  acres,  100  to  the  acre. 
The  ciuality  of  prunes  raised  there  ex- 
ceeds n,0tt0,00(j  poundsmore  than  enough 
for  the  requirements  of  the  wholo 
country,  but  the  excess  Is  needed  to 
supply    the   export    demand. 

In  September  the  fruit  ripens  and  Ih 
gathered  by  spreading  sheets  under  the 
tices  nnd  .shaking  the  branches.  Tho 
green  fruit  is  taken  to  the  w.arehouso. 
where  it  is  graded  in  size  and  p.nssed 
through  a  boiling  hot  liquid,  in  which 
process  it  is  cleaned  and  the  outer  skin 
softened.  It  is  then  spre.id  out  in  trays 
8  feet  by  3  feet  in  size  and  exposed  to 
the  heat  of  the  sun  for  three  to  eight 
days,  depending  upon  weather  condi- 
tions.

When  sufficiently  cure^d  the  prunes  ar« 
stored  in  separate  l)ins  and  there  ali 
lowed  to  sweat,  this  process  taking 
from  ten  to  twenty  days,  when  they  ar^ 
ready  for   marketing.

CHILD  LABOR 
LAWS  IN  SOUTH 


How  They  Will   Affect 

Cotton  Mills  and  Other 

Factories. 

Columbus,  Ga.,  Nov.  6. — Child 
labor  has  been  given  a  knockout 
blow  by  the  legislation  recently 
given  by  the  Georgia  general  assem- 
bly, and  which  ivas  just  gono  into 
effect. 

Georgia  has  cotton  mills  and 
manufacturing  eistablishments,  scat- 
tered from  one  end  of  the  state  to 
the  other,  and  there  are  thousands 
of  people  affected  by  thi.s  legislation. 
Agents  of  Northern  mills  are  watch- 
ing for  Its  effect,  hopiug  it  will  in 
a  measure  at  least,  overcome  the  ad- 
vantage enjoyed  by  the  Southern 
mills  in  securing  labor  so  much 
cheaper  than  the  mills  of  the  New 
Kngland   states. 

That  schools  may  be  built  for  the 
thou.sands  of  new  pupil.s,  who  will 
be  furnished  by  the  mills,  the  child 
labor  law.  in  its  main  features  ap- 
plying to  children  under  14  years 
of  age,  will  not  go  into  effect  until 
Jan.  1,  1908,  though  there  i.s  a 
provision  which  must  be  complied 
with  in  1307.  a.s  a  prerequisite  to 
the  employment  of  8uch  a  child.

ALL  FOR  THE 
QUICK-FIRERS 

The  Great  Powers  Are 

Busy  Rearming  Their 

Artillery. 

Washington,  Nov.  6.— The  haste  with 
which  Continental  armies  are  rearming 
their  batteries  with  quick-firing  guns 
is  proof  of  the  importance  of  the  new 
ordnance.  There  is  no  sign  of  diminish- 
ing armanents,  in  the  light  of  the  lead 
given  by  the  British  army;  on  the 
contrary,  each  nation  is  expending 
every  penny  which  can  be  extracted 
from  its  treasury  in  modernizing  the 
artillerv  arm.,  and  the  personnel  is  ap- 
parently of  little  importance.  The  re- 
armament of  the  field  artillery  of  vari- 
ous foreign  armies  with  quick-firing  i 
guns  still  continues,  and  only  Italy,  j 
Greece  and  Servia,  of  J<:uropean  coun- 
tries would  appear  to  have  not  yet 
come  to  a  decision  In   the   matter. 

Germany  has  made  rapid  strides  dur- 
the  past  twelve  months,  though  re- 
taining a  six-gun  battery  establish- 
ment, although  both  France  and  Japan 
have  reverted  to  four-gun  batteries,  as 
have  ahst)  Holland,  Sweden,  Turkey, 
.Spain  and  the  United  States.  The  Aus- 
trian army  has  decided  that  a  buttery 
at  war  strength  is  in  future  to  have 
six  guns,  instead  of  eight  as  at  present, 
and  upward  of  a  hundred  quick-firing 
guns  have  recently  been  manufactured 
for  the  field  artillery  units.  Belgium 
has  adopted  a  Krupp  gun  after  pro- 
tracted trials,  and  the  rearmament  of 
batteries  is  now  proceeding.  Bulgaria 
has  recently  received  eighty-one  four- 
gun  quick-firing  batteries  from  Le. 
Crcusot,  and  has  arranged  for  a  mini- 
mum reserve  of  1,000  rounds  a  gun  to 
be  available  for  war.  Deninark  has 
.secured  a  Krupp  quick-firer  similar  to 
the  Belgian  gun,  and  remarkable  pro- 
gress has  been  made  in  the  handling 
of  the  new  weapon. 

Germany  has  issued  a  quick-firing 
equipment  and  is  experimenting  with 
another  pattern  of  Bavarian  manufac- 
ture, while  a  long-range  field  gun  of 
13.93  calibre  has  been  introduced  Into 
the  heavy  artillery.  Holland  has  re- 
constituted her  artillery,  the  Dutch 
military  authorities  being  keen  on  the 
employment  of  quick-firing  guns.  Italy 
is  In  treaty  for  a  supply  of  modern 
ordnance.  Japan,  since  the  battle  of 
the    Sha      Ho,      has      introduced     light 


shields  to  all  field  guns,  and  the  Osaka 
arsenal  Is  turning  out  a  large  number 
of  quick-firers,  more  than  30,000  men 
being  constantly  employed  in  the  man- 
ufacture. Portugal  has  been  supplied 
with  thirty-six  batteries  of  Schneider- 
Canet  2.95-inch  quick-firing  guns.  Rou- 
mania  will  receive  320  quick-firers  from 
Krupp  during  the  next  year.  Russia 
has  armed  half  her  batteries  with  a 
3-lnch  quick-firing  gun  and  Spain  is  ac- 
quiring fifty  batteries  similar  to  Portu- 
gal.

If  such 
extreme  conditions  exist,  arfidavlts 
from  the  ordinary  of  the  county 
must  be  kept  on  file  in  the  mill 
office,  certifying  full  particulars  of 
each   case. 

Illiteracy  among  the  cotton  mill 
operatives  of  the  South  is  so  com- 
mon that  its  absence  is  noticeable. 
Scarcely  any  of  the  children  in 
Georgia  have  ever  attended  school. 
The  result  Is  that  today,  throughout 
the  state,  there  are  hundreds  of 
grown  workmen  who  cannot  read 
or  write.  Under  the  provisions  of 
the  new  law.  thousands  of  children 
under  fourteen  years  of  agre  will 
have  to  leave  the  mills  during  the 
coming  year  for  at  least  twelve 
weeks  of  school,  that  they  may  gain 
admittance    as    an    operative    in    1908. 

Columbus,  with  a  string  of  large 
cotton  mills,  extending  three  miles 
along  the  Chattahoochee  river,  will 
be  one  of  the  cities  most  affected  by 
the  new  legislation.  Over  five  hun- 
dred children  will  be  forced  out  of 
the  mills  here,  and  the  result  will  be 
i  better    wages    for    mill    labor.

FORTUNE   FOR   A   WRECK. 
A    fortune    was    acquired    by    the    pur- 
cha.se  of  the  P.   &   O.   steamer   Australia 
which    cost     £550.000    to     build     and    went 
ashore  at  the  entrance  of  Port  Philip  bay 
a    short    distance    from    Melbourne.      Th° 
vessel   itself   was   subsequently  put   up  at 
auction  and.  as  the  South  Cliina  Morning 
I  Po.st   tells  the  story,  was  purchased  by  a 
Melbourne    draper,    now    the    Hon.    J     G 
I  Aikman.     for     the    modest    sum    of     £290 
I  1  he    cargo    left    by    the    un<lerwriters    on 
the    wreck    was    also    knocked    down    to 
him   for  a  further  £60. 

After  much  trouble  Mr.  Aikman  suc- 
1  ceeded  in  getting  divers  to  work  on  the 
i  wrecked  liner,  and  before  long  he  had 
jthe  pleasure  of  seeing  the  decks  filled 
j  with  caigo.  All  classes  of  goods  wero 
j  repre.sented.  including  drapery,  hardware, 
electro-plated  ware,  enamel  ware  and 
band   Instruments. 

Ten  tons  of  Muntz  metal,  taken  out  of 
the  vessel  in  le.ss  than  a  day.  realized 
£750.  Nine  hundred  tons  of  bar  iron. 
b.ar  steel,  tool  sfel  and  shear  steel  were 
recovered  from  the  wreck  and  were  sold 
at  an  average  rate  of  £10  a  ton.  Mr. 
Aikman  ab-jo  got  740  tons  of  galvanizd 
j  in^n  and  forty  tons  of  steel  during  tho 
1  first  operations.  During  the  .second  oper- 
I  atlons  on  the  Australia  a  little  later,  219 
tons  of  brass,  copper  and  gun  metal  were 
recovered,  and  1.950  tons  of  scrap  cast  Iron 
were  obtained  from  the  engine  and  other 
castings  on  board.  Fi*«e  tandem  and  four 
Tangye  engines  and  a  large  quantity  of 
pig  iron  were  also  got  from  the  wreck. 
The  four  propeller  blados,  which  con- 
sisted either  of  phosphor  or  m-anganese 
bronze,  and  which  weighed  fourteen  ton.^ 
altogether,  were  tJiken  from  the  steamer, 
and  realized  £1,000  as  old  metal.  It  ia 
estimated  that  Mr.  Aikman's  profits  from 
the    wreck   approach   £200,000. 


$3  a  ton  until  $21  a  ton  was  being  of- 
fered before  the  close  of  the  day  Tha 
day  before  ice  sold  at  $3  and  the  day 
after  it  could  be  bought  all  over  tho 
city  at  $3  a  ton.  wholesale.  Tho 
Ice  Trade  Journal  says  that  in  the  ca.se 
mentioned  the  price  was  not  advanced 
by  the  wholesalers,  but  by  buyers  and 
consumers  who  were  traveling  arounu 
from  one  plant  or  depot  to  another  and 
offering  prices  higher  and  higher  for  a 
portion  of  the  ice  which  many  of  tho 
wholesalers  were  endeavoring  to  hold 
in  reserve  to  .supply  the  v.ants  of  their 
regular  customers  until  a  fresh  sup- 
ply could  reach  the  city. 

This  could  hardly  be  called  an  ice 
famine,  but  ice  was  terribly  .scarce  for 
a  portion  of  one  day  only.  An  extra 
.supply  was  on  the  way  to  New  York, 
and  there  had  been  no  permanent  ad- 
vance in  price  by  the  wholesalers.  It 
was  generally  known  that  plenty  of 
ice  could  be  had  on  the  morrow  at  $3 
a  ton;  but  many  retailers  were  willing 
to  pay  all  sorts  of  fancy  prices,  even 
up  to  $21  a  ton,  rather  than  hava 
their  customers  go  entirely  without 
ice. 

The  consumers  gladly  paid  the  ad- 
vance, for  the  day  was  very  hot  and 
many  had  been  entirely  without  ice 
for  a  large  '^art  of  the  time,  it  being 
Monday,  and  no  ice  had  been  served 
since  Saturday.  In  the  scramble  to 
get  ice  anywhere,  anyhow,  the  price 
was  a   secondary  consideration.

Offlcials  of  the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range 
road  are  considering  some  changes  In 
the  present  schedule  passenger  trains 
on  the  line. 

Tt  was  rumored  sume  time  ago  that 
ae  changes  were  about  to  be  made 
ajid  one  was  to  the  effect  that  the 
time  of  the  afternoon  train  out  of  Du- 
luth would  be  so  changed  as  to  have 
the  train  leave  at  5  p.  m.  But  the  more 
likely   hour  Is  4:30  p.   m. 

It  Is  said  that  several  new  schedules 
have  been  made  and  presented  to  the 
officials  of  the  road,  who  have  careful- 
ly considered  them,  but  have  not  fully 
decided  just  which  one  to  put  Into 
effect. 

One  change  that  is  contemplated,  is 
the  changing  of  the  time  of  the  morn- 
ing train  into  this  city,  so  that  It 
reaches  Duluth  at  1:30  instead  of  at 
noon.  And  going  the  other  way,  the 
afternoon  train  is  to  leave  the  Duluth 
Union  depot  at  4:30. 

•■'It  is  true  that  a  change  in  the  time 
for  some  of  the  Duluth's  Iron  Range 
trains  is  being  contcmplatetJ."  said  F. 
E.  House,  president  of  the  road,  wh*  n 
(luestioned  on  the  subject  today,  "and 
It  Is  very  probable  that  the  morning 
train  from  the  range  will  arrive  an 
hour  and  half  or  so  later,  and  that  the 
afternoon  train  leaving  Duluth  at  3:15 
will  leave  somewhat  later.  Definite 
announcements  of  the  changes  will 
corae,  when  they  have  been  decided  up- 
on, from  the  passenger  department." 

Patrons  of  the  line  would  probably 
welcome  the  change  loudly,  as  they 
have  wanted  for  some  time  to  have  a 
train  which  left  Duluth  a  little  later 
hi  the  afternoon  than  the  present  one.

CARE  OF  DOGS. 

Proper  Food  to  Give— How  Chen  to 
Hash  Them. 

Remember  that  a  dog  digests  its  food 
very  slowly,  so  should  never  have  more 
than  two  meals  a  day  when  in  health. 
For  a  house  dog  that  gets  little  exer- 
cise one  meal  is  sufficient. 

The  food  should  be  plain,  wholesome 
and  nutritious.  Above  all  things,  says 
Country  Life  in  America,  avoid  pre- 
serves and  sweetmeats  of  all  kinds, 
eugar.  hot  toast,  tea  and  other  stufl 
of  tlirit  kind. 

Feed  your  dog  regularly.  If  you 
give  him  one  meal  a  day.  let  it  be  at 
midday;  if  two,  morning  and  evening, 
and  always  at  the  same  hour. 

Let  the  animal  eat  until  he  is  satis- 
fied for  if  he  is  fed  regularly  you  need 
iiave   no  fear  that   he   will  gorge. 

If  your  pet  is  to  be  kept  in  the  house 
he  will  require  very  little  meat— a 
small  piece  every  third  day  with  a 
bone  to  gnaw  on.  A  bone  is  a  great 
aid  to  digestion  and  keeps  the  teeth 
in  good  condition. 

Give  bread  soaked  In  meat  gravy, 
biscuit  soaked  in  ir.  Ik,  oatmeal  or  nee 
or  potatoes,  and  once  or  twice  a  week 
green  vegetables.  Scraps  of  beef,  mut- 
ton etc.,  from  the  taOle  are  all  that  is 
needed  in  the  way  of  meats.  Avoid 
giving  liver.  ,  . 

Dog  biscuit  is  good  for  a  char.ge. 
Manv  owners  feed  fish  now  and  then 
to  their  dogs,  but  we  have  had  dogs 
that  such  food  always  caused  to  suffer 
from    skin   disease. 

Let  your  dog  have  water  as  often 
as  he  wants  it.  . 

Give  vour  dog  regular  exercise.  Do 
not  take  him  out  for  an  airing  at  the 
end  of  a  chain-that  is  not  exercise. 
Turn  him  loose  and  let  him  run.  Lxer 
else  cither  before  feeding  or  some  t^me 
afterward,  for  exercise  on  a  ful.  Siom- 
ach    is    likely    to   cause    lits. 

Do  not  wash  your  dog  more  than 
twice  a  month;  If  you  keep  his  coat 
well  ( onibed  and  brushed,  once  a  month 
will  be  often  enough. 

When  washing  use  tepid  water  nml 
some,    <.od  «j..g  soap,  as  in  this  way  you

Chanpre  the  bed- 
ding fre<iuentlv  and  sprinkle  a  little 
oil  of  peppermint  over  the  straw  now 
and  then-just  enough  to  let  you  know- 
it  is  there.  If  you  tan  get  the  dry  pep- 
permint use  that.  It  will  help  to  keep 
the  dog  clear  of  lie  as. 

Remember  that  if  the  kennel  is  not 
clean  and  dry  and  cheerful,  or  if  your 
dog  Is  pampered  and  overfed,  he  will 
be  likely  to   have  distemper. 

CANDLE  POWER. 
In  the  German  cities  candle  power 
Is  no  longer  a  measure,  says  the  Bos- 
ton Herald.  They  laugh  at  It.  and  in 
Berlin  the  ordinary  fishtail  burners 
with  which  candle  power  is  mea.'^ured 
are  as  scarce  as  hens"  teeth.  For  use 
With  the  mantle,  for  the  stove  and  the 
gas  engine,  heating  power  is  what  is 
needed  rather  than  candle  power.

Rejoicing  over  results  i.s  quite  general 
in  Dululh  today.

It  was  a  happy  crowd  that  was  gathered 
at  Democratic  headquarters  in  the  St. 
Louis  hotel  last  night.  Early  in  the  even- 
ing the  room  fllKd  up  pretty  well  with 
loyal  Democrats,  and  from  that  time  un- 
til the  early  hours  of  morning  new  faces 
kept  appearing  and  reappearing.  The 
greatest  confidence  was  entertained  that 
Johnson  would  be  declared  the  winner, 
but  there  is  always  enough  doubt  over 
all  elections  to  make  the  awaiting  of  re- 
sults an  interesting  proceeding.

The  more  conservative 
ones  In  the  room  conceded  the  county  to 
Cole  by  a  small  majority,  but  County 
Chairman  W.  E.  McEwen.  whose  effect- 
ive county  orgunizalion  had  much  to  do 
with  the  large  number  of  votes  cast  for 
the  Democratic  nominee  in  this  county, 
maintained  from  the  start  that  a  majority 
of  exceeding  bM  would  be  shown  when 
the  votes  were  counted.

With  each  tinkle  of  the  telephone  bell, 
the  waiters  eagerly  listened,  expecting 
to  learn  the  first  election  results.

Paul  during  the  evening,  putting  Chair- 
man McEwen  in  communication  with 
Frank  A.  liay,  chairman  of  the  state 
ctr.tral  committee,  told  how  general  re- 
rults  through  the  state  were  going,  and 
brought  additional  happiness  to  the  local 
Democrats. 

Ihe  Republicans  gave  orders  to  the 
telephone  centrals  at  10  o'clock  that  they 
w«re  to  be  called  no  more  during  the 
night,  and  after  that  many  Republicans 
over  the  city  who  had  back«d  Cole  to 
win.  still  had  courage  enough  to  call  up 
Democratic  headquarters,  which  remained 
open  practically  all  night.

By  S  o'clock  Chairman  McEwen  an- 
nounced positively  that  John.son  would 
carry  St.  Louis  county,  and  by  10 
o'clock  he  placed  this  majority  at  l,'-00, 
and  saw  no  reason  to  change  the  esti- 
mate during  what  remained  of  the  niKht. 
The  fact  was  recalled  that  Mr.  McEwen 
said  a  day  or  two  ago  that  things  were 
r.miing  the  way  of  the  Democrats  so 
fasily  that  there  wag  no  danger  of  plac- 
ing thf  estimates  on  majorities  over  the 
state  too  high,  and  that  the  landslide 
would  be  so  great  that  there  really  were 
no  grounds  for  placing  what  might  be 
called  a  rea.sonable  estimate.

WISCONSIN  DAIRY  BOOM. 

Cheese  Production  Almost  Doubles  In 
Five  Years  and  Butter  Increases. 

Madison.  Wis..  Nov.  7.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— One  hundred  and  ten 
million  pounds  of  cheese  were  made 
In  Wisconsin  last  year— almost  twice 
as  much  as  was  produced  five  years 
ago— according  to  a  University  of  Wis- 
consin bulletin  just  prepared  by  Prof. 
H.  L.  Russel  of  the  Wisconsin  college  of 
agriculture.  Besides  the  increase  in 
production  from  60.000,000  pounds  in 
I'JOO  to  110,000,000  In  lyOa.  the  statistics 
show  an  addition  of  118  cheese  factories 
or  nearly  forty  factories  each  year. 
The  amount  of  butter  manufactured  in 
the  creameries  of  the  state  has  in- 
creased 60  per  cent  in  tho  past  five 
years.  Butter  made  on  farms  shows 
an  Increase  of  38  per  cent.

The  result  oi  the  election  in  Minnesota  yesterday  is 
not  only  a  splendid  tribute  tu  Governor  John  A.  Johnson, 
and  line  that  is  fully  deserved,  as  The  Herald  has  en- 
deavored to  make  clear  in  the  tMm[)aigu,  hut  it  is  also  a 
fine  cutnmeniary  upon  the  mtelligeiice  and  discrimina- 
tion L>t   thi '-rs  of  the  state.

On  the  other  side,  necessarily,  the  cj:i;i)aigri  was  an  at- 
tempt to  decide  the  issue  on  partisan  lines  The  non- 
partisan fight  won,  handsomely,  and  the  result  is  a  most 
uncomnvm  personal  victory.  (jDvem  jt  J  dinson  had 
yarned  it  by  his  splendid  administration,  and  he  won  it 
^rough  the  public's  recognition  of  his  jine.  upright  man- 
hood, his  devotion  to  a  high  concepii.n  oi  public  duty, 
and  his  fearless  and  aggressive  enforcement  of  law. 

A.  L.  Cole  of  Walker,  his  Republican  opponent,  can 
have  the  satisfacti«in  of  knowing  that  it  v  luld  have  made 
no  difference  had  any  other  eaniii.!it(  stnil  in  his 
shoes.      The    peojile    were    with    C,  r   John-    ;i     and 

had  the  result  i.>f  the  Republican  state  i  .  .ii\  enti'>n  been 
idififerent,  it  could  hardly  have  affected  the  result  of  yes- 
terday's balloting. 

While   the  landslide  which   swept  nor  Johnson 

Into  office  for  a  second  term  was  widopread,  there  is 
perhaps  no  por-tii.n  r.f  the  state  where  the  turn-over  was 
go  complete  and  the  endorsement  of  the  governor  so 
thorough  as  in  Duluth  and  its  tributary  country.  Gov- 
ernor Johnson  carried  Duluth  by  alm'Si  1,500,  and  the 
indic:ii!nn3  this  morning  were  that  he  ^vuild  carry  St. 
Louis  county  by  1,000  to  1.200.  This  is  a  complete  revo- 
lution from  the  result  two  years  ago,  when  Governor 
Johnson  lost  Duluth  by  800  and  the  county  by  2,800.  The 
surrounding  counties  have  all  gone  heavily  for  the  gov- 
ernor, some  of  them  going  stronger  for  him  than  they 
did  for  Dunn  two  years  ag' 

The  Herald,  which  has  steadily  and  consistently  sup- 
ported Governor  Johnson  for  the  past  two  years,  feels 
modestly  elated  at  the  result  in  this  section,  and  it  is 
proud  of  the  magnihcent  shnwing  made  by  the  voters 
of  its  territory.  The  Herald  has  been  the  only  lead- 
ing daily  in  the  state  that  has  stood  by  Governor  John- 
Son,  and  it  has  endeavored  to  make  its  campaign  for  him 
one  "f  reason  and  not  of  wild,  inflated  claims  au'l  prom- 
ises. Though  its  eulo^i'S  of  (jovcrnor  Johnson  have 
been  warm,  and  its  promises  of  what  he  would  do  if  re- 
elected were  strong,  it  has  not  uttered  a  word  in  the 
heat  of  the  campaign  that  it  cannot  consistently  repeat 
In  the  coolness  following  its  close.

It 
was  merely  his  forcible  way  of  callii  -  ^  tu  the  fact 

that  it  is  the  directors  atid  cli: -f  .'ftucrs  of  a  railroad 
company  that  are  responsil)!.-,  m  the  final  analysis,  for 
the  C'in<li'  •  '  'le  road,  even  d'nvn  to  the  detail  of  pro- 
tecting p.i^..  ..^,.  rs  and  emi>l'>yes  from  the  liability  to 
injury. 

And  by  ai"  tlu'  same  idea  applies  to  the  directors 

and   cliief  <.fTic..i>.  of   t:;  Judge   Dill,   v. ho  made 

the  above  startling  sugge-.iM>n.  was  one  of  the  greatest 
corporation  attorneys  in  the  country,  and  he  did  the  legal 
work  in  connectit.n  with  tlie  manufacture  of  some  of  the 
biggest  trusts.  He  has  been,  however,  one  of  the  most 
outspoken  against  trust  abuses,  and  if  he  had  happened 
to  think  about  it  he  would  have  said  something  just  as 
pointed  about  the  responsibilities  of  the  chiefs  of  the 
predatory  corpor..lious      He  is  now  a  judge,  and  a  just 

one 

It  may  not  be  necessary  to  take  up  the  policy  of  at- 
taching railroad  directors  to  cow  catchers  to  avert 
wrecks,  but  it  is  certain  that  if  it  were  done  there  would 
be  nuglity  few  wrecks.  The  directors  wh.  .  occupied 
auch  a  position  would  quickly  see  that  the  trains  were 
run  carefully,  that  the  equipment  was  kept  up  beyond 
possibility  of  dangerous  breakage,  that  the  employes 
were  not  allowed  to  work  too  long  to  retain  their  vision 
and  judgment,  and  that  the  rush  for  business  and  divi- 
denfls  did  not  become  so  fevered  as  to  crowd  out  caution. 

It  is  just  the  same  with  the  directors  and  officers  of 
the  trusts.  The  trusts  don't  have  any  trains  with  cow 
catchers  to  tie  tlie  directors  on.  but  the  associate  propo- 
sition that  will  cover  them  is  this:  "If  you  send  the 
directors  to  jail  tor  the  lavvbrcaking  of  their  corpora- 
tions, there  will  be   precious  little  lawbreaking  by  their 

corporations." 

We  arc  fighting  the  trusts,  tooth  and  nail.  Congress- 
man Tawncy  'd  in  his  Duluth  speech  the  other 
night  that  we  ii  ive  convicted  quite  a  number  of  them, 
snd  dissolved  some  of  them.  Have  you  noticed  any  dif- 
ference in  the  prices  you  pay  for  the  necessaries,  how- 
ever"^ We  convict  them  an.l  :i;u-  them  and  they  make 
us  pay  the  fin.s  The  way  to  stop  them  is  to  convict 
them  and  scn.I  their  officers  to  jail  They  can  make 
us  stand  the  punishment  when  it  takes  the  form  of  a  fine, 
but  they  can't  make  us  go  to  jail  for  tiiem. 


Minnesota  paid  a  handsome  tribute  to  Governor  John- 
son, but  it  was  not  a  bit  too  heavy  to  be  fitting. 


THE   RESULTS. 

Chief  of  general  importance  in  the  nation,  and  second 
in  Minnesota  only  to  the  re-election  of  Governor  John- 
son, was  the  outcome  of  the  governorship  fight  in  New 
York. 

Hearst  put  up  a  fierce  fight,  and  his  run  was  astonish- 
ing, particularly  in  the  up-state  territory  which  he  had 
to  win  in  this  campaign.  Greater  New  York  he  had 
already  made  his,  through  various  means,  but  if  anything 
his  vote  there  was  less  than  had  been  expected.  The 
plurality  of  over  50,000  for  Hughes  is  large  enough  to  be 
decisive,  but  not  large  enough  to  remove  Hearst  from 
his  conspicuous  position  in  the  rari^s  of  Democracy. 

Credit  is  due  Hearst,  more  than  for  any  other  thing, 
for  the  fact  that  he  forced  the  Republican  organization 
in  New  York,  which  has  lately  fallen  into  evil  ways,  to 
nominate  the  very  best  man  it  could  have  picked,  and  a 
man  who  will,  in  the  opinion  of  The  Herald,  make  one  of 
the  best  governors  in  the  state's  history.  The  Herald 
believed,  when  the  nominations  were  made,  that  Hughes 
was  the  man  that  should  win  in  New  York,  and  it  has 
had  no  reason  to  change  its  views  on  this  subject. 

Moran,  another  picturesque  figure,  was  defeated  for 
governor  in  Massachusetts  by  the  Republican  governor, 
Guild.  The  cause  of  reform  seems  to  have  languished  in 
Pennsylvania  and  the  Republican  machine  has  regained 
its  control  of  affairs,  electing  its  governor  and,  perhaps 
more  important  still,  defeating  the  reform  candidate  for 
district  attorney  in   Philadelphia. 

The  Republicans  maintain  ccuitrol  of  congress,  by  a 
reduced  majority  but  by  one  still  safe  enough. 

Several  prominent  congressional  figures  have  fallen, 
and  to  Minnesota  must  be  given  the  credit  for  bagging 
one  of  them.  McClcary,  standpatter,  who  flew  in  the 
face  of  public  opinion  in  his  district,  and  though  his 
constituents  favored  tariff  revision  insisted  that  he  knew 
better  than  they  what  they  should  have,  has  been  de- 
feated by  W.  S.  Hammond,  a  broadminded  and  able 
Democrat,  and  the  rebuke  to  standpatism  and  to  Mc- 
Cleary's  presumption  is  an  important  gain  for  the  cause 
of  the  people.  Congressman  Babcock  of  Wisconsin  also 
went  down  to  defeat,  and  this,  too,  is  well.  Dalzell  of 
Pennsylvania,  another  standpatter  and  trust  supporter, 
had  a  hard  fight  but  has  probably  been  elected. 

On  the  whole,  with  some  conspicuous  exceptions,  the 
best  men  have  won,  and  the  fight  for  the  square  deal 
seems  to  have  been  advanced  by  the  results  of  the  elec- 
tion. Bossism  and  blind  partisanship  have  been  dealt 
several  telling  blows,  and  even  wdiere  they  have  won  out 
a  scanty  victory,  their  danger  has  been  great  enough  to 
make  people  think,  and  their  narrow  successes  are  slen- 
der enough  to  promise  that  the  day  of  reckoning  is 
closely  at  hand. 

The  election  furnishes  additional  proof  that  the  tend- 
ency to  sweep  away  the  chains  of  party  slavery  and  to 
look  to  large  results  rather  than  to  the  encouragement 
of  party  machines  is  steadily  growing.

CHOKED  OFF. 

There  is  no  use  in  trying  to  force  Boss  Cox  of  Cin- 
cinnati, one  of  the  most  notorious  corruptionists  in  the 
country,  to  believe  that  the  courts  are  not  all  right. 

They  stepped  in  recently  and  stopped  an  investigation 
that  was  just  getting  to  an  interesting  point,  and  thus 
saved  him  and  his  associates  from  a  lot  of  revelations 
that  would  have  been  most  embarrassing. 

Last  spring  a  legislative  inquiry  into  the  well-known 
rottenness  of  political  conditions  in  Cincinnati  was  stop- 
ped by  a  suit  which  attacked  its  validity.  The  supreme 
court,  to  which  the  case  was  sent,  has  just  decided  that 
the  lower  court  was  right,  and  that  the  investigation 
was  invalid.  True,  it  was  doing  a  lot  of  good.  It  was 
showing  up  a  filthy  condition  of  public  affairs  which  pub- 
licity would  have  stopped  instanter.  But  it  was  invalid, 
so  the  investigation  goes  for  nothing. 

In  the  session  of  the  Ohio  legislature  a  year  ago  a 
joint  resolution  was  introduced  providing  for  an  investi- 
gation of  affairs  in  Cox's  territory.  The  Republican 
house  refused  to  adopt  the  resolution,  so  the  Democratic 
senate  proceeded  on  its  own  account,  and  provided  for  a 
committee  of  five  members,  three  of  whom  were  Demo- 
crats and  two  Republicans,  to  make  the  investigation. 
The  Republican  members  refused  to  serve,  naturally,  but 
the  three  Democratic  senators  went  to  Cincinnati  and 
in  the  course  of  a  week  or  two  they  had  laid  bare  the 
outlines  of  the  skeleton  in  Cincinnati's  closet. 

Just  when  it  was  getting  to  the  most  interesting 
stage,  Cox  filed  his  suit  attacking  the  validity  of  the 
search,  and  now  the  courts  have  sustained  his  contention, 
and  Cox  goes  free  and  triumphant. 

The  fault  is  not  with  the  courts,  apparently.  They 
could  hardly  have  done  otherwise  than  they  did.  The 
Ohio  constitution  provides  that  money  shall  be  drawn 
from  the  public  treasury  only  by  specific  legislative  ap- 
propriation, and  of  course  the  senate  alone  could  not 
appropriate  money  to  carr3'  on  the  investigation.  The 
courts  did  not  really  forbid  the  investigation.  They 
simply  forbade  the  use  of  public  money  for  its  expenses. 
And  in  doing  this  they  did  their  duty.  But  since  nobody 
appeared  to  be  willing  to  pay  the  expenses  out  of  private 
funds,  the  investigation  stopped. 

But  the  showing  is  not  good  for  the  Republican  ma- 
chine in  Ohio.  It  has  deliberately  blocked  the  investiga- 
tion because  it  did  not  dare  let  the  facts  come  forth. 

What  could  you  expect,  however,  of  a  machine  that 
could  in  the  same  convention  enthusiastically  approve  of 
President  Roosevelt,  who  has  been  fighting  for  popular 
reforms,  and  Senators  Dick  and  Foraker,  who  have  been 
doing  all  they  could  to  block  his  efforts?

"It  is  very  unwi.Sfj  for  a  poor  man, 
that  Is,  a  really  poor  man,  whether  he 
is  a  laborer  or  a:  fanner,  to  go  to  Can- 
ada and  expect  to  make  a  living  eas- 
ily." said  W.  I.'  Sh|ink  of  Winnipeg, 
Man.,  at  the  St.  Louis.  "Some  persons 
who  have  gone  to  the  Northwest  ter- 
ritory have  beep  deceived  and  have 
found  things  not  so  good  as  pictured. 
Much  of  the  false  Idfa.  I  believe.  Is  due 
lo  the  nilsreprestjniuti'ons  of  American 
promoters,  and  rint  fo  those  of  Canada. 
Some  of  taese  cases  have  come  under 
my  notice,  and  I  have  found  that  the 
persons  were  entnuly  misled  concern- 
ing  the   situatiou   In  Canada. 

"A  farmer  should  not  think  of  going 
to  Canada  to  get  a  liome  witliout  hav- 
ing at  least  $»jixi  or  $7w.  It  costs  only 
about  J15  to  get  the  land,  but  by  the 
time  a  farmer  has  built  a  shack  and 
procured  all  the  things  necessary  to 
put  in  a  crop,  he  has  spent  consider- 
able money.  He  must  live  meantime 
and  keep  his  family.  Besides  this,  his 
crop  the  first  year  will  not  make  him 
any  money.  If  he  does  have  some 
money,  however,  and  can  tide  himself 
over  the  first  year,  the  remainder  is 
siKoutli  sailing. 

"A  laboring  man  who  does  outside 
work  is  unemployed  about  five  months 
in  the  year.  The  weather  gets  so  cold 
during  the  winter  that  most  of  the  out- 
door work  is  suspended,  except  hauling 
and  some  excavation.  This  work  pays 
only  about  |1  a  day.  During  the  other 
months,  however,  wages  are  good  and 
labor  is  in  demand.  The  salaries  are 
.•■omewhat  higher  than  they  are  in  the 
states,  but  living  Is  higher  also,  and 
the  laborer  comes  out  about  even. 

"Labor  troubles  are  not  so  frequent 
and  are  usually  of  little  consequence. 
There  Is  a  determination  among  the 
master  workmen  not  lo  recognize  all 
the  petty  demands  of  the  unions,  but 
the  laboring  men  are  treated  squarely. 
In  some  of  the  open  shops  wages  are 
p.ald  sometimes  above  what  is  demand- 
ed by  the  scale  of  wages  of  the  unions, 
and  the  hours  are  the  same.  This  de- 
creases the  hostility  between  contract- 
ors and  laborers  and  things  usually 
run    along   without    trouble. 

"There  nave  been  few  troubles  aris- 
ing out  of  the  rcfu.sal  of  contractors  to 
recognize  certain  demands  of  unions, 
such  as  the  rule  among  plumbers  that 
workmen  shall  walk  to  and  from  tnoir 
work  and  shall  de.hict  the  time  in  mak- 
ing tliese  trips  from  their  regular 
working  hours.  When  troubles  of  this 
nature  arise  the  procedure  seems  queer 
to  Americans.  Tlie  mayor  goes  to  the 
place  where  the  mob  is  assembled  and 
commands  them  in  the  name  of  tae 
knf,-  to  disperse.  If  they  refuse,  he  or- 
ders the  militia  to  fire."

Confeeiioners    and 


Coffoo  and  Christmas  Cake.

As  I  do  not  know  whether  you  mean 
the  coffee  spice  cake  or  the  German 
coffee  cake,  I  will  give  you  directions 
for  both. 


Soft  Giiif^er  Cake. 

Put  into  a  pan  one  cup  molasses, 
three  tablespoonfuls  butter  sof n  ned 
and  one  cup  sour  milk  Into  which  a 
heaping  teaspoonful  of  .soda  has  beeri 
.'^tlrred.  Add  a  teaspoonful  ginger  and 
'he  same  amount  cinnamon  with  flour 
to  mix  .soft.  Bake  in  a  slow,  steady 
oven. 


Drop  Wine  Cakes. 

Put  into  the  mixing  bowl  one  cup 
New  Orleans  molasses,  one  cup  short- 
ening, butter  and  drippings  mixed  and 
softened  In  the  oven,  one  cup  sugar  and 
'>ne  cup  sour  milk  in  which  has  been 
dissolved  two  scant  teaspoonfuls  soda, 
a  teaspoonful  each  ginger,  cinnamon, 
and  allspice,  one  cup  currants  dredged 
with  flour,  and  flour  to  make  about  as 
thick  as  for  fruit  cake.    Drop  from  the 


Coffee    Spice    Cake. 

Put  into  a  pan  one  cup  sugar,  one 
cup  Puerto  Rico  molasses  and  two- 
thirds  of  a  cup  butter.  Add  one  cup 
hot  coffee  that  has  been  turntsi  over 
a  teaspoonful  soda  and  stirred  until 
It  stopped  "purring."

Long  boas,  flat  stoles  and  wide  fur 
capes  are  all  to  be  worn  this  year, 
but,  of  course,  the  shape  of  the  collar 
piece  must  depend  largely  upon  the 
kind  of  fur  that  Is  used.  Black  lynx 
lends  itself  to  almost  any  style  of 
boa,  but  a  long  Hat  stole  seems  to  be 
the  most  popular.  As  a  rule,  lynx  is 
lined  with  black  silk  or  satin,  but  the 
extra  warmth  of  double  thickness  Is 
not  necessary,  and  the  part  about  the 
neck  Is  sure  to  rub  off  on  one  side. 
Lynx,  If  properly  ta.ken  care  of,  will 
give  an  immense  amount  of  wear,  but 
the  same  collar  should  not  be  worn 
every  day,  and  It  must  always  be 
most  carefully  laid  away.  While  one 
handsome  set  of  furs  may  be  suffi- 
cient. It  is  worth  Willie  to  have  at 
least  two  sets  for  ordinary  wear,  as 
even  the  hardiest  of  fur  will  become 
shabby  if  worn  day  in  and  day  out 
in   all    sorts   of    weather. 

Mink  Is  extremely  fashionable  thl.s 
season,  and  is  made  up  in  very 
handsome  sets  of  long  double  boa  and 
large  flat  muff.  As  it  Is  still  the 
fashion  to  wear  tho  fur  closely  about 
the  throat,  with  one  end  thrown  back 
over  the  left  shoulder,  only  long  col- 
lars are  possible.  Tho  little  collar- 
ettes are  still  seen  in  ermine  and  as- 
trachan,  and  sometimes  chinchilla, 
but  are  no  longer  smart.  As  the  tail 
is  altogether  the  prettiest  part  of  the 
mink  on  the  collars,  the  majority  of 
the  newest  muffs  are  trimmed  with 
countless    little    brown    tails. 

Fox  is  rather  out  of  favor  at  pres- 
ent, for  save  in  the  wiilte,  which 
never  receives  a  great  amount  of 
wear,  it  has  been  found  to  give  little 
satisfaction,  and  lynx  has  just  taken 
its  place. 

White  fur  Is  so  attractive  for  young 
girls  that  It  Is,  if  anything,  more 
fashionable  than  last  year.  With 
black  velvet  and  with  delicate  shades 
of  mauve  or  blue,  or  with  a  white 
cloth  costume,  white  fur  Is  charming. 
While  lynx  wears  better  than  fox, 
but  is  more  expensive,  and  then  white 
fur  is  too  conspicuous  to  be  worn 
regularly. 

One  of   the  new   shades   this   year  is 


Russian 
and  there 
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a  real  moleskin  brown,  and  with  this 
shade  most  colors  can  be  worn,  so 
that  moleskin  Is  destined  to  be  fash- 
ionable once  again.  Naturally  mole- 
skin is  not  so  expensive  as  the  rarer 
furs,  but  the  handsomest  muffs  and 
boas  are  quite  appropriate  for  the 
most  elaborate  costumes,  and  carry- 
out  the  color  so  well  that  the  whole 
eff^'Ct   is  excellent. 

l:rmnie,  chinchilla  and 
sable  are  always  in  fashion. 
Is  little  competition  among 
they  are  so  light  and  warm  that  it 
Is  a  favorite  addition  to  any  costume, 
while  ermine  gives  a  handsome  tone 
to  either  a  cloth  or  velvet  gown. 
Ermine,  however,  Is  not  Invariably 
becoming,  for  Its  dead  whiteness  re- 
quires some  little  natural  color.  Chin- 
chilla with  gray  of  the  same  shade 
Is  exquisite,  and  as  all  grays  are 
fashionable  this  winter,  all  signs 
point  to  narked  prosperity  for  chin- 
chilla fur^

Having  in  mind  the  great  Dread- 
naught,  Representative  John  Sharp 
Williams,  the  minority  leader  of  the 
house,  suggested  that  the  new  monster 
American  battleship  should  bo  called 
the  "Skeered  o'Nothing." 
measure,  however,  which 
th-3  construction  of  the  big  ship  also 
carried  an  appropriation  for  the  pur- 
pose of  a  type  of  boat  of  which  the 
Dreadnaught  or  the  American  naval 
monslt^r  *)r  any  other  ships  that  floats 
Is  very  much  "skeered."  This  is  the 
little  inconspicious,  inoffensive  looking 
sub-marine,  the  realization  of  the 
dream  of  Jules  Verne  and  the  terror 
of  the  navies  (^f  the  world.  While  this 
country  is  building  great  floating  ar- 
senals, which  cost  seven,  eight 
tea  millions  of  dollars  we 
at  the  same  time  at  a  cost  of 
about  $200,000  each,  buying  other  boats, 
which  are  capable  of  blowing  these 
monsters  to  atonus  in  the  twinkling  of 
an  eye.  The  strength  of  Goiiah  and  the 
unerring  aim  of  David's  sling  never  had 
a  better  modern  Illustration  than  Is 
found  In  a  comparison  between  the 
great  steel  armored  battleships  of  the 
navies  of  today  and  the  harmless  look- 
ing', but  extremely  dangerous  little  sub- 
marine. It  Is  the  opinion  of  no  less 
notable  authority  on  the  navy  than 
Admiral  Dewey  that  a  /•lotilla  of  these 
little  boats  constitute  a  greater  and 
more  formidable  defense  against  an 
attack  by  an  enemy,  even  with  the 
strongest  sea  fighting  force  than  could 
be  afforded  by  all  the  other  ships  of  the 
navy. 

The  idea  of  sub-marine  navigation 
has  been  shown  by  Rear  Admiral  Hich- 
born.  late  chief  naval  con.structoi-  of 
our  navy,  to  be  nearly  three  hundred 
years  old,  and  he  has  collected  a  mass 
of  historical  data  upon  the  subject, 
whereby  he  proved  that  as  early  as 
1624,  only  a  few  years  after  Henry 
Hud.son  .sailed  up  the  river  which  bears 
his  name  in  the  Half  Moon,  another 
Dutchman,  Cornelius  Van  Drebbel,  was 
at  work  constructing  a  boat  to  run 
beneath  the  surface  of  the  water.  He 
met  with  slight  degree  of  .success,  and 
his  ideas  were  seized  upon  by  French 
and  English  boat  builders,  who  for  the 
next  hundred  years  made  various  ex- 
periments with  sub-marine  crafts. 

It  will  no  doubt  surprise  students  of 
revolutionary  history  to  learn  that 
small  as  wa.s  the  naval  force  of  the 
thirteen  colonies  in  their  struggle  with 
England,  we  could  then  boast  of  a  sub- 
marine boat.  It  was  designed  by  a 
Yankee  inventor  named  Bushnell.  and 
made  operative  In  1775.  It  %vas  a  small 
one  man  operated  boat,  devised  to  work 
against  ships  at  anchor.  It  was  crude 
of  course,  but  nevertheless  embodied 
some  Important  ideas  which  today  are 
recognized  as  essential  in  under  water 
navigation.  This  boat  was  forced  un- 
der by  a  vertical  propeller  and  driven 
.forward  by  a  horizontal  one.  both 
i  worked  through  cranks  by  her  crew  of 
ione  man.  Her  efficiency  for  the  times 
jwas  shown  by  Sergeant  Lee,  who  took 
'her  under  the  Eagle  frigate  at  Gover- 
nor's Island,  and  who  failed  to  secure 
his  torpedo  to  the  bottom  of  the  ship, 
because  he  forgot  to  make  one  of  a  de- 
tachable weight  fitted  for  an  anchor. 
The  posslbllltleii  of  such  a  boat,  how- 
evr,   apparently  made  a  profound   Im- 


greater  number  of  cases  has  been 
abandoned  entirely  in  favor  of  the 
more  elaborate  defensive  system  by 
submarine  boats.  Furthermore,  the 
submarine  vessel  is  to  constitute  a 
separate  department  of  the  Admiralty, 
which,  although  acting  In  conjunction 
with  the  navy,  will,  however,  be  con- 
ducted on  a  quite  separate  footing,  the 
.submarines  having  their  own  ba.ses  and 
docking  equipment  for  repairs,  over- 
hauling and  refitting.  In  fact  the  en- 
The  same  j*''"'^  Ejiglish  coa.st  is  to  be  guarded  by 
authorized  j submarine  boats  which  from  th?ir 
places  of  concealment  will  be  able  to 
destroy  the  navy  of  any  country  which 
might  be  at  war  with  -Great  Britain. 
and  make  the  island  practically  Im- 
mune  for   a   sea  attack. 

A    somewhat    similar    idea    Is    taking 
hold    of    American    navy    men.    but    in 
response  to  the  demand  for  a  big  navy 
which   is   the  president's   liobbv.    which 
Is  in  fact  hi.s  big  stick,  the  building  of 
sub-marines  for  coast  defense  has  been 
and    somewhat  overlof)ked.     Our  progress  in 
arg    this  direction  has  been  slow  and  meager 
compared   with   that  which   England  is 
making.       However,     congress    has     at 
last  awakened  to  the  necessity  of  more 
boats  of  this  type,  and  has  authorized 
the    purchase    of    several     during     the 
coming  year.     Still  the  number  will  be 
I  limited,  far  below  what  the  best  naval 
}  experts   believe     should     be     the     sub- 
i  marine    force   of   a   great    naval    power 
like    the    United    States.      Tiiey   believe

Each  Fealure  a  Hieroglyphic,  Easily  Read 
Says  This  Man. 

Each  feature  of  the  face  is  a  hiero- 
glyphic, according  to  a  man  who  has 
been  studying  the  human  lineaments  for 
years,  separately  and  in  combination,  as 
indicators  of  character,  says  the  New 
York  Sun. 

"It  was  when  I  was  a  student  at  the 
university  of  Biircelona,'"  he  said,  "that 
I  first  began  to  observe  and  classfy 
people  according  to  certain  delictite,  I 
may  say  minute,  differences  and  simi- 
larities of  the  features  and  the  lines 
which    naturally    form    aL>out    them. 

"A  fellow  student,  and  close  friend, 
whose  pronounced  characteristics  were  as 
unusual  as  his  features  were  striking  and 
out  of  the  common,  was  my  first  text 
book  in  reading  character  by  the  face,  a  j 
primer  in  wliich  the  letters  were  large  ' 
and  black  and  the  Illustrations  boldly 
defined  and  yet  subtly  suggestive. 

"The  habit  1  formed  while  at  the  uni- 
versity of  studying  the  features  clung  to 
me  when  my  course  was  finished.  First 
I  simply  observed  and  noted  in  a  de- 
sultory way,  but  finding  how  much  there 
was  in  it,  I  began  investigating  accord- 
ing   to   scientific    methods. 

"In  prosecuting  certain  work  I  had  In 
hand,  I  travelled  in  all  parts  of  the 
civilized  and  uncivilized  world,  not  to  see 
but  to  know;  as  a  student,  not  a  globe 
trotter,  I  made  notes  which  fill  many 
books  Jis  to  v.hai  I  found  written  in 
the  faces  of  different  peoples.  In  fact,  my 
investigations  as  to  the  language  of  the 
face,  for  there  is  such  a  language,  I 
consider  of  more  value  than  anything 
else   I   have   done." 

When  asked  just  what  is  the  value  of  i 
being  able  to  read  a  face,  he  said  that  i 
first  of  all  it  enabled  liim  to  know  him-  | 
self,  to  realize  his  possiljilities  and  limit-  ] 
aliens,   as  he   coulel    in   no  other  way.  I 

He  further  pointed  out   tha<t  to   b3  able  ; 
to    read,    as    one    would    an    open    bocjk,  j 
tlie    character    of    one's    fellows    in    their 
faces  is  of  great  practical  value,  ethically 
as    well    as    in    a    material    way,    since    it 
enables  one   to  undei-stand   the  whys  and  ; 
wherefores    of    lives.      He    further    added  ' 
that    he    had    found    that    to    be    able    to  1 
read    the    language    of    the    face    adds    a  i 
peculiar    zest     to    living,    as    it    opens    a 
world    of    subtle,   absorbing,    amusing    in-  | 
terest.  I 

"Each  face  is  a  volume  of  surpassing  j 
interest.  There  are  really  no  other  books 
that  can  compare  with  the  human  face,"  ! 
he  saJd.  "To  study  the  shades  of  differ-  I 
ence  among  those  having  common  char-  | 
acteristlcs  is  of  itself  more  interesting 
than  can  be  realized  until  this  language  ! 
is  understood.  j 

"Without  reference  to  race,  creed  or 
previous  or  present  condition.  facial  I 
hieroglyphics  are  identical.  That  is,  \ 
wluther  it  is  the  face  of  the  Hottentot  I 
or  the  scholar,  the  language  Is  the  1 
same.  Of  course,  the  story  found  in  \ 
the  faces  of  the  wise  and  of  the  un-  ; 
lettered  is  very  indifferent,  but  it  is  ' 
written  in   the  same  characters.  j 

"In  pursuing  the  study  of  this  Ian-  t 
guage.  I  have  found  that  humanity  is  '. 
divided  into  a  few  great  classes  and  that,  ; 
while  education  and  environment  accent-  j 
uate  or  make  less  pronounced  the  char-  ; 
acterlstics  which  mark  tliese  classes,  it  | 
has  nothing  to  do  with  the  class  itself. 
A  rose  may  be  the  single  wild  variety  or  ' 
doubled  and  enlarged  by  cultivation,  yet  I 
it  remains  a  rose.  When  one  has  reached  , 
pivotal  truths,  as  he  does  in  reading ; 
faces,  he  finds  it  Is  the  same  with  human  ' 
beings." 

When    the    qyestlon    was    .isked    how  1 
one   could    learn   to   read    faces    he    said  j 
that     certain     general     facts     could     be  | 
slated    which    would    enable    a    person, 
by  study  and  observation,  to  do  so,  al- 
though,   like    any    other    language,    to 
make     it     really     one's     own,     requires 
much    practice. 

"To  begin  with  the  most  striking 
feature  of  the  face,  the  nose,"  the  face 
reader  continued,  "when  the  septum  is 
prominent  it  denotes  a  person  given  to 
analytical  observing.  It  also  shows 
reasoning  powers  and  one  who  is  lii- 
spir.itional. 

"Breadth  at  the  back  of  the  septum  of 
the  nose  marks  those  who  have   Imag- 
tion.     It   may  be  constructive  or  de- 


ancy   and   the   characteristics  of   youth 
to  the  end  of  life, 

"The  upright  and  vertical  wrinkles 
between  the  eyes,  largely  due  to  the 
elevation  of  the  inner  third  of  tho  eye- 
brow, tell  of  innate  kindness  and  truth. 
Folds  above  the  eye  and  lines  below 
It  tell  of  an  abiding  love  of  truth,  even 
though  the  person  may  not  be  strictly 
truthful. 

"The  way  in  which  this  Indication 
and  others  modified  by  wliat  is  found 
elsewhere  is  Illustrated  in  the  face  of  a 
certain  author  I  know.  He  has  these 
lines  I  mention  about  tlie  eyes  with 
the  broad  septum  of  the  nose  that 
shows  iiiiagination.  The  result  makes 
him  a  writer  of  realistic   fiction. 

"Lateral  lines  on  the  forehead,  reach- 
ing from  one  temple  to  the  other— these 
li'.ay  appear  and  disappear  with  certain 
motions  of  the  face— indicate  great  per- 
sistency. A  person  having  such  lines 
will  control  those  about  him  by  wear- 
ing tnem  out;  he  is  usually  long  lived. 
When  these  lateral  lines  are  only  over 
the  brows  the  tendency  will  be  the 
same,   but   not   so   marked. 

"Lips  full  and  broad  In  the  red  part 
show  fidelity,  ardent  devoticn  and  fond- 
ness for  the  opposite  sex.  The  person 
having  sucii  lips  may  be  devoted  and 
faithful  to  that  whi<  h  Is  the  reverse 
of  desirable,  according  to  accepted 
standards,  as  the  Indication  docs  net 
Include    a   moral    quality. 

"When  both  lips  are  tliin  the  person 
may  be  fraternal,  kind  and  also  de- 
voted but  this  will  not  be  in  a  whole 
hearted,  unselfish  way.  When  i.ersons 
having  such  lips  give  it  is  for  a  reason 
based  in  some  way  on  self;  their  de- 
votion is  modified  by  many  considera- 
tions, and  their  fraternity  has  limita- 
tions, 

'•K  lip  long  from  the  nose  to  tbe  center 
shows  a  desire  to  direct.  It  is  the  hP  of 
command.  If  with  such  an  upper  lip 
the  lower  closes  flrml  yagainst  it,  to  be 
in  a  subordinate  position  is  a  hardship 
not    willingly    endured. 

"The  earmark,  or  more  properly  tno  no 
mark,  of  patriotism  is  when  tlie  lower  lip 
protrudes  and  closes  firmly  against  the 
upper  midway  between  the  center  and 
the  corners.  A  striking  illustration  of 
this  is  the  mouth  of  Archbishop  Ireland. 
"Lips  drooping  at  the  corners  denote 
keen  sensibility,  seif-consciousness  and 
introspection.  A  mouth  that  has  an  up- 
tlll  at  one  corner  points  out  an  erratic 
tendency  in  the  character  fuul  also  ready 
wit.  A  mouth  that  closc-a  like  a  trap 
shov.s  that  Us  possc-ssor  will  get  all  ha 
can    and   keep   all    he    gets. 

"A  penson  with  a  pointe^d  chm  may 
have  force,  but  it  is  more  likely  to  take 
the  form  of  stubbornness  that  that  which 
is  constructive.  In  whatever  state  such  a 
man  finds  himself  he  is  content;  in  fact, 
he  does  not  realize  that  there  is  any- 
thing more  desirable  than  what  he  has. 
"On  the  other  hand,  a  strong,  broad 
chin,  tending  up  rather  than  down,  if  it 
Is  reinforced  bv  firmly  closed  lips,  de- 
notes one  who  will  not  recognize  defeat 
nor   bo   easily   influenced. 

"Attractive  force  is  Indicated  by  the 
softness,  delicacy  and  freedeim  from 
blemi.^h  of  the  skin,  but  It  must  be  borne 
in  mind  that  it  Is  one  thing  to  attract 
and  quite  another  to  hold.  E^xireme  deli- 
cacy of  the  texture  of  the  skin  indicates 
small  power  to  retain  tlial  which  is  at- 
:  tracted.  ,    .„  ^ 

"It    is    skin    nt    once    firm    and    fine    01 
I  texture,   transparent   as   is  old  ivory,    that 
'  indicates  one  who  can   retain   as    well   aa 
gain.     Such,     other     things     being    equal, 
i  wear   well  In  all   ways.     The  years  toucH 
'  them    lightly,    and    they    are   pcrt^sessed   01 
1  the  fibre  that  makes  for  faithfulness. 
1      "The    highly    organized    have    fine    hair 
and  are  impressionable,  quick  to  see  and 
■ealize.     Those  who  have   hair  that   is  at 
fine,  abundant,  glossy  and  strong  are 
to   grasp   a   situation   in    its  entirety 
an    emergency    is    an    inspiration    tx> 
and    wise    action,    although    email 
vex  and  annoy. 
•It    was    Balzac    who    noted    that    It    Is 
the    flat    waisted    woman     who    may    be 
depended    on    to    sacrifice    herself.

"A    round,    compact    face    is    not    found 
combined   with    a    fiat-waisted    body,    and 
its    possrs.sor    will    have    more    beauty    of 
person     than    brilliancy    of     mind.

Angular 
people  are  like   many   faceted   gems,   ever 
changing   in    brilliant    combinaDons. 

"There  Is  also  much  >;ignificance  m  the 
ear.  One  that  is  firm  of  cartilage  with 
clearly  defined  convolutions  and  well 
shaped,  neither  large  nor  small,  although 
the  size  is  not  so  important  as  the  shape 
and  texture,  marks  a  capable  pprson.  An 
car  of  this  kind,  close  to  the  head  hke  a 
reefed    sail,    indicates   longevity. 

"When  the  rim  of  the  ear  is  Inclined  to 
be  pointed  at  the  top.  as  Is  the  tra- 
ditional ear  of  the  fawn,  it  shc*vvs  aii 
elemental  trend,  however  far  removed 
the  person  may  seem  to  be  from  the 
primitive.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  ear 
tells  quite  as  much  as  any  other  feature. 
"Ii>ach  line  of  the  face  his  its  import 
and  as  many  of  them  are  not  fixed  they 
must  be  read  as  they  come  and  go;  but 
when  they  are  understccd.  It  is  as  easy 
to  decipher  them  as  they  pass  as  for 
the  operator  to  read  a  wire  or  a  wireless 
message.  In  fact  .the  langu.ige  of  the 
face  is  made  up  of  messages  sent  over 
the  nerves  from,  the  innermost  self— ana 
they   tell  the  al?solutc  truth."

"Elevation  of  the  eyebrows  at  the  in- 
ner terminal,  that  is.  next  the  nose,  in- 
dicates the  <!uality  of  amity.  However 
brusque  one  may  be  in  manner,  if  one 
has  eyebrows  marked  in  that  way,  he 
will    be   innately   friendly. 

"When  the  elevation  of  the  inner  ter- 
minal of  the  eyebrow  continues  along 
the  inner  third,  it  marks  a  reformer; 
one  who  is  kind,  but  not  tolerant.  A 
person  with  such  Vrows  will  be  anxious 
to  set  things  right  for  the  general 
good,  and  also  for  the  special  benefit 
of  those  about   him. 

"The  arching  of  the  entire  brow,  espe- 
ciallv  when  it  rises  at  the  outer  ter- 
minal In  the  shape  of  a  Mercury  wing, 
indicates  a  light  and  Joyous  nature;

The  Duluth,  Rainy  Lake  &  Winni- 
peg road  la  building  numerous  spurs 
to  tap  the  timber  lands  north  of 
Virginia.  Others  are  being  surveyed 
north  of  Ashawa  and  Pelican  Lake. 
A  line  is  now  being  built  to  tap  tho 
Bear  river  country,  anct  it  is  likely 
that  this  spur  will  be  permanent. 
Tho  survey  taps  a  region  that 
abounds    in    select    Norway    pine. 

The  Rainy  Lake  road  will  also 
build  a  spur  to  the  Nett  Lake  reser- 
vation, where  it  has  large  holdings 
of  timbdr.  The  road  will  begin  at 
a  point  about  nine  miles  north  of 
Ash  lake  ami  run  southwest  to  the 
timber.  Branch  lines  will  also  be 
built  in  the  neighborhood  of  Peli- 
can lake,  to  tap  the  timber  north 
and    west    of   the    lake. 

Work  on  the  main  line  of  the  rail- 
road from  Ashawa  to  the  border  is 
progressing  in  a  .satisfactory  manner. 
Several  hundred  men  are  at  work 
on  the  contract,  and,  as  has  been 
announced  before,  large  crews  will 
be  kept  at  work  during  the  winter. 
Much  of  the  country  to  be  cros.sed 
is  of  a  swampy  character,  and  the 
preliminary  railroad  work  can  be 
done  there  when  the  ground  is 
froz.-n  much  more  easily  than  at 
any  other  time.  The  plan  is  to  do 
as  much  of  the  work  as  possible  this 
winter,  and  it  is  hoped  to  have  the 
rails  laid  to  the  border  before  the 
fall  of  1907.  thus  giving  Duluth 
direct  rail  connection  with  Winni- 
peg over  the  Rainy  Lake.  Canadian 
Northern  and  one  of  the  range 
lines. 

It  Is  believed  that  work  of  clear- 
ing the  right  of  way  south  from  Vir- 
ginia to  Duluth  will  be  started  this 
winter,  and  po.ssibly  completed  be- 
fore .spring,  or  practically  so.  The 
understanding  i.s  that  the  contract 
for  the  con.struction  of  the  road 
south  to  Duluth  is  to  be  let  some 
time      during      the      winter.  Local 

railroad  men  say  that  within  two 
year.*?,  at  the  outside,  thn  Rainy  Lake 
road  will  have  rails  extending  from 
Duluth   to  the  Canadian   border. 

This  will  mean  a  good  deal  for 
the  wholesale  and  jobbing  interests 
of  Duluth,  for.  at  the  rate  the  country 
north  of  here  is  being  settled  up, 
th»  field  will  be  a  rich  one  for  Du- 
luth business  men  to  turn  their  at- 
tention to.  Much  of  the  land  is 
exceik-nt  for  farming  purposes,  and 
whe/e  th  -r*"  are  not  already  settlers, 
farmers  will  put  in  their  appear- 
ance as  soon  as  the  timber  is  cu* 
off.  With  branch  lines  running  into 
tho  big  timber  belts  along  the  sur- 
vey, it  will  n-»t  be  many  years  be- 
f'jre  the  timber  Is  pretty  well  clear- 
ed   away
